IS the Winter had been verv unprolpe- 
^ rou>a ind un£icceMul to tne King, in 
' the diminution utdlofi of ihofe Forces, 
\ upon utichbechie^ depended to 6t- 
I ^in dw power of the Enemy the yeir 
I enfiiingj lb the Sprugenter'd with no 
I better Prdage. When Doth Annies htd 
' catered into their Wmter Quarters, to 

J refrdhtbemleivet after lb much fkdgue. 

Hie cteat piepvation dw was made at Letdmr^aid the fitmc of 
laidtngSr»{/£Mitf&Ar into the Welt, put the King upon 
the i^itudoD of having fiidi i Body in hii wav, as might 
give hitn innrrupcioo, widuwt Prince Jlfyurk^a being di- 
nuib'd in hia Si«e of Pfymmah ; which was not thought to 
be able to make long reuftance. To this purpofe the Lord 
Mtftm was uipointai to Command an Aimv apart, to be 
levied out or the Garrilbo of Brifitit and tnofe WeOvm 
Counties adjacent iKwly /educed ; where his Reputation and 
VotlLRwj. Hh \K«tJh 
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Incereft was very great;' and by it he bad in a {hort time 
raifed a pretty Biody of Foot and Horfe-; co which r ece i ving 
/ an Addition of two. very good Regioiencs (chou^'no^many 
in Number) out ofMumfiery under the Command of 3^^ Charks 
Vtvafour^ and Sr Jplm P^let^ and a good Troop of Horfe 
under the Command of Captain Bridges^ all which had beea 
tranfportedp according to former Orderi, out of Ireland to 
Brifi^ty Once the Ceuation, that Lord adVimced to SaGsharf^ 
and (hortly after to Wmcbepery^ whither Sr Jobn Berkkj 
brought him two Regiments xcaiie 'hi ^Foot, raifed by him 
in Dev0n-Jhire ; fo that he had in all, at lealt^ three thQufand 
Foot, and about Bfteen hundred Hone ; which, in Co good a 
Poll as H^heftir was, would ih a (hprt time have grown to 
aconfiderable Army; andwasiajt prefi^nt ftrong enough to 
have ftopped, or attended Waller in hii Weftem Expedition ^ 
sordid He ezpecS: to have found fuch an obfbru^on m his 
way. And therefore, when he was upon his March* andiv^as 
inform'd of the LordHoptin^s being ot f0m/feflervifith ^ch 
a ftrengtb, he retired to F^frx^hmr^ .andQuarter'd ther«,' till 
he gave his Mailers an Account that he wanted other Supplies. 

It was a general misfortune, aiylmifcomputationof that 
time, that the Party, in all places,, that wim'd well to the 
King f which confifted of moll of theHjentry in fnbft 0>un-- 
ties; and\for thepreTejOt were aw'd^^anfl.kept under by the 
Militia, aiid the Committees of Parliapn^t) had fo goo4 ^^ 
opinion of their own Rei)utation and Int'ercft, that they be<^ 
liev'd they were able, upon th^ Afiiftaoee of few Troopo; to 
fupprefe their Neighbours who were of the other Party, and 
who, upon the advantage of the power they were pofle&'d of, 
excrcifed their Authority over tnem with great rigour , and 
infolence. And fo the Lord Woptm was no fooner poflefled 
p(t0wcbeftery where Sr William Ogh had likewife fciled upoo 
t^ Caftle for the King, and pat it into a tenable condition^ 
Chan the Gentlemen o£Suffexy and of the adjacent parrs of 
Hamffljiriy fent privately to hun^ << That if he would advance 
^ into Their Country,.tney would undertake, in a fhori time^ 
^f to make g^eat Levies of Men for the recruit of his Army ; 
^^and likewi(e to poflefs themfelves of fuch places as they 
^fliould bq well able to defend; and thereby keep that part > 
*^ of the Country in the King's Obedience. 

Sr Edward, IPordy a Gentleman of a good Family, and fair 
< Fortune in Sujjixy had then a Regiment of Horfe in the. 
Lord ff9^/^»'s Troops, and the King had made him High 
Sheriff of Sujix that year,, to xhe end that, if there were oc- • 
cafion, he might ti^e better make impreffion upon that Coun^ 
ty. He had with him, in his Regiment, many of the Gen- 
tlemen of that Cpunty of gpod QusUity : And they aU befoughc. 

the 
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the Lord Hoft^^ ^ That he would. Gnce Walkr was not like 
f* to advance, at leaft fend fome Troops into tbofe parts, to 
^ give a little Countenance to the Levies they diould be well 
^ able to make ^ afluring him, <^ That they would^^ in the firft 
^ place, feifeupon ^f#)i^/-Cafllej whicn, ftaiidin^near the 
^Stt, would yield great advantage to the King's Service, 
^ and k^ that rich Comer of the Country at his Majefty's 
^ Devotion. Thefe, and many odier fpecious undertakings, 
dilpofed die Lord Hift49j who had an extraordinary appetite 
to engage Jfk/Ur in a Battle, upon old .accounts, to wiln him- 
ielf at Liberty to ciomply with thofe Gentlemen's defires : o( 
all which he gave fucn.an Account to the ^ing, as made it 
appear, that he liked the.deGgn, and thought it practicable^ 
it he had an addition of a Regiment or two of Foot, under 
good Officers; for that Quarter of Suffix^ which he meant 
to vifit, was a faft and iiidofed Country, and jinmdil^d&le 
had a Garrifon in it, though not numerous, or well provided^ 
Us being without u)^ehenfion of ah Edemy. 

It wa4 about arijhusy.^nd the King had no farther de'^ 
fign for the Winter, than to keep iPklUr from vifiting and 
dmurfoing the Weft, and to. reauit hi$ Ara^y, to fuch a"d^- 
0ree as to be able to take the Field early -y which he knewthi 
Kebels refolv'd to do: yet the good Poft thie Lord Hoptm 
was already poflefi'd of at Winch^er^ and tb'^ po^tive un^ 
<lertaking^ from Sujjixy wrought upon many to think, ^tha^ 
this opportunity (teuld not be Idft. The Kan^ had, Vkcwile 
great AOGirance of the general good Afiedions of the Couiity 
^iKita-y infomuch as the People had with difEculty b6en re^ 
ftrain'd from making fome attempt, upon the confidence of 
their own ftren^ j and if there could be now fuch a founda-| 
tioii.laid, that tinere might be a conjundHon between that s^ 
Suffixj it ihight produce an Aflbciatic^ fittle inferior to that 
of the Southern Counties under the Earl of MMcbifier -y ^s^ 
inig^ by the Spring,' be an occafion of that diitradion tof 
die Parliament, that they Ihould not well kn'oW to what pare 
to. difpofe their Armies; and the King mi^ht apply his owo 
to duit part, arid purpofe, as Diould feem molt r^afonable to 
hini. 

Th£sb, aiid other reafons prevailing the King gave th^^ 
Lord H9pt9n order to prbfecute his deiign upon Sufixy in fuch 
manner as he thought fit ; provided, that he was well aflurcd,' 
that WalUr ihould not make advantagi?,' upon that Ebcerprife,^ 
CO find the way open to him to march into the Weft. And 
diat he might be tl>e better able to profecute the one, and tO' 
provide for the other, S^ Jacob Afiky was likewife fent to him 
from Readiagy with a thomand commanded Men of that GaN 
rifon, IVkffkfgArJy ^dOxfirJ^ which fupply no fobnerar-^

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xhr'd at Wtnchephr^ but the Lord Hapten refolv^d to viGt WrA 
Ar's Qiaijcrs, if it Were poflSble to engage him j however 
tbat he might judge by the pofture be was in, whether he 
were like to purfue his purpofe for the Weft. WkHer was 
Chen C^arter^d at Farnhamj and the Villages adjacent, from 
whence he drew out his Men, and faced the Enemy, as if he 
intended to Fight, but, after fome lidit Skirmiihes for a day 
or two, in which he always receiVd lofi. he retired himfeff 
into the Calflle of Varnbam^ a place of fome ftrei^ ; and 
drew his Army into the Town ; and within three oir four 
(;bys, went himfeif to lAndtm^ niore efiefitially to follidt Re-> 
emits, than his Letters had been able to do. 

When the Lord Hajitm faw that he could attempt no 
farther upon thofe Troops, and was folly afliir'd that S^ WU^ 
Bam IValkr Wis himfeif gone to LomJmty he concluded, that 
It was a good thne to comply with the importunity of the 
Gentlemefl at Sujjixi and marchM thither, with fuch a fioc^ 
of HorTe and Fooi^ as he thought competent for the Senrtcc. 
The exceeding hanlFroft ma(£ hiii march more eaQr difo&gh 
thofe deep dirty ways, than better Weather would have dotie} 
and he came to^ Atundei before there was any imagination 
chat he had that jphtce in his prcTpeA. The place in iifi 
Situation was ftrong ; and though the Fortifications were not 
regular, but of the old iaihion, vet the Walls were goq^, and 
the Graffbroad, and deep: and though die GarrifoD was not 
numerous enough to hav^ defended all the large circuit agatnft 
n powerful Army, yet it was ftrong enough in all relpeA^ 
tona^e defied any foddain Af&ult : and mi^t, without putting 
Aemfelves to much trouble, have been very fecure againtt 
the Attempts of thofe without. But the Provifions of V tibial, 
or Ammunition, was not fufficient to have endured any long 
Si^e^ and the Officer who Commanded, had not been ac« 
^ftom'd to the prol^£b of an Enemy. So upon an eafy and 
fiiort Summons, that threatened his obftinacy with a venr rU 
gorous chaffiftlment, if he (liould defer the giving it up ; either 
from the efSkGt offals own fear, and want of Courage, 6r 
from die good inclinations of fome of the Soldiers, the Caftlei 

Anmdel- was furrender'd the third day : and appear'd to be a place 

C*fie Sur^ worth the keepings and capable, in a Qiort time, to be made 

Jf^^'* fecure againft a good Army. 

H^n . The Lord Hoptomy after he had ftayed there five or fix 
days, and caufed Provifions of all kinds to be brought in, com* 
mitted the Command and Government thereof to S^ Edward 
tord^ Hi^ Sieriffof the County, With a Gmifon of above 
two kuxhed Men j befides many good Officers, who defi-> 
red, or were very willing, to ftay mere; as a place Tsrt fa* 
Tourable for ehe flttkingLeWes (^ Men, whida they all in- 
tended. 
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tended. And, it may be« the more remain'd there, out of the 
wcarinefs and fatigue of their late marches, imcl that thef 
mj^t fpend the remainder of the Winter with better Accom- 
modatibn. 

Tu £ News of Sr WUUam WoBet^s return to Famham widi 
ftroog rpcruiis of Horfe and Foor. made it necef&ry to the 
Lord.fi^ftfur, to leavl^ \4rimdel Caille before he had put ic 
into the good pofture he intended. And^ without well con- 
6dering the mixture of the Men be left there, whereof many 
were o? Natures not eafy to be govern'd, nor like to conform 
themfelves to fuch ftria Rules as the condition of the place 
required, or to ufe that induftry, as the exigence, they were 
like to be in, made neceCQiry, the principal thing he recom^ 
mended and enjoyn'd to them was, <' In the iirft place, fettine 
^ all other things afid^ to draw in (lore of ProviGons of au 
^ kinds, both tor the Numbers they were already, and for 
^ Tuch as would proh^ly in a (hort time be added to them t 
all which from the great plenty that Coilntry then abounded 
in, was very eafy to have been done. And if it had been 
done, that place would have remain'd long fiich a Thorn in 
title &de of the Parliament, as would have rendered it very un* 
eafy to them, at leaft have interrupted the current of their 
profoerity. 

W A L L E r's Journey td L$nJon ^wer*d his expoOation : 
and his Prefence had an extraordinary operation, to procurj 
any thing de&red. , He reported the Lord Hoptoifz Forces 
to be much greater than tney weil?, that his own midit be 
made proportionable to encounter them ; and the quidt pro- 

gefs that Lord had made in Suffixy and his tsJcing ArmJkt 
ifile, made them thought- tol>e greater than Re reported 
them to be. His fo eafily noQefling himfelf of a place of that 
ftrei^th, which they (iippofed to have been impregnable, and 
in a Cojimty where toe King hiul before no footing, awaken'd 
aD their JealouGes and Apprehenfions of the AfiFeftions of 
KMtf, and all other places ^ and looh^d like a Land-flood, that 
might, roil they knew not how far ; fo that there needed no 
importunate (oUlciration to provide a remedy ag^nft this 
growing evil. The ordinary method they had u(ed for re- 
cruiting their Armies by Levies of Voluntiers, and perfwa^ 
dixig the Apprentices of^the City to become Soldiers,upon the 
Privilege they gave them for their Freedom, for the time they 
Fought for tnem, as if they had remained in their Mafler^ 
Service, was now too dull and lazy an expedient to refift this 
Torrent; they therefore refort to their inexhauftible Maga- 
zine of Men, their devoted City, to whofe A£&Aions the 
Perfon of S^ William Walkr was moft acceptable j and per- 
fwaded them immediately to caufe two of theu 9a^D%<S^ V^st*

gUnents of Auxiliaries, to march out of the Line to Ffmbam z 
which they confented to. Then they appointed tkt Earl of 
Effex to give his Orders to S' tfUliam Baifeury with one tbou<^ 
land of the Horfe of his Anoy,. likewife to obferve Wmllfr'n 
Commands; who. with this great ackHtion of Forces, made 
Eafte to his other Troops at Fambam ; where he Karcfc rdfted^ 
buc after he had informed himfelf how the Lprd HbpfMi's 
Troops lay Quarter'd, at too great a diftance from each other, 
he march'd, according to his cuftom in diofe occafions ( as 
beating up of Quarters was his ' Mailer-piece ) all thel^imt: 
and, by ttie break of day, encompals'd a great Village called 
Abany where a Troop or two of Horfe, and a Regiment of 
foot of the King's lay in too milch fecuhty. However, the 
liorfe took the Alarm quickly, ahd for the moft part, made 
their eicape to WtTubefiery the head Quarter: whither the! 
Lord Hb^/tf;i was return'd but the Night before n-om Arundel. 
Colonel Boksy who Commanded his own Regiment of Foot 
there, confiding of about five^hundred Men, which had been 
drawn out of che Garriibn of WalihfgforJ ^ when he found! 
Jumfelf encomj^afs'd by the Enemies Army of Horfe and Foo^ 
&w he could not defend himfelf, or make other reiifttnce 
than by retiring with his Men into tiie Church, which he hoped 
tp maintain fot {q many hours, that relief might be fent to 
bim ,-, hut he! had not time to Barricadoe the doors ; (b that the 
Enemy entered almoft aflbon ; and after a (hort rdiftance, in 
svhich many wpre kiU'd, the Soldiers, overpowered, threv 
Sown the|r Arth$, and ask'd Quarter; whicn was Ukewife 
ofier'd to the Colonel ; who reftuSd it^ and valiantly defended 
bimfel^ till w|th the death of two or three of the Afl&ilants, 
fie wa« killed in the place; his Ei^emies giving him a teRi* 
^ony of jgreat Courage and Refolution. 

\A^ALLER knew (yell the impreflion the lofs of this very 
^ood Regiment would make xipon the Lord Hopton's Ftmrey. 
and that the rqpprc which the Troops of Horfe whicli had 
dcaped, would inake, would add nothing of Courage to dieif 
fellows ; fo that there was no prpbabiuty that they would 
make halle to advance ; and theretbre, with great celerity, thei 
hard Froft continuing;, he march'd with all his Army to Armn 
i/ei Caftle , whore he found that Ganifbn as unprovided as 
be CQuld wiOi. For inftead of cncreaGng the Magazine of 
Viflual by Supplies from the Country , they had (pent much 
of that Store which the Lord Hfpton had provided. The Go-^ 
yemour was a Man of Honefty and Courage, but unacquaint- 
ed yf'ith that Af&ir, having no other experience in War, than 
what he had learn'd fince thefe Troubles. The OBBcers were 
many without Command, amongft whom one Colonel Bam" 
jfira^ an Jr^-man^ though he called himfelf Bamfield was j 
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odd;; ^wha^' being a Mkn of^it anid part$, ap|^lied all his iaculr 
tSeito iroproye the Padtion, to which they were all naturally 
incfiikd^ with a hope to- imke himfelf Goyernour. In this di* 
VbnSofmWalbr found thdm, and by fome of the Soldiers run? 
Irudgput to him, he found means again to fend in to them : 
by. wl^ he fo increafed their Fa<9ion, and Animofity againft 
'<kie aiiother, that ^fter he had kept them ^aking,^ with coiv 
timtal Alarms, three' or four days, near half the Men bein^ 
fide, and unable to' do duty, rather than' they would trult 
each other longer, they gave the Place and Themfelves up 
tff PrHehers of War upon Quarter j the Place being able to ui$ retaken 
have defended it felf ag^nft all that power, for a much longer ^ ^{'^ will. 
time/ Here the Learned and Eminent Mr chi/lmffujorth was ^* '^''• 
ttken Prifon^r ; who, oiit of kindnefs and refped to the Lord 
M^0n^ had accompanied him in that March; and, being in- 
dii|ofed by the terrible Coldnefs of the Seafon, chofe to rer 
pofeltimfelf in that Garrifon, till the Weather fliouldmend^ 
-Aflbon as his Perfon was khown, which would have drawn 
Reyerence from any noble £nemy, the Qergy that attended 
xhat Ariny« profecuted htn) with all the inhumanity imagi? 
iiliblej 'fothat,by tii^ir Bat1>arousu(age^ he died within few 
days; cb the grief of ^lihat' knew hxm, and of many whq 
knew him not but by his 3ook, and the Reputation he had 
With Learned Men. , 

r^Ttit Lord H0/fM fiinaiiTd the lofs of that Regiment witli 
lextraordihkry tremble' of iriind, and asa wound that would 
Meed ifiward ; and'therefoVe was the more inflamed with de^ 
fire of a Battle with Wdlhr:^ to make even all Account ; an^ 
made what hafte he couldi ^pon the firft Advertifement, i^ 
have redeemed that Misfortune; and hoped to have'comi 
time enough to Relieve vifrioirif/Ciaftle; whkh he never fui^ 
pe^d would fo tamely have given themfelves up : but that 
nope quickly vanifh'd, Upon the undoubted Intelligence of 
that Surrender, and the News that WalUr was return'd with 
« full Refoluti<m to prbfecute his defign upon the Weft : td 
which, befides the encoun^ement of his two late Succefles^ 
with which he was marvelloufly elated, he was in fome de- 
gree neceCIitated, out of appfehenGon' that the Horfe which 
belonged to the Earlof £^Ar's Army, might be fpeedily re- 
called; and the time would be quickly expired, that he had 
promiied the Auxiliary Regiments of London to dlfmifii 
them. 

Upon the News the King received of the great fupply 
the Parliament h^ fo fuddainly fent to Watkry both from the 
fiarl of Effix his Army, and from the City, he thought ic 
neceffitry to fend fuch an addition of Foot as he covM dnsw 
out of a^^My ud^be Neigbbaur GamCona. Ktidi ^^ ^£i^^ 

H h 4 ^"^ 
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of Brentfirdp General of the Army^ who bad a&ft ^ritud* 
fliip with the Lord Ikptmt^ exprdfins a good indioatHiii t)p 
inake him a vifit, rather tb»n to Gc mil in his Widtcr Q^^r 
ters, his Maiefty was very willing he fliould> and cbowBad 
that dirpofition, being defirous that fo great an Officcx mi^ 
be preienc in an Army^ upoff which u> much of ins hopes 
depended; and which did not abound with Officers c^ great 
Experience. So the General, withfuch Volunticri .^s.werf 
ready to accompany him^ went to Wmbefiit : where be fimnd 
the Lord Ifyftm in trouble for the lofs of the Regment of 
Foot at Ahouy and with the unezpeOed aflimnce of^hegHriiig 
up of Anmdel Gaftle. He was exceedingly revived with the 
preTence of the General, and defired to receive hia Orders^ 
and that he would take upon him the ablblute Ccnnmapd xi 
Che Troops; which he as pofitivelv rdfufedto do) only oi^ 
fer'd to keep turn Company in all jExpeditions, and to ^SH 
him the bed Affi{lance he was able ; mich the Lord B^im 
was compelled to be contented with ;, nor could there te a 
greater union and confent between two Friends : The Ge- 
neral being ready to give his Advice upon all particular^; 
£id the other doing nothing without communication wid> 
m, and then conforming to his opinion, and ^ving Orders 
Accordingly . 

A s s o o N as they were informM that Wslkr had drawn all 
his Troops together about W^mham^ and meant Jto matdi 
towards them, they chearfiilly embraced the Occafion, and 
Went to meet him \ and about Alr^sfwi^ near the miiowajr 
between Wmthfier and Vamhamy they qime to know how 
liear they were to each other j and, being in View, cbofe the 
^ound upon which they meant the Battle (bould be Fout^; 
of which Waller^ being firft there, got the advantage for the 
drawing up his Horfe. The King's Army ocuififted of about 
five thoufand Foot, and three thouiand Hode ; and Wklhf 
with Sr William Balfvury exceeded in Horfe ; but they were, 
iipon the matter, equal in Foot ; with this only advantage, that 
both his Horfe and Foot were^ as thev were alwa]^, mueh 
better Arm'd ; no Man wanting any weapon 0£ten6ve, or 
Defenfive, that was proper for him ^ and & Afibn^ H^fieth^^ 
Regiment of Cuiraffier^ call'd ii^L^kfUrs^ were fo iioirmt* 
dable, that the King'a naked and unarm'd Troops, among 
which few were better arm'd than with Swords, could not 
bear their impreflion. 
ThinsttUat X H s King's Horfe never bdiaved tfaemfelves fo ill, as that

wSIer^ had One fierce Charge, wheeled about to an unreaionable diftanee; 

tbg advM^ and left their principal Officers to fluft for tbemfelves. The 

/^ff^^^^FootbchxvcA themmvea rm gribncly, and had hoc only the 
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better of tbe Other Fooc^ but bore two or three Gharget from 
Che Hprfe with nocaUe Courage, and without being broken ( 
wbiUb choTe Horfe which ftood upon the Field, and (houM 
have aOifled them^ cxsuld be perfwaded but to ftand. When 
the Evening drew near, for the approach whereof neither 
Fartf was ibrry, the Lord H&f$$n thought it nece<&ry to leave 
the Field ; and drawing off' tus Men, and carrying with him 
mmy of the wounded, he retired with all hii Canon and Am* 
tnunition, iirimreof he loft none, that Nighc to lU^dmg : the 
Enemy being lb fcatter'd, that they had no mind to purfue} 
eoly N&AW himfelf made bafte to Jf^hefifryWhore he thoi^ht^ 
upon diis Succefs^ to have been immediately admitted into 
that Caftle ; which was bis own Inheritance. But he found 
that too wol defended^ and fo returned with taking revenge 
upon Che C^. by plundering it with all the Inlblence and Ra* 
pme imaginable. 

Thsrb could not dien be any other eftiroate made of the 
loft miUtr fiiflain'd, than by the not purfuing the vifible ad« 
vantage he had, and by the utter refo&d of the Auxiliary Re* 
giments of Lo^iiENi and Kfvr, to march farther; who, withiil 
three or four dayi^ left him ; and retum'd to their Habita* 
tions i with great Lamentation of their Friends who were mi A 
fing. On the King's iide, befides Common Men, and many 
good Officers, there fell that day the Lord Jolm Sfuart^ 
orother to the IXike of Riilmamdy and Genera) of the Horfe 
of that Anny; and ^7^^ Smitb^ Brother to the Lord Oir- 
rmn§9y and Commiflary General of die Horfe. They were 
bom brought oft* the FicJd by the few Horfe that ftay d with 
them, and did their duty; carried to B^sdimg; and tne next 
day to jtMwgdamy that tfaley might be nearer to the Afltftance 
of^the beft remedies by Fbyucians and Surgeons. But they 
li v'd only to the fecond dreding of their wounds ; which were 
very many upon both of them. 

The rormer was a young Man of extraordinary hope, lit- 
tle more than one and twenty years of Age; who being of a 
more diderick and rough Nature^^ than tl»e other Branches of 
Chat Uluftrious and Princely Family, was not delighted with 
the foftnefles of the Couit^ but had dedicated himfelf to the 

ErofdBon of Arms, when he did not think the Scene fliould 
ave been in his own Country. His Courage was fo fignal 
that day, that too much could not be expected from it, if M 
had out-liv*d it ; and he was fo generally belov'd, that he 
could not but be very generally lamented. The other, Sr 7^^ 
SmklK had been trained up from his Youth in the War of 
Fimkurs; being of an Ancient R<XDan Catholick Family ; and 
bad long the Reputation of one of the beft Officers of Horfe. 
AflboQ it the firft Troubles apprar'd in ScaKmi^ \it >Qtx.QKk. 
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himfelf Co the Service of hii own Prince^ and from the be« 
ginniog of the War to his own end. peribrm'd many fignal 
A(3ion9 of Courage. The death ot thefe two eminent Of- 
ficers, made the Names of many who periih'd that day, the left 
inquired into and mentioned. 

This Battle was Fought the i^di day of March x which 
was a very doleful entring into the beginning of the year 
1644, and broke all the meafures, and alterd the whole fcheme 
of the King's Counfels : For whereas before, he hoped to have 
enter'd the Field early, and to have adted an Oflfenfive part ; 
he now difcern'd, be was wholely to be upon the Defen- 
five; and that was like to be a voy hard part too. For he 
found, within very iew days after, that he was not only de^ 
priv'd of the Men he had loft at Alresfordy but that he was 
not to ^x^edi any recruit of his Army by a copjundtion with 
Prince Rupert j who, he believ'd, would have retum'd ill 
time) ^cer his great Succe(s at Newark^ with a ftrong Body 
both of Horfe and Foot, from Shn^irey Ch^fUre^ and Nordi- 
Wsles^: all v^ch hopes were foon blafted^ for the Prince 
had fcarce put the Garriibn of Newark in order^ and provided 
it to endure another Attack, which they miglk have realbn« 
ably expelled upon his Higbnefi's departure ( thougfi indeed 
Che (bame of the defeat he. had given that Party, and tbe rage 
among the Officers, and Soldiers, when they faw by what a 
bandfiil of Men they had been terrified, and fubdued, broke 
and diflblv'd that whole Body within few days) when he was 
cameftly .prefs'd from the £arl . of Biriy^ to come into Lan^ 
€ffi)ire to relieve him, who was already Befieged in his owof 
firong Houfe at Latham^ by a great Body, with whom he 
was not able to contend. And to difpofe the Prince the more 
willingly to undertake bis relief, tbe Earl made ample pro- 
npife^, ^ That within fo many days after the Siege fhould be 
^ raifed, with any defeat to the Enemy, he would advance his 
^^Highnefs's Levies with two'thou&nd Men, and fupply him 
^ with a confiderable Sum of Money. And the Earl had like«< 
wife, by an Exprefs, made the (ame initance to the King at 
Oxford'^ from whence his Majefty fent his PermUBon, and 
Approbation to the Prince, before his departure from New^ 
ark y hoping ftill that his Highneis would oe able to difpatcb 
that Service in Lancaflnrey and with the more notable recruits 
of Men in thofe parts, be able to return to Oxford by the time 
that it would be neceflary for his Majefty to take the Field. 
But within a ibort time, he was difiippointed of that expe^* 
tion^ for before the Prince could nnifh his Expedition into 
Z^wcajbire (which he did with wonderful Gallantry ^ raifed 
tbe Siege at Uithnm with a great execution upon the Enemy ^ 
and took two or (bree of their Garrifons obftinately defended k 

and 
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and therefore with the greater Slaughter) the Mar^'^ ^*^ 
Caftk was compeird to retire, with his whol^ Army, withia 
the Walls of ri^ri. He had been well a Wp to hav^ defended 
himfelf againft the numerous Army of ^fic Sc§tSy and would 
have been glad to have been engaged <^^ *em, but he found 
he had a worfe Enemy to deal wiwi, as will appear.- 

From the time that the Ruitog Party ot die Parliament iwjtfWk- 
difcerny that their Genert^ che Earl of E#*, would never J J^//^ 
ferve their turn, or comply with all their defires, they rdblvy y,^.^ ^. 
to have another A^d\y apart, that Ihould' be more ac their de-i dtr th9 emH 
vocion ^ in thr Arming whereof, they would be fore to choofe •/ Minclie- 
foch Offir«*> as would probably not only obfcrve their :Or«:^*'* 
ders, hat have the fame mclinations with them. Their tre* 
te«ce was, « That there were fo many difaffeaed Perfons or the 
^ Nobility, and Principal Gentry, in the Counties of N^rfUk 
^ and Suffoiky that, if great Care was not taken to prevent it, 
•^ there might a Body ftart up there for the Kingj which, upon 
•*the fuccefs of the Marquis -of New^^aftte^ whoTe Arms 
•'then reach'd into Uncoln^nte^ might grow very formi- 
.** dable. For prevention whef ed^ they had formed an Aflb- 
ciation between Ejfex (a County, upon the influence of the 
Earl of W(Mrwicky and the power of- his Clergy, they moft con- 
fided in) Cofntridge-Jhire^ Suffoik^ Nfrfrik, Bedf&rdy and Htm^ 
, jfhu^ ; in all which they hadm^ny Perfons of Whofe entire 
Amdlions they were well afliired; and, in moft of them, there 
were few conuderable Perfons who wiDi'd them ill. Of this 
Aflbciation they made the Kkri of Afanchefier General, to 
be fubjeft only to their own Command8,and independent upon 
the Earl of Effex. Under Him, they chofe oiivtr CromwHxo 
Command their Horfe ; and many other Officers, who never 
intended to be fubjedl again to the King, and avowed other 
Principles in Confcience and Religion, than had been before 
publickly declared. . 

To this General they gave Order, ^ To refide within that 
^' Aflbciation; and to make Levies of Men, fiifficicnt to keep 
^ thofe Counties in Obedience: for at firii they pretended no 
more. But, in the fecret Treaty made hw Sr Harry Vane with 
the Scrts^ they were bound, afloon as the Scots inould enter 
into Tvrh-Jhirt with their Army, that a Body of Englifb Horfe, 
Foot, and Canon, (hould be ready to iSLiSk them. Com- 
manded by their own Officers, as a Body apart : The Scots 
pot then truliixig their own great Numbers, as equal to Fight 
with the Englifb» And from that time they were much more 
careful to raife, and liberally fupply, and provide for that 
Army under the Earl of Mancbefier^ than for the other un- 
der tne Earl of Effex, And now, according to their agree- 
ment^ upon the Scots firft entrance imo Tirfc-jbtft^ ^Dft^&is\ 
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rki Earl •/ rf Matuhtfyr^ had likewife Order to march with his whole

wv*» T H E Marquis of Nm-Cmfiie being thui preflcd on both 

™* fides, was neceflBtated to draw aiihis Army ot Foot and Car 

non into X^ty with Ibme Ttoo^ of Horfej and fent the 

Body of his Horfe, under the Commaod of General G^ii^. 

to remain in thofe Places he (hould find moiv convenient, and 

frcHn whence be might beft infeft the Enemy. Then he fent 

an Expreft to die Kins to inform him of the C(ni4ttion he 

was in; and to let him know, <<That he doubted not tt^ de- 

«fend Mmielf in that Poft, for the term of fix Weeks^ or two 

^Months; in which time, he hcff>ed, his Majefty would 

^ find tomo way to Relieve him, Upcni receipt of this Leo* 

lor, the King ient Orders to Prince Atfert^ that ^ A$>on as 

^^ be had Relieved the Lord Birtj^ and recruited, and refirdh'd 

^ his Men, he fiiould march, with what Expedition he could» 

^to Rdievc Tirk-y where being joyn'd with the Marquis of 

^NevhCafiie's Army, there was hope they tnigbt Fight the 

^ Enemy : and his Majefty would put himfelf into as ^ood a 

^ pc^re as he could to take (}ie Field, withqut expe&ng the 

^ r rince* ^ 

ThtSsien All thefe ill Accidents falling out fuccelBvely in the 

ntirtifrtm Winter, the King's Ccmdition appeared very fad; and the 

Oxford t0 Queen being now with Child, it wrought upon her Majefty's 

^^'* mind very much ; and difpofed her to fo many Fears and Ap« 

Behenfions of her Safety, that (he was very uneafy to het^ 
If. She heard every day <^ Of the great Forces raited^ and 
^ in a readinefit, by the Parliament, much greater than thejf 
^yet ever had been; which was very truej and *'That they 
^ relblv'd, aflbon as the Sealbn was ripe, to march all to 0«- 
^forJ. She could not endure to think of being Befi^ed; and^ 
in conclufion, refolv'd not to ftav there, but to go into tho 
Weft; from whence, in any dimefi, fne mie^t oe able to 
Embark for Framce. Though there feem'd reaions enough to 
diflwade her from that inclination, and his Majefty heartily 
wiih'd that fhe could be diverted; yet the perplexity of her 
mind was fo great, and her fears fy vehement, both iooprov'd 
by her indifpofition of Health, fhat ail Civility and Keaibn 
obliged every Body to fiibmit. So, about the beginning of 
jl^lffbe bqgun her Journey from Oxfird to the Weft; and, 
by moderate Journies, came well to Exet$r^ where me ine 
tended to fby, till (he was delivered ; for (be was widiin Ut- 
tlle more than one Month of her time; and, being in a place 
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out of the reach of any Alarm, (he rccover'd her Shirks to t 
lealbnable oonvaleicenoe. 

I T was now about the middle of AfrU^ when it concem'd 
the King with all poflible fiigacity, to forefee what probably 
the Parliament meant to attempt with thofe vaft Numbers of 
Men which they tvtt^ day levied, and thereupon to con«> 
elude, wh^t it would be poflibie for his Mi^efty to do, in 
thofe Exigencies to which he. was liice to be reduced. The 
Intelli^ce, that Waller was ftUl defign'd for the. Weftem 
Expedition, made the King appoint his whole Army to be 
drawn together to a Rendezvous at Mmtiherpugh^ where 
himfelf was prefent, and, to his great fttisfodtion, found the 
Body to coniift, after all the loflfes and miiadventures, of no 
lefi than (ix thoufimd Foot^ and above four thou&nd HoHfe. 
There that Body remain'd for fome weeks to watch, and iti* 
tend WMf^t Motion, and to Fight with him as foon as was 
poflBble. Many things were there confiilted for the future ; 
and the quitting ResMng^'Uid ibme other Garrifons, propofbd^ 
for the encreafing the Field Forces: yet nothing wis pofi* 
lively refolv'd, but to exneft clearer evidence wl»t the vu* 
liament Armies would dUpofe themfelves to do. 

So the King returned to Oxfrrd, where, upon the de&re ofY^ f^rSc 
tile Members of F^liament who had been called thither, and^^'^p** 
done all the Service they could for die iCin^, ttiey were for^^^^ 
the pftefent difmifled, that they might, in their feveral Goun-^ober. 
ties, htuif the People of the King's importunate de&e of 
Peace, but howinfoiently it had brai rejcAed by the Parli^ 
fiient ^ and thereupon induce them to contribute aU they could 
to his Majefty's Adiftance. They were to meet there again 
in the Month of O&eier following. 

T H EN, that his Majedy might draw moft of the Soldiers 
of that Garrifon with him out of Oxford^ when he (hould 
lake the Field, that City was perfwaded to compleac the Re- 

S'ment they hid b^n to form, under the Command of a 
olonei wnom the Ring had recommended to them ; which 
they did raife to the Number of a thoufimd Men. There 
were likewife two other R^ments raifed of Gentlemen and 
their Servants, and of the Scholars of the feveral Colleges and 
Halls of the Univerfity ; all which Regiments did Duty there 
{HinAually, from the time that the King went into the FieU, 
fill he returned again to Oxford ^ and all the Lords declared, 
^ That upon any emergent occafion they would mount their 
^Servants upon their Horfes, to make a. good Troop for a 
^fiiddainService; which they made good ^ and thereby, dac 
&mmer, performed two or three very coofideraUe and im» 
portant Adions. 
£t this timediere was reafon to beliere^ by all thelmet- 
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ligence that could be procured^ and by the change of his 
Quarters, that tValitr had laid afide his Weftem Mardi; at 
leflft that it was fufpended ; and that, on the contrary, all en- 
deavours were ufed torecruic both His, and the Earl of Effis^s 
Army with all poflible expedition; and that neither of them 
thould move upon any. Adtion till they fliould be both com- 
pleat in greater Numbers, than either of them had yet march* 
ed with. Hereupon^ the King s Army remov'd from Mmrl* 
t^rpMgb to Nnobury.'y where cb^ remain'd near a Month, chat 
they might be in a readinels to attend the motion of the Ene- 
my, to ailift the Garrifons ofi2r«imsf, or WaUi^frrdy or to 
draw out either, as there fliould be occajion. 

There had been feveral deliberations in the Coimcil of 
War, and always very different opinions, wlut fliould be done 
with the Garrifons when the King Ihould take the Field; 
and the King himtelf was ifTelbliite upon , choie Debater, 
what to do. He communicated the feveral rcaibos to Prince 
fit^ert by Letters, requiring His advice ; who^ after he had 
return'd Anfwers, and received Replies, made a halty jour* 
ney. to Oxfird from ctefiery to wait upon his M^fly. And 
it was then pofitively relolv^d, ^ That the Garrifons ct Oxfird^ 
^Wallmgfrrdy jUingdam^ Ri^tUm^ and Bimhryy fliould be 
/^reinforced, and ftmigthen'd with all the Foot ^ that a good 
« Body of Horfe fliould remain about Oxfird ^ and the reft 
« fliould be fent into the Welt to Prince Maurki. If this 
Coun&l had been purfued flsadily and relblutely, it mjghc 
probably have been attended with goodSucce^: Both Ar4 
mies of the Enemy would have been puzkd what to have 
done, and either or them would have been unwilling to have 
engaged in a Siege againft any place fo well provuled, and 
refolv'd ; and it would have been equally uncounfellable to 
have march'd to any diflance, and have left fuch an Enemy ac 
their backs, that could (b eafily and quickly have united, and 
incommoded ^y March they could have made. 

B XT T as it was even impoflible to have adminifter'd fucb 
advice to the King, in the ftreight he was in, which being 
purfued might diot have proved inconvenient, foit was the 
unh^py temper of thofe who were called to thofe Councils, 
that refolutions, taken upon full Debate, was feldom profe- 
cuted with equal refolution and iteadinefs; but chanced upon 
new, fliorter Debates, and upon objedtions which had been 
anfwer'd before : SotAt Men being in their Natures irrefo- 
lute, and inconliant, and full of objections, even after all was 
determined according to their own propo&ls^, others being 
poGtive, and not to be alter'd from what they had once de- 
clared, how unreafonably foever, or what alterations Ibevcr 
there were ib the Afikirs. And the King himfeU^ frequently^ 
.. , confider'd 
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Cottfidei^d more the Perfon who ipoke, as he was in his 
grace, or his prejudice, Chan the Counfel ic felf that wa&giV^eoj 
and always fu(pe£l;ed, at lealt trulted left to his own judg* 
menc than he ought to have done ; which rarely deceiv'd him 
fo much as that of other men. 

T H B Perfons with whom he only confulted in his Martial Th« Perftnt 
ASairs, and how to carry on the War, were (befides Prince ^^^^^•^ 
Rufert^ who was at this time abfent) the General, who was ^.^-j^j^fi* 
made 'Eju\ of Brentfrrd*y the Lord Wilmot who was General ib// UtUtM^ 
of the Horfe J the Lord Hoftan^ who ufually Commanded an Siffairs at 
Army apart, and was not often with the King's Army, but '**' '""*• 
now prelent i SrJaeoS ^Jikjy who was Major General of the 
Army^ the Lord Digl^^ who was Secretary of State ^ and 
Sr jibm Cokpitfer M^er of the Rolls ; for none of the Privy 
Council, tho(e two only excepted, were called to thofe Coh- 
fultations^ though fome of them were ililladvifed with, for 
the better Execution, or Profecution, of what was then and 
there refoiv'd. 

T H £ General, though he had been, without doubt, a 
very good Officer, and had great Experience, and was itill a 
Man of unqueftioiud}le Courage and Integrity ^ yet he was 
now much decayed in his parts, and, with the iotig conti* 
nued cuftom of immoderate drinking, dozed in his Under* 
fianding, which had been never quick and vigorous ; he 
having been alwkys illiterate to the greateft degree that can 
be imagined. He was now become very deaf, yet often pre- 
tended not to have heard what he did not then contradiA^ 
and thou^t'fit afterwards to difclaim. He was a Man of few 
Words, and'of'great Complyance, and ufually delivered that 
as his Opinion, which he forefaw would be grateful to the 
King. 

W I L M o f was a Man of a haughty and ambitious Nature, 
of a plea&nt Wit, and an ill Underitanding, as never confi- 
dering above ope thing at once; but he confider'd that one 
thing fo impatiently, that be would not admit any thing elfe 
to be worth any Confideration. He had, from the beginning 
of the War, been very averfe to any advice of the Privy Coun- 
cil, and thought fit that the Kings Afiairs (which depended 
upon the Succefs of the War) Ihould entirely be govem'd and 
conduced by the Soldiers, and Men of War; and that no 
other Counfellors (hould have any Credit with his Majefty. 
Whilft Prince .Ra^^f was prefent, his exceeding great prejtf- 
dice, or -rather Perfonal Animolity againft him^ made any 
thing tliat W/iw^faidor propofed, enough (lighted and con- 
tradided : andthe Kmg hioafelf, upon feme former account 
and obfervation, was .^r from any indulgence to his Perfon, 
or efteem of fais. Parts. But now, by the Prince's abfenc^ 

and 
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and his being the feqond Man in the Army, and the Contempc 
he had of the old General, who was there the only Officer 
above him, he grew marvellouily elated, and look'd upon 
himfelf as one wbofe advice ought to be followed, and fub* 
mitted to in all things. He had, by his excefiive good FeU 
lowQiip (in every part whereof he excelled, and was grateful 
CO ail the Company ) made himfelf fo popular with all the 
Officers of the Army, efpedglly of the Horfe, that he had» 
in truth, a very great Intereft ; which he defired might apk 

Giar to the King, that he might have the more Intereft \a 
im. He was pofitive in all his Advices in Council 9 and 
bore Contradi&ion very impatiently^ and becaufe he was moft 
Contradided by the two Privy Counfellors, the Secretary, 
and the Mailer of the Rolls, who, he iaw, had the greateft 
Influence upon the Kine, he ufed all the Artifices he could to 
render them unacceptable and fufpe^bed to the Officers of the 
Army, by telling them, what they had laid in Council^ which 
he thought would render them the more ungrateful ; and, in 
the Times of Jollity, perfwdded the old General to believe 
that they invaded his Prerogative, and meddled more in the 
Bufinels of the War, than they ought to do } and thereby 
made him the left difpofed to concur with tlicffl in Advice^ 
how rational and ieafonable foever it was; which often put 
the King to the trouble of converting him. 

Thk Lord H§fiom was a Man Superior to any Temjita* 
tfon, and abhorr'd enough the licenfe, and the levities, with 
yhich he faw too many corrupted. He had a g^xxi Under- 
ftanding, a clear Courage, an induftry not to m tired, and a 
Generouty that was not to be exhaufted ^ a Virtue that none 
of the reft liad : but in the Debates concerning the War, was 
longer m refolving^ and more apt to change his mind after he 
|iad refoiv'd, than isagreeabte to the Ofiice of a Commander 
m Chief; which rendered him rather fit bx the Secondt than 
for the Supreme Command in an Army. 

Sr Jm0% Afii^ was an honeft, brave^ plain Man, and as 
fit for the Office he exercifed, of Major General of the Foo^ 
as Chriftendom yielded ; and was fi> generally efUnn'd ; very 
difceming and prompt in giving Orders, as the ooc^Suaos tc* 

S'red, and moft chearfiil, and prefent in any A&km. In 
uncil he ufed few, but very pertinent words; and wai doc 
at all pleafed with the long Spe^ihes ufiiaUy made tfaene ; and 
which rather confounded, than infbrm'd his Underlhtndmg: 
6} that he rather coUefled the ends of the Debates, and wmit 
he was himfelf to Do, than enlarged them by his own Dit 
couries ; though he forbore not to deliver his own mind. 

The two Privy Couniellor^ though they were of the 
moft diffident Namtcs and Conaiaitions that canbe imagined, 

always 
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always agreed in their Opinioiis^ and being, in their part^ 
inucn Superior to the other, ufually prevail'd upon the fiuig's 
Joc^menc to like what they approv^ : yet one of theifi^ who 
had in thoTe Cafes the Afcendent over the other, had that Ex<» 
cefs of Fanqr, that he too often^ upon his own recoUeiaing 
and revolving the grounds of the Relolmtons which had beett 
taken, or upon the Suggeftions of other Men, changed ht^ , 

own Mind ^ and thereupon caufed Orders to be alter'd which 
produced, or were thought to produce^ many Inconveni* 
ences. 

This unfteadinds in Counfels, and in matters refolv'd 
opon^ made the former DecermimtioD c6ncemidg the drri^ 
fons, to belittle conlider'd. The King's Army had kin above 
three Weeks at, and about Ne^w^uryj in which time theiC 
Numbers were nothing improved, beyond what they lad 
betn upon their Mufter near MarUm^ngb^ When thet lUnj{ 
Wis prcfent. When it was known that both the Pac liapodnt 
Armieis were march'd out of LonJok^ That ucfder J^^i to 
Wmdjir'j and That of IfSi&i'^ to the parts between! »r^rc^ 
firidee, and Bajing^ Withotit any porpofe of goiag Jiirtber 
Weft; the King's Army march'd td Beadhgy and ict fibred Readidtf 
clays, his Majeity being prefent, tb^ ffigjbited and demoIi(b-d9'*'''«^% 
flil the works ot that Garrilba: And then, whi(A wts about p/^^""* ' 
the middle of Atayy with the Addition of thofe Sisddiers^ 
which increafed the Army five and twenty hundred old $s)k 
diers more, very well Offic^erM^ the Army retired to the 
Quarters about Oxfrrd^ with an opinion^ that it Woftld hi in 
their power to Figtt with one of the Enemy's Armies ^ wHlch 
they longed exceedn^y to do. 

THE Kingreturttid to C^ardy and refolv'd to ftay there 
till he could have better information what the Enemy .tiii*i ^ 
tended ; which was not now fo eaiy as it had formerly been* 
For, fince the Conjunfiion with the Scot^ Coa»niffioners id 
one Council, for the carrying on the War, little bufinefi Was 
brought to be Confoked in either of the Houfts^ and them 
was much greater Secrecy than before^ ftvf or none being ad» 
fimted into any kind of Truft, bat they whofe AfieiSuona 
were known to concur to the mod defpeme Cousreia. Sa 
that the Defigns were (till entirely form^d^ before any pan oC 
them were communicated to the Earl of ^fix-y not was itoovo 
coffioaunicarodat a Timedian was neceffary for the preienc 
EaEecudon; of which he was fenfibk ern>ugh, bm could noi 
help it. The Intention was, ^ That the two Armiei^ which 
^march'd out together, fliould aferWards be daAmSt^ and 
<< fhould only keep together, till it appeared what Coiirfe the 
M Kmg meant to take; and if h^ Ibiycd in C>)c^» it wotld 
<< be ft for both to be in the^ege ; the CiieumivaUai^F^ brinC 
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*^ very great, and to be divided in many places by the River; 
^ which would keep both Armies (till afunder under their fe* 
^ veral Officers. But if the King march'd out, which they 
might reaibnably prefume he would, then the purpofe was, 
^ that the Earl oiEJJex (hould follow the King, whereever he 
**went^ which, they imagined would be Northward ^ "And 
" that Walbr ihould march into the Weft, and fubdue That. 
So that, having fo fubltantially provided for the North, by 
the Scotf^ and the Earl of Iflanchefttr^ and having an Army 
under the Earl of Ejfex^ much Superior in Number to any the 
' 'King could be attended with ; and the third, under Waller ^ 
at Liberty for the \yefl:, they promifed themfelves, and too 
reafoaaUy, that they ihould make an End of the War that 
Summer. 

I r was about the tenth of May^ that the Earl of EjRx and 
^William Waller march'd out of J>ir^^», with both their Ar- 
mies; and the very next day after the King's Arm^ had 
quitted Readmgy the Earl Oil^ex^ firom Wndfir^ fent fiorces 
to pofleis it^ and recommended it to the City ciLamJoMy to 

Erovide ,lx>th Men^ amd all other things necef&ry for the 
ee[Hng it ; which xh^ Memory of what they had fufier'd for 
theitwo paft years, ^y being without it, eafily difpoTed them 
to do. By this means^ the Earl had th^ Opportumty to joyn 
Vfith Wklbt's Army when he ihould think fit; which bmre 
t^ey could not do with Conveniisnce, or Security. Nor did 
diev'ever after joyn in one Body, but kept at antDiilance, 
to oe able if there were Occaiion, to help each other. 

The Earl of Effix^s Army confifted of all his old Troops, 
which had Wintered about Sc Allans y^nd in Bedferd-Jhire ^ 
and being now increa&d with four Regiments of the Traind* 
bands, and Auxiliaries, within the Qty of Lmdan^ did not 
amount to left then ten thoufand Horfe and Foot. }Vatter 
had likewife received a large Recruit from JLondeny Kent^ and 
' SujftXy and was little inferior in Numbers to EffiiXy and in 
Reputation above him. When the King's Army retired from 
Beadingy the Horie Quarter'd about Wantagey and Farrmgf&m^ 
and all die Foot were put into Ahingdotty with a Refblution 
to quit, or defend that Town, according to the manner of 
the Enemies Advance towards it; that is, if they came upon 
the Eaft-fide, where, befides ibme indifierent Fortifications, 
they had the advantage of the River, they would maintain 
anci defend it; if they came on the Weft-fiae from Wanti^e^ 
and Farrimgtomy they would draw out and Fight, if the Ene- 
my were not by much Superior in Number; tod, in that 
Cafe, they woula retire with the whole Army to Oxford. 

Being (atisfied with this Refblution, they lay in that quiet, 
Pofture, witbouc making the leaft Impreffion upon the Enemy^ 

by 
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by beating up his Quarters ^ which might eafily have been 
done; or retraining them from making Incurfions where 
they bad a mind; all which was imputed to the ill Humour, 
anci Negligence oiWilmo^^ The Earl oiEffix advanced with 
bis Army towards Ahingdon ; and upon the Eaft part of the 
Town; which was that which they had hopecjl for, in order 
to their defending it. But they were no fooner advercifed of 
it, but the General, early the next Morning, march'd with all 
the Foot out of Abingdon^ the Horfe being come thither in Abiogdoa 
the Night to make good the Retreat : and all this was done quinUk^ 
before nis Majefty had the lead notice, or fufoicion of it.'^KMr' 
As foon as his Majefty was informed of it. by S' Charles Bhmty^''^' - J 
the Scout Mafter General, whom the General had.fent to ac- 
quaint the King with tHe reiblution, he fern Sf Charles Blamt 
back to the General, to let him know the great difUke he had 
of their purpofe to quit the Town, and to command him to 
fiay, and not to advance till his Majefty c^me to him ; which 
he made all poflible hafle tp do. But before the Meflenger 
could return, the Army wais within (ight of Oxford -y and fo 
the Foot was drawn thcough the City, and the Horfe Quar- 
ter'd in the Villages about the Town. 

Abingdon was in this manner, and to the King's infi- 
nite Trouble, quitted; whither a Party ofj^x's Army came 
the fame Night; and theJnextday, himfelf with all his Foot* j>^^,y}»^^ 
entef'd the Town ; his Horfe beipg Quarter'd about it. He the Earl rf 
then C2i\cd fPaller to bring up his Army near him, that theyEfl^ 
might refblve in whatmanHer to proceed; and he had his 
hem Qj^ter at Wanta^ : and fo, \yith6ut the Itriking one 
Blow, xhty got the Pode^bn of Readnsgy Ahingd&py and were 
Mailers of m Berk-Jhire ^ and forced the Kmg to draw his 
whole Army of Horfe aild Foot on the North-lide of Oxfhrd:^ 
where they were to feed on his own Quarters, and to confix 
der, how to keep Oxford it felf from beuig Beheged, and the 
Ki^ from being inclofed in it. 

Th I s was me deplorable Condition to which the Kii^ 
was reduced before the end of the Month 6(May*y infomuca 
that it was genendly reported at JLovdony <^ That Oxford was 
^ taken, and the King a Prifoner ; apd others more Confi- 
dently gave it out, <^ Tbat his Majefty refolv'd to come to JLsv* 
^dossi of which the Parliament was not without fome Ap- 

Erehenfion, thouigh not fo much, as of the King's putting 
imfelf into the bands of the Earl of EJJixy and into his Pro- 
tedion; which They could not endure to think of; and tlus 
troubled them fo much, that the Committee of both King- 
doms, who Condu&ed the War, writ this Letter to their Ge- 
neral. 
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^ We are aedibly infbrm'd^ that his Majefiy intends Co 
^come for Jjonim. We defire you, that you will do your 
^ Endeavour to inform your felf ot the fame; and if you think 
^ thac bis Majefty intends at all to come to the Armies^ that 
^< you acquaint us widi the fame ; and do nothing therein, un- 
^ til the Houfes ihall give Diredtion. 

So much Jealoufy they had of the Earl, and the more, be- 
caufe they faw not elfe iK^t the King could do ; who could 
not entertain any reafonable Expedation of Encrcafe, or Ad- 
dition of Force from the North, or from the Weft; Prince 
JLufwrt being then in his march into Lancejhir*^ for the Relirf 
of the Earl of Dtrlj) befieged in his Caftle ot Latham) zxid 
Prince JMaurice being ftill engaged in the unfortunate Siege 
of Lyme in Dorfet-Jbit^^ a little Fifher Townj which, after 
he had lain before it a Month, was much more like to hold 
out, than it was the firfl day he came before it. In this Per- 
plexity, the King fent the Lord Hoptom to Brijfol^ to provide 
better for the Security of thac Important City; where he 
knew iFa/Ier had naany Friends ; and himfelf refolv'd yet 
.to Itay at Oxforiy till he few how the two Armies wbul3 
di^oie themfelves ; thar, when they were fo divided that 
they could not prdenriy joyn, he might Fight with one of 
them , which was th^ greateft nope he had now left. 

1 T was very happy that the two Armies lay fo long oijet 
near each other, without prefEng the Advantajges diey liid^ 
T>r improving the Coniufion, and Diftradion.whicii the King's 
forces were, at that tim^too much mclined to. Oitl^srs were 
ttiven fo to Quarter the fongi's Army, that it mi^keep tihfc 
Rebels from paffing over either of the Rivers, cherwet^ 6i 
IpSy which run on the Eaft and Wefl fides of the City ,• the 
Foot being) for the moil part, Quartet'd towards the CMrart/, 
ind the Horfe, with fomc Dragoons, near the ^: 
];: t N this poffV^ ^^ (be Armies lay Quiet, and widiout AdUon, 
for the fpace of a day; wiiicb foinewhat conned Ae 
fninds of^ thofe within Oxfordy iBmri' of the Troops without; 
which had not yet recoverd their diflike of thdr having Quit- 
ted Aifingdovj and thereby of bemg fo Itreighten'd in tneir 
Quarters. Some of WaJiers Forces attempted to paft the 1^ 
at Nenjjhridgey but were repulfed by the Kingfs Dragoons. Buc 
the next (£y £^*, with his wnoie Army, got over the 
Thames at SandfotdVttVj^ and marched to ^ffip, where he 
made his Quarters; and, in his way, made a halt upon 'But- 
//flEg/tfs-Green, thac the City might take a foil view of his 
Army, and he of it. In order to which, himfelf, with a fmall 

Party 
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Party of Horfe^ came within Canon (hot ^ and little Parties 
of Horfe came very near the Ports, and had light SkirmiQies 
with fome of the King's Horfe, without any great hurt on 
either fide. 

The next Morning, a ftrong Party of the Earl's Army en- 
deavoured to pais over the cherwel^ at Gofbortb Bridge ^ but 
were repuUed by the Mufqueteers with very confiderabie lofs ; 
and fo retired to their Body. And now the Earl, beine en- 
gaged, with his whole Army, on the Eaft fide of the Kiver 
cSertpely whereby he was dilabled to give , or receive any 
fpeedy Afliftance to, or from Waller -^ the King refolv^d to 
attempt the repofleffing himfelf of ^thtgdon^ and to take the 
opportunity to Fight widi JFaller fing}y, before he could be 
reliev'd from the other Army. In order to this, all the Foot 
were in the Evening drawn oflf from the Guard of the PafTes, 
and march'd through Oxford in the Night towards j^lngion-^ 
and the Earl of clrveUnd^ a Man of fignal Courage, and an 
excellent Officer upon any bold Enterprife, advanced, with % 
Party of one hundred and fifty Horle, to the Town it felf } 
where there were a thoufimd Foot, and four hundred Horfe 
of Waller's Army ; and enter'd the iame, and killed many, 
and took fome Prifi^ners : but upon the Alarm, he was (b over- 

Jower'd, that his Prifoners eicaped, though he killed the 
]hief Commander, and made his Retreat good, with the bis 
only of two Officers, and as many ComzxKHi Soldiers^ and 
fo, both the attempt upon j^bm^en was given oyer, and the 
defign of Fighting Widler laid Side: and the Array return'd 
again to their old roft, on the Nortn fide of Oxford. 

Sr Jacob Aftky undertook the Command him£elf at Gofrortb 
Bridge, where he perceiv'd the Earl intended to force his JM* 
iage^ and preiently caft up Brcidl-works, and made a Re* 
doubt for the defence of his Men, and Rq)ulfed the Enemy, 
the fecond time^ very much to their damage and lofs^ who 
renew'd their Aflault two or three days together, and planted 
Canon to facilitate their Pafiage, wnidi did little hart j but 
they ftill loft many Men in the Attempt. On the other (id^ 
Waller's Forces from j^&ingdoa did not find the new Bridge ' 
well defended J but overpowering thofe Guards, and hz\' 

Sot Boats, in which they but over their Men, both above 
elow, they got that Pa&ge over the River Jp : by \ 
they might have brought over all their Army, and fallen, 
the King's Rear, whi&l he was defending the other fide. 

It was now nigh time for the King to provide for his owa 
fecurity, and to e&apc the danger he was in, of beingjObiut up 
in Oxford. Waller loft no time, but the next day patted over 
five tnouiand Horfe aod Foot, by ]SiPwbru(i^ : the Van whero- 
of Quattcs'd at Ef^iat^ mij tne King's Foot bein^ diawu 
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offfrom Gofiuorth Bridge, E^x immediately brou^t his Men 
over the cberwel; and Quartered that Night at Bleclnngdon^ 
many of his Horfe advancing to Woodftock ; fo that the King 
fcem'd to them to be perfeflly (hut in between them j and 
to his own People, his Condition fcem'd fo defperatCj that 
one of thofe with whom he ufed to advife in his molt Secret 
Afl&irs, and whofe Fidelity was never fu^edted, propofcd to 
him to render himfclf, upon Conditions, to the Earl oiEffexy 
which his Majefly rejedted with great indignation ^ yet had the 
goodnefs to conceal the Name of the Propofer ^ and faid, 
^ That pofBbly he might be found in the hands of the Earl of 
Bfexj but he would be dead firft. Word was given, "For 
** all the Horfe to be together, at fuch an hour, to cxpeft 
*^ Orders; and a good Body or Foot with Canon, march'd 
through the Town towards Ahinyion-^ by which, it was con- 
cluded, that both Armies would be amufed, and W^Uer in- 
duced to draw back over NewMdge : and aflbon as it was 
Evening, the Foot and Canon, retum'd to their old Poft on 
the North fide. 

The King refolv'd, for the encouragement of the Lords 
of the Council, and the Perfons of Quality who were in O*- 
fird^ to leave his Son the Duke of Tori there; and promifed, 
if they fhould be Befieged, " To do all he could to Relieve 
^ Them, before they ihould be reduced to Extremity. He ap- 
pointed then, "That two thoufand and five hundred choice 
"Mufijuetcers (hould be drawn out of the whole Foot, un- 
" der the Command ofS^Jacelf j^JiUy^ and four experienced 
** Colonels; all which fhould, without Colours, repair to the 
tt pij(;e where the Horfe attended to receive Orders, and that 
" the reft of the Foot (hould remain together on the North 
"fide, and fo be applied to the defence of Ox/»r</, if it Ihould 
" be Befieged. 

All things being in this order, on Monday the third of 
ofjuniy about nine of the Clock at Night, the King, with the 
Prince, and thofe Lords, and others who were appointed to 
attend him, and many others of Quality who were not ap- 
^■^nted, and only thought themfelves lefs fecure if they (hould 
behind, march'd out of the North Port, attended by his 
Troop, to the place where the Horfe, and Commanded 
, waited to receive them; and fi^om thence, without anv 
march'd between the two Armies, and by Day. break 
were at JiMntorough^ fbme Miles beyond all their Quarters. 
But the King refted not till the Afternoon, when he found 
himfelf at Burford; and then concluded that be was in no 
danger to be overiken by any Army that was to follow with 
6aggage, and a Train of ArdlJery : fo that he was content to 
rcfreih his Men there ^ and fupp^l faioofelf j yet was not with- 
out 
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out Apprehenfion chat he might be follow'd by a Body of 
the Enemies Horfe^ and therdFore, about nine of the Qock, 
he continued his March from Burford over the Cotjwold^ and 
by Mid-night re^ch'd Burton upon the Watery where he 
gave himfeif, and his wearied Troops, more reit and refreOi- 
ment. 

The Morning after the King left Oxford^ the Foot march'd 
again through Oxford^ as if they meant to go to Abmgdany to 
concinue that Amufement which the day before had prevailed 
with Waller y to fend many of his Men back, and to delay his 
own Advance^ andlikewife, that Quarters might be provid- 
ed for them againft their return^ which they did by Noon. 
The Earl of ^ix had that Morning, from Blechimgdony fent 
ibme Horfe to take a view of Oxford -^ and to learn what was 
doing there. And they feeing the Colours ilanding, as they 
had done two days before, m^e him conclude, that the King 
was ftill there, and as much in his power as ever. WMller had 
earlier Intelligence of his Majefty's Motion, and fent a good 
Body of Horfe to follow him, and to retard his March, till 
he could come up : and his Horfe made fuch hafle, that they 
found in Burford fome of the ftra^lm| Soldiers, who out 
of wearinefs, or for love of Drink, had ftay'd behind their 
Fellows. The Earl ofEffex folio w'd like wife with his Army, 
and Quartered at chifpen-Norton ; and Waller's Horfe were as 
fair as Broadway y when the King had reach'd Evejham; where 
he intended to reft, as in a fecure place; though his Ggrrifon 
at Tewkesbury had been , the Night before, furprifed by a 
ftrong Party from Glocefier ; the Chief Officers |;)eing killed, 
and the reit taken Prifoners, moll of the Common Soldiers 
making their efcape, and coming to Evejham. But, upon In- 
telligence that both Armies followed by ftrong marches, and 
it being poHible that they might get over the River Avon 
about Stratfordy or fome other place, and %|get between the 
King and Worcefiery his Majeily changed his purpofe of (lay- 
ing at EvefhofHy and prefently march'd to Worcefter 3 having 
given order for the breaking of the Bridge at Farjhore y whicb 
was, unwarily, fo near done before all the Troops were pafs'd, 
that, by the fuddain falling of an Arch, Major Bridgesy of the 
Prince's Regiment, a Man of good Courage and Condudl, 
with two or three other Officers of Horfe, and about twenty 
Common Men, fell unfortunately into the Avon^ and were 
drown'd. 

The Earl of EjpXy when he faw the King was got fiill 7W £«r/ 
two days March before hina, and that it was impoflible fo to |||^^' 
overtake him, as to bring mm into their Power, refdv'd to JJJJJ^J^ 
purfiie him no fiurther, but to Confult what was elfe to be w^jti 
doQc^ and, to that purpofe called a Council of all the prin- 
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cipfd Officers of both Armies, to attend him at Bitrfard^ 
where it was refolv'cl, *^ That Wklkr^ who had the lighter 
^Ordnance, and the lefs Carriages, (hould have fuch an ad- 
^dition of Forces, as Majfej^ the Govemour of GloafitTy 
^ (hould be able to fumilh him with ; and £b (hould pur(i)e 
<< and follow the King, wberefoever he fhould go y and that the 
<< Earl of Effexj who had the greater Ordnance, and the hea- 
^Wier Carriag^, (hould prolecuoe the other Deiign of Re. 
<< lieving Lyme^ and reducing the Weft to the Obedience of 
^thp Parliament. 

Waller oppofed this refolution all he could; and 
urged fofne Order, and Determination of die Committee of 
both Kingdoms in the point ; and, ^ That the Weft was a(^ 
^(ign'd to him, as his Province, when the two Armies Ihould 
^ tmnk fit to fever fi'om each other. However, Bffix gave 
bim pofitive Orders, as his General, << To march according to 
•♦the Advice of the Council of War; which he durft not 
difobey, but (ent grievous Complaints to the Parliament, of 
the ufage he was forced to fubmit to. And they at Wefimin* 
JtiTj were fo incenfed againft the Earl of Effex^ that thev 
writ a very angry, and imperious Letter to nim, in whicn 
they reproach'd him, ^ For not fubmitting to the Diredtions 
•* which diey had given; and required him "To follow their 
^ former Dire&ions, and to fu£fer IfalUr to attend the Service 
•* of th$ Weft. Which Letter was brought to him before he 
had march'd above two days Weftward. But the Earl chofe 
ratter to Anfwer their Letter, than to Obey their Order; and 
writ to them " That their Diredions had been contrary to 
^the Difcipline of War , and to Reafon ; and that , if he 
^ (hould now return, it wo^ld be a great encouragement to 
^the Enemy in all places; and Subscribed his Letter, 
^Your Innocent, though fufpedted Servant, Bffex'^ and 
then profecucedils Refolution, and continued his march for 
the Weft. 
walUr U' When Wklkr found there was no remedy, he Obey'd hia 
^^rT^t^ Orders with much Diligence and Vigour ; and profecuted Jbi^ 
theKS^i. Hi&^ch towards Worc^fitt^ where his Majefty then was; and, 
in his way, perfwided, rather than forced , the GarrtCbn of 
Suitly CdUe, the ftton^ Houfe of die Lord cbandoisy to de*^ 
liver up that place to him. The Lord of that Caftle was a 
young Man of Spirit and Courage ; and had, ficir two yeara 
fery'd the King very bravely in the Head of a Regiment of. 
Horfe, which himfelf had raifed at his own Charge; but had 
latdy, out of pure wearinefs of the Fatigue, and having fpenc 
molt of his Monoy, and without any Diminution of his Af*- 
Itfiion, left the King, under preteiKe of Travel ; but making- 
fkm4(fm his way, tie fi^e hioofelf up ijo the plosuufes of thtt^ 
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place ; which he enjoy'd, without cQD6clering the Uliie of the 
War, or Oiewing tny Inclioatioo to the parliament ; nor did 
be^ in tny d^ee contribute to the delivery of his Houfe ; 
which was at mft imagined, becauie it wa^ ib ill, ornoc at ali, 
<lefended. It was under the Government of Sr William M^r^ 
t9»y a Gentleman of the long Rohe^ who, in the beginning 
of the War, call off his Gown, as many other Gallant Men 
of that Prcxeflion of the Law did, and ferv'd as Lieutenant 
ColoneLin the Regiment of Horfe under the Lord ctrnwd^iti 
and had given fo frequent Teflimonv of fignal Courage in 
feveral Aoions, in which he had receiv d many wounds, both 
by the Piftol and the Sword, that his Mettle was never ful- 
pedted; and his Fidelity as little queftion'd : And after many 
years of Imprifonment , fufltained with great Firmneis and 
Conflancy, he liv'd to receive the Reward of his Merit, after ^ 
the Return of the King; who made him firft a Serjeant at 
Law, and afterwards a Judge of the King's Bench ; where be 
fate many years, and difcbarged the Omce with much Grir 
vity and Learning; and was very terrible to thofe who chofe 
€0 live by Robbing on the Hi^h^way. He was unfortunate, 
though without Fault, in the giving up that Caltle in fo un* 
feafonable a Conjuncture ; which was done by the Fa&ioa 
and Artifice of an Officer within, who had found means to 
go out to IFdJler, and to acquaint him with the great wants 
of the Garrifpn ; which indeed had not plenty of any thing : 
and fo, by the Mutiny of the Soldiers, it wasjgiven up; and 
the Govemour made Prifoner, and fent to the Tower ; where 
he remained ibme years after the end of the War. From 
hence Wkllerj with great Expedition marqh'd to Evf/hsmi 
where the evil Inhabitants received him willingly; and hiwiy 
atlbon as the King left them, repaired their Bridge over the 
AvoMy to facilitate his coming to them; which he could not 
elfe fo fbon have done. 

The King rcitcd fome days at Wncefitr^ whereby he very 
much refireflied his Troops, which were there fpared frgu) 
doing duty ; and likewife, by the Loyalty of tb^t good Town, 
and the Aflfeflion of the Gentry of that County, who re^ 
tired thither for their fecurity, be procured both Shoes and 
Stockings, and Monev for his Soldiers : and then, upon good 
Information, that Wsller was marcb'd out o{g,ve/ham with his 
whole Army towards Wmefier , which he would probably 
Befiege, the King refol v'd not to be found there ; and there^ 
fore, having left that City well provided, and in gpod hegrt, 
his Majefty removed with his little Army to B^ley , thai 
he mieht keep the River Srvtrm between Him and the £nc^ 
my ; the Foot being Quartered together m B^^l*jy and tbo 
Horft l»y the Cdc of the River towiu'di JBrf((|5fMrifc« TVa 
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polhire in which the King was, made Waller conclude that 
nis Majefty intended his Courfe to Shrewsbury^ and to the 
"more Northern Parts. And it is true, that, without anv 
fuch Refolution, Orders were Cent to Shrewsbury^ Bridgeuortlf^ 
i>4//(9v. and other Garrifons, <^ That they fliould make all pof- 
^fible Provifions of Corn, afnd other Vidual^ which chey 
^Ihouldcaufe. in great quantities, to be brou^t thither^ 
which confirm d Waller in his former Conjecture, and made 
him advance with his Army beyond the King, that he might 
be nearer Shrewsbury than He. But, God knows, the King 
was without any other Defign, than to avoid the Enemy; 
with whom he could not, with fiich a handful of Foot, and 
Without Canon, propofe reafonably to Fight a Battle: and 
he had too many good Reafons againft going to either of 
chofe places, or to thofe parts, which Waller conceiv'd him 
inclined to ; and his Majefty might well afTume the Com- 
plaint, and £xpreffion of King David^ ^^That he was hunted 
^ata Partridge ufon tke Mountains ; and knew not whither to 
refort, or to what place to repair for reft. 

In this Perplexity, it look'd like the Bounty of Provi- 
dence , that Waller was advanced fo far : upon which , the 
King took a fuddain Refolution, to return with all Expedi- 
tion CO Wercefier, and to make hafte to Eveflbam , where hav- 
ing broke the Bridge, and fo left the River of Avon at his 
back, he might be able, by quick Marches, to joyn with that 
part of his Army, which he had left at Oxford^ and might 
thereby be in a Condition to Fight with Waller^ and to pro- 
iecute any other Defign. Upon this good Refolution, care 
was taken for all the Boats to come both firom Bridgenortb^ 
tnd Worcefter , that the Foot might , with the more fpeed 
and eafe, be carried thither; all which fucceeded to wifh. In- 
fomuch, that the next day, being Embark'd early in the 
Morning, the Foot arriv'd fo foon at Worcefier^ that they 
might very well have march'd that Night to Ev^ansy but 
that many of the Horfe, which were Quartered beyond Bewd* 
ley towards Bridgenorth^ could not poflibly march at that rate, 
nor come up foon enough; fo that it was neceflary that both 
Horfe and Foot (hould remain that Night together at Wor* 
eefier-^ which they did accordingly. 

T H G next Morning, the King found no caufe to alter any 
thing in his former Refolution; and received good Intelli- 
gence, that Waller^ without knowing any thing of his motion, 
remained ftill in his old Quarters; whereupon he march'd 
very faft to Evefham ; nor would he ftay there ; but gave 
Order for the Horfe and Foot , without delay , to march 
through it ; after he had provided for the breaking down 
the firidge, and made the Inhabitants of the Town pay two 

hundred 
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hundred pounds, for their alacrity in the reception of Waller ^ 
and likewife compelled them, to deliver a mouftnd pair c^ 
^hoes for the ufe of the Soldiers ; which, without any long 
paufe, was fubmitted to, and performed. Then the Army 
march'd that Night to Broaehaaj^ where they Quartered j and 
very early the next Morning, they mounted die Hills near 
Camden 'y and there they had time to breathe, and tolook 
with pleafure on the places they had pafled through; 
having now left Waller^ and the ill ways he muft pafs, £ur 
enough behind^ for even in that Seafon of the year, the ways 
in that Vale were very deep. 

Now the King fent Colonel Fie/drng^ and left he might 
mifearry (for both from Glocefier^ J'ev/keshury y and Sudefy 
Caftle, the Enemy had many Scouts abroad ) two or three 
other Meflfengers, to the Lords of the Council at Oxford^ to 
let them know ^^ Of his happy Return ^ and that he meant to 
Qiarter that Night at Burford; and the next, at Whitneji 
wBere he did cxpe<a, that all his Foot, with their Colours 
and Canon, would meet him; which, with unfpeakable 
joy, they did. So that, on Thwfday the twentieth of Juney 
which was within feventeen days after he had left Oxford in 
that difconfolate Condition, the King found himfeit in the 
head of his Army, from which he had been fo fever'd, after 
fo many Accidents and melanchoiick Perplexities, to which 
Majefty has been feldom expofed. Nor can all the circum* 
ftances of that Peregrination be too particularly, and pun- 
dhially fet down. For as they adminifter'd much delight after 
they were paded, and gave them great Argument of acknow- 
ledging God's good Providence in the prefervation of the 
King, and, in a manner, fnatching him as a Brand out of the 
¥\xt^ and redeeming him even out of the hands of the Re* 
bels; fo it cannot be ungrateful, or without fome pleafure 
to Poderity, to fee the moS exaiS Relation of an Aaion fo 
full of danger in allrefpedls, and of an efcape fo remarkable. 
And now the King thought himfelf in a pofture not only to 
abide Waller , if he approached towards him, but to follow 
and find him our, if he had a mind, or did endeavour to de- 
cline Fighting with his Majefty. 

In the fhort time the Kins had been abfent, the Garrifon 
at Oxford was not idle. When the King in the Spring had 
prepared for the Field, and in order thereunto had drawn out 
the Garrifon at Reading , it was thought to no purpofe to < 
keep leScr Garrifons, at a lefs diftance from Oxford '^ and 
thereupon the Garrifon at Bofial Houfe, reputed a ftrong 
place, upon the Edge of Oxford-fhire and Buckingham-fljire ^ 
was appointed to demolifli the Works and Fortifications, and 
to retire, and joyn with the Amy : which was no fooner 

donei 
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donCy but the Carrifon at Ajbsturyy that had felt the Efl&Os 
of the others ill Neighbourhood, poflefled the place, and put 
a Carrifon into it ^ which after the King had left Oxford^ 
and both the Armies of E(px and Waller^ were gone from 
before it, gave little lefs trouble to that Qty, and obftruded 
the Provifions which ihould come thither, almoft as much as 
one of the Armies had done. This brought great Complaints 
and Clamour from the Country, and from the Town, to the 
Lords of the Council ; and w|is ever made an Excufe for 
their not complying with the Commands they fent out, for 
Labourers to work upon the Fortifications; which was the 

«rincipal work in hand \ or for any other fervice of the Town, 
^hen both Armies were drawn oflfto fuch a diftance in fol- 
lowing the King, that there feem'd for the prefent no reafon* 
able apprehenfion of being Belieged, the Lords confider'd of 
a Remedy to apply to this Evil from Befial Houfe; and re- 
ceiving encouragement from Colonel Gage (of whom they 
bad a great efteem^ and of whom we {hall fpeak fliortly more 
at large) who oSer'd to undertake the reducing it, they ap- 
pointed a Party of Commanded Men of the Foot, which the 
King had left there, with three pieces of Canon, and a 
Troop of Horfe of the Town, to obey his Orders, who, by 
the break of day, appear'd before the place ; and in a (bore 
time, with little reiiltance, got poflefltonof the Churdi, and 
the Out-Houfes, and then batter'd the Houfe it felf with his 
Canon; which they within, would not long endure; but 
defir'd a Parley. Upon which the Houfe was render'd, with 
the Ammunition, one piece of Ordnance, which was all they 
had; and much good provifion of Vi&uai, whereof they had 
plenty for Hor(e and Man ; and had liberty given them to 

f;o away with their Arms, and Horfes ; very c^y ConditioniB 
or fo ftrong a Pod; which was obtained with the lofs of oat 
inferior Officer , and two or three Common Men. Here 
the Colonel left a Garrifon, that did not only defend Oxf^d 
fi'om thofe mifchievous Incurfions, but did very near fupport 
it felf, by the Contribution it drew from Buckingbanpjhin^ 
bcfides the Prey it frequently took from the very Neighbour- 
hood of Aylesbury, 

The Earl of j^x, by flow and eafy Marches, and with* 
out any Oppofition or Trouble, enter'd into DQrfit-fhirey 
and by his gr^at Civility, and Af&bility towards all Men, and 
the very awd DifcipUne in his Army, wrought very much 
upon the People. Infomuch that his Forces rather encreafed, 
than diminilh'd ; which had, during his being before Oxfird, 
been much leQen'd, not only by the Numbers whicli were 
kiird and hurt, but b]r the running away of many, whilft the 

(harp Encounters continued at Go^wtk Bridge. It can hardly 

be 
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be imagined, how great a Difierence there wa5 in the humour, 
difpoticion, and manner of the Army under Effix^ and the 
other under IValler^ in their behaviour and humanity towards 
the Peoplej and, confequently, in the Reception they found 
among mm j the demeanour, and carriage of thofe under 
Waller being much more ungentlemanly, and barbarous, than 
that of the other : belides ttat the People, in all places, were 
not without fome Aflfeaion, and even reverence towards the 
Ear], who, as well upon his own account, as the memory 
of his Father, had been always univerfally popular. 

When he cime to BlandforJ^ he had a great mind to 
make himfelf Mafter of W^fwuthy if he could compafs it 
without engaging his Army before it; which he refolv'd Not 
to do ; however it was little out of his way to pafs near it. 
Colonel Afl^burnhamy then Governour oflf^moutfoy was made 
choiie of for that Command, upon the Opinion of his Cou- 
rage, and Dexterity ; and, to ma)ce way for him^ S' Anthmtj 
Jtbkj Cooper had been, the Year before, removed from that >^' 
Qiarge ^ and was thereby fo much difobliged^ that he quitted 
the King's Party, and gave himfelf up, Bodv and Soul, to the 
Service of the Parliament, with an implacable Animofity 
againft the Royal Intereft. The Colonel had bfen intent 
upon other things, and not enough follicitous to finifh the 
Fortifications, which were not ftrong enough to defy an Ar- 
my^ yet too (trong to be delhrcr'd.upon the Approacn of one. 
I mail fay^the Icfs of this matter, becaufe the Govertiour af^ 
ter wards preflcd to have the whole examined before a Coun- 
cil of War, where he produced a Warrant, under the hand 
of Prince Maurice^ **That, the Town being untenable, he 
« fliould, upon the Advance of the Earl of £^x, put a fuffi- 
•*cient Orength into Portland C2SWt y and retire thither; 
which he had done; and was, by the Council of War, ab» 
felv*d from any Crime. Yer, the truth is, however abfolv'd, 
fae IcA Reputation by it : and was thought to have left the 
Town too foon, though ne meant to have retiirn'd again, af* 
ter he had vifited Portlands But in the mean time theTownf^ w«ynM«t& 
men mutiny'd, and fent to the E^rl of Efex when he was ^^i^*^ *• 
near the Town ; whereupon he came thither; whidi he^^j^^ ^ 
would not otherwife have done; and gave the Garrifon leave 
to march with their Arms to Prince Maurice -^ and fo became 
Mafter of i0ymoutbj and leaving Men enough out of the 
Country to defend it, without any delay, he profecuted his 
march to Lyme ; from whence Prince Maurice^, upoQ the news Ly^e n^ 
of the lofs oSWevnouthy had retired with hafte enough towards lUv'd f; 
Exeter, with a Body of fiiU five and twenty hundred Foot,*'»»- 
and eighteen hundred Horfe ; after he had put a Garrifon of 
five hundred Men into Warekam^ and withiomelols of Re* 
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putation, for having lain fo long with fuch a ftrength before 
lb vile and uncenable a place, without reducing it. 

As SOON as the King had joyn'd his Army at Whkwyj 
which now coniifted of mil five thouiand five hundred Foot, 
tnd very near four thoufand Horfe, with a cohveifient Train 
of Artillery, he refolv'd no longer to live upon his owa 
Quarters, which had been too much waited by Friends and 
Enemies; but to viGc the Enemy's Country ; and fo the next 
day, he marcb'd towards Buckingham^ where he would (bay, 
and expefi: WalUr (of whofe motion he yet heard nothin|^' 
tnd from whence, if he appouc'd not, his Majeftv might enter 
into the Aflbciated Counties, and fo proceed Northward, i^ 
upon Intelligence from thence, he found it reafonable. Whilft 
the King ftaid at Buckinghamy and thought himfdf now in a 
good Condition to fight with the Enemy (his Troops, every 
day bringing in ftore of Piovifions, and, being no^i%in a 
Country where they were not expe&ed, met with many Cart- 
loads ot Wine, Grocery, and Tobacco, which were paffing, 
as in fecure roads, from London to Coventry^ and Warwick ^ 
all which were very welcome to Buckingtam) '^ tiVff^ and 
unexpe<3:ed Trouble fell upon him by theViU humour, and 
Fadtion in his own Army. Wilmot continued ItiUXull^n and 
perverfi^ and everjr day grew more infolent; a^ hadcon- 
tmdled fuch an Aniinohty againft the Lord Dsgi^j and the 
Msdfter of the Rolls, that he perfwaded many Officers of the 
Army, efpecially of the Horfe, where he was jnoft entirely 
obey d, to joyn in a Petition to the King, '< Thiat thofe two 
^ Counfellors might be excluded, and be no more prefent ia 
<^ Councils of War ; which they promifed to do. 

Waller remain'd (till in Worcefier-Jhire'^ upon which 
it was a^n Confulted, what the King was to dp. Some pro- 
pofed <<The marching prefently into the Aflbciated Counties; 
others, <^To lofeno time in endeavouring to joyn with Prince 
^Rttfert. Wtlmoty without ever communicating i( with the 
King, pofitively advifed, <^ That they might prefently mardi 
^ towards Londony and now both their Generals, and Artnies 
<^were far from them, make tryal what the true afledion of 
' ^ the City was ^ and that, when the Army was marched as far 
^^as St Alhansy the King (hould fend fuch a gracious Mei&ge 
'^ both to the Parliament, and City, as was moft like to pre- 
<<vail upon them; and concluded, as if he knew ^ That this 
*' way of proceeding would be very much approved of by the 
^^ Army. This extravagant motion, with all the Circum- 
ftances of it, troubled the King very much; yet he thougjbt 
not fit abfolutely to rejedl it, left it might promote that Peti- 
tion, which he knew was firaming among the Officers ; but 
wilhed them j ^ That fuch a Mef&ge (houkl be prepared, and 

^tbeoL 
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^ then that be would Communicate bocl^ that, and what C(»w 
<< cem'd hi» Mirch towards IjondM^ to the Lords of th^ 
^< Council at 0»/!ir^ 9 that in fo weighty an Afiair he might 
"receive Their Counfel. To that purpofe the Lord D^ly^ 
and the Mafter of the Rolls, were fent to Oxford-^ who, wer 
two days, returned without any Approbation of the march^ 
or the Meflage by the Lords. But all that Intrigue fell of ic 
fel^ imon the furp Intelligence, << That WmUbt had left i^r- 
" ckefter^irij and march^, with what fpeed he could, jo find - 
"his Majefly ; which gave new Argument of Debate. 

When^ the King hadfo dextroufly deceived, and eluded 
iiim by his quick march to and fioxx^Woraftery WaUety who 
had not timely, Inifbrmation of it, and Icfs fufpeded it, thou^t 
it not to the purpofe to tire his Army with long marches ia ^ 
hope to overtake him ^ butfirit (hew'd it at all the Walls of 
Worcifter^ to terrify that City^ which had contemn'd his power 
« year before, when it jivas not fo well able to refift it. But 
he quickly difcern'd.he could do no good there: then be 
march'd towards Qdocffier^ having fent to Colonel Majfy to 
fend him fome Men out oiGloctfier ^ which he bein^a Crea- 
ture of Effex% refufed to do. Upon this Denial, he marched 
inct) Wfmpick^irei and appointed his Rendezvous in Ke'mt^m 
Field, the place wpere the £rft Battle was fought. There he 
receiv'd an addition of feven Troops of Horfe, and ahogt fix 
hundred Foot, from Warvkk and from Coventry ^ with elerea 
pieces of Ordnance. With this Recruit he marched confi- 
dently towards the King; of which his Majefty being informed, 
that he might tHe (boner meet him, he marched with his Ar- 
my to Brackiey^ when Waller was i^^sas Banhury y and the Ar- 
mies coming Qiortly in view of eachtother, upon a fair Suo- 
fhine in the Afternoon, after a very wet Morning, both eo- 
deavour'd to po0efs a piece of Ground they well knew to be 
of Advantage; which, being nearer to WaUety and the King 
paflSng his whole Army through the Town of Banbury ^ be- 
fore he could come to it. Waller hadfirft his Men upon it in 
good Order of Battle, before the King could reach thither : 
10 that the King lay that Night in the Field, half a mile £aft 
of Banbury y the Riyer of chervi^l being between the two Ar- 
mies. 

The King refolv'd to make Waller draw off from that Ad- ^^2!^ 
vantage ground, where he had ftood two days^ and in oxd^r^^^^ 
thereunto, nuuched away, as if he would enter farther into 
Nerttamptath/hire : and he no iboner moved, but Waller like- 
wife drew off from his ground, and coafted on the other fide 
of the River, but atfudi a diftance, that it was thought he 
bad no mind to be engs^ed. The Van of the King's Army 
was led by the Cener^ and Wtlmot: in the Body was thf 
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King and the Prince, and the Rear coniifted of one thoufiind 
Commanded Foot, under Colonel ThtlwfU^ with the Earl of 
Ndr$bampt0n's and the £arl ofcUveUmd's Brigades of Horfe. 
And, that the Enem^ might not be able to take any advan- 
tage, a Party of Dragoons was fent to keep 0«pr«d^-Bridge, 
vntii the Army was pafled beyond it. The Army marching 
in this order. Intelligence was brought to the King, ^^ That 
^ there was a Body ot' three hundred Horfe, within k(s than 
^ rwowmiles of the Van of the Army, that marched to joyn 
^with Waller; and that they might be eafily cocofl^ if the 
^ Army mended their pace. Whereupon, Orders were fent 
to the fbremofl Horfe, ^ That they tfiould ihbve fafter, the 
Van and the Middle having the fyme Diredtioos, without any 
5 notice given to the Rear. H^slkr quickly difceni'd the sreac 
diftance that was fuddainly grown between the King's Body 
and*%is Rear, and prefently advanced with fifteen nundred 
Horfe, one choufand Foot, and eleven pieces of Canon 
to Cropredj'Bridffiy which were quickly too (irong for die 
Dragoons that were left to keep it, and «^)ich made a very 
iaint ReKtance : fo that this Party advanced above half a mile, 
purfuing their Defign of cutting off the Kfn^s Rear, before 
they Ihould be able to get up to the Body of the Army. To 
ftcilitat^ this Execution, he had fent one dioufand Horfe 
more, to pafs over at a Ford a mile below cviprA^Bridge,and 
40 fall upon the Rear of all. Tintely notice being given of 
this to the Earl of Cleveland^ who was in the Van otthat Di- 
vifion,and "Of the Enemy's having pafled at Cnffij f which 
was confirm'd by the running of the Horfe, and Soittcrd Foot) 
^ and that there ftood two Bodies of Horfe without moving 
^ and faced the Army : Thereupon the Earl prefendy drew 
up his Brigade lo a rifing ground that faced that pals, where 
be difcem'd a great Body of the Rebels Horfe drawn up, and 
feady to have fallen upon his Rear. It was no tfose to ex- 
pe£l: Orders; but the Earl, led by his own ^t$l Spirit, 
Charged prefently that Body with great fifty, which fuftain'd 
it not with equal Courage; looiing a Corner, and many Pri- 
Ibners. 

This Alarm had quickly reached the King, who fent to 
the Van to return, and himlelf drew up thofe about him, to a 
little Hill beyond the Bridge; where he faw the Enemy pre- 
paring for a fecond Charge upon the Earl of ckveUmd. The 
King Conmianded the Lord Bernard 9tuaet^ a Valiant young 
Gentleman, who Commanded his own Guards, •* To make 
•<hafte to the Affiftance of the Rear: and, in his way, to 
^ Charpe thofe two Bodies of Horfe wHch faced his Majefty. 
He, with above a hundred of Gallant and Stout Gendemen, 
renim'd inftandy over the Bridge, and made bafte towards 

^ thofe 
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thofe two Bodies of Horfe ; who^ feeing their fellows Routed 
by the Earl of cleveUndj were then advancing to charge him 
in the Flank, as he was following the Execution. But the 
prefence of this Troop made them chang|e their mind ^ and, 
after a very little (by , accompany their fellows in their 
Flight i which very much &ciliuted the Defeat, that quickly 
eniued. 

The Earl of ckveUnd^ after his (hort Encounter, made a 
fland under a great ADi ( where the King had but lialf an hour 
before fta/d and din'd ) not underftanding whac the Enemy 
could mean by advancing fo faft, and then flying fo foon ; 
when he perceiv'd a Body of their Horfe of iixceen Comecs, 
and as many Colours of Foot, placed within the Hedges, and 
all within Mufquet-ihot of him , and advancing upon him ^ 
which He likewife did upon Them with notable Vigour j 
and having ftood their Muiquet and Carabine- Ihot, he Charged 
them fo turiouQy, being refolutely feconded by all the OfR- 
cers of his Brigade, that he Routed both Horfe and Foot, 
and Chafed them with good execution beyond their Canon : 
all which, being eleven Pieces, were taken ^ with two Barri- 
cadoes ot Wood, which were drawn upon wheels, and in each 
feven fmall Brafi and Leather Guns, charg'd with Cafe-fliot ^ 
moft of their Canoneers were kilrd, and the General ot 
their Ordnance taken Prifoner. This Man, one IVetmeSj a 
Scotch^Tcan^ had been as much obliged by the King, as a Man 
of His Condition could be, and in a maimer very unpopular : 
for he was made Mafter Gunner of England^ with a Penfion 
of three hundred pounds Mr 4»»jK)Ri for his Life r which was 
looked upon aa feme diirefpea to the EfigKJh Nation ) and 
having never done the King the leaft Service, he took the 
firft opportunity to Diflerve him ^ and having been engaged 
againft him, from the beginning of the Rebellion, he was 
now preferrd by them, for his eminent Difloyalty, to be Ge- 
neral of the Ordnance in the Army of Sr WilHamWalkr^ who 
was very much advifed by him in all matters of Importance. 
Befides Weemis^ there was taken Prifoner Bi^kir^ Lieutenant 
Colonel to Sr HWiam Wslkrs own Regiment, and five or fix 
Lieutenant Colonels , and Captains, of as good Names as 
were amongft them: with many Lieutenants, Enfi^s, and 
Cornets, Quarter matters ; and aoove one hundred Common 
Soldiers ^ many more being (lain in the Charge. The Earl 
purfued them as far as the Bridge ^ over which he fatced them 
to retire, in fpite of their Dragoons, which were placed there 
Co make good their Retreat : all which fled with them, or be- 
fore, ^d fo the Earl having cleared that fide of the River, 
and not knowing how far he was from the Army, retired, as 
he had good reafon to do ; having loft, in this notable Adion, 
V0I.IL Parti. Kk ^^^^ 
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two Co\onA$^Sf miHMm BoUkr^ iJoA S^lfittiamclar kAyoAi 
Gentlemen of Ken$^ of fair Fortunes, who had railed, ^ 
arm'd their Regiments at their own Charge ; who were both 
killed dead upon the placCy with one Captain more of another 
Regiment, and not above fourteen Common Soldiers. 

At the (ame time the Earl of Northamftam difcover*d that 
Party of the Enemies Horfe, which had found a pafiagpover 
the River a Mile beloW, to follow him in the Rear ; and 
prefently faced about with thofe Regiments of his Bri^e. 
t/pon which, without enduring the Charge, the whole Body 
betook themfelves to Flight, anq ^l over the Pafs they had 
fo newly been acquainted with^ with little lofs, becaufe they 
psevented the Danger j thoup numy of them ^ when thejr 
were got over, continued their Flight fo far, as if they wer6 
ftill purfued, that they never returned agiih to their Army. 
The Lord Bimard , with the King's Troop, feeing there 
was no Enemy left on that fide, drew up in a large Field op- 
polite to the Bridge ^ where he ftood, whilft the Canon, oti 
the other fide, play'd upon him^ until his Majefly and the 
reft of the Anny pafled by them, and drew into a Body upon 
the Fields near mlfi^t. HVhr inftantlv'quitted Cr^edjy and 
djrew up his whole Army upon the high grouncb^ which are 
between Cr^fnif and Htwmdly oppofoe to the June's Quar- 
ters about a Afile ; the River of Cberwelj and fome low 
grounds, being between both Armies 5 which hadafiill view 
of each other. 

1 T was now about three of the Qock in die Afternoon, 
the Weather very &ir, and very warm . ( it being the x^^dzy 
of Jun$ ) and the King's Army being now together, his Ma^ 
jefty refolv^d to profecute his good Fortime, and to go to 
the EokemVi fioce they woiild not come to Him : and to that 
purpof^, lent two good Parties, to make way for him to pafi 
botp at Oi^prf ^Bridge, and the other Pals, a MUe below ^ 
over which the Enemy had fo newly pafled : both which 

i)laces were ftrongl^ guarded by them. To Crofrtiy they 
eiit fiich ftron^ Bodies of Foot, to relieve each pther as they 
iliould beprefled, that thofe fent by the King thither, could 
make no Impreflion upon them j but were repulfed, till the 
Night came, and fe\'ered them; all Parties being tired with 
the duty of the Day^ But they who were lent to the other 
Pafs, a Mile below, after a (hort Refiltance, gained it, and a 
Mill adjovning; where, after they had kill'd fome, they took 
the reft Prifoners ; and from dienCe , did not only defend 
themfelves, that, and the next Day, but did the Enemy mucb 
hurt i expedting ftill that their Fellows (hould matter the other 
pafs, that fo they might advance together. 
Here the King wa^prevail'd with to make trial of an- 
other 
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btbdr Expedient. Some Men, from the Conference they had 
with the rrifoners, others, from other Incelligence, made no 
doubt, but that it a Mefiage were now feht of Grace and 
Pardon to all the 0£ficers and Soldiers of that Army, they 
would forthwith lay doWn their Arms : and it was very 
notorious, that Multitudes ran every day from thence. HbW 
tins Me(£^ lliould be fent, fo that it might be cfEedtuallydtf^ 
livei^cL was the ohlV -Queftion that remain'd: and it Wa^ 
agreed, ^ That S' Bmtri Walker f who was both Garter KiAg 
at Amrt, and Secnfttiary to the Council of War j <<Shbula 
^ be fent to publifh that his Majefty's Grace. But he wifely 
defiredp << That a Tnimpet might be firft fent for a Pafs; thd 
&rbarity of that People being notorious, that they regarded 
hot the Laws of Arms, or of Nations. Whereupon a Tmm»- 

Eet was ffent to Sr miLam Waller^ to defire ^* A Safe Cohdudt 
fbi- a Gentleman, who ihould deliver a gracious Me(!ag< 
^from his Majefty. After two hours Cofilideration, be re* 
turn'd Anfwer, " That he had no power td receive arty Mtf- 
•* fiige of Grace, or Favtxir from hi« Majefly , without thi 
^Confent of the two HOiifes of Parliament at mfimhfhr^ 
<' to whom his Majeily, if he pieafed, might ttntke his wklrefle^l 
And 'as ibon as the Trumpet was gjone. as all Evidence of hi§ 
Kdblution, he caufed above twenty (hot of hi# greatelt Can- 
non to be made at the King's Armv^ and as tiear the place ai 
th^ could, where his MaieflT ufecl to be.* - 

When both Armies liaci ftood upoil the fame ground^ 
and'iti the fame pofldre, for the fpace of two Days, they 
both drew off to a greater Diftance frdm each other ^an<^ 
from that time. neverJaw each other. It then quiclthr ap- 
peared, by Waller t (Hfl keeping more aloof from the King, 
and his marching up and down from 'Buckingham^ fometimes 
towards Northamftan^ atid fometimes towards Wartu'tcky that 
henlFas' without other Defign, than of recruiting his Ariny; 
lUid that the Defeat of that day at Ctopredj Was much greater, 
than it then appear'd to be ^ and that it even broke the heait 
of his Army. And it is very probable, that if the King, af- 
ter he had retted and refrefned his Men three or four days, 
which was very necef&ry, in regard they werfe exceedingly 
tired with continual Dutv, bcfides that the Provilions would 
not hold longer in thc^ fame Quarters, had follow'd Waller^ 
wheti it was evident He would not follow the King, he 
might have deftroy^d ttiat Army without Fightiilg: fot'ii ap- 
pear'd afterwards, withdut it^s being pUrfued, that within 
fourteen days after that Adion at Cropredy^ Wallef'T Army, 
that before conlitted of eight thoufand, was fo much waited; 
that there remain'd not with him half that Number. 

But the truth is, from the time that the King difcover'd 
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that mutinous Spirit in the OfiBcers, govem'cl by Wilm9t^\%X, 
Bttcihtghamy he was unfatisfied wjth the Temper of his own 
Army, and did not defire a through £ogagemenc, till he had 
a little time to reform fome, whom he refolv'd never more 
heartily to truft^ and to imdeceive others, who, be knew, 
were mifled without any malice, or evil Intention. But when 
he now found himfelf lo much at Liberty from two great Ar- 
mies, which had fo ftreightly encompafled him, within little 
more than a Month ^ and that he had, upon the matter, de* 
feated one of them, and reduced it to a State, in which it 
could, for the prefent, do him little harm ; his heart was at 
no eafe, with apprehi^on of the terrible fri^t the Queen 
would be in (who was newly deliver'd of a Daughter, that 
was*afcerwards Married to the Duke of Orkaus) when (he 
£iw the £arl of Effex before the Walls of Exeter^ and fliould 
be at the fame time inform'd, that ifklhr was with another 
Army in piu-fuic of himfelf. His Majeliy refolv'd therdbre^ 
with all poffible Expedition, to follpw the Earl of Effix^ in 
hopes that he (bould be able to fi^c a Battle with him, be« 
fore Waller (hould be in a Condition to follow him : and his 
own llrength would be much improved, by a Conjundion 
with Prince AUurUii who, though he jetired before J^x, 
would be well able, by the North of Dev$»Jbirey to meet 
the Kin^ when he mould know that he march'd that way. 

His Majefty had no fooner taken this Refolution, than he 
gave notice of it to the Lords of the Council at Oscftrd-^ and 
lent an Expreis into the Weft, to inform the Queen of it y 
who^ . by the way, carried Orders to the Lord Hxfpt0Xy << To 
^< draw what Men he could out of M^mmouth-Jbirey and South 
^^ Wales into Brtfiol; that himfelf Aight meet his Majefty 
<< with as many as he could pofSbly draw out of rhatGarrifon. 
So, without any delay, the whole Army, with what Expedi- 
tion was poffible, march'd towards the Weft over the cotf- 
T%i i^Hg void to cirenceffer ^ and fo to Bat A ^ where he arrived on the 
marebtsit' i^th day of Jufy^ and ftaid there one whole day, to refrelh 
wards the his Army ^ which flood enough in need of it. 
^*'*- The King had fcarce march'd two days Weft ward, when 

he was furpriied widi ill news from the North ^ for, after he 
had, by an Exprefstirom Oxfhrd, receivM intelligence, « That 
<< Prince RMfirt had not only relieved Torij but totally de- 
'^ feated the ^^f/,with many particulars to confirm it (all which 
was fo much belie v'd there, that they had made pubuck Fires 
of Joy for the Vidlory J he now receiv*d quite contrary infor- 
mation, and was too uirely convince that his whole Army 
was defeated. It was very triie, that, after many great and 
noble Aflions performed by Prmce Rufert in the Relief of 
Latham^ and the Redudion of Belton^ and all other places 

in 
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la that large County (Mmchfier only excepted) in wUich 
Che Rebels loft very many, much Blood having been (bed, in 
taking places by Amult, which were too obftinacely defend-;* 
ed^ die Prince had march'd out of Lancajbire with fo good 
Heputation^ and had given his Orders fo efie^ally toG^hfy 
vrho lay in Lincoln-Jbire with that Body of Horfe that belong 
CO the Marquis of Nem-CaftHs Army, that they happily 
toyn'd him ^ and march'd together towards York, with mch 
Expedition, that the Enemy was (o furprifed, that they found 
it neceflary to raife tfao Seige in Confufion enou^; and 
kavitijg one whole fide of the Town free, drew to the other 
fide, in great Diforder and Confternation ; there being irre* 
concileable difierences, and jealoufies, between the Omcers^ 
and, indeed, between the Nations : the &glift> refolving to 
joyn no more with the Scots^ and They, on the other fide, as 
weary of their Cpmpany, andDifcipline; fo that the Prince 
had done his Work ; and if he had fat ftill, the Enemies 
great Army would have mouldePd to nothing, and been ex- 
pofed to any advant^e his Hig)ine(s would take of them. 

But the difmal Fate of the Kingdom would not permit fb *^^<c»HHt 
much Sobriety of Counfel : One tide of the Town was no %^^^'^* 
Iboner free, by which there was an entire Communication J^gJ^ ^^' 
with thofe in the 1 own, and all Provition brought in abun^ 
dantly out of tac Country, but the Prince, without confult- 
ing with the Marquis of New-Caftky or any of the Officers 
witliin the Town, lent for all the Soldiers -to draw out, and 
put the whole Army in Battalia, on that fide where the Ene- 
my was drawn up ; who had no other hope to preferve th^n 
but a prefent Battle, to prevent the reproaches and mutinies 
which diftradled them. And though that Party of the King^s 
Hprfe which Charged the Scots^ fo totally Routed and I^ 
fcated their whole Army, that they fled all ways for many 
Miles together, and were knock'd on the head, and taken Pri- 
foners by the Country, and Ujfy their General fled ten Miles, 
and was taken Prifoner by a Conibble f from whence tho 
News of the Vidtory was fpeedily brougnt to Nemarkj and 
theqce fent by an Exprels to Oxford^ and fo received and 
fpreui as aforeiaid } yet the Bfigbfb Horfe, Commanded by 
Fmirfax and Cromwell^ Charged fo well, and in fuch e^ce(- 
lent Order, being no fooner broken than they rallied again, 
and Charged as briskly, that, though both Fairfax and Crom^ 
'well were hurt, and both above the (boulders, and many 
good Officers kill'd, they prevailed over that Body oi Horie 
which oppofed them, ana totally routed, and beat them off* 
the Field ; and almoft the whole Body of me Marquis of Nnvh 
Cmj^^'i Foot were cut offi 

Thk Marquis himfetf, and Us brave Brother, Srcbarlis 
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Cavindifl) f whowasaMan ofdienbblefl, and lugeft mind, 
chough the lead, and moft inconvenient Body' that liv'd) 
Oiarged in the head of a Troop of Gentlemen, who came 
out of the Town with him, witn as much Gallantry and Clou* 
rage, aa Men could do. But it waa fo late in the Evening 
before the Battle begun, that the Night quickly fell upon 
them j and the Generals return'd into the Town, not enou^ 
knowing their own lofK and performed very few CompU* 
ments to each other. They who moft exaoly defcribe oiat 
unfortunate Battle, » and more unfortunate abandoning that 
whole Country { when there midic have been means lound 
to have drawn a good Army together ) by Prince Buftris bafty 
departure with all his Troops, and the Marquis c^Ntfa^Or- 

41^1 as hafty departure to the Sea fide, and taking Ship, and 
Vanfporting himfelf out of the Kingdom, and all me ill Con- 
fequences thereupon, ^ve fo ill an Account of any Condud;^ 
or Difcretion, in the Managery of that AflBur, that^ as I can 
tafte no pieafure in writing of it, foPofterity would receive 
little pleafure, or benefit, in the moft particular Relation 
of k. 

Th I s may be faid of ir, that the like was never done^ or 
heard, or read of before; that two great Generals, wherectf 
one ha^ ftill a good Army left, his Horfe, by their not ha- 
ving performed their Duty, remaining uplon tne matter intire^ 
and much the greater part of his Foot having retired into the 
Town, the great execution having fain upon the Northern 
Foot; and the other, having the abfolute Commiflion ovei^ 
the Northern Counties, and very many Confiderable places 
in them ftill remaining under his Obedience, Ihoulcf both 
agree in nothing elfe, but in leaving that good City, aisd the 
whole Country, as a prey to the Enemy ; who had not yec 
the Courage to believe tl^t they had the Vi&ory; lYit Scots 
having been fo totally routed ( as hath been &id before ) their 
General made Prifoner by aCohftable, and detained in Cu- 
ftody, till moft part of the next day waspaft; and moft of 
the Officers, and Army, having march'd, or run above ten 
Mies Northward, before they had News that they might fe- 
Curely return : And though the Horfe under Bakfax and 
CrBnmM had won the day, yet they were both much 
wounded, and many others of the beft Officers kill'd, or fo 
maim'd that they could not, in any fliorc time, have done 
more hurt ; fo that if there bad been any Agreement to have 
concealed their lois, which might h^ve been done to a good 
Degree fforthefineroy was not pollefifed of the Field, but 
was drawn oAat a diftance, not knowing what the Horfe, 
which had done fo little, might do the next dav ) there might 
|>robabIy many Advantages have appeared, which were not 

ac 
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tc the inftant in viewj however, thev mig^c both have done 
that as fecurely afterwards, as they dia then unfeafonably . 

B ITT neither of them were Friends to fuch Deliberation ^ 
but, aflbon as they were refrdh'd with a little fleep, they both 
fenc a Meflen|er to each other, almoft at the fame time ^ the 
one, << That ne was refolv'd, that Morning, to march away 
^ with his Horfe, and as many Foot as he had left ; and the 
other, <<That he would, in that Inllant, repair to the Sea>fide, 
<* and Tranfport himfclf beyond the Seas ^ both which they 
immediately performed ; the Marquis making hafte to Scar* 
hrougb^ there £mbarked in a poor Veflel, and arriv'd ac 
Hambour^ : the Prince, with his Army, begun his March 
the fame Morning towards chefiir. And fo Xork was left to 
the difcretion of S^ Thomas G/embam^ the Govcrnour thereof, 
to do with it as He thought fit ^ being. in a Condition only to 
deliver it up with more Decency, not to defend it againit an 
Enemy that would reauire it. 

Whereas, if PrmcQ Bupert had flay'd with the Army 
he march'd away with, at any reafonable Diftance, it would 
have been long beford the Jealoufies, and Breaches, which 
were between the Englijh and Scotch Armies , would have 
been enough compofcd to have agreed upon the renewing 
the Siege; fuch great quantities of Provifion being already 
brought into the Town : and the Scots talked of nothing but 
returning inilo their own Country ,' where the Marquis of 
Moumtr^ had kindled already a Fire, which the Parliament 
oE Edfniorouzh could not quench. But the certain intelligence, 
**^That the Prince was march'd away without thought of re- 
*< turning, atld that the Marquis had embark'd himfelf, re- 
conciled them fo far (and nothing elfe could) that, after 
two days, they rerurn'd to the Polts they had before nad in 
the Siege ; and id ftreighten'd the Town, that the Govemour, 
when he had no hope of Relief, within a Fortnight was com- 
pelled to deliver it up, upon as good Articles for the Town, York «^#/i- 
and the Gentry that were in it, and for Himfelf, and the few j*^*^ '• '* 
Soldiers he had lefr, as he could propofe i And fo he march'd f^'^T"'"^ 
with all his Troops to Car/i/Iej which he afterwards defended 
with very rcmarl^ble Circumftances of Courage , Induftry, 
and Patience. 

The Times afterwards grew fo bad,, and the King's Af- 
fairs fucceeded fo ill, that there was no Opportunity to call 
cither of .thofe two great Perfons to Account for what they 
had done, or what they had lelt undone. Nor did either of 
them ever think fit to make any particular Relation of the 
grounds of their Proceeding, or the caufes of their mifadven- 
tures by way of Excufe to the King, or for their own Vin- 
dication. Pxince Rupert^ only ro his Friends, and after the 

K k ^ ^N»- 
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Murder of the Kiti^ produced a Letter in the King^s own 
band, which he received when he was upon his March from 
Lancafiire towards Tork'j in which his Nbjefty laid, ^ That his 
^ Afiairs were in to very ill a State, that it wcnild nor be 
^ enough, though his Highneft raifed the Siege firom Ttrk^ 
^if he had not like wife beaten the Scetcb Arrays which he 
'< underftood to amount to no lefs than a peremptory Order to 
^ Fight, upon what dKadvantage foever : and added, ^'Thac 
^the difiidvantage was fo great, the Enemy being (b much 
^(uperior in number, it was no wonder he loft the day. But 
as the King's Letter would not bear that fenfe, fo the greateft 
Caufe of the Misfortune was the precipitate entring upon the 
Battle, aflbon as the Enemy drew oflT: and without C>onfuiting 
at all with the Marquis of NeW'Caftle^ and his Officers; who 
muft needs know more of the Enemy, and confeauentlv how 
they were beft to be dealt with, than his Hi^eis could do. 
For he (aw not the Marquis, till , upon his Summons, he 
came into the Field, in the head of a Troop of Gentlemen, 
as a private Captain, when the Batde was ranged 5 and which, 
after a very Qiort fidutation, immediately begun ; thofe of the 
' Marquis's Army, who came out of the Town, being placed 
upon the ground left by the PrinCe, and affign'd to them ; 
which much indifpofed both Officers and Soldiers to die work 
in hand, and towards thofe with whom they were to joyn 
in it. 

Then it was too late in the day to b^n the Fight, if all 
the other ill circumftances had bxn away ; for it was paft 
three in the Afternoon : whereas, if it had been deferred till 
next Morning, in which time a full Confultation might have 
been had ; and the Officers and Soldiers grown a Uttle ac- 
Guainted with each other, better fuccefs might have been rea- 
ionably expeAed ; nor would the Confufion and Conftemation 
the other Armies were then in, which was the only excufe 
for the prefent Engagement, have been the lefi ; but, on the 
contrary, very much improved by the delay ; for the Bitter- 
nefi and AnimpGty between the C^hief Commanders was fuch, 
that a great part of the Army was march'd fix Miles, when it 
appear\l , by the Prince's manner of drawing his Army to- 
gether to that ground, that his refolution was to Fight : the 
^edy Intelligence whereof prevaiPd, and nothing elfe could, 
with thofe who were gone fo far, to return ^ and with the 
reft, to unite and concur in an A(^ion, that in hum<fn rcafon, 
could only preferve them : and if that opportunity had not 
then been fo unhappily offer 'd, it was generally believ'd that 
the Scots would, the next Morning, have continued their 
March Nordiward ; and .the Earl of Mmuhefitr would have 
been neceflitated to have made his retreat, as well as he could, 

into 
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into his Aflbciated Counties; and it would have been in the 
Mnce's power to have chofen which of them he would havo 
deftroy'A. 

But then oF all the reft, his going away the next Morn- 
ing with all his Troops, in that manner, was moft unexcu- 
fable } becaufe moft prejudicial, and moft ruinous to the King's 
Affiiirs in thofe parts. Nor did thofe Troops ev^r after bring 
any conBderable advantage to the Kingl's Service, but moul- 
der'd away by degrees, and the Officers, whereof many were 
Gentlemen of QiaUty, and great Merit, Were kill'd upon 
beating up of Quarters, and little Adlions not worth their pre- 
fence. The truth is, the Prince had fome fecret Intimation 
of the Marquis's purpofe of immediately leaving the Town, 
and Embarking himfelf for the parts beyond the Seas, before 
the Marouis himfelf fent him word ot it 9 upon which, in. 
great paffion and rage, he fent him notice of his refolution 
prefently to be gone, that he who had the Command of all 
thofe parts, and thereby an obligation not to defert his Charge 
mi^t be without any imagination that the Prince would 
take fuch a diftradted Government upon him, and leave him 
any excufe for his deparmre : and if in this jovnt diftemper^ 
with which they were both tranfoorted, anjr Perfons of dit 
cretion and honour, had interpofed, they might, in all probar 
bility, have prevailed with both, for a good underftanding 
between them, or at leaft for the fufpenfion of their prefcnt 
Refolutions, and confidering what might beft be done. But 
they both refblv'd fo (bon, and fo foon executed what they 
refolv'd, that very tew had the leaft fufpicion of their Inten- 
tions, till they were both out of diftance to have their Con* 
verfion attempted. 

All that c^ be faid for the Marquis is, that he was (b 
utterly tired with a Condition and Employment fo contrary to 
his Humour, Nature, and Education, that he did not at all 
conGder the means, or the way, that would let him out of it, 
and free him for ever from having more to do with it. And 
it was a greater wonder, that he fuftain'd the vexation and 
fiitigue of It fo long, than that he broke from it with fo little 
circumfoedion. He was a very fine Gentleman, aAive, and 
fiill of Courage, and moft accompUDi'd in thofe Qualities of 
Horfemanfhip, Dancing, and Fencing, which accomnanya 
good breeding; in which his deUght was. BeGdes^ tnathe 
was amorous in Poetry^ and Mufick, to which he indulged 
the greaceft part of his time; and nothing could have tempted 
him out of thofe paths of pleafure whidi he enjo/d in a full 
and ample fortune, but Honour and Ambition to ferve the 
King wnen he (aw him in diftrefs, and abandon'd by moft of 
thole who were in the hi^ieft degree obliged to lum^ and \s\

bim. He Ipv'd Monarchy^ as it was the foundation and fup- 

EDrt of his own greatnefi j and the Church, as it was well con- 
ituted for the iplendour and fecurity of the Crown ^ and 
Religion, as ic cnerifh'd and maintain'd that Order and Obe- 
dience that was nece{&ry to Both \ without any other paflion 
for the particular Opinions which were grown up in it, and 
diftin^iflied it into Parties,' than as he detefted whatfoever 
was hke to difturb the Publi'ck Peace. 

H E had a particular Reverence for the Perfbn of the King, 
and the more extraordinary Devotion for that of the Prince, 
as he had had the Honour to be trufted with his Education as 
tiis Governour^ for which Office, as he excelled in fome, fo 
be wanted other Qualifications. Though he had retired from 
his great Truft, and from the Court , to decline the infup- 
portable Envy which the powerful Faflion had contradted 
a^ainft him, yet the King was no fooner neceffitated to poflcfs 
himfelf of focie place of Ilrength, and to raife fome Force 
for his DdTente, but the Earl of Nevj-Cafile ( he was made 
Marquis afterwards) obe/d his firft callj and, with great 
expediciun and dexterity feifed upon that Town ; when till 
then there was not one Pore-Town in E^gUmd^ that avow'd 
their Obedience to the King : and he then prefently raifed 
fuch Regiments of Horfe and Foot, as were neceflary for the 

E relent lute of AfEurs ^ all which was done purely by his own 
itereft, and the Concurrence of his numerous Allies in thofo 
Northern Parts ; who with all alaaicy obeyM his Commands, 
without any charge to the King; which ne was not able to 
fupply. 

And after the Battle of Edge-hilly when the Rebels grew 
fo ftrong in Tork^miSy by the influence their Garrifon of Hull 
had upon both the Eaft and Weft Riding there, that it be- 
hoved the King prefently to make a General , who might 
unite all thofe Northern Counties in his Service, he could 
not choofe any Man fo fit for it, as the Earl of New-Caftie^ 
who was not only poflefs'd of a prefent Force, and of that 
important Town, but had a greater Reputation and Intereft 
in Xork-Jhire it fel^ than, at that prefent, any other Man had ; 
the Earl of OtmherUnd being at that time, though of entire 
Afi[c(3:ion to the King, much decayed in the vigour of his 
Body, and his Mind, and unfit for that Adtivity which the 
Seafon reauir'd. And it cannot be denied, that the Earl of 
New-Cafiie^ by bis quick march with his Troops, aflbon as 
he had receivM his Commiffion to be. General, and in the 
depth of Winter, rcdeem'd, or refcued the City of Ibr^t from 
the Rebels, when they look'd upon it as their own, and had 
it even within their grafo ; and aflbon as he wias Mafter of it, 
he raiied Men apace, ana drew an Army together, with which 

he 
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he Fought manv Battles, in which he bad always ( this laft 
only excepted ) Succeft and ViAory. 

H E liked the Pomp, and abfolute Authority of a General 
well, and preierv'd the Dignity of it to the full ^ and for the 
difcharge ot' the outward State, and Qrcumltances of it, in 
adls of Courtely, Aflability, Bounty, and GeneroGtv^ he i« 
bounded^ which, in the infancy of a War, became nim, and 
made him, for fome time very acceptable to men of all 
Conditions. But the fubflantial part, and fatigue of a Ge- 
neral, he did not in any d^ee underfland ( being utterly un- 
acquainted with War ) nor could fubmit to ^ but refcrrd all 
matters of that Nature to the difcretion of his Lieutenant Ge- 
neral Kimgj who, no doubt, was an Officer of ^eat Expe- 
rience and Ability, yet, being a Scotch-m^n^ was in that coo- 
junfture, upon more diiadvantage than he would have been, 
if the General himfelf had been more intent upon his Com- 
mand. In all Adions of the Field he was ftiU prefent, and 
never abfenc in any Battle ; in all which he g^ve initances of 
an invincible Coui4ge and Fearlefncfs in danger ^ in which 
the expofing himfelr notorioidy did fometimes change the 
fortune of the Day, when his Troops begun to give ground. 
Such Articles oT AAion were no fooner over« than he retired 
to his deliehtfiil Company, Mufick, or his foKer pleafures 3 to 
all which he was fo indulgent, and to his eafe, that he would 
not be interrupted upon what occaiion foever; infomucfa as 
he fometimes denied admiffiqn to the Chiefeft Officers of the 
Army, even to General JCia^himfek for two days together ; 
fix)m whence many inconveniencies rell out. 

From the beginning, he was without any reverence or 
regard for the Privy CouikU, with few of whom he had any 

Suaintance ; but was of the other Soldiers mind, that all the 
inefs ought to be done by Councils of War, and was al- 
ways angry when there were any Overtures of a IVeaty.^ 
and therdbre, efoecially after the Queen lud landed in X^k^ 
Jbire^ and fhid fo long there, he confider'd any Orders he re» 
ceiv'd from Oxford^ though fixun the King himfelf, more 
negligently than he ought to have done; and when he thought 
himfelf fure of HuUy and was fure that hie (hould be then Ma- 
tter entirely of all the North, he had no mind to march nearer 
the King ( as he had then Orders to march into the Aflb- 
ciated Counties, when, upon the taking of Briftoly his Ma^ 
jcily had a purpofe to have march'd towards L9ndon on the 
other (ide) out of apprehenOon that he fhould be eclipfed by 
the Court, and bis Authority overlhadow'd by the Supe- 
riority of li^ince Rt/feri^ from ^hom he deOr'd to be at 
diltance : Yet when he found himfelf in diltrefs, and neceffi* 
tared to diaw his Army within the Walls of T§rk^ and faw 
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no way to be relieved but by Prince Rupert^ who had then 
done great feats of Arms in the relief of Newark^ and after- 
wards iii his Exp^tion into Ljmcajhire^ where he was at that 
time^ he writ to the King to OxfirJy either upon the know- 
ledge that the sdDfoluteneis, and illimitednefs of his Coromit 
Son was generally much (poken of, or out of the Confcience 
of fbme difcourle of his own to that purpofe^ which might 
have been reported ^ ^ That he hoped his Majelty did believe, 
^that he would never make the leaft fcruple to obey the 
^Grandchild of King James : And afliiredly, if the Prince 
had cultivated the ^ood inclinations the Marquis had towards 
him, with any civil and gracious Condefceimons, he would 
have found him full of duty and regard to his Service, and 
Interefl. 

But the ftrange manner of the Prince's coming, and un* 
deliberated throwing himfeif , and all the King's hopes, into 
that fuddain and unneceflbry Engagement, by which all the 
force the Mar<}uis had raifed, and with To man/ difficulties 
preferv'd, was m a moment caft away and deflroy'd, fo trant 
ported him with paflion and defpair, that he could not com- 
pofe himfeif to mink of beginning the work a^in, and in- 
volving himfeif in tiie fame undoightful condition of Life, 
fipom which he might now be free. He hoped his paft meri- 
torious Adions, might outweigh his prefent abandoning the 
thought of future Adion^ andfo, without ^rther conlidera- 
tion, as hath been &id, he tranq)orted himfeif out of the 
Kingdom, and took with him General Km^^ upon whom, 
they who were content to fpare the Marquis, poured out all 
the Reproaches of ^ Infidelity, Treafon, and Conjundtion 
^with his Country-men; which, without doubt, was the 
eScO: of the univerfal Difcontent, and the miierable Condition 
to which the People of thofe Northern Parts were on the fud- 
dain reduce, without the leaft foundation, or ground for any 
&ch reproach : and as he had, throughout the whole Courfe 
of his Life, been generally reputed a Man of Honour, and 
had exercifed the higheft Commands under the King of Swe- 
den with extraordinary ability, and fuccefs, fo he had been 
{»rofecuted by fome or his Country ^men with the higheft ma- 
ice, firom his very coming into the King^s Service ; and the 
fame malice purfued him &er he had left the Kindom, even 
<o his death. 

Th & lofs of England csme fb foon to be lamented, that 
the lo& of Torky or the too foon deferting the Northern Parts, 
were comparatively no more fpoken ^^ and the conltant 
and noble behaviour of the Marquis in the change of his For- 
tune, and his cheerful fubmiffion to all the ftreights, necef* 
fities,and difcomfons, which are infeparable from Banilhment, 

without 
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without the leaft application to the Ufurpers, who wcr|^pot 
fefled of his whole Eftate, and upon which they committed 
ail imaginable and irreparable Wafte, in defbroying all hia 
Woods of very great Value, and who were ftill equally ab- 
horred, and delpiled bv him ; with his readinefs and alacrity 
again to have embarird himfelf in the King's Quarrel, upon 
the firft reafonaUe occafion, fo perfedUy reconcU'd ail good 
Men to him, that they rather obfervM, what he had Done, 
and SufifePd for the King and for his Country, without fiu:- 
chQT inquiring what he had Omitted to do, or been overfeen 
in doing. 

This fatal blow, which fo much chang'd the King's con- 
dition, that till then was very hopeful, made not fuch an im- 
predion upon his Majefty, but diat ic made him jpurfue his 
former Refolution, to follow the Earl of Effhx^ with the more 
impatience ; havii^ now in truth nothing elfe to do. Buc 
bemg inform'd that the Earl had not made any long marchei, 
and that the Queen, upon the firft News df the Earl's draw- 
ing near, though ihe had been little more than a fortnight de« 
liver'd, had left Exeter^ and was removed into C^rwpnii 
from whence, in a (hort time, (he embark'd for France {therhtfynm 
Prince of Orange having fenc (omQ Dutch Ships of Wai^ to rutins imt9 
attend her Commands in the Harbour of Faintouth ; and nom F'*"^ 
thence her Majefty tranfported her felQ his Majefty march'd 
more flowly, that he might encreafe his Army from Brijlpt^ 
and other places^ making no doubt, but that he (hould ei>* 
gage the Army of the Earl of Effex, who was already aear 
ExeteTy before he ihould be able to return to Londem. 

The Earl of Effes^s good Fortune now begun to decline ; 
he had not proceeded with his accuftom'd warinefs, and skill^ 
but run into Labyrinths, from whence he could not difintan- 
gle himfelf. When he bad march'd to the length of Exefer, 
which he had fome thought of Befieging, without any imagi- 
nation that he could find an Enemy to contend with him. 
having left the King in fo ill a condition, and Sr fFiUsam Wm- 
Itr with fogood an Army waiting upon him, he had the 
News ot the '' Difappointment SrfFt/lum Waller hs^ receiv'd , 
<'and that the King was come with ills whole Army into die 
<< Weft injpurfuic of him, without being foUow'd by Walbr^ 
^\ or any Troops to difquiet or retard his March i which ex- 
ceedingly furprifed him, and made him fufped that the Par- 
liament it felt had betrayed him, and confpird his ruin. 

Th£ Jealoufies were now indeed grown very great bCr 
tween them ; the Parliament looking upon his march into the 
Weft, and leaving Waller^ to whom they intended the other 
Province, to follow the King, but as a Declaration that he 
would no more fight againit the Perfon of the King^ and ch^ 
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fiarl|^ the other fide, had well obferv'd the difference be- 
twixt the care and aSedlion the Parliament expreffed for, and 
cowards His Army, and the other under the Command of 
the Earl of Mmtchefter ^ which they fet fo great a price upon, 
that he thought they would not fo much care what became ot 
His. Ocherwifc, it could not be poflible, that upon fo little 
t brulli as Waller had fuftain'd, he could not be able to fol-* 
low, and difturb the King, in a Country fi> enclofed, as he 
muft i)afs through. In this unexpe£ted ftreight, upon the firit 
reception of the News, he refolv'd to turn back, and meec 
and nght with the King, either before he enter'd Dev9n'(hire^ 
or elfe in Stmerjet-Jhirt '^ in either of which places he could 
not be ftreightend in room, or provifions, or be compell'd 
to fight in a place difadvantageous, or when he had no mind 
to it ; and it he had purfued this Refolution, he had done 
prudently. But the Lord Rvterts^ who was a General Officer 
mhis Army, of an infociable Nature and impetuous Difpo- 
fition, full of contradiftion in his Temper^ and of Parts fo 
much fuperior to any in the Company, that he could too well 
maintain and jultify all thofe contradidions , pofitively op- 

Sfcd the return of the Armyj but prefled, with His con- 
ence, " That the Army Ihould contmue it's March to Com- 
*• »<^/; where he undertook to have fo great Intereft, that he 
made no queftion, ** But the prefence of the Earl of Eff^x^ 
^ with his Army, would fo unite that County to the Parlia- 
^ mcm's Service, that ic would be eafy to defend the pafles in- 
^ to the whole County (which are not many) in fuch a man- 
** ner, that the King's Army ihould never be able to enter 
^ into Cornwall nor to retire out of Devon-Jhrn without great 
^lo6, nor before the Parliament would fend more Forces up- 
^ on thdr backs. 

The Lord EohrtSy though inferior in the Army, had 
much greater credit in the Parliament than the Earl oi EJJexy 
and the Earl did not think him very kind to him, he being 
then in great conjundlion with S' Harry Vane^ whom of afi 
Men the Earl hated, and look'd upon as an Enemy. He had 
never been in c^rmpal'^ fo he knew not the Situation of the 
Country: fome of the Officers, and fome others of that Coun- 
try (as there were with him four or five Gentlemen of thac 
Country of Intereft) concurr'd fully with the Lord Ro^ertfy 
and promised great matters, if the Army marched thither j 
whereupon the Earl departed from his own underftanding, 
and comply'd with their advice ; and fo marched the dircdl 
ne EatI ^«y with all his Army, Horfe, Foot, and Canon, into that 
«/ Eflex narrow County ; and purfued Prince Maurice and thofe Forces, 
wtfrrfcf/jiifi which ealily recir'd, Weftward^ until he fourid himfclf in 
cornwai. ftjeights J whcrc we Ihall leave him for the preienr. 

A FT £:i« 
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After the Kingbad made a fimll ftay at Exeter^ where 
he found his young Daughter, of whom the Queen had been 
fo lately deliver'd, under the Care ancfGovemmentofthe 
Lady Datke'ab ( fliortly after Counted of Morton by the death 
of her Husband's Father) who had been long before defign'd 
by both their Majefty's to that Charge ^ and having a little re- 
fireih'd, and accommodated his Troops, he marctied diredly 
to Cormtml ^ where he found the £arl of Effex in fuch a pare t^ Ki^i 
of the Country oa the Sea fide, that he quickly, by the general -^J!^' '''*^ 
O^uxandConcourfeofthe whole People, upon which the' '' ^' 
Harl had been perfwaded fo much to depend, found means, 
with very litde Fighting, fo to ftrcighten his Quarters, that 
there (eem'd little appearance that he could podibly march away 
with his Army, or compel the King to Fight. He was, upon the 
matter, ibclofed in, and about Foy 3 whilft the King lay en- 
camped about Uskurd'y and no day palled without fomeSkir- 
miQiea ^ in which the Earl was more diitrefl^d, and many of 
his principal Officers taken Frifoners. Here there happen'd 
an Accident that might very well have turn'd the King s For- 
nine, and depriv'd him of all the Advantages which were 
then in view. The King being always in the Army himfelf, 
all matters were dill debated before him, in the prefence of 
thofe Counfellors who were about him ; who, being A4en of 
better understandings and better expredions than the Officers, 
commonly difpofed his Majefty to Their opinions, at leafi: 
kept him from concurring in every thing which was propofed 
by the Officers. The Ck>unfellors, as hath been faid before, 
were the Lord Digtf^ Secretarv of State, ^nd^rjobH coh^ 
pefper^ Mafter of the Rolls, or whofe judgment the King 
nao moreefteem, even with reference to the War, than of 
molt of the Officers of the Army ^ which raifcd an implacable 
animolity in the whole Army ag^nit them. 

General IRutben^ who by this time was Created Ea^I of 
Bfintfordy was General of the Army ; but, as hath been faid, 
both oy reafon of his Age, and his extreme deaihefs, was noc 
a Man of Counfel or Words ; hardly concciv'd what was pro* 
pofed, and as confiifedly and obfcurcly delivered his opinion; 
and could indeed better judge by his Eye than bis Ear ; and 
in the Field well knew what was to be done. Wilmo$ was 
Lieutenant General of the Horfe, and at this time the fecond 
Officer of the Army, and had much more Credit and Autho- 
rity in it, than any Man ; which he had not emplo/d to the 
Kingl's advantage, as his Majef^y believ'd. He was a Man 
Proud, and Ambitious, and incapable ofbeing contented j an 
ordinary Officer in Marches, and governing his Troops. He 
drank hard , and had a great power over all who did fo, 
which was a great People. He had a more companionable Wic 
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'even than his Rival Gorimgy and fway'd more among the good 
Fellows, and could by no means endure that the Lord Digfyy 
and SrfohmColipiff^rj fhould have fo much credit with the 
King in Councils ot War. 

Th e King had no kindnefs for him upon an old account, 
as remerobring the part he had aded againit the Earl of Straf- 
fori: however, he had been induced, upon the Accidents 
which happen'd afterwards, to repofe trult in him. This 
Wilmot knew well enough j and foreiaw, that he (hould be 
quickly ovcrfhadow'd in the War ; and therefore detired to 
get out of ir, by a feafonable Peace ^ and fo, in allhisdif- 
courfes, urg'd the necedity of it, as he had begun in Bucking- 
bam-Jbire ; and, ^^ That the King oug;ht to fend Propofitions to 
^ the Parliament, in order to obtaining it ^ and in this March 
had profecuted his former defign by feveral Cabals among the 
Officers : and difpofed them to Petition the King, ^ To fend 
^ to the Parliament again an offer of Peace ^ and chat the Lord 
^ D%hyy and S' John Colepeptery mi^t not be permitted to 
•* be prefent in Councils or War j implying, ^ That if this 
^^ might not be granted, they would thinlc of fome other way. 
Which Petition, though, by the Wifdom of fome OflRcers, it 
^ was kept from being delivered, yet fo jfrovoked the King, 
that herefolv'd to take the firft opportunity to free himfelf 
from his impetuous humour j in which p;ood difpofition the 
Lord Digly ceafed not to confirm his Majelty ^ and as foon as 
the News came of the Northern Defeat, and that the Mar- 
quis of New-Cafile had left the Kingdom, he prevailed that 
Goring might be fent for to attend his Majefty j who then pro- 
pofed to himfelf to make his Nephew Prince Rupert General 
of the Army, and Goring General ofthcHorfe ; which Wilmot 
could not avowedly have excepted againft,the other having been 
always Superior to him in Command jand yet would be fuch a 
Mortification to him,as he would never have been able to digeft. 
Whether his apprehenfions of this, as his jealous na- 
ture had much of faeacity in it. or his reftlefs and mutinous 
humour, tranfported nim, but he gave not the Kins time to 
profecute that gracious method ^ but even forced him to a 

Quicker and rougher remedy: for during the whole March, he 
ifcourfed, in all places, «' That the King muft fend to the Earl 
** oiEJJex to invite him to a Conjundion with him,that fb the 
** Parliament might be obliged to confent to a Peace ^ and 
" pretended, that he had fo good Intelligence in that Army, 
^ as to know that fuch an Invitation would prove eflfedlual, 
** and be acceptable to the Earl ; who, he knew, was unfetif- 
^ fied with the Parliament's behaviour towards him : and he 
was fo indifcreet, as to defire a Gentleman, with whom he 
had no intimacy, and who had a Pais to go beyond the Seas, 

and 
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iAd tnuft go diroiigh the Earl'fi QdarterSj c^That he would 
,^ remember his Service to the Earl of Effex j and aflure him, 
^ that the Axvof fo much deGr'd Peace, that it (hould not be 
^in the Power of any of thofe Perfons about die King to hin- 
^der it, if his . Lordlhip would Q-eat u^n any reafbnabld 
-^Hropoutions. ' All Which kind of cama^ and difcpiirfes 
were quickly reprefented, in their full magnitude, to the King 
hy the Lord D^hy and his Mtjefty's own averfion kindled 
luiy fpark into a rarm'ddiftmft. So that after the Kilig came 
into Ofnnpsl^ and had his whole Army drawn Up on the top 
of the Hil], in view of the Earl of Effixj who Tifas in the 
Bottom, and a; Battle ezpe&ed eyery day, upon fome new 
diicoorfe IFilmtii made out of Pride and Vanity (for there 
was not, in all the former^ the leaft fbrm'd A& of Sedition in 
his heart) the Knight Martha], With the aOiftance of nm jBA 
li§ty arrmed him in the King^s Name of High Treafon ; and 
difmounted him from his Horfe in th6 head en all the Troops^ 
' putting a Guard upon him. He was prefently fent Prifoner 
to Exeter^ without any other ill efl^, which might very rea-^ 
Ibnably have been apprehended in^fiich a oonjundure, when 
he was indeed genenulv well beloved, and none of them for 
whofe fakes he was thought to be facrificed , were at fltO 
cfteem'd: yet, 1&% there were no other ill eflfeOs of it than 
a little murmur, which vaniflied away. 

Th s fame day that JfPiim^t was arreftedj the King remoV'd 
another General Officer of his Army, the Lord Piircy ; whd 
had been made General of the Ordnance upon very partial^i 
and not enough deliberated Confiderations ; and put into that 
Office the Lord Hdpto»\ whofe promc^on wa^ univerfaliy 
approv'd ; the one having no friend, and die other being uni- 
ver&lly belov'd. BeGdes, the Lord Vtircy (who was the firfE 
that had been created a B^on at Oxford upon the Queen's In-^ 
terceffion^ which obliged the King to beftow the fiune ho^ 
nour on more Men) had been as much inclined to mutiny^ 
as the Lord Ifibitoti and was much a bolder Speaker^ and 
had none of thofe ficuhies, which the other had, of recon- 
ciling Men to him. Yet even His removal added to the ill 
humour of the Army, too much difpofed to difcontent^ uid 
cenfiiring all that was done : for though he was generally un- 
lov'd, as a proud and fopercillious Pmon, yet he had alwayll 
three or four Perfims cf good credit and reputation, who were 
efteem'd b]r him, with whom he liv'd very Well ; and thoudi 
he did not draw the good fellows to him by drinking, yet he 
eat well ^ which in the General fcardty of that time, drew 
manV Votaries to him ^ who bore very ill the want of his 
Table, and fo were not without fome inclinations to murmur 
even on His behalf

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Th K very next day tfoer cheTe Remoiftls, Cotonel tUriitg 
^>pear'd^ wfx> had waked upon the Kiog Che night befim, 
at his Quarters, with Lenvrt from PHoce R$fir$: and then 
the Army bdng drawn iq>| his Majefty, attended by die 
orindpal OfiScera of the Armjv rode «o every Divifion of the 
liorife, and there declared, ^Thac, at thet^equeft of his Nc-

^G0rk^ General pf the Hode; and commanded them all to 
^obey him^ and for the Lord Wlrn^ although he had, for 
* ^ very good reafoos, joftly rcftrain'd hun for the prefimt, vet 
^ he had not taken away from him his Command in the An- 
^myi wUch Declaration vifibly railed the oountenance of 
die oody of Horfe, more tbtn the King was pleafed with ob* 
ferving : and the very iieitt day the greamt piut of the Officers 
deliver'd a Petitionp ^ That his Majefty would give diem fo 
^ much 1^ of the Lord. Jfilmofs Crimes^ that they might 
^ lee dm Themfelvei were not fiifpedled, who had fo kmg 
^ obeyed and executed his Orders ; which is manileftation '. 
enough of the ill difoo&tioo the Army was in , when they 
were even in view of^dus Enemv, and of which the King had 
fo n>uch opprehenfion, in refpea of die prefent pofhire be was 

5, that he w^s too eafily perlwaded to give diem a Draught 
the ArcicleS| by which Sk was charged,: which though they 
contaih'd fo many Indifcretions, Vanities, and Infcuendes, 
diat wife and difoaffionate Men tbou^ he had been proceed- 
ed with very jutcly, yet generally thgr ftem'd not to make 
him fo very black, as neh^ been reprelented to be; and when 
the Articles were lent. to him, he retum'd fo fpecious an An- 
(wtr to them, that made many Men think he had been pro* 
fecund witH feverity. enough* Yet mim$t himfelf, when he 
law his old mortal enemy G^as; put in the Command over 
him, thougjht hfjblelf incapable of reparation, or a full vindi- 
cation ; and therefore debr'd leave to retire into Framce ^ and 
had prefendy a Paft fent him to that purpofe ; of which he 
made ufe as loon as he received it ; and fo traofported himfelf 
out ot the Kinfdooi; which open'd the Mouths of many, and 
made ic bdievid^ t\mt he had been facrificed to foroe f aftion 
and Intrigue of the Court, without any fiich mildemouiour 
asdef^'d it. 

Trk King had, fome.days before this,. found an oppor- 
tunity to make a trial whether the Eariof £^x, from the 
notorious Indignities which he received: frorp the Parliament, 
and which were viiible to all the world, o^ from the pre&nt 
ill condition which He, and his Army were reduced to^ might 
be induced to make a conjunOion with htsMajefty. The Lord

AssooM as die King received this Account of Us Letter, 
and &w there was nothins to be expeded bv tfaofe Addidles, 
he reTolv'd to pulh it on the other way^ and to Fi^ with the 
Enemy as foon as was poffihle : and fo the next day, drew 
up all his Army in fidit oftheEnemv; and had many Skir- 
milhes between the ttorfe of both Armies, till the Enemy 
quitted that part of a large Heath upon which they ftood, and 
retired to a Hill near the Park of the Lord Molnmy at Boc§m* 
9$ckej they havii^ the poOeffionof his Houfe, where they 
Quartered conveniently. That Nig^t both Armies, after they 
bad well view'd* each odier, lay in die Field ; and many are 
ofopinicm, that if the Kin^haddiatday vigorouU? advanced 
upon the Enemy , to which his Anny was weU inclined , 
though upon fome difidvantase of ground^ they would have 
been emj defeated : bx die Ring's Army was in good hear^ 
tnd willing to coga|e; on the contrary, the Earl's (eem'd 
much furprifed, ajod mconfiifion, tofeedie other Army lb 
near them. But fiidi cenfures always attend fuch Conjun* 
Aires, and find fiuilt. for what is not don^ as well as with 
that which is doii^. • 

The next Morning the King called a Council, to confider 

' whether they (hould that day compel the Enemy to Fight ; 

which was concluded not to be rewmable; and that it was 

better to exped the arrival of Sr JUcbardGratrvili who was 

?et inthe Weft of O^nwtfi^ and had a Body of eight thoufand 
lorfe and Foot, as was reported, though they were not near 
that number. It was hereupon order'd , that all die Foo( 
Ihould be prefendv drawn into the Indofures between Bocow' 
00^i(ff and the Heatn ; all the Fences to the Grounds of that 
Country beii^ very good Brealt-works againft the Enemy. 
' The Kjlnei's head Quarter was made at the Lord Motsun's 
Houfe, which die. Earl of ^x had kindly quitted, when the 
King's Army advanced the day before. The Horfe were 
Quartered, for the moft part, between UskarJdnd the Sea; 
and, every day, compell d the Earl's Forces to retire, and to 
lodge clofe together ; and in this poflure both Armies lay 
within view m each other for three or. four days. In this ( 
time, that inconvenient ^irit.that had pofleOed fo many of 
the Horfe Officers, appeared again; and fomeof them, who 
had conferred with die Prifoners, who were every day taken, 
tnd fome of them Officers of as good Quality as any they 
had, were perfwaded bytbem, << That all the obftinacym j^ 
^7^9 in refilling to Mat with the King^ proceeded only fiom 

«bia 
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<* his jealoury that when the King had got him into his hands, 
^ he would take revenge upon him, for ail the miichief he 
^ had fiifiain'd by him -j and that, if he had any aOurance thiac 
^ what was promifed would be complied with, he would be 
^ quickly induced to treat. 

Upon this excellent Evidence,, thefe Politick Contrivers 
prerum'd to prepare a Letter, that Qiould be fubfaibed by the 
General, and all the Superior Officers of the Army ; the be- 
^nning of ^n^ch Letter was, ^ That they had obtained leave 
^^of the King, to fend that Letter to him. There they pro- 
pofed^ <<That He with fix Officers, whom he Diould choofe, 
^ would the next Morning meet with their General, and fix 
^ other Officers, as ihould be appointed to attend him ^ and 
^< if he would not himfdf be preient, that then fix Officers of 
^ the King's Army (hDuld meet with fix fiich as He Ibould 
^ajppoinr, at any place that ibould be thought fit; and that 
^ they, and every of them, who fublcribed the Letter, ilrould 
^ upon the honour and reputation of Gentlemen and Soldiers, 
^ with their Lives maintaiii that whatfoever his Majefly (bould 
^ promife Qiould be performed ; and that it fliould not be in 
^tne power of any Private Perfon whatfoever, to interrupt 
^ or hinder the execution thereof. When they had framed 
this Letter between themfelves, and (hew'd it to many others, 
whofe approbation they receiv'd, they refblv'd to prefent it 
to the King, and humbly to defire his permiffion that it mi^ 
be fent to the Earl of Bfix. 

How unpardonable foever the prefiimptioh and infolence 
in contriving and framing this Letter was, and how penal fo« 
ever it mieht juftly have been to them, yet when it was pre- 
fented to his Majelly, many who liked not the manner of it^ 
were perfwaded by what they were told, tfaAt it might do 
good i and in the end they prevailed widi the King to con* 
fent that the Officers (hould fign it ; and that thef General 
fiiould fend a Trumpfct with it: his Majefty at the fame time 
concluding, that it would find no better reception than his 
own Letter had done ; and likewife believing, that the re- 
jeAing of it would purge that unruly Spirit out of his Army, 
and that he ihould never more be troubled with thofe vexa- 
tious AddreOes, and that it mijg^t add fome Spirit and Ani- 
moGty to the Officers and Soldiers, ^igiien they (hould fee, with 
bow much negle£k and contempt the Earl receiv'd their ap- 
plication : And fo Prince Mamrkty General Garmg^ and all 
the Superior Officers of the Army, figi'd the Letter ^ which t 
Trumpet delivered to the Earl o\EJp»i who, the next day, 
letunrd his Anfwer to them in thefe words: ^Mj U>rds, in

Md IcUl'd fQM)^ 44d t«l[ai otbers 
IPriloncrs, and prefipQced him^f Fo Ebe Hipg «t SMMfKicj 
iDvJiig his lyUjelly an accpuar of hii pro(:tc£pg*i and a p«r- 
f^Iat pf bis Forces ^ which, ftTvi fOl the high dtfcourfes, 
vifounied fealiy buc [P ci^iteea kindred Foot, anct iut hua- 
wed fiorfc ; above one hundred of «*ich were of thp Qu^*"'* ' 
Troop ( ktt behind when her Majelty Embarit'd for Fr^Kf ) 
under the Coinmaad of C4pcaia£#iiMr^4f«r; who had done 
very good Service ig [he weftern ^am of that County, fiom 
tlje time oi the Queen's depute, and qn'uch confiroi'd the 
Tf^'d-baodB of thpfe ptm. This Troop yn» preTeotly added 
go' the King's Guardi uodei the Lord ^mtrd S$iHrU Wd 
paptaip j^ war vade Major of that Regipient. 

Thouqh [be£«rl of EMx had butfhaigbt and narrciv 
room f<)r his (jijfrters for lo grea[ an Army of Horfe and 
Foor, yc[ he had the good Town of F07 and tne Sea to friend ; 
by which he ffijght reaTonably aflurc htmfelf of ftore of Pro- 
vifiops, rhe Parluiseiu Ships having all the jutiliiidiQQ there; 
and fo, if he prftbrv^d liis FoA, w^ch was lb fituated that he 
could i^ot )>e cf)Otpellcd to Fight witbo^ giving him great 
4dyantagf^ he might well conclude, that iVtUtry ox lome 
pfhfr force fent from the Farliameot, would be Ihortly upon 
the King*! bac(E, ^ his Majclty was upon Hit : and no que- 
Aion, n\t rattpnjl Cfflifidence was a groit motive to him to 
qeg1«^ all cfverfures mMe to him by |1k King; befide* the 
nindiuality anjj ^ti^tjonuieli of bis own Mature ; which wbo- 
fotuKf wat well acqu^nted with, might eafily have forefeen, 
what e^cfi: all thofe aptMicatiow would have product. It 
was i[herefo[p i\ow.reiply d to make bia Quarters yet tlreighter, 
and to cut qQ" even hisFrovifioni \a Sn, or a good pat 
thereof. To whKiipurpQfe SribVi«r4(]rfwri>(/dtew hiiMen 
ftom BqJmitj and pg0e^ himfelf of Lv^heritky a ftrong 
^pufe, of the iJprd Sp^rf j, two Miles Weft of fi«fM«Kji«, 
•^ over [he River that runs to Ufiitiulf and thence to B*% 
«!(i liltcYife to KMrwf Bridge; by wmch the Eneiny «aa. 
IWF Q^ly depHv'd of. th|t ufehiT out-let, but a ^ CofltitQunt- 
f^Kioq miKlc bptwce* "Horn and die Kin^i Anfly, wwc^ ««" 

before 
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bdbct interrapted.. And on the other fide, which was of 
more boportaoce, Sfjse^t ^^, with t good l^urty of Horfe 
tod Fooc mide himrelf Mafter of Fltw^^H anocher Houib 
of the Lord* JiiAMi's over againft F$fy and of Pem§m Fort, 
t Mile below it, at the Mouth of the H^vmi both wfaicb 
places he fixind iix tenable, that he put Captain Fminto onc^ 
tod Captain Gmrrmo^ into the other, with two hu wed Com- 
manded Men, and two or three pieces of Ordnance^ which ' 
Ibde two Captains made apod, and defended fi> well, thtt 
(bey made Af utterly uTelds to Bfixy ftve for the Qittrtering 
his Mea^ not fii$;nng any Frovi&ms to be broi^t ip to 
him from the Sea that way. And it was ezce^ingly won- 
der'd at by all Men, that be, beingfolong pofleft^d of Fay, 
did not put ftrong Guards into thofe places ; by which be 
might, -have prevented his Army's being Imxight into thofe 
extreme neceffities they fhortly after feU inuy j which mig^ 
esfily be forefeen, end as eauiy, that way, have been pre- 
vented. 

Now the Kin^ had leifiue to fit fhl^ and warily to ei- 
pefi what invention or ibatagem the Elarl would make ufe • 
o^ to make fome attempt upon his Artny, or to makehia 
own Elcape. la this pomire both Armies lay ftill^ without 
toy notable A&ion, bt the foace of eight or ten days ^ when 
die King feeing no better nuit fi^om. aU that was hitherto 
dooe^ rSdv'd to draw his ^i^ote Army togiedier, and to make 
bis own Quarters yet much nearery and either to force E£ix 
to Fight, or to be uneify even in his^Qoarters. And ir waa 
high time to do fo ^ for it was now certain, that either Winhw 
himfelf, or fome other Forces, were abeady upon their 
March towards the Weft. Witb this Refelution the whole 
Army advanced in fudi a manner,, thac the Enemy was com- 
pell'd ftill to retire before them, and to quit thev Quarters; 
and, among the left^ t rifing ground called Bemcw-HiU^ 
which they oa fooner quitted, than 4lie Kihg pofleflbd; and 
immediately cauied a Square work to. be diere raifed, and a 
Banery made, upon which fome piecesof Cannon were plane* 
ed> that Ihot into their Quarters, and did' them great hurt'; 
when their CanaQn,t)u)ugh they retumfd. twenty flx)t for one, 
did very little or no harm. 

Akd now the.king's Forces bad a foil proTpeft over ill 
the others Quarters; faw how all tbeir Foot and Horfe were 
dHpofed, aro from whence they receiv'd'aH tbeir Forage aiid 
Frovifions : which wfaea clearly view'd and obferv'd, GsrMg 
was fent with the greateft part of the Horlk, and fifteen bun- 
di!ed Foot^ a little weftward. to St Blafi^ todriv« die £nemv 
yec defer together^ and co cut off the Frovifions they receiv*d 
from dioice 9 which was fowell executed, that they did not 
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onlypoOeft t!bewfc\ve$ of St Aif/hL and the Wefterly part of 
^Biofi ((6 that the Enemies Hor(e waa reduced to that fmall 
extent of Earth that is between the River of Pty^ and that at 
SUfi^ which is not above two Miles in breadth, and Uttle 
more in length; in which tbejF had for the moft part fed 
lince they came to IJfiHbuly and therefore it could not now 
long fupply them) but likewife were Maiters of' the Pmrr near 
St Bl4ijfi j whereby they depriv'd them of the chief place of 
Landing the Frovifions which came by Sea. And how the 
Carl begun to bfs very fenfible of the ill Condition he was in^^ 
{Uid.dil^m'd that he (hould not be able long to remain in 
that'poflure; befides, he had recdv'd advertifement that the 
Party which was fent for hia Relief from LnuUm^ had receiv'd 
feme brulh in S9meffi$^finM^ which would much retard their 
March ; and therefore it behov'd him to enter upon new 
Counfds,' and to take new Refolutions. 

Jt is very true the Defeat at Cr§fnit fin which there 
did not appear to be one thoufand Men kurdi or taken Pri- 
{bners) had to totally broken fFdikr's Army, that it could 
. never be brought to Fight after ; but when he had march'd 
at a diftaqce tom the. I^ng, to recover the broken Spirits of 
his Men, and heard that his Majeftv was march'd direOly 
towards the Wefl, ob(ervin| likewite that every Night very 
many of his Men run from him^'he thought it neceffiiry to go 
himielf to Lnuhm^ where he made grievous complaints againft 
the E^l of Efixy as .if be had purpofely expoied him to be 
affionted; all whidi was greedily hearkened to, and his Per* 
jR)n receiv'd, and treated, as if he had retum'd victorious af- 
ter having Defi»ted the Kinpi's Army : which was a method 
very contrary to what was ufed in the King'^ Qiarters, where 
all accidental Misfortunes, how inevitable foever, were ML 
fitcencled widi very apparent difcountenance. 

But when he went himfelf to L^mdm, or prefently upoin 
it, he feqt his Lieutenant General MUUbt^m (a^Perfon of 
V whom We fhall iay much hereafter, and who liv^d to wipe 
put the Memory of the ill fix>t-fteps of his Youdi^ for he 
was but eighteen years of Age, when he was firlt led into Re- 
|)ellion^ with a Body of three thoufand Horfe and Dragoons, 
to follow the ICing into the* Wc&, and to wait upon his 
Hear, with Orders to redikie 4n his way D9mfmgf9w CafUe, 
the Houfe of a private Gendeman near Nnflmrfy in wfaidi 
there were a Company or tyvo of Foot of the jCings^ and 
which they belie v'd would be deliver'd tip, aflbon as demand- 
ed; being a place, as They thought, of litde (farength. But 
MuUUet&m found it fo well defended by Colonel JMr, who 
was Governour of it, that alter he had loft at leaft three hun- 
^e4 Officers wl Soldiers, in attempting to take it, he was 

compell'4 
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compeird to recommend it to the Govemour of AUt^tkn^ to 
fend an Officer and feme Troops to block it up from infefUng 
that great Road into the Welt ; and himrelf profecuted his 
March to follow the King. 

I N S^merJH-Jhtrey he heard of great Magazines of all Pro- 
viiions, made for the fupply of the King's Army, which were 
fent every day by ftrong Convoys to Exeter^ there to wait 
farther Orders. To fuiprife the(e Provifions he fent Major 
Cmir^ with five hundrecl Horfe ; who fell into the Village 
where the Convoy was, and was very like to have Mafterd 
them, when S^ Frswek Doddmgfon with a Troop of Horfe, 
and feme Foot from BridgewstiTy came feafonaoly to their 
Relief; and after a very (harp GonfliA, in which two or 
three good Officers of the King's were kill'd, and, among 
them Major KiiUgrevfy a very hopefiil young Man. the Son 
of a Gallant and raoft deferving Father, he totally Routed 
the Enemy ; kill'd thirty or forty upon the place : and had • 
thepurfuit of them two or three MUes; in which Mbjor orrr, 
who Commanded the Party^ and many other Officers, were 
taken; and many others deiperatdy wounded ; and recovered 
all that they had taken: which (harp Encounters, where al« 
ways many more Men are loft, than are kill'd, or taken Pri- 
foners, put fuch a ftop to Middtet^tfs March, that he was 
glad to retire back to Sherhomey that he might reftefh the 
wearinefi, and recover the Spirits of his Men. This was the 
Defeat or Obftrudion , which the Earl of Ejjix had Intelli- 
gence that the Forces had met with coming to his Rc^ef; and 
which made him defeair of any Succour that way. 

When the Earl round himfelf in this Conditiob, and chat, 
within very few days, he muft be without any Provifions for 
his Army; he refolv'd , that Sr ffUUsm Baffour (bould ufe 
his utmoft endeavour to break throi:^ with ms whole Bodj 
of Horfe, and to fave them the beft he could; "and then that 
he himfelf would Embark his Foot at Fov , and with them 
efcape by Sea. And two Foot Soldiers of the Army, whereof 
one was a Fr #»ri^man, came over from them , and afliired 
the King, ^That they intended, that Nigjhr, to break through 
^ with tneir Horfe. which were all then chrawn on that fide 
<< the River, and Town ofLifttthsel'^ and that the Foot were 
^ to march to Ftff, where they Qiould be Embarked. This 
Intelligence agreed with what they otherwife received , and 
was t^liev'd as it ought to be; and thereupon, order was 
given, « That both Armies (for that under Prince Maurice 
was iook'd upon as difUna, and sjways fo Qiarter'd) 
^ fliould ftand to their Arms all that N^t ; and if the Horfe 
^ attempted an efeape, fall on them from both Quarters ; the 
paflage between them, through which they muSE ^ ^ bi»»^ 
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but a Mttlquetoihot over j flud they could i^ot avoid going 
very near a verv little Cottage, that was well Fortified ; in 
which fifty Mufqueteers were placed. Advertifement waiB 
feat to Goringj and all the Horfe; and the Orders renew'd» 
which bad formerly been given, for the breaking down the 
Bridges, and cutting down the Trees near the high-way, to 
ob(tru& their pa(&ge* 
Balfour T H £ efiedt of aU this Providence waa not fuch as was 
w/ri}rJ»«£tfr/reafooably tobeexpe^ed. The Night grew dark and mifty, 
w^H^eCAe ^ ^^ Enemy could wiCh y and abouc U>ree in the Morning, 
thnl^h/he ^ whple Body of the Horfe paOed with great filencc between 
K^£*j ^Ar- the Armies, and within PiQol-ihot of the Cottage, widiout 
»j* fo n^uch as one Mufi^uet difcharg'd at them. At the break 

of Day, the Horfe were difcover'd marching over the Heath, 
beyond the reach of the Foot ^ and there waa only at hand 
the Karl of ckvilmuFg Brig^ule, the Body of tbc King's Horfe 
being at a greater diftaace. That Brigade, to which fome 
other Troops which had taken the Alarm joyn'd ^ followed 
them in the Rear ^ and kill'd fome, and took more Frifonto : 
But ftronger Parties of the Enemy frequently turning upon 
them, and the whole Body often making a ftand, they were 
often compelled to retire ; yet foUow'd m that manner, thae 
^y kili'd and took ab^ut a hundred ; which was the greateft 
damage they fultain'd in their whole March- The Notice 
and Orders came to G#i>m[^ when he was in one of his jovial 
Exercifes ^ which be receiv'd with mirth, and flighting thofe 
who fent them, as Meii^ who, took Alarmi too warmly^ and 
he continued his deligl^s, till all the Enemies Horie were 
pafled through his Quartjcrs, nor did then purfue them in 
any time. So that,, e^ccejpung fuch who, by the tiring of 
their Horfes, became Prifoners, Bm/fiur continued his March 
even to L/mdom^ with leislofs'or trouble than can be ima* 
gin'd, to Che infinite Reproach of the King's Army, and ot 
all his Garrifons in the way* Nor was any Man called in 
queftion for this fupinc. n^ledi ; it bcung not thought fit to 
make fevere inquiQcion into the behaviour of the reit, when 
it was fo' notorioutly known, how the Supei;ior Officer had 
fiuled in his duty. 

Th£ next Morning, after the Horfe were gone, the Earl 
drew all bis Foot together, ^lid quitt;ed lAPti^ifL^ and march'd 
towards IB^y:^ having left order for the br^akin^ down that 
Bridge. But his Majefty hirofelf JFrom his new Fort difcern'd 
it, and fent a Company of. Mufqueteers, who quickly beat 
thofe that were left; and thereby preferv'd the Bridge; over 
which the King prefemly march'd to overtake the Rear of the 
Army, which march'd ib faft, yet ia good Ord^r, that they 
left two Dcmy-Qilvqins, aiul two cSfber very good Guns, 

and 
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aod (bme AsiniuQiciofi, to be ^fpo&d of bv ttie King- THll^

to make as jeood Conditions (or (hetQ a« he could 9 and after a 
very (hort flb^y in ffymo^h^ h« went on board a Shin of the 
Kpyal Navy, that attended there; and was, within toy day^ 
delivered at ij^uUm^ where he was received withpnt any ahate^ 
nent of the refpefik they had ^onftandy paid him ^ nor was it 
left than they dould have thew'd to him, if be hsd not only 
brought back his own J^mfJ but the King hip^jreif likewile 
with him. ... 

The King confemed to the ParJey; upon which a CeOa-^^^^ 
tion was concluded i and Hofti«es intercbMsg^lydc^iver'di iiwL/«r 
and then the Enemy fent Propontions, fuch as npon delivery tht t-t. 
of a ftrong fortified Town, after a handfome defav^e are. 
ufually granted. Biit they quickly fpuod they were nQt look'd 
upon as Men in that Condition; and (o, in the end, they wer^ 
Gontented to deliver up aU their QmnOtsi. ; which^ with tbe 
Four taken two or ihree daya before^ were eight and (hiftv 
pieces of Cannon; a hundred Barrels of Powder, with MbttGn 
and Bullets proportionable; and about fix thw^d Arm*; 
whidi being doDie, <* The Of^cejrs were to have liberty to wei^r 
<< their Swords, and to pafs with their own Money, and pre^ 
^ per Goods ; and to (ecure them from Plunder, they werQ to 
^navea Convov to Ffe^, or SoMtk^mpi^n-y all their fick and 
^ wounded migoc flay in P^ till they were recover'd, and 
<( then have Pattes to Ffym^k 

This Agreement was es^ecuted accordingly, on M^md^ 
the (econd of Seftn^Sir^ and though it was near the livening* 
before all was finiOi'ds they would march a>i?ay that Night; 
and though ^1 oare.was taken to preferve them from Violence^- 
yet 6ffk tx.LMi^ly where th^ had been long Quartered, 
and in othdi Towns through wfatcb they had formerly eaOM^ 
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tiie Inhabitant^ efpecially the Women, who pretended to 
fee their own Cloaths and Goods about them, which they 
had been plundered of, treated them very rudely, even to 
ftripping oi fome of the Soldiers, and more of their Wives, 
who had before behaved themfelves with great Iniblence in 
die March. That Night there came about one hundred of 
them to the King's Army, and of t±te fix thoufiind, for fo 
fnany march'd out of Fvj^ there did not a third part come to 
S^uthmmftQn'y where the King's Convoy left them; to which 
Skiff 9n gave a large Teftimony under his hand, ^ That they 
^ bad carried themfelves with great Civility towards them, 
^and fuUy complied with their obligation. 
'j^ms s$ Whilst the King was in the Weft, though he had left 
^^^. Oxford in a very ill State in refpeft of Provifions and Forti- 
JTm^/^ fications, and Soldiers, and of the di^rent humours of thofe 
^1^ who remain'd there, the Town being fiill of Lords ( befides 
oiofe of the Council ) and of Perfons of the beft Quality, with 
very many Ladies, who, when not pleafed themlelves, kept 
others from being fo j yet, in his abfence, they who were 
foUidtous to carry on his Service, concurred and agreed fo 
well tc^ether, that they prevailed with the reft to do every 
diing that was nece(&ry. They caufed Provifions of Com to 
be laid in, in great proportions ; afiigning the Publick Schools 
to that purpofe; and committing the Cuftody of them to the 
owners of the Com. They had raifed fo many Voluntiers, 
that thdr Guards were well Jcept, and there was no need they 
fhould be fo; for when both tne Parliament Armies were be- 
fore the Town, Major General Brovn^ a Citizen of Liondon 
of good Reputation, and a ftout Man, had been left in Abmgr 
Jhm with a ftrongGarrifonj from whence, beins Superior in 
number, he infSted Oxford very much, which gave them 
the more reafon to proiecute the Fortifications^ which, in 
the moft important places, they brought to a good perfection ^ 
and when tney had no more apprehenfion of a Siege, WoQmt 
being at a diftance, and not able to follow the King, and lefs 
able to fit down before Oxfwd^ diey refolv'd to do fome- 
what to be talked of. 

The King had, before his departure, found they were not 
fiitisfied with their Goveraour, and very apprehenfive of his 
Rudenefs, and want of Complacency. Upon the death of 
Sr WilUam Pennimany who had been Governour of Oscftrdy to 
the great fatisfi^aion of all Men, being a very brave and ge- 
nerous Peribn, and who perform'd all manner of Civilities 
to ail forts of People, as having had a good Education, and 
%ell underftanding the manners of the Court T the Queen 
being then in Oxford) her Majefty, who thought her (^ the 
iafer for being under the charge, iad care or a Roman Ca- 

tholick. 
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tholick. prevailed with the King to confer tfaaccbarge upon 
Sr jtmmr Afton ; who had been at ResJmg^ and had the for- 
tune to be very much efteem'd, where he was Not known ; 
and very much difliked, where he Was; and he was by this 
time too well known at Oxford^ to be belov'd by any j which 
the King well underftood, and was .the more troubled, be- 
caure he iaw the prejudice was univerfal, and with too much 
reafon ^ and therefore his Majefty had given an extraordinary 
CommiSion to the Lords of bis CouncU, to whoie Authority 
he was to fiibmit, which obliged him to live with a little more 
rdpedl towards them, than he defired to do ; being a Mm of 
a rough Nature, and fo given up to an immoderate love of 
Money, that he cared not by what unrighteous ways he ex- 
aded It. There were likewife fome officers of Name, who, 
having then no charge in the Army, (laid in the Town ; and 
thofe, by the King's dire^on, the Lords difpofed to allift 
die Govemour ; and particularly, to take care of the feveral 
Quarters of the Town; one whereof wasalfign'd to each of 
them : among them. Colonel Gage was one; who having the 
J^ii/b Regiment in Flandersy had got leave there to make 
omr of his Service to the King ; and to that purpofe was 
newly come from thence to Oxford. 
, Hb was in truth a very extraordinary Man, of a lai^e and 
very gracefolPerfon. of an Honourable extra^on, his Grand- 
father having been Knight of the Garter ; beiides bis great ex- 
Eerience and abilities as a Soldier, which were very eminent, 
e had very ereat parts of breeding, being averv good Scho- 
lar in. the polite parts of Learning, a great Malter in the Sfa^ 
ffffl> and Italian Tongues, befides the French and the Dutcb^ 
which he fpoke in great perfeOion ; having fcarce been in 
England in twenty years before. He was likewife very con- 
venant in Courts ; naving for many years been much elteem'd 
in that of the Arch-Duke and Dutchefs, AUert and IfaheUa^ 
at Bruffeb ; which was a great and very regular Court at that 
time ; fo tihat he deferv'd to be look'd upon as a wife and ac- 
complifh'd Perfon. Of this Gendeman , the Lords of the 
Council had a fingular efleem, and confulted frequently with 
him, whilfit they look'd to be Belieg'd; and thought O^/i^^ 
to be the more tecure for His being in it ; which render'dnim 
fo ungratefiil to the Govemour, S* Arthur^ that he crofled 
him in any thing he propofed, and hated him perfoOly; as 
they were of Natures, and M^ers, as difierent as Men can 
be. 

The Garrifonof B^I^Houfe, the Seat of the Marquis 
of Wiacbefier^ in which hiimelf was and commanded, had beat 
now ffa^eightly Befieg'd, for the fpace of above three Months^bf 
a conjunSion of the Parliament Troops of lUm^tre and 
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^Jjkxy under the Command of NM^, Oitfbnp^ JatvisM^ifi^ 
hfad^UiA MBfkf^ all Coloticls of Regiments, arid nowTitiited 
in this Service under the Commahd of Ntt^m-^ a Man of 
Spirit, and of the greateft Fortune of all the reft. It was fo 
ciofelv begirt before the King^ March into the Weft^ and was 
look'd upon as a place of fuch importance, that when the King 
fent notice to 0%f9Yd of his refolution to ftiarch into the 
Weft, the Council humbly defired hisMaJefty, «That he 
^ Would make httfng his way, and thereby reliere it, which 
his Mdjefty found Would have retarded his mardh too much, 
and might have invited WMer thefooner to follow him ; and 
therefore declin'd it. From that time, the Marquis, by fre^ 
quentescpredes, importuned the Lords of the Council "To 
^ provide , in fonie manner, for his relief; smd dot to fufier 
^ his Perfoh, and a place from whence the Rebels received fo 
^ much prejudice, to fiill into their hands. The Lady M^tr^ 
tbkkefsym Wife, was then Ui Oirfird'y and foUicited very di* 
gently the timely prefervatioti of her Husband} which made 
every body defire to gratify her, being a Lady of great Ho- 
nour and Alliance, as Sifter to the Earl of &^if% and to the 
Lady Mmrckitmefs of H&tforJ-^ who waalikai^ id the Town, 
and engaged her Husband to take this bufineft to heart : and 
all the Roman Catholicks^ who were numdrotfs in the Town, 
' look'd upon themfelves as conttrn'd to cMtritate ail they 
could to the good work, and fo dfier'd to lift themfelves, and 
their Servants in the Service. 

Tut Council , both upon publlck and private motives, 
wa^ very heartily difpdfed to efled it ^ and had feveral confer* 
rences together, and with the Officers^ in all whidi the Go^ 
Verhdtir too reafonably dppofed the deiign, ^ As Hill of more 
^difficulties, and liable to greater damages, than any Soldier 
^ who underftbod Comtn^nd, would expofe himfelr and the 
»King*s SerVlee to; and protefted, <<That he would not fuf- 
^ fer any of the fmall Ganrifoii that was under his charge, to 
^be ha^^arded in the attempts It was very true, B«^ was 
dear fotty Miles from Oxf^tdyznA^ in the way between them, 
Jtfae Eilemy had a Ibong Garrifon ot Hdrfe aod Foot at Akttg- 
di9f^ and as ftTong at Resdhgj whofe Horfe every day viiited 
ill the High-ways hear^ beGdes a Body of Horfe and Dra- 
^ooili QUarter'd at Nenuhry ; fothat it appeared to moft Med 
hardly poffible to fend a Party to Bdfi»ii and irhpoflible for 
that Party to remm lo Oxfrrdy if they ibouM be able to get 
to Bsfing : yet new importunities from the Marquis, with a 
Mfitive Declaration j <<l7iat he could not deftfnd it above ten 
•days, and muft then fubmit to the worft eonditiofis the Re- 
•bels were like to grant to his Perfon, and to his Religion^ 
•nd new inftances from bis Lady, prevailed with the Lords to 

- enter 
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enter upon a new conralttrlon; in which the GoVehibur peN 
lifted in his old refolution, ad feeing no cauTe to chaiige it. 

I N this I>ebate Colonel Gage declared, ^ That though lie 
^thought the Service full of hazard, efpecially for the return; 
^ yet it the Lords Would, by lifting their own Servants, per^ 
^ fwade the Gentlemen in the Town to do the like, and en- ' 
^ eage their own Perfons, whereby a good Troop or two of 
<< Horfe mi^t be raired ( upon which the principal depen<^ 
" dence ffiuft be) he would willingly, if there were Do bodj 
^eire thought fitter for it, undertake the condud: of them him'^ 
^ I'elf; and hoped he fliould give a good atrount of it : whicH 
being dKr'd with great chearfulneft by a Perfon, of Whofe 
Prudence, as well as Courage, they had a full confidence, they 
all refolvM to do the utmolt that was in their power to make 
iteSMhial.. 

Th ERE was about this time, by the furrender of Gtefm* 
ArmZ-Houfe (Which could not pcffibly be longer defended* the 
whole ftru£hire being beaten down by the Canon) the Kegi^ 
ment of Colonel Hsnvkms march'd into Osffdrdy amounting 
to near three Hundred^ to which as many others joyn'd ad 
made it up four hundred Men. The Lords mounted their 
Servants upon their own Horfes; and they, with the. Volun- 
tiers, who frankly lifted themfelves^ amounted to a Body ol^ 
two hundred and fifty very good Horfe, all put unde^ the 
Command of Colonel fFMsm VM^in excellent Officclr,'bred 
up in FlandM in fome emulation With Colonel Q^i^ and 
wno, upon the Catholick Intereft, was at this time contentied 
to ferve under him. With this fmall^ Party for fo great an 
AAion, G^g9 marched* out ofOxfird in the beginning of the 
Night; and, by the Morn ig, reached the place where he 
intended to reficfti himfelf and his Troops; which was A' 
Wood near WmiUugfirdi from wheikSe he difpatched an Ex^ 
prefs to 9 mttum 0^i>, Governour of Wmchefter ; Who had * 
made a promife to the Lords of the Council, ^ Thar, when* 
^ Ibever they would endeavour the raifing of the Siege before 
<< Bafitgy he would fend one hundred Horfe, and three hitft- 
^dred Foot out of his Garrifon for their Aifiibknce; and a 
prefuinption, upon this aid, was the principal motive fot the 
undertaking : and fo he was direAed, at What hour in the 
Morning his Party fliould fall into B«/Siir; Park, in the Reai^ 
of the Rebels Quarters ; whilft G»gi himfelf would fall on the 
other fide ; the Marquis being defir'd at the fame time to make} 
frequent billies from the Houfe. 

A FT Bit (bme hourfrof refieihment in the Morning, and 
lending this Bxprefs to Whubefltt^ the Troops marched 
throogn by-Lanes to AUktmMfi^n^ a Village out of anv great 
road ; where they intended to take more reft that Night. 
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They had mardicd, from the time they left Oxf^rdy with 
Orange-Tawny Scarfs and Ribbans, that they might be taken 
fbr the Parliament Soldiens^ and hoped^ by that Artifice, to 
hAve pafled undilcover^d even to the approach upon the Be* 
Gegers. But the Party of Horfe which was fent before 'to 
jUsirmsfiamj found there fome of the Parliament Horfe^ and 
forgetting their Orange-Tawny Scarft, fell upon (them ; and 
lolled fome, and took fix or feven Prifoners ^ whereby the 
feaet was ducover'd, and notice quickly fent to B^fing of the 
approaching danger ^ which accident made their Itay (hotter 
tt that Villi^e tl^ was intended, and than the wearineis of 
the Soldiers required. About eleven of the Clock, they begun 
dieir march a^n; which they continued all that Night $ the 
Horfemen onen aligbting^ that the Foot mi^t ride, and others 
taking many of them behind them ; however they could not 
but be extremely weary, and fiirbated. 

Between four and five of the Qock.on WednefiUy 
Morning, it having been Mmulay Night that they left Osfdra^ 
they arriv'd within a Mile of Bafimg^ where an Officer, fent 
' fix>m Sr f0Bism Oghy came to them to let them know, ^ That 
^he durft not fend his Troops fo far. in regard many of the 
^ Enemies Horfe lay between Wt»cbefi$r and Baling. This 
Droke all the Colonels meafiires j and fince there was no re- 
ceding, made him chan^ the whole Method of his proceed- 
ings ^ and inftead of dividing his Forces, and &lling on in 
fevend places, as he meant to have done, if the U^chifitr 
Forces had comply'd with their obligation, or if his march 
had been undifcover'd , he refolv'd now to fall on joyntly 
with all his Body in one places in orfler to which, he com- 
manded the Men to be raneed in Battalions ; and rid to every 
Squadron, giving them fuch words as were proper to the oc- 
cafion; wtuch no man could more pertinently deliver, or 
with a better grace : he commanded every Man to tye a white 
Tape Ribband,or Handkerchief above the Elbow of their right 
Arm^ and gave them the word, S^ George '^ which was the 
fign and the viord that he had fent before to the Marquis, left, 
in his Sallies their Men, for want of diftinAion, might fiUi 
foul of each other. 

Thus they marched towards the Houfe, Colonel Wet 
leading the right Wing, and Lieutenant Colonel Btmkley the 
left ot the Horfe ^ and Gage himfelf the Foot ; they had not 
inarched &r , when at the upper End of a lar^ Campagne 
field, upon a little rifing of a Hill, they diicem'd a Body 
of five Cornets of Horfe very full, ftanding in very good or- 
der to receive them. But before any impreffion could be 
made upon them, the Colonel mult pais between two Hedges 
lin'd very thick with MufqjMteers) bom whom the Horfe 

very 
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^trj Couragioufly bore a finarc Volly, and then Charged the 
Enemies Horfe To gallantly, that, after a (liorcer reliitance 
than was expedied from the known Courage of Norton^* 
thourii many of his Men fell, they gave ground 3 and at laffc 
plaimy run to a &fe place, beyond which they could not be 
purfiied. The .Foot dlfputed the bufineis much better^ and 
being beaten from Hedge to Hedge, retired into their Quar- 
ters and. Works; whioithey did not abandon in lefs than 
two hours; and then a free entrance into the Houie viZBCoimsiCig^ 
gain'd on that fide, where the Colonel .only ftay'd to falure ^^'^^5^'^' 
cne Marquis, and to piit in the Ammunition he had brought ^^^^f' 
with him; which was only tw^ve Barrels of Powder, *. and 
twelve hundred weight of Match; and itnmediately marched 
with his Horfe and Foot to Bif/s^)?#ir, a good Market Town 
two Miles from the Houfe: leaving one hundred Foot to. 
be led, by (bme OfiBcers or the Garriibn, to the Town of 
BMfing^ a Village but a Mile diftant. In Bafingj^pkt^ they 
fixuid (lore of Wheat, Mault, Oats. Salt, Bacon, Qieefe, and 
Butter j as much of which, was all that day fent to die Houfe^ 
as they could ftid Carts or Horfes to tranipori^ together witb 
fourteen Barrels of Powder^ and fome MufbuetS) and forty 
or iifty . head of Cattle, with above one nundred Shrap : 
whilft the other Party, that went to B^r/Sng-Town, beat tne 
Enemy that was Quarter'd there, after having killed forty or 
fiftjf of them ; fome fled into the Church, where they were 
quickly taken Prifoners; and,. among them, two Captains^ 
Jmrvifi and Jfbfin^ the two eldelt Sons of two of the greats' 
eft Rebels of that Country, and both Heirs to good Fonune^ 
who were carried Prifoners to Ar/bt^Houfe; the reft, who 
Befiegcd that fide, being fled into a ftrong Fort which they 
had raifed in the Park. The Colonel fpent that^ and the next 
day, in fending all manner of Provifions into the Houfe; and 
then reafonab^ computing that the Garrifon was weU pro- 
vide for two Months, he thought of his retreat to Oxford ; 
which it was time to do : for betides that Norton had drawn 
all his Men together, who had been difmayed, with all the 
Troops, which lav Quarter'd within any diftance, and appear'd 
within fight of the Houfe more numerous afid gay than be- 
fore, as if he meant to be revenged before they parted, he 
was likewife well inform'd by the Petfons he had employed, 
that die Ehemy from jitmgdon had lodged themfelves at Al- 
4kr7i$aftony and thofe from Rt^dimg and Nns>huru in two other 
Villages upon the Rive/ Kewmt^ over which he Was to pafiu 

Hereupon, that he might take away the Appreheniioti 
that he meant fuddainly to depart, he fent out Orders, which 
he was fure would come into the Enemies hand^, to two or 
three Villages next the Houfe, ^< That they (hould, by the next 
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^ day-noon^ lend fiich ()roporcions of Com into Bafn^Vioaxit^ 
^ as were mencioa'd in theWarranti; upon pain, if they 
^ failed by the time, to have t thouftod Horfe and Dragoons 
^ fent to fire the Towns. This being done^ and all his Men 
drawn together about eleven of the Clock at Night, TimrfiUy 
the lecond Ni^t after he came thither, the Marquis giving 
him two or three Guides who knew die Country exadily, he 
mardied from B^ifing without found of Drum or Trumpet, 
and pafled the ICnnvff, undifcover'd, by a Ford near a Bridge 
whicn the Enemy bad broke down ^ and thereby thought they 
bad fecured that [)aflage; the Horfe taking the Foot m erM(^ ; 
and then, marching by-ways, in the Morning they likewife 
pafled over the Immvi, at a Ford little more than a Mile 
from RMMJingy and fo eicaped the Enemy* and got before 
Ni^t to Wiiimgfard^ where he fecurely retted, and refreibed 
his Men that Nighty and the next Day aniv'd &fe at Oxford^ 
having loft oi^ two Captain^ and two or three other Gen- 
tlemen, and Common Men 5 in all to the number of eleven; 
and forty or fifty wounded, but not dangeroufly : what num- 
ber Che £nemy Joft could not be known ; but it was believ'd, 
cbey lolt many, befides above one hundred Prifoners that 
were taken J and it was confi^d by Enemies as well as Friends, 
that it was as Soldierly an AAion, as bad been perfbrm'd in 
die War on either fide ; and redounded very much to the re- 
putation of the Commander. . 

The next day after the Army of Bfix was gone, and dif> 
fidv'd, the King retum'd to his Quarters at BHOtmtcke, and 
fiay'd there only a day to refrefli bis Men ; Kuiving fent, the 
day befofej GnewvUj with the Cotm^ Horfe and Foot, to- 
wards Pfymauity to joyn with G^risr^ in the purliiit of BaU 
fntTj and that Body of Horfe ; which, bf puding over the 
Bridge near Salt-ajby they might eafily have done. But he 
fladcen'd his march that he mi^t poOeft SMit-dr/bj which the 
Enemy had quitted, and left therein eleven pieces of Cannon 
with (ome Arms and Ammunition ; which, together with the 
Town, was not worth his unwarrantable itay. This kept him 
from joy nine with Gern^t^ who thereby, and for want of thofe 
Foot, exculed his not Fighting with Balfdur when he was 
within diftance ; but contented himielf with fending a Com- 
manded Party to follow his Rear, and in that too eager a pur- 
fiiit, Captain S^m, l^amnum, a young Man.of estfaordinary 
parts and expedition, theSon of a very wife and eminent Fa- 
ther, was loft, to the irreparable damage of a. Noble Family. 
Thus Balfour^ by an orderly and well governed march, pafs^d 
above one hundred Miles in the Kii^s Qiarters, as hath been 
&id before, without any confiderabk lofs, to a place of fafety 
within their own precinAs* 

• The 
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'The fcar and -apprehenfion of the Enemy was no (boaet 
over^ than the murtnur begun, ^ That the King hiul been per- 
<*iwadedta grant too good conditions to that Body of Foot : 
^ and^that he might well have fbvced them to have fubmitced 
^ to his mercy, as well as to have laid down their Arms ; 
^ and To have made both Officers and Soldiers to become Pri- . 
^ foners of War : * by which the £nemy would not have been 
^ able fo loon to have raifed another Army. But they who 
undertook to cenfure that Adion^ how great a Number fo- 
ever they were, did not at all underf!and the prefcm temper 
and coftttitution of the King's Army; which then was not 
near fo ftrong as it was reputed to be : whatever it might havtt 
done by a mrisk and vigorous attempt, when it firft enrer'd 
OmHMr/, which was ifl the banning of Antufi^ and when z 
Patty of his Majeily's Horfe Uirprired and feifed the Earl of 
JS^x's own Lieutenant Colonel, and many other Officers of 
Name at B^connechj before his Majefty was fuipeAed to be 
in any near diftance : 1 fay, whatever [might have been then 
done, in that conftemation the Enemy was (hen in. the cafe 
was very much altered in the beginning of SeffemSer^ wheof 
the Articles were made ; and when the number of the Foot 
who laid down their Arms, was id truth fuperior to thofe of 
the Kingi's ( as it will appear anon ) when his Army marched 
out ofConmsL The over^ht, which was a great one^ was 
on the other fide , when their Horfe broke through. It they 
had then known, and it was hardly poffibly they ihould not 
know it, that all the King's Horfe^ his Guard 6nly excepted; 
were at that time Quarter^ behind them, about S^ £/^, their 
Foot might very well have march'd away with their Horfe, 
their Cannon only being left behind, and having got but four 
or five hours before, which they might eafily, and as undil^ 
cem'd have done, the King's Army in the Condition and ftate 
it Was in, naked and unfliod, would through thofe inclofedf 
parts, narrow Lanes, and deep Ditches, in Devon and Somer* 
fit^ have been able to have done them little harm : fiefides the 
King very well knew at the time the Articles were made, that 
Mtakleton^ notwithftanding all his Affi-onts, was then come to 
Tivniomi and therefore there can be no doubt, that his Maje- 
fty^ in thofe condelcenfions, proceeded with no lels Prudence 
than Clemency. 

After' this great Succefs, the King thought fit to renew TheKi»g 
his ofier of Peace: and fent a Meffage to the two Hoiifes of/"'^*^'^' 
Parliamehr, to defire that there might be a Treaty to that pur-^'^J; 
pofe J which Mcffi^e was fent by a Trumpet to the Earl of 
Effex^ after fans rdpxii to Lmdanj to be deliver'd by him of 
wnich there Was no confideration taken in three Months after 
the receipt of it. This done, the King was perfwaded, in hiii^ 
— M m X ^^ 
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way (as ic was not much out of it) to look imon Bfymmfrb^ 
for fi> far ic might be prefiimed that the drmi/o Troops, how 
impaticot foever they were to be at their harveft, would at- 
tend him : And if he could, by wpearing before it, become 
Mafter of it, which was not tbou^bc improbable, he might re- 
turn CO Ox/if i in great Triumph, and leave the Weft dvougb- 
ly reduced: for then Lyme could not hoM oat, and he mighc 
be fure |Co carry an Army with him ftrongly recruited ; but if 
it proved not a work of eafe and expedition, he misbt pro- 
ceed in his march widiout fiirther ftay ^ and he quickly fouml 
it neceflary to do fo ^ having Tent a Summons to the Town, 
and received a rude Anfwer to it : 

For file Earl of Effix had left die Lord lUhrts Cover* 

nour in that Town J a Man of a four and fiirly Nature, a great 

Opiniatre, and one who mtdl be overcome before be would 

believe diat he could be fo. The King, finding no good 

ODuld be done with him, and that the reducing the Town 

would require fome tim^ purfued his former Refolution, axid 

marched away i having committed the Blocking up of P/y- 

^« Kivs wuMh to S' RkbarJ Gfitmvi/^ a Man who bad D^n bred a 

Rkhard ^^^^9 ^^ ^f P^^ expeOation, but of greater promi&s ; 

Greenvii baving With all manner of AOiirance undertaken to take the 

to BUek^ up Town by ctriJlmMs^ if fuch Conditions mi^t be performed 

Plymouth, to him. all which were pundfaially comply'd with ^ whiift he 

made his Quarten as fiu- as ever they had been formerly from 

the Town ^beginning hiiP War firft upon his Wife, who had 

been long in pofleOion of her own fortune, by virtue of a 

Decree in CMeeijy many years before the Troubles ; and 

feifing upon all flie had, and then making himfelf Mafter of 

all Their Eftates who were in the Service of the Parliament, 

without doing any thin^ of importance upon the Town^ 

only upon tte firit Memge between the Lord RoSirts and 

Him, there arofo fo mortal a mifunderftanding, that there 

was never Civility or Quarter obferv'd between them ; but 

fuch as were taken on either fide, were put to the Sword j or 

which was worfe, to the Halter. 

Since there will be often occaTion to mention this Gen- 
tleman, Sr Bkbsrd Grrasvi/, in the enfiiing dilcourife^ and 
becuife many Men believed, that he was hardly dealt with in 
the next year, where all the proceedings will be fet down at 
large, it will not be unfit, in this place to fay fomewhat of 
him, and of the manner and merit of his entring into the 
King's Service fome Months before the dme We are now upom 
He was of a very ancient and worthy Family in c^rmnhtl^ 
which had, in (everal Ages, produced Men of great Courage^ 
and veiy fignal in their Fidelity to, and Service of the Qown ^ 
and was i£oa&lf younger Brother (though in his Nature, or 

Humour, 
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Humour, not of Kin to him) to the brave S' B§vil GreinvU^ 
who to Couragioaflv loft his Life in the Battle dlljmfdovm. 
Being a vounger Enrother, and a very youn^ Man, he went 
into the Low Countries to learn the Frofeflion of a Soldier i 
to which he had dedicated himfelf under the greateft General 
of that Age) Prince MMurke^ in the Reament of my LordI 
Viir^j who was General of all the Btg^- In that Service 
he was look'd upon as a Man of Courag^ and a diligent Of- 
ficer, in the quality of a Captain j to which he attained after 
few years Service. About this time, in the end of the Rei^ 
of Kmg famtsjche War broke out between Etfgiinul ^nd Spam; 
and in the Expedition to Grfrx, this Gentleman ferv'd as a 
Major to a Regiment of Foot, and continued in the &me 
Cbfqmand, in the War that fopn after followed agtinft Frawcet- 
Md, at the Ifle of Hbv^infinuated himfelf into me very good 
grace of the Duke (rf BMckh^b^m^ who was the General in 
that Invafion : and after the unfortunate retreat from thence^ 
was made Colonel of a Regiment with general Approbation^ 
and as an Officer that well deferv'd \t. 

H 1 s Credit every day encrealixi With the Duke ; who, 
out of the generofity of nis Nature, as a moft generous Per* 
fon he was, refolv'd taraift his Fortune : towards the begin- 
ning whereof, by his countenance, smd follicitadon, he pAi 
vaii'd with a rich Widow to Marry him , ■■ who had been i 
Ladv of eztracmlinary Beauty, which (he had not vet out- 
Kv'd^ and though Ihe had no great Dower by her Husband, 
a younger Brodier of the Earl diStffM-y yet (he inherited a 
fair Fortune of her own, near Pfymoiftb'y and was beiides 
very ridi in a PerTonal Eftate, and was look'd upon as the 
licheft Match of the Weft. This Lady, by the Duke*s Credit, 
S' RkbarJ GreemvU ( for be was now made a Knight and Ba- 
ronet ) obtained ; and was thoreby poOefled of a plentiful 
Eltate upon the Borders of his own Country ; where his own 
Family liad great Oedit and Authority. The War being 
quickly at an end, and he deprived of his great Patron, had 
nothing now to depend upon but the Fortune of his Wife; 
which, diough ample enough to have fupported the expence 
a Peribn of his Quality ought to have made, was not large 
enough to (atisfy his Vanity and Ambition ; nor fo great, as He, 
upon common reports, had promifed himfelf by her. By not 
being enough pleafed with her Formne, he grew lefs plea(ed' 
with his Wife; who, being a Woman of a Haughty and Im« 

J>erious Nature , and of a Wit fuperior to Hi^ quickly re- 
ented the difrefpea (he receiv'd from him ; and in no degree 
ffaidied to make her felf eafy to him. After Ibme years fpenc 
together in thefe Domdfack unfociable Contdtations , jn' 
which he poOeOed himfelf of all hct E&^<e. tt^<&%^^NS»>- 
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fter of iL without allowing her, out of ho; own, any Com 
pecciuiy tor her felf j, and indulged ro himfelf all thofe Ciceacet 
lb her own Houfc^ which to Women are moft grievous,' Qie 
found means to wicb(U;a)w her felf from him ^ and was with all 
kindneft receiv'd into chat Family, in which (he had beiforc 
been Married, and was always very much reipeded. 

Her AbfeQce was qot ungratdiil to him, till the Tenant! 
rofiifed to pay him anv niore Kent, and he found himfelf on 
a fuddain depriv'd ot her whole ^ftate, which was all he had 
to liyp upon : for it appear'd now, that (he had, before her 
Marrii^e m\h him, iettled her entire Fortune fo abfolutely 
upon the Earl of ^uffali^ that the prefent right was in Him^ 
and he required the Rents to be paid to him. This begot t 
Suit in the Chanpery between Sr jstkb^d QrHtrvU and the 
tbeu Earl of £i^«Z(, -before the Lord c$!Ufufry^who found the 
Conveyances in Law to be fo firm, .th|t he could not only 
npt relieve S^ RjcisrdCreimvtl in Equity, but that in Juftice 
he muft Decree the Land to the Earl; which he did. This 
7ery fenfible Mortification tranfported.hiiii fo.much, that, be- 
ing a Man who ufedto (peak very, bitterly, of thofe he did 
opt love, after all . end^yours to Mve en^iged the Earl in a 
l^urfopal Q>nfli^- he r^epg'd him(elf upon him in fucb op- 
nbripus Language^ as jtheGovemmenu and Jultice of that 
ame would not- permk to p^ uopuiaj^ r wd the Earl ap« 
peal'd for Reparatios^ to the Court of Sta^Chamber; where 
Sr RicJbard was Peered to pay three thoufiuxl pounds for 
damages to him y^nd was iikewne fin'd the Sum of three thou* 
Uod pounds to the King; who gave ih|p Fine Ukewifs to the 
Earl : fo xhiic S' Rkbsrd w^ committed to dbe. Prifon df the 
Fleet in Execution for the ivrbole fix thoufand pounds ; which 
at that time was thought by all Men to be a very fevere and 
rigorous Ekcree^ and drew a general Compaflion towards the 
ur^appy GenOeLgn. ^ ^ 

After he had endured many years of CttiSt Imprifon- 
ment, a little before the besdnnii^ of the late Troubles, he 
made his e(cape out of the Fnfon; and tranfporong himfelf 
bevond . the Seas , remain'd. then till the Parliament was 
cafi'd that produced fo^many MUeries to the Kingdom ; and 
when he heard that many Deaees, which had been made, in 
that time, by the Court of Star-Chamber, were repeal'd, and 
the Perfons griev'd, aUblv'd from thofe Penalties, he Uke^ 
wife retum'd, and petitioned to have his Caufe heard ; for 
which a Committee was appointed; but before it could be 
brought to any condufion, the Ret>ellion broke out in Ire^ 
Itmd, Among the firft Troops that were raifed, and tranf- 
ported for the (iippreffion thereof, by the Parliament { to 
whom the King had unhappily committed the profecution of 
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it) Sr Rkbsrd GmmvU^ upon the fame of being a good Of- 
ficer, was ient over wuh a very good Troop of Horfe ^ wa^ 
iMajor of the Earl of Lainfin^t own Regiment of Horfe, and 
waa very much eOeem'd by hipij and the more by the Parliar 
ment , fox the fignal adis of Cruelty he did every day coni- 
mic upon the Ix^^ which were of lo many kinds upon both 
Sexes, Young and Old, hanging old Men who were Bedrid, 
becaufe they woi^ld not diicover where their Money wai, 
that he belic^d they had ; and old Women, feme of Quality, 
after he had plunder'd them, and found kfi than he^^peded^ 
that they can hardly be bdiev'd, tbougjh notoriouidy. Known 
to be true^ 

A p T B R the .Cation was made in IreLmd^ he pretended 
that his Confcience would not give him leave to my there^ 
and was much the more welcome to the P^liament, for de- 
claring fo heartily agiinft that Ceffiaion ^ and S^ W»U$sm jMkr 
being in the beginning of this year to make his Expedicim 
into the Weft, .aifer the Battle of Ahrtsfwi^ S' tHeb^rd Gram- 
nfil was either commended to him, or invited by him, to 
Command the Horfe under him; which he chearfoUy ac- 
cepted, not without many infinuations, how much his In- 
ceitft in Dev§m^irff andO^riruM/, would advance Theirs. 
He received from die Parliament a great Sum of Money, for 
the making his £q[Uipage ^ in which he always aSeded more 
than ordinary Luftre ; and S^ WilUmm WaUtr communicated to 
him all his deigns, with the ground ^nd foundation of them, 
as to an entire Friend, and an Officer of that Eminence) by 
whofe Advice be meant to govern his own ConduS:. 

His firft and principal ddign was to furprife B^^pmg Houfe, 
by a correfpondence with the Lord Edward Pam/etj Brother 
to the Marquis ol JfJmebtftir^ and then with him, as unfiif- 
pedted as a Brother ought to be. For the better execution of 
this, Sr Ekhard Greimvs/ was fent before with a Body of the 
Horfe, that all things might be well difpofed, and prepaml 
againft the time Hwkr hmfelf (hould come to him. He ap- 
pointed a Rendezvous for the Horfe at BsM§t^ and the fame 
day march'd out of Laatdon only with his^quipage ^ which 
was very Noble; a Coach and lix Horfes, a Waggon and£]c 
Horfes, many led Horfes, and many Servants; with thofe, 
when he came to Stmufy he left the B4if&^ road, and march'd 
direOly to Beadn^^ where the Kinrs Garrifon then was; 
and thence, without delay, to Oxfrrd^ where he was very 
gracioufly received by the King , and the more, becttife he 
was not expedted. He communicated then to me King the 
whole deGgn of the furprife of Bafagi upon which the-King 
lent an £zprefs immediately to the Marquis, with all the par- 
ticular inftmnationsj who thereupon feifed upon hisBrot^t^ 

SA in ^ ^sa^ 
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and the other Gonfpirators ^ who icoaftA'd all, with all the 
dicumftances of the correfpondence and combination. The 
Marquis prevail'd with the King, that he might only turp his 
Brother out of the Garrifon^ after Juftiee was done upon his 
Goinpliccs. This very b^>py and leafisnable diicovery, pre- 
ierv'd that important place ^ which, without it, had inhQli- 
bly been loft within few days, and therefore could not but 
much endear the P^fonOf meDifcGverer; upon whom the 
Parliament thunder'd out all thofe reproaches, which his de- 
ftrting.them in fiidi a manner was liable to j -and denounced 
all thde judgments upon him of Attainder, Con6fcatiob, and 
incapacity of Pardon , which they ufed to do againft thofe. 
Who, th^ thought^ had done them mc^ mifchiet^ or againil 
^hom they were moft incenfed : which was di the excufe he 
could make for his (evere proceedings againft thofe of their 
Pkrty , who fell into his hands afterwards where he Com- 
inanded. " ' - ^ 

''"' Fro u Oxford he went quickly into the Weft, before he 
had: any Command there ; declaring that l^e would afliit Co- 
lonel Dighi whoj upbnr'Prinde/toiriM^a deparmre from 
tMectce witn his Armir, likras left to block ^ Pim§iab ; which 
he did with much Course and Soldierly ability. To Him 
he had Letters from the. King, that he flKHild put S' Bicbard 
Greewvit inio the 'pbOeffidn of his Wile's fitate , that lay 
-i»ichin his Quarters^ "sjid which was jultly liable to a Seque- 
ftration by her living in l/mdon^ and being toooealoufly of 
that P^rty; lyhich the Colonel pusdiually did. And fo he 
came, after fd mailiy years, to be agampdQeflM of all that 
£lhre ^ which was wnat he molt fet his Heart upon. 

One day he made a ViGt from his Houfe, which he call'd 
his own, to the Colonel ; and dined with him ; and the Co- 
lonel civilly (ent half a dozen Troopers to wait on him home, 
left any of the Garrifon, in their ufual Ezcuriions, might meet 
with mm. In bis return home, he faw four or five fellows, 
coming out of a Neighbour Wood, with Burdens of Wood 
upon their backs, which they had flolen. He bid the Troopers 
fetch thofe fellows to htm ^ and finding that they were Sol- 
diers of the Garrifon, he made one of them hang all the reit ; 
which, to fave his own Life, he was contented to do : fo 
ftrong his Appetite was to thofe Executions he had been ac- 
cuftorh'd to m Irelamd^ without any kind of Commiffion or 
pretence of Authority. 

Shortly after, upon a Sally made with the Horfe and 
Foot from the Town, Colonel Dighy (who befides the kneen- 
nefi t>f his Courage had a more compofed underftanding, and 
Jefs liabje to femes, than fome of his Family who had marper 
JParts) Charging them with fuch vigour as Routed, and drove 

them 
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tfiem back, receiv'd himfelf in the clofe an unhappy wound, 
with a Rapier, in the £ye ; which pierced near his Brain; fo 
tha^ though he was. brought off by his Soldiers, it was very 
long before he recovered enough to endure the Air, and ne^ 
ver did the efieAs of the Wound. Upon this accident Sr 
Bkbmrd Greewvil was placed in that Command, which he exe- 
cuted for fome Months; until, upon the Advance of the Earl 
cXEffixy he was compelled to retire into Cortmal^ where We 
found him at the King's coming thither. 

Thi s fo lai^e excuHion upon a private Perfon may feem 
ver^ extravagant, and to carry in it too* much AnimoHty 
agamft the memory of a Man who did fome things well, and 
was not without fome merit in the King's Service : But they 
who know the Occurrences of the next year, which will be 
^thfiiUy related, and confider the feverity tl»t be compelled 
the Prince to ufe towards him, of which he made a great 
noife afterwards in the World, and prevailed with fome good 
Men to believe that the proceeding againil him was too rigo- 
rous, and that the Coun^Hhen about the Prince had fome 
Perfonal difrefped towardsmm, may reafonably believe that 
this engkirgement was in fome degree neceOfary, that fuch a 
Miik*s Original, Nature, Manners, and Diipofition, ihould be 
raanifeft and clearly underitood. 

The King was now moft intent to return into his Winter 
Quarters at OxfirdyViYAcYk was all he could propofe to him^ 
feS*; in which he expeAed to meet with all the oUhudtions 
and difficulties his^enraged Enemies could lay in his way. He 
knew well that WaiUr was even ready to come out oS JLm- 
don^ and that Mddleton was retired tirom Tivertim to joyn 
with him ; that they had fent for the Earl of Mancbefter to 
march towards the Weft with his Vi&orious Army : So chac 
if he long deferred his march, he muft look to Fig^t another 
Battle, tefore he could reach Oxford. Notwithlbinding aU 
which , his Army that had been upon hard duty ; and had 
made long marches above (ix Months together, required fome 
reft and refirefliment: the Foot were without Cloaths, and 
Shoes ; and the Horfe in fuch ill humour, that without Mo- 
ney they wouki be more difcontented. To provide the bdft 
remedy that could be applied to thefe evils, tne next day after 
the King marcfa'd from Pfymouthj himielf, attended only by 
his own Troq>, and the principal Officers of the Court, went 
to Exiter ; appointing the Army, by flow marches, to follow, 
and to be Quartered at Thertomj and the other Towns adja- 
cent; where they arriv'd on the ii<i of September. 

His Majefty now quickly difoem'd how continual hard 
duty, with little fighting, had leflen'd and diminifli'd his Ar- 
my. His own Body of Foot, whidi when he encefd earn- 
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njiutly were above four thoufimd, was ac this time much fewer ; 
and Prince Mdmrke\ ¥rhich confifted of fiill four thoufand 
five hundred, when the King firft view'd them at Kkrimt^ was 
noc now half che Number. Of all the Forces under Gnemril^ 
which had made fo much noife, and had been thought wor- 
-thy of the Name of an Army, there were only five hundred 
jFoor, and three hundred Horfe left with him, n>r the Block- 
ing up PiymoMth^ the reft were dwindled away^ or elfe, 
which was his ufual Artifice, he had encouraged them to (lay 
for fome time in c^nfmsiy and then to repair to him, as many 
of them did; ibr hifi Forces fuddaialy enaeafed^ and the 
truth is^ few of the C»m(/b march'd £altward with the King. 
The King's Horfe were htfrafs'd, and many of them dead in 
•the marches ; which contributed to the difcontent of the Ri- 
ders; fo that great Provifidns were to be made before they 
could begin a new march. By the diligence and a£bvity ot 
itbe Coromiffioners, appointed in Devmhjhm for thofe At- 
iairs, his Majdty was within few days fupplied with two thou- 
And pounds in Money^ uriiich il^|i^faitly diftributed among 
ahe Horfe; and three thouiand suces of Cloadis, with good 

{>roportions of Shoes and Stocking: which were likewife de- 
iver'd to the Foot. What remai^d yet wanting for the Horfe 
and Foot, was promil'ed to meet tnem, upon their firft eur 
trance into Svmerfit'fhm:^ where die Gommiffioners of that 
County, had undertaken they ihould be ready. 

There was another thing of equal importance to be pro- 
irided for, before the King left Ex€t%r ; which was, the Blocks 
ing up the Troops di l^m\ which were grown more info- 
lenc by the Succefs they had Had; and made Incurfions 
fometimes even to the Walls of Exeter ^ and to reftrain a 
ftronger.Garrifon in Tatmtoft, For when Prince M^urke raifed 
his Siege from I^wf, he had very unhappily drawn out the 
Garrifon of Tmuntemy which confifted of d^t hundred Men, 
under the Command of Sr John Stanuel, a Perfon of that £mi- 
nenc Courage and Fidelity, that he would never have given 
it up; and left only fourfcore Men in the Caftle to be kept 
by a Lieutenant, who bafely gave it up, afibon as Effex in his 
paflage demsmded it; for which he defervedly afterwards fuf- 
fer'd Death. And it was now, by die Garrifon the Earl put 
into it, and the extreme Malignity and Pride of the inhabi- 
tants, in both which they exceeded, become a Uiarp Thorn 
in the fides of all that Populous County. 

To remedy the firft of diefe, fome Troops which de- 
pended upon the Garrifon of Exeter^ were affign'd and were 
to receive Orders from S' John Berkleyy Govemour thereof j 
who was the more vacant for that Service by the redudlion of 
BamftsHe ; which was done during the King's ftay at Exeter. 

Ttvc 
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The other of TtmUsm ,- was more unhappily oommicted CO 
Cdooel ffimJb^my the Govemour of Brulg€W£t§r; who, 
though a Gentlemari- of known Courage and unqueiiionable 
Fidefity, by the Divifipns and Fadtions in the Country, was 
hoc eatjai to the work. To difbacch all this, the King ilaid 
noc a nill week at Ex§tfr i but hancn'd his march to cimrd in 
S^wMrfit'Jbire^ where he itaid longer ^ for which he paid dear 
aJFter ^ for he might otherwife have reach'd Oxftrdy before the 
Enemy was in a Conjup(fiion ftrong enough to ftop him : yet 
even mat flay could not be prevented, except he would have 
left the Money and Cknphs ^which the Commiflioners of J#- 
wmfet'Jhm promifed, ^nd did deliver there at laft ) behind 
him; which would not have been gratefiil to the Army. 
.. i T was the laft of Septimter^ thac Che King march\l' from 
Ch^rd'y and Qu^rteifd, that >fighc at i^ J-ioufe of the Lord 
fdwlti'Sy where Prmice Rupert met him, : and gaye him an ac^ 
cpppt of the iinhappy ASairs of the North, and that he had 
left about two (houlioid Horfe under theCommandof S^ AUr* 
a$sdiihtjutgdski which, hp mighc as well have brought with 
him0.a94 Ihen che King would have t^d a glorickis end of 
t^is Weitern Expedition. Prince |{ivpfft prefently returned td 
^riftol^ wich Orders, aflbon as was poflible, co march with 
Chofe Nor^rq (iorfe under & Minrmmdukt Umgdak^ and two 
thou&nd Foot, which were in Walts^ under Colonel cbariet 
Gerrsrd^ into GlHiftiT'ftjin'j by which the Enemy mj^hc be 
obliged to divide their Force, which if they (bould ftill keep 
united, the; Prince from thence would be able to joyn with 
che Kine : But chefe Orders were not executed in time. The 
Kingi's Army ac chis time confiited in. che whole but of Eve 
thoufsnd five hundred Foot, and about four thoufand Horfe; 
and Watter was already come with his Horfe to Bianfard^ buc 
fome of his Troops being beaten up by thofe of the King's, 
he retired to Shsftstury^ and thofe parts of Wilt-Jbire adjacent. 
Ic concern'd the King very much, before he left thofe pard^ 
to Relieve Fwthml Caftle, which had been now Beheged 
from the time of the Earl of ^s^s march thac way. To 
thacpurpofe, he. march'd co Shertame^j where he iiaid fix 
days coo long, chough in that time he raifed the Siege beft>re 
Fertlawd Caftle, if he had not hoped by thac delay chat his 
Nephew Prince Rupert would have been well advanced in bis 
March. Sr Levis Dives was left with his own Regimenc of 
one hundred and fifty old Soldiers, and fome Horfe in Sher-f 
herme Caftle, and maide Commander in Chief of Dwrfit-^hire^ 
in hope chat he would be able Qiortly by his adlivity and the 
very good aflfedlion of thac County, to raife Men enough to 
recover Wkywm$h : and he did perform all that c^uld be rea* 
iboably expeOed from him. His MajeS:) V«4^ vt:^^'^^

in his inarch to Oxfrrdj to relieve DomungfonQMc^ and 
BMjmg : which was again Befiqfd tfy almoft the whole Army 
of the Enemy; and men to fend a good Party to relieve Bam* 
kajy which had been dofe Befieef'd by Colonel Jolm Vkwmcs^ 
snocher Son of the Lord Smj^ wim all the Forces of Kortham^ 
/fmH/%0v, Wtrmkk^ and Cavmiry ; and bravely defended by 
S' WiUtMm CdmftoMj Ml three Nlondis; but by this time re- 
duced to the ucmoft extremity. 

In order to preferve HI this, the King came to Salhtury 
upon the fifceemh of Off &ier; where he underftood, <<That 
^ mtiier lay at Amhver with his Troops ; that Mmnbefitr 
^ was advanced as far as Resdmg with five thouland Horfe and 
^Footy and four and twenty pieces of Ordnance; Ad that 
^four Regiments of the Train'd-bands cfLmd^tu were be- 
^etntning tfie!^march to him ; and that three thouund of the 
« Horfe and Fdpt of the Earl of Effis^s Army were near 
^P9rtfm9iah, expeain^ Orders to Joyn with the reft. This 
might very well have difpofed his Mijefty to have haiten'd his 
march to Oxfirdy whicti would have made a fair condufioft 
of the Campagne ; and this was the more reafbnable, becaufe 
here the Kmg received Letters fi^om Prince lluperty in which 
he declared) << That it Was not poflible for him to bring up his 
^ Troops fo foon as his Majefty expeOed; and indeed as his 

Erefent condition required: and if this had been refolv'd, 
oth Dimnmgtim Caftie) and Banhmy^ might have been fea- 
Ibnably fet at liberty ; but a great g^yety poOefled Goring^ 
that he earneltly adVifed the King to marcn, with fecrecy and 
expedition, to beat Walkr ; who lay at And$v9ry a good di- 
ftance from the reft, with three thoufand Horfe and Dra- 
goons ; which the King, upon the unaiiiftious confent of the 
Gounci], confented to. 

He had lefc all the Cannon that he had taken from Ejjhx^ 
in Exetir^ and now he lent all his great Cannon to a Garri- 
fon he had within two Miles of SoRstury at Lsmgfrrdy a Houfe 
of the Lord Gorgis-, where was a Garrifbn of one hundred 
Men, Comrt)an(ted by a good Officer. The reft of the Can- 
non and Carriages were Irfc at WU$&h^ the Houfe of the Earl 
of Fem^roke^ with a Regiment of Foot to guard them; and 
the King appointed the Rendezvous for the Army to be the 
next Morning, by feven of the Clock, near clsrenJom Park; 
and good Guards were fet at all the Avenues of the City, to 
keep all People from going out, that JVallfr miriit not have 
any notice ot his purpofe : and if the hour of me Rendez- 
vous had been obferv^d, as it rarely was ( though his Majefty 
was himfelf the moft punOual, and never abfent at the pre- 
dfe time) that defign had fucceeded to wilh. For though 
the Foot under Prince Miurice came not up till eleven of the 
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Clock, fo that the Army did not bqpn it's raat-ch till twelve^ 

Sec they came;, within four Miles of Andovtr^ before WsUer 
ad any Notice of their Motions; when he drew out his 
whole Body towards them, as if he meant to Fight ; but up* 
on view of their Strength, and the good Order they were in, 
he changed his mind, and drew back into the Town ; leaving 
a ftrong Party of Horfe and Dragoons to make good his Re* 
treat, fiut the King's Van Char^, and Routed them with 
Rood Execution, and purfued them through the Town, and 
liew many of them in the Rear, until the darkneis of the 
Night fecur'd them, and hinder'd the others from following 
farmer. But they were all fcatter'd and came not quickly 
together again ^ lund the King Quarter'd that Night at Aadi* 
ver. The Mattering this great Body under Waller in this 
manner, and the little reGftuice they, made, fo raifed the Spi* 
fits of me King's Army, that they defir'd nothing more than 
to have a Battle with the whole Army of the £nemy ; which 
the Kii^ meant not to feek out^ nor to decline Fiditing with 
them. It they put them&lves in his way. And fo he rd>lT'd 
to raUe the Siege of HMWMgfM-Caftle, which was little out 
of his way to Oxfird. To that purpofe, he fent Orders for 
the Cannon which had been left at Lawgfwdy and H^tom^ to 
make all hafte to a place appointed between Andover and 
Ni9tufy ^ where he itaid with his Army, till they came up 
to him : and then march'd together to Ntwhtry^ with^l a 
Mile of D§Mmh^0ii* 

The Blockade of Dmrn^Mr-Caftle had been (when Mid* 
dUtom from thence purfued his march into the Wefi ) left to 
the care of Colonel H^rt^n ^ who for (broe time was con- 
tented to Block it up^ but then finding his Summons neg« 
leded, and that they had fiore of provifions within, and 
having an addition of Forces from A^mgdom and Reada^y 
he refolv'd to Bdiege it ^ which he begun to do the 29^ of 
Sefiemiir ^ and made his Approaches, And rais'd a Battery on 
tbie foot of the Hill next Newkuryy and plyed it fowith his 

Seat Cannon, tb^ after twelve days continual (liooting, he 
;at down Three Towers and a part of the Wall^ which he 
believ'd had fo humbled the Govemour and the Garrifon, 
that they would be no longer fo ftubborn as they had been ^ 
and therefore he fent them another Summons, in which he 
mi^nified his own clemency, << That prevail'd with him, now 
^ they were even at his mercy, to ofier them Qgarter for their 
<< Lives, if they eave up the Caftje before WtdnefJsy at ten 
^ of the Qock m die Mornings but if that his favour was 
<< not accepted, he declared, in the prefence of God, that there 
<< (hould no man amoneft them have his Life fpar^d. The 
Governour made himfelf merry with his high and Thrcatning 
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Language j and fenc hiiii word, ^ He would keep the place, 
tt and would neither give nor receive ^arter^ At this time, 
die Earl of Mamchefttr himfelf with his Foroei came to JNHo- 
hffj:^ and receiving no better Anfwer to his own Summons^ 
than BfTton had done before, he refidv'd to Storm it the next 
day. But his Soldiers, being well informed of the refolution 
of ^hofe within, decLin'd that hot Service; and plyed it with 
their Artillery until the next Night ; and then remov'd their 
Battery to the other lide of the Caltie ; and begun their Ap* 
proaches by Saps ; when the Govemour made a ftrong Sallyj 
and beat them out of their Trenches^ and kill'd a Lieutenant 
Colonel, who Commanded in Chief, with many Soldiers ; 
fiiot their Chief Cannoneer through the Head, brought away 
their Cannon-Baskets, and many Arms, and retired with 
venr little lois : vet the next Night they firiifti'd dieir Battery : 
SPM continued lome days their great ihot, till they heard of 
the Approach of the King's Army j whereupon thc^ drew o9' 
their Ordnance, and their Train'd-bands cflAmUm being not 
yet come to them, the Earl thought fit to march away to a 
greater dKtance; there biving beoo, in nineteen days, abbve 
one thou&nd great ihot fpent upon* the Walls, without any 
other damage to the Ganrifon, than the beatii^ down fome 
oldparts thereof. 

^ W H K N the King came to Nn^hny^ the Govemour of 
DtmmtMgtom attended him; and was Knighted for his very good 
behaviour, and there was then folitde apprehenfion A dread 
of the Enemy, that his Majdiy thought not of profecudng 
his Journey towards Oxfird^ before he fliould Relieve both 
Bsjkfg and Bmtiury. And now importunides being fent from 
the iSl . which was even upon the point of rendring for 
*(*jj*'y" want of , Vidfaials, they having already eaten moft of their 
i^'dTjtiH Horfes, his Majelty was well content that the Earl of Ndrth- 
£4fi»f 0mft9w^ wholiaathe Supreme Government of that Garrifon, 
Noriham- #here he had left his brave Brother his Lieutenant, fhould, 
1^^* with three Regiments of Horfe, attempt the relieving it ; Let- 
ters being fent to Oxford^ ^That Colonel G^'^, with fome 
^ Horfe and Foot from thence, (hould meet him ; which they 
didpunftually } and came dme enough to Bitttkny before the/ 
were expefied : yet they found the Rebels Horfe (Superior 
in number by much to theirs ) drawn up in five Bodies on the 
South (ide of the Town, near their Sccmce ; as if, upoa the 
advantage of that ground, they meant to Fi^ht. But two, or 
three (hots, made at them by a Couple bt Drakes brought 
from Ox^^ by Colonel Gage^ made them fta^er, and retire 
from their ground very dfforderly. ITheir Cannon and Bag> 
gage had been fent out of the Town die Night before ; and 
their Foot, being above feven hundred, run out of Bunhwj 

upoa 
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upon the fiift advance of the King's Troops. Colonel Qagf 
with the Foot went dire^y to the Caftle, that they might be 
at Liberty ^ whilft the Earl of Norttamffam foUow'd the Horfe 
ib dofely, that they found it beft to txiake a ftand ^ where he 
furioufly Charg'd and Routed them ^ and , notwithitanding 
they had lined Tome Hedges with Mufqueteers, purfued them 
till they were fcatter'd^ and totally diiperfed ^ their General, 
young FiimteSy continuing his flight, ull he came to coven* 
tfj^ without ftaying. The Foot, for the molt part, by dif* 
perfing themfelves, efcaped by the Inclofiires, before Colonel 
Gsgi could come up. But there were taken, in the Chafe, one 
Field piece^ and three Waggons of Arms and Ammunition ^ 
many uam ^ and two Officers of Horfe, widi near one hun- 
dred other Prifixiers, four Comets of Horfe, and two hundred 
Uorfes, were cdcen ^ and all this with the lofs of one Cap- 
tain and nine Troopers y fome 0£Ecers, and others, being 
wounded, but not mortal)^. Thus the S^ege was raifed from 
BMtttury^ which had conunued full thirteen Weeks ^ fo not- 
ably defended, that though they had but two Horfes left un- 
eaten, they had never fuSer'd a Summons to be fent to them ; 
and it was now Relieved the very day of the Month upon 
which both Town and Caftle had been rendered to the King 
two years before ^ being the idthof 0^«^. 

Though the Relief of Anv^ry fucceeded to wiDi, yet 
the King paid dear for it foon after : the very day after that 
Service was performed. Colonel Hitrryy a ^f0/j-man, who had 
formerly ferv'd the Parliament, and is well mention^, in the 
tranladtionsof the lait year, for having quitted them, and per<« 
fbrm'd fome fignal Service to the King, had in the weft, 
about the time the King enter'd into Corvwsl (in a difcoa-' 
tented humour, which 'was very natural to him) defired a Paia 
to go beyond the Seas: and io quitted the Service: but in- 
Itead of embarking him(elf,roade hafte to Lond^m ; and put him- 
ielf now into the Earl of Mimcbtftfr's Army, and made a 
difirovery of all he knew of the King's Army, and a defaiption 
of the Perfons and Cuftoms of thofe who principally com- 
manded; (6 that as they well knew the conftitution, and 
weakness of the King's Army, they bad alfo Advertifement 
of the Earl of Nortbamptom'n being gone, with three Regi* 
ments of Horfe, to the Rciici of Banditry. Whereupon, with- 
in two days after, ail thofe Forces which had been under J^ 
fix and Wmliery being united with Mamchefigr (with whom 
likewife the Train'd-bands of LMrinswere now joyn'd; all 
which made up a Body of above eight thoufiuid Foot ; the 
number of their Horfe being not Inferior) advanced towards 
the King, who had not half the number before the departure of 
che Earl of NorttampiovyZnd fta/d itill at Nevburj with a refo- 

lution 
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lution to ezpea the return of that Earl, that he mi^t like- 
wife do Ibmewhat for Bsfiwg^ not believing that the Enemy 
could be fo loon united. 
Tibf fie^nd It was now coo late to hope to make a Safe retreat to 0»- 
B4itie dt firily when the whole Body of the Enemies Army, which 
Ntwbury. ')^ recdv'd po&tive Orders to Fight the King as foon as was 
poflihle, appeared as near as nmckhmm'^ to tl^t bis Majdly 
not at all diimay'd, refolv'd to Oand upon the Defenfive on- 
ly ; hoping that, upon the advant^c he had of the Town of 
Ntmtury and the River, the Enemy would not fpeedil v Ad- 
vance^ and that in the mean time, by being compeli'd to 
lodge in the Field, which grew now to be very CoM^ whilft 
his Army was under cover, they might be fenced ct^ retire. 
The Ki^ Ouarter'd in the Town of Ne'iutufy j and placed 
firong Guards on the South of the Town : but the greatefi: 
part qS the Army was placed cowards the Enemies Quarters^ 
in a good Houfe belon^ns toM« D§hmmi 9X Slnno^ and ins; 
Village hear it, defended by the River that runs under Ihrn- 
nmgt9m-C^\tj and in a Home between that Village and JNiraH 
AvfTt about which a Work was caft up, and at a Mill upon 
the River cSKemmt i all which lay aknoft Eaft &om the Town^ 
DiredUy North from theooe were two open Fields, where 
mod or the Horfe flood with the Train of Artillerv^and about 
half a mile Weft, was the 'Village of Sptem ; and Myond it a 
fmall Heath. In this Village lay all Prince Mimrkis Foor, 
and fome Horfe^ and at the Entrance of the Heath a work 
was caft up« which dear'd the Heath. In this pofture they 
had many dkirmiihes with the Enemy for two days, without 
lofing any ground ; and the Enemy was ftill beaten oflf with 
lofs. 

O N SmuUy Morning, the feven and twentieth of O^oter^ 
by the break of day, one thoufand of the Earl of Mimchefiet's 
Army, With the Train'd-bands of Ij^ni^n^ came down the 
Hill \ and palled the River that way by Shavi ; and, undifco- 
ver'd, forced that Guard which lliould have kept the Pafs 
near the Houle ^ that was entrenched where S*^ Bernard Afi* 
ky lay ^ who inftantly, with a good Body of Mufqueteers, tell 
upon the Enemy ^ and not only Routed them, but compelled 
them to Rout two other Bodies of their own Men, who were 
coming to fecond them. In this purfuit very many of the 
Enemy were flain, and many drown d in the River, and above 
two hundred Arms taken. There continued, all that day, 
very warm Skirmifhes in feveral parts 9 the Enemies Army 
having almoft encompaflcd the King's; and with much more 
lofs to Them than to the King; til^ about three of the 
Qock in the Afternoon, Waller with his own, and the Forces 
which had been under Effixj fell upon the Qiiarccr at Speen,

night. The King was at that time with the >Prince, and many 
•<»the Lords, and other his Servtots, in the middle of that 
Field i and could not, by his own Prefence, reftrain thoib 
Idorfe which at the firft approach of that Enemy were in diac 
difprder, from fhameftiUy giving Ground. So chat if Sr Jtbm 
-CmmsfaU bad not, jn that Article of Time, given them that 
4yrisk Chaig vby which other Troops were ready to duu^ ' 
•ahem in the Flank, the King himfelt had been in very great 
•danger* 

A T the fime time, the left Wing of the Enemies Horie 
tdvanccd'towards the North fide of the great Field 2 but be- 
fore they got thither. Goring with the Earl of cUvetmuTs Bri- 
gade, Qiarg^d chem.fo vigoroully, that he forced them back 
in great comuQon over a liedge ^ ^nd following them, was 
-Charg'd by another lirefh Body 9 which he defeated likewife, 
-and new very maay of the Enemy upon the place; having 
•not only routed and beaten them ofi their ground, buc en*> 
•dur'd the Shot of three Bodies of their Foot in their purfuit, 
amd in their retreat, with no confiderable damage, &ve that 
the Earl of-CikwAimrs Horfe Ming under him, he was taken 
Prifoner; which was an extraordinary lofi. Whilit this was 
doing on that fide, twelve hundred Horfe, and three thoufand 
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Foot €f tfaofe uflder die Eaii of Mmct^^ iftdvtfnced with 
great Rdblution upmi St^m-Hcaky and the FieU adkiceat ; 
which quarter was defended bjr SrjF<0^ ^iios and Colooci 
-Gftff{ff L{/&^ aadthe Hou^ bjr Lieutenant Ccdonel Pj|p. 
Tbey'camefingineof Fiahna^ and,atfirft^ drove forty Muf- 
^queteera fixmi a Jnedgey who were placed there to ftop 
toemi} but they were.prdently Chargrd bySr 3MNifirafMi 
;with.the Prince's Rcgitfient c» Horle; who did good ezecu- 
tionupoa them, till he firar another Body of their Horle ready 
to Charge him, which made him retire to the Foot in Mr 
DolemmfS Garden, which flanked that Field, and give .fire 
uponthofe Horfe, whereof very many fell; and the Horfe 
thereupon Wheeling about, Sr J§im Bram fell upon their 
Kear, kill'd many^ and kept that Ground all the day ; when 
the Keferve of Foot, Commanded by CokmelZiiffAM/^, gaii'd 
their Foot with feveral VolUesj and then feU on them with 
Che But-ends of their Mui^uets, till they had not only beaten 
them from the Hedges, but quite out of the Field; leaving 
two Draltea, fiime Couxirs^ and many dead Bodies behind 
them. At this tim^ a great Body of their Foot attempted 
;Mr Detemm^B Houfe, but were fe wdl entertained by Lieu- 
tenant Colonel PsgPy that after they had made their firtt efibn, 
they were forced to retire in fuch Confiifion, thit he purfued 
them from the Houfe with a notable Execution ; infomuch 
that they left five hundred dead upon a little fpot of ground ; 
apd they difew off the two Drakes out of the Field to the 
.Houfe, the £aemy bdng beaten off and retired from all that 
Q^rter. 

. IT was now night; for which neither Party was forry ; 
and the King, wha had been on that fide where the Enemy 
only had prevail'd, thou^t that his Army had fufier'd alike 
:in all other places. He (aw they were entirely poflefled of 
SpefMy and had taken all the Ordnance which had been left 
there ; whereby it would be eafy for them, before the next 
; Morning, to have compafled him round; towards which they 
might have gone far, if thejf had found themfelves in a condi- 
tion to have purfued their fortune. 

Hereupon, asibon as it was night, hisMaidly, with 
the Prince, and thofe Lords who had been about nim all the 
day, and his Regiment of Guards, retired into the Fields un- 
der Donmngtam Cadle, and refolv'd to profecute the refolu- 
tion that was taken in the morning, when they (aw the great 
Advantage the Enemy had in numbers, with which he was 
like to be encompafled, if his Forces were beaten from either 
of the Pofts. That refolution was, <^ To march away in the 
« night towards Wf///»^/»r</; and to that purpofe, alltheCar- 
. riages, and great Ordnance, had been that Morning drawn

The ti^tfar, 
iSy the Kingl's Army was not in fo ill a condition, as,t})q i^xig . 
ooncciv'd it Ip luive been: that Party which were ii^. fibe« 
Field near Sfetmj kept their ^ound very refolutely^^fiina^rjjjUr 
thou^ it was a &ir Moon-lhme night, the £nemygjttiv)C.W9^> 
very near them, and much Superipr in Number, ^tlyiiught no|C^ 
fit toaflkult or difturb them. Tbat pari; of the j£pepy^ 
had been lb rou^ly treated at fifajv^ having receivfd Su^*^ 
cour of a ftrong Body of Horfe, re(oly*donce moretOrfxttke. 
an attempt upon the Foot there j but tfaev were beateqi^fi' as^ 
before) though they itood not wcilf enoqgn to receivf^^pefli^t 
ibfi^ but retired to their Hil^ ^^h^ethey ftood fiiU>V>^j 
was the laft A&ion between the Arities; for abp\iY i^ tpli 
the Clock at night, all the ArmVy-Horfe^Foot, and ^ann^n^ 
upon the King's Orders, drewnnth their feveral (jqai)^ tq^ 
the Heath about Dmnm^m Catlle^'ia jwhich diey left Ji^oit.

Morning, all the Army, Foot as, Well as Horfe, arriy^id, at 
WitUinmrdi where having RefreOi'd a little, they i[narch'd 
to OxfSrdi without feeing any Party of the Enemy that lopk'd ^ 
after oiem/f 

Many made a QueltioR which Party had the better of. 
the Day; and neither was weh enough (atisfied with their 
Succe^. There could be no queftion there were very many 
morekUridof the Enemy, than of the King's Army; whereof 
were miffing, only S^ WiiiiMm St X^r, Lieutenant Coiohel to 
the Duke's Regiment of Foot^ Lieutenant Colonel Ttfpingy 
and Lieutenant Colonel Le^kij both Officers of Horfe, who 
were all there (lain, with not above one hundred Common 
Soidijcrs, in all placxs. The Earl of Bnntfard^ General of 
the Army, was wounded on the head ; S^ Johm CansJuU^ Sr 
J^bm GrtiMviL and Lieutenant Colonel Page, were wounded ; 
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but an recovered. The Officers of the Enemy'i Gde were 
never ttflfd oii being for the nftoft part, of no better Fami- 
lies than the Common Soldiers. But it was reafonably'com* 
puted^ by thofe who faw the Action in all placee, that there 
could not be fb few as oAe thoufand dead upon the place: 
jzt becaufe the King's Afnw quittibd the Field, and march'd 
awa]r in the Night, rhe bcner ftde thought themfelves Ma- 
ftets : ind the Parliatn6nt cekibrated their Vidtory with their 
tifiial Triumphs; though witbtn few days after, tbiey difcern'd 
that they had little rttSoa lot it. Thev came to know, by 
wbac ifccidienc was not imagined, that the Karl of Brtntfrrd 
itUaiif d that night iti the Giftle, by reafbn of the hurt in his 
Heitc^ and ib lent Cdonel Mmj to him to perfwade him to 
giy« up the Gaftle, and taroake him other large Offers ; all 
whidi the GenenJ rejeded With the Indignation that be* 
dune hiin. No more * fhall be faid of the CdoneL becaufe, 

Sar-ail Ins tergi^rfatibh^^ be chofe at laft to lofe his Life 
'i Apd in the Kin^s Service j which ought to expiate for all 
Us Qran%reffions, ^ prderve his memory from all unkind 
iUfliiffiGos; 

''Tk^tnettday.wkitethey-Knewthat^Kin^s Army was 
itdrbd) irnd not till thed^ tfiey tnide hafte to ffdiefi themfelves 
dl Vkitlny; and then drew op their whole Aitny before 
Di iiM flfo th CMlc^ Md (uttlmon^ th&<Sareraour ^ To deli* 



it -to them, or elie they #ould not leave one Scone upon 
^ a&otheri To whkh the Govemour mad* no other reply, 
tfani '^That ht was not IkHHid ta repair it; but however he 
^ WOidd; byGod^ help, keep the gonnd afterwards: feeing 
his Obftmacy, the]^ ofief'd him ^To march away with the 
^ Arm^, 'itnd all thmts befongii^ to the Garrifon ; and, when 
that mov^d not, ^* That he (hould carry all theOinnon, and 
^Ammunition with him, to all whicn Tie Anfwer'd, "That 
*^he wondered thdy would not be fttisfied with fo many An- 
<^fwers that he had f6ht, and defired them <^ To be ^r'd, 
<^ that he would not go but of the Gaftle, till the King fenc 
<f him Order fo to do. OQended with thefe high Aniwers, 
theyrefolv'd toAfladt it^ but the Officer who commanded 
the Party, being kili'd With Ibme few of tfae^ Soldiers, they 
retir'd ; and never after made any attempt tkpon it; but re* 
main'd quietly at Newhny m great Fadtion among themfelves ; 
every Man taking upbn himfelf to find fault, and cenfiire 
what had been done, and had been left undone, in the whole 
day's Service. 

THE King met Prince Rupert^ as he ewpeded, with Co- 
lonel Girrardy and Sr Mar ma Juke Ijmgdahi and made all 
the hafte he could to joyn thofe Forces with his own Army, 
that fo he might march back to Nrtotmy^ and dift^ngige his 

Cannon, 
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Cannon 9 and Carriages.. By the way be met the Earl of 
ffyrthMmpUny and thofe Regiments which had Relieved Bmh 
iury \ arid having with marvellous Expedition caured ^ new 
Train of Artillery to be form'd, he brought his Army a£ain 
to a Rendezvous on BuUk^ton-Gretn -^ where, with the Ad- 
dition of thofe Forces, and fome Foot, which he drew out 
of Oxford^ under the Command of Colonel Gag§y it appeared 
to be fiill iiz thou&nd Foot, and 6ve thoufand Horfe; with 
which be march'd to WaUingford'^ and within a day more than 
a Week after he had Jeft D^imimgton Caftle, found himfelf nwx;iif/r<« 
there again in To good a pofturc, that he refolv'd not ro de- ''f^" ^"^ 
dine Rghting wiih the Enemy; but would be firft poflefled 2I3S!*° 
of his Cannon, and put fome Provifion into the Cattle ; 
which he accomplifli'd without any oppofition. 

The Enemies Army lay itill at NeivSury^ perplexed with 
the Divifions and Fadions among their own Officers, without 
any notice of the King^ advance , till a Quarter of their 
Horfe was beaten up. The nejct Morning, the King put his 
Army into Battalia; Prince Rupert^ who was now declared 
General, led the Van ; and got podedion of the Heath, on the 
' back (ide of the Caflle; from which a fmall Party might have 
kept him, the entrance into it being very deep, and the way 
narrower. On that Heath, thle Kihg's Armjr was drawn up 
about Noon, everyone being prepared to li'ight: and none 
of the Enemy appearing , they march'd by the Caftle over 
the River by a Mill, and two Fords below it, without any 
oppofition ^ and thence drew into the large Field between 
Speen and NevSury ; which was thought a jgood place to ex- 
vcSt the Enemy ; who, in the mean time, had drawn a gres^ 
Body of their Horfe and Foot into the other Field toward 
Shsvff and had made Breaft-works and Batteries on the back 
fide of Newkury ; which Town they refolv'd to keep, and 
ftand upon the defenfive, as tlie King had done before ; prc- 
fuming, that thcv now having *the warmer Lodging, might bet- 
ter attack the King after his Men had lain a night or two in 
the Fields; it being now the Month of Novtm^er^ but fiiir for 
that Seafon. Some light Skirmilhes pafled between the Horfe, • 
but when the King faw upon what difadvantages he muft 
force them to Fight, he called his Council together ; who were 
unanimous in opinion, ^' That fince he had relieved the Caftle, 
'^ and put fufficient Provifions into it, and that it was in his 
<< power to draw ofi* his Ordnance and Ammunition from 
^ thence , he had done his bu£nefs ; and if any Honour had 
'^ been loft the other day, it was regain'd now, byhis having 
'Spaded his Army over the River in the face of Theirs, and 
<^ ofier'd them Battle : which they durft not accept. Upon 
which the King rc(blrd to attcmct them tv^ fvixV«s( ^\:^\^ ^^^ 

11 tv •^ Ck\^^\^ 
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Orders to retire in their vi(ew«wtth Drums Beating^ and Truip- 
pecs Sounding, the fame Way he came over the River. So th^ 
King lay that night at Dmmk^w Cattle^ and all the Army 
about him. 

Xnt King had PQC yet done all he meant to do, before he 
took up his Winter Quarters j and was willii^, that the Ene- 
my {bould have an q>portunity to Fidit with nifn, if they de- 
Tired ic : And therefore, on the StrnZn morning the tench of 
Novemherj his M^efty march'd with ail his Cannori apd Am- 
munition over the Heath from JHuamgtmB^ over a fair Cam^- 
pagne, to Lamhrm ; in which march, fome of the Enemies 
. Horfe attempted his Rear, but were repulfed with lofs ^ many 
being flain, and fome taken Prifoncrs. There the King Quar- 
ter'd chat night, and the next day, to refrdh his Men, for the 
ill Lodging they had endured at 1}§mn^f9»i having fcnc 
fome Perfons ot great Reputation and Intereft to Mmrtborougk^ 
to make large provifions for Him, and his Army. And then, 
lince he heard the Enemy lay ftill at NnuAni^, he march'd to 
>^ where he found sdl things to his with. His heart 
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was fet upon the relief of Bafit^^ which was now again di- 
(trefs'd i (tie Enemy having* as is i^ before, begirt it dofely 
from the time that Gage hiS reliev'd it. He had a great mind 
to fio ic with his whole Army; that thereby he might draw 
thf Enemy to a Battle: but, upon full Debate, ic was con- 
cluded, << That the fiifeft way would be to do it by a ftrong 
^ Party ; that one thoufind Horfe Ihould be drawn out, every 
'<<one pf which (hould carry before him a Bag of Corn, or 
^ other ProviGons, and march fo as to be at B^9^ Houfe the 
^ next morning after they parted from the Army } and then 
f' every Trooper was to caft down his tiig, and to make their 
<^ retreat as well as they might : And Colonel Gagc^ who had 
fo good (uccefs before, was appoiiited to Command this Party; 
which he chearfiilly undertook lo doi The better to e&edl it, 
Hungetford was thought the fitter place to Quarter with the 
Aripy, and frotp thence tp diipatch tnac Party : fo his Majeily 
marcVd back to Hungiffordy which was half way to New- 
tury : the Enemy was in mean time march'd from thence to 
B^fi^iy which, they thought, would, upon the fi£ht of their 
whole Army, prefently have yielded ; but finding the Marquis 
ftill obftinate to defend it, they were weary of the Winter 
War, and fo retired all their force from thence, and quitted the 
Siege the very day before Gage came thither ^ fo that heealily 
deUver'd his Provifions, and retired to the King without any 
inconvenience. His Majefty then march'd tp JFarrimgfony 
with fome hope to. lutve furprifed jiftmgdtk in his way ; but he 
round ic coo well provided ; and fo after he had confider'cl 
where co Quarter nis Horfe, which had formerly had theiir 

bead 
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held Quarter at AUt^Jmu tnd thofe pltces whidi were now 
under the power of that Goveraour, lie retum'd to Oxfrrd; ^' KfV 
where he anir*d to the univerEd Joy, on the three and twen- q^^jj" 
tieth cfNovmAer ; aSeafon of die year fit for all the Troops 
to be in their Winter Quarters. 

T H B King was exceedingly pleafed to find how much 
die Fortifications diere had been iulvanced by the Care and di- 
ligence of the Lords j and was very gracious in his acknow- 
ledpnent of it to them. And the Govemour Sr Arthur ^mt, 
having) fome Monthi before, in the Managing his Honet in 
the ^Relds, caufed him to All, had in the fiul broken his own 
Leg, and, Qiortly after, been compeU'd to cut it off'; to that,. 
if te recovered at all, which was verj^ doubtfiiL he could not 
be fit for any affive S^vioe ; his Majefty refolv'd to confer 
that Government upon another. Of which relblution, with ail 
the circumftances of grace and favour, andfending him a War- 
rant for one thoufind pounds a year Penfion for his Life, he 
gave him notice ^ and then, to the mdt general fatisfadtion of 
all Men, he conferred that Government upon Colonel Gdge^ 
whom he had before Knitted. Sr Arthur Afi99 was fo much 
difpleafed with his SuccSbr, that he befou^t the King to 
confer that Charge upon anv other Perfon ; and when he 
found that his Majefly would not change his purpofe, he (enc 
to fome Lords to come to him. who he thought were moft 
Zealous in Religion, and defireo them to tell the King from 
him, << That though he was himfelf a Roman Catholick, he 
^ had been verv carefiil to give no icandal to his Majelty's 
^ Proteftant Suojeds ; and could n6t but inform him, that 
^ Gag§ was the moft Jefuited Papilt alive ; that he had a Jefuit 
^< who liv'd with him ; and that he was prefent at all the Scr* 
^ mons among the Catholicks ; which he believ'd would bo 
^ verv much to his Maieft/s diService. So much his Paffion 
and Animofity over-ruled his Confiiience. 

The King liked the dioice he had made ; and only advifed 
the new Govemour,by one of his Frieofds, ^ To have fo much 
^ difcretion in his Carria^, that there might be no notice 
^< taken of the Exercife ofnis Religion ; to which animadver- 
fion he Anfwer'd, ^ That he never had diaembled his Reli- 
<< £ion, nor ever would ; but that he had been fo wary in the 
^Exercife of it« that he knew there could be no Wirnefs pro" 
« duced, who had ever feen him at Mafs Jn Ox/vfi/; thoigh 
^< he heard Mafs every day ; and that he had never been but 
^ once at a Sermon \ which was at the Lodging of Sr Attbm^% 
^ Daughter ; to which he had been invited with great impor- 
^tunity; and believ'd now that ir was to entrap him. But 
Che {>oor Gentleman enjoy'd the Office very little time ; for 
within a Month, or thereabout, mii^ng an attempt to break 
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dowa CvAjm Bridge oecr AKw^km^ where he kweaded to 
tat^ a BxifA Forc^ chat Ihould hate m^ due Garrita firom^ 
thiC fide of die CcNiDfiry i he waa {hoc through the Heart widi 
aMufiiuec BuUec. Priaoe J6»fvit waa prcfeac at the AAion» 
having approved) and betfn much pleafed with the dcfijp ; 
whk:h was aever piiriued after htf deadi : and ki tnith the lu^ 
(uftai&'d a wooderfU lofs ia.Ut deadly he being a Man ^ 
great wifitom and ceoraer j and one among die very fiew Sol- 
diers, who made himlw to be Univer&fiy lov'd md edeem'd. 
Though the King's Cooditioo was now much better, 
than, in the beginning of the Summer, he had reafon to ex- 
pcA (he had broken^ and defeated two Armies of the Parlia- 
ment, and retum'd into bis Winter Quarter with advancagp^ 
and rather with aa encreaie than dimiaution of his Forces ) 
yet his neoeffities were ftill the fame^ and the Fountains dryed 
up from wheoce he mi^ ezpeA RdUef ; his Quarters 
lhorten'd,aad Ufien'd by the loft of die whole North: for after 
the Battle of r^r^y the Sc0tt retum'd to Reduce New-Citfilei 
which they had already done , and all other Garrifons wbich 
had held one for the King^ and when that Work (hould be 
throughly and fiiffidentqr done, it muft be ezpefted that 
Army (hould again move South-ward, and take fijch other 
Places, as the Pariiamenc Ibould not be at kifure to look after 
themfeives. 
ThtTtmfer The King's Army waslefi united thanever; theold Go- 
^/ ^^^^' neral was fee aGde^ and Prince RMperf put into Ac Command, 
^tUs^Uml ^^^^ ^*^5 **o Popular Change : for the other was known to 
'bean Officer of n'eat Eiperience, and had coflomitted no 
overfights in his Omduft j was wilUag to hear every thing 
Debated , and always concurr'd with the ipoft reafonablc 
Opinion ; and dnxigh he was not of many words, and was 
not quick in hearing, yet upon any Adton he was fprighdy, 
and Commanded well. The Prince was Rough, and Paf- 
fionate, and Idv'd not Debate; liked what was propos'd, as he 
)iked the Perfons who propos'd it ; and was fo great an Ene- 
my to X>%4f ^°d c^kfffpir^ who were o&Iy prefent in De- 
bates of me War with the Officer^ that he crofled all they 
propos'd. The truth is, all the Army had been diipos'd, 
from the firlt raifing it^ to Ne^efi and Contempt of the 
Council ; and die King lumfelf had oot been follicitous enough 
to prefent the Refp^ due to ic> in which he leOen'd hia 
OwiiDigtiity. 

G0RING9 who wat now General of the Horfe, was no 
more gracious to Prince Jbferty than U^b/Mi had been ; had 
all the othtr^s faults, and wanted Ms regularity^ and pre&rving 
his refped with the Officers. IfS&m/ lov'd Debauchery, but 
JB^iut it cnit fropaliis bufinefs ; never Q^eded that^ tnd rarely 
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miicarried in ic. Gdring bad a raach better Underflandin^ 
and a (harper Wit (except in the very exercife of Debauchery^ 
and then the other was inlpir'd) a much keener Courafe^ 
and preientnefi c£ Mind in danger : Wilmot difcem'd it £r- 
ther o£^ and becaufe he could not behave himfelf (b well in 
itj commonlv prevented, or warily declin'd st^ and never 
drank when Mwas within difiance of an Enemy : Gprmg was 
not able to renft the Temptation, when he was in the middle 
of them, nor would decline it to obtain a Vidtory : as, in one 
of tbofe fits, he had fiifier'd the Horfe to efcape out of Csns- 
T»ai\ and the moft fignal Misfortunes of his Life in War, had 
their rife from that uncontroulable Licenfe. Neither ofthcm 
valued their promifes, profeflions, or friendfhips, according 
to any Rules of Honour, or Integrity: but Ifi/mot violated 
them the lefs willingly, and never but for fome great benefit, 
or convenience to tumlelf : G^rimg without fcruple, out of 
Humour, or for Wit^s fake j and lov'd no Man fo well, but 
that he would cozen Um, and then expofe him to Publick 
Mirth for having been cozen'd : therefore he had always fewer 
Friends than the other, but more -Company; for no Man had 
a Wit that pleas'd the Company better. The Ambition of 
both was unlimited, and fo equally incapable of being con* 
tented; and both unreftrain'd by any refpedt to good Nature 
or Juftice, from purfuing the iatisfiiaion thereof: yetJ0/m§f, 
had more Sauples fi-om Religion to (lartle him, and would 
not have attain d his end by any grofs, or foul ACt of wicked- 
nefs; G^mg could have pafled through thofe pleafantly; and 
would, without hefitation, have broken any Truft, or done 
any A& of Treachery to have fatisfied an ordinary paflion, 
or appetite; and in truth, wanted nothing but Induflry ^fof 
he had Wit, and Courage, and Underitanding, and Arnbi*- 
tion, uncontroul'd by any fear of God, or Man j to have been 
as eminent, and fiiccefsml in the htgheit attempt of wicked- 
nefs, as any Man in die Age he li^d in, or before. Of all 
his Qualifications, Diflimulation was his Mafter-piece ; in 
whidi he fo much excell'd, that Men were not ordinarily 
afham'd, or out of countenance^ with being decciv'd but 
twice by him. 

The Court was not much better difpos'd than the Army; 
thev who had no Preferment, were angry with thofe who had ; 
and thought they had not deferv'd fo well as thcmfelvcs : 
They who were envied, found no fatisfadtion or delight in 
what they were envied for, being poor and neceiTitous, and 
the more fenfible dF their being fo, by the Titles they had 
received upon their own violent Importunity. So that the 
King was without any joy in the Favours he had conferred, 
arid yet was i|oc the Ids foUicited to %xaxa toot^ v;:^ ^^>»^ ^^ 
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Che &rae Idnd ; who. he fbrc&w, would be no better pleas'd 
than the reft: and the pleiGng one Mm this way, di^deas'd 
one hundred i as his Creating the Lord Cokfefter at this time, 
and making him a Baron (who in truth had ierv'd him with 
great Abilities - and, though he did imprudently in defiring 
vtj did deferve it) did much diflatisfy both the Court, and the 
Axmj ; to neither of which he was in any depbc gracious^ 
by his having no Ornament of Education, to make Men the 
more propitious to his parts of Nature; and difpos'd many 
others to be very importunate to receive the iame Obliga- 
tion. 

There had been another Counfel enter'd upon, and con- 
cluded with great Deliberation and Wifdom, which tum'd at 
this time to his Majeftv's diiadvantage ; which was the Cel- 
fation in Irelmmdj enteral into, as hath been laid before, with 
, all the reafon imaginable, and in hope, to have made a good 

Peace there, and (b to have had tne Power of that united 
Kingdom, to have affifted to the fiippreffing the Rebellion 
in this. But non^ as all the Supplies he had receiv'd from 
thence upon the Ceflation^ had been already deftroy'd with- 
out any benefit to the Kmg, fo his Majeity found, that he 
fiiould not be able to make a Peace there ; and then the Go- 
vernment there would be in the worfe condition by being 
depriv'd of fo manygood Officers, and Soldiers, upon the 
oondufion oftheCeflation. There had been Commidioners 
from that time fent over to the King from the Confederate 
Roman Catholicks, to treat a Peace; the Lord Lieutenant, 
and Council, had fent likewife Commidioners to inform the 
King of all things neceflary to be confider'd in the Treaty ; 
and the Parliament which was then fitting in Ireland^ had 
fent likewife Commiffioners, in the Name of the Proteftanrs 
in that Kingdonu to prevent the making any Peace; and with 
a Petition to diflolve the Ceflation that had been made. 
Pra^fitions The Commiffioncrs fi-om the Confederate Roman Ca- 
^^Z ''*^x tholicks, demanded "The Abrogation, and Repeal of all thofe 

li"t 7^ " ^^^A ^^^^ ^^'® ^" ^^^^ ^8*"^ *^ Exercife of the Ro- 
i^n^. " man Religion ; That the Lieutenant, or Chief Governour, 

'< ihould be a Roman Catholick; and that there (hould be no 
'^ diftindtion made, whereby thofe of that Religion fiiould not 
" be capable of any Preferment in the Kingdom, as well as 
" the Protcftants ; together with the Repeal of feveral Laws, 
which that Nation thought to have been made in their pre- 
judice. 

The CommiflTioners from the State (whereof fome were 
of the Privy Council) profefled " That they defircd a Peace 
*« might be made ; but proposed in order, as they faid, to the 
fccanty of the Kingdom, "That all the Iri/b might be Dif- 
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^arm'd; tod fuch amoi^ them, is bad been moft fignal and 
^ barbarous in die Mawcres in the bqginnlAg of the Rebel* 
^ lion, might be exempted from Pardon, and profecuted with 
^ the ucmoft rigour ot Law : That the Laws might be put 
^ in Execution againft all Roman Gatholicks, and efpeciailif 
^againft all Jefuits, Priefts, and Fryars; and that they might 
^< be oblj^ to pay all the Lhmages which had been (uftain'd 
^ by the War. 

The Commiflioners from the Proteftants demanded, 
^< That the CefTation might be diflolv'd, and the War car- 
^ried on with the utmolt Rigour, according to the AA 
^ of Parliament that had been made in the beginning of 
^the Rebellion} and chat no Peace might be made on tnjf 
^ Conditions. 

The King demanded of the Irijb^ ^ Whether diey believ'd 
^it could be in his Power, if it were ureeablcf to his Con- 
^^ fcience, to grant them their Deman£ ? and whether he 
^< jmuft not thereby purchafe IreUnd widi the lofi ofEMgloMi 
^ and ScotUmd} lliere were among them fome fober Men, 
who confeflpd ^ That as his Majdtf s Aifitirs then ftood, they 
^ belicv'd he could not grant it^ uid they hoped^ that their 
^ General Aflembly would, when they fbcMild be informed of 
^ the truth of his Majefty's Condition^ which was not known 
^' to them , be perfmded to depart from iotot of their De- 
^ mands ; but tnat, for the prefent, they had not Authority to 
^ recede from any one Proportion. 

The King then asked the Gommiffioners who had been 
fent over bv the Marquis of OnwMr^, Lieutenant of the King* 
dom, ^ Which Forces they thought to be the flbronger, the 
<< King's Army, or that of the Rd>el8; they confefled << The 
^ Rebels to be much fuperior in Power, and that they were 
^ poflefled of more than three parts of the Kingdom. The 
Kmg then ask'd them, ^ Whether they thought it probable, 
<<now they found themfelves to be the Strocu^er, that the 
^ Rebels would be perfwaded to yield to fo difidvantageous 
^ terms, as they proposed, and to be fo wholely at the Mercy 
^ of thofe whom they had fo much provoked ? and if they 
^ could be fo difpoTed, whether they believ'd that they were 
<< able^ though they Ibould be willing, to fell all they have in 
<f inUmd to pay the Damages which had been fuitain'd by 
<<the War? The Commiffioners acknowledged, ^That they 
^ thought the laft impoffible j and Aat there might be a mi- 
^tjigation in that particular; but for the former, they durft 
<< not advife his Majefty to recede at all : for that there could 
^ be no other Tecurity for the Proteftants in diat Kingdom, 
^ ^t by leaving the Ir^ without any capacitv or abilicY to 
^ Trou&e rbem ; for their perfidioabieb ^i& viiAi> ^eM«.^^«^ 
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^cottld notbe truftod; and therefore they muft be put into 
^ fufrh a CondicjoD, by bdn^ totally difarm'd, that they (hould 
^nbt be aUe to do any MUchief^ of that all the Protdtants 
^muft leave the Kingdom to the entire poffeffion of the 
"'Iriix and whether mat would be for his Majelty's Service 
* and Security^ they muft refer to his own Wifdoni. 

The King; then fenc for the Commiflioners from the Par- 
liament , on the behalf of the Froteftanta , and ask'd then^ 
^Whether they were ready, if the Ceflation were expired, to 
^ renew the war, and to profecute it hopefully, to the Re- 
^dudion or Suppredion of the Irifh} They anfwer'd very 
clearly, ^ That in the State they were in, the v could not carry 
^ Qn ihe War^ or defend^ therofelves againft the Jrijby who 
*were much Superior to them in Power j But if his Majclly 
^ would recruit his Army, and fend over Money, and Arms, 
^ and Ammunition, with Shipping, they made no doubt, but 
^ with God's bleffing, they ihould be able Qiortly to reduce 
^them, and drive them out of the Kingdom. The King 
&en asVd them. ^Whether they did in truth think, that hi^ 
^Majefty was able to fend them fiich fiipplies as they ftood 
In need of? or whether they did not, in their Confcienceji, 
^ know, that he was not able to lend diem any part of it, and 
•* ftood in want of all for his own Support? They anfwer'd, 
^ That they hoped he would make a Peace with the Parli%^ 
^ ment, and would then be able to fend over fuch Afliftance 
^ to Ireland^ as would quickly fettle that Kingdom. 

But after all thefe difcourfes, his Majefiy prevail'd not 
with any of them to depart from the moll unreaionable of all 
their Demands ; whereupon he difmUTed them ^ and told the 
Ir^y << Ic had been in their Power fo &r to have obliged 
^ him, that he might hereafter have thought himfelf bound 
^ to have gratified them in fome particulars, which were not 
^ now feaionable to have been done ^ but they would repent 
^ this their fenOels perverfnefs, when it would be too late, 
^^and when they found themfelves under a Power ^that would 
'^deftroy them, and make them ceafe to be a Nation. 

S o they all lefc Oxford ^ and his Majefty, notwithftanding 
all this Refolution, not to depart from any thin^ that misht 
in any degree be prejudicial to the Proteftant Intereft in that 
Kingdom, found that he fuSer'd under no reproach more ip 
England^ than by having made that CeQation : fo wonderfully 
unreafotuble was the generality of the Nation then,by the ab- 
furd imputation of his Majefty's favouring the Irijh. 

The ftreights in which the King now was, brought him tp 
fome reflexions he had never made before j and the confidera- 
tions of what mi^ht probably be the event of the next Summer, 
diipofed him to mclmations which were very contrary to what 
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he hsd ever befoi« eatercaia'd. His three yocmger Childrefi 
were taken from the GoTernefit id whofe htiida he had jpoC 
them, and were not only in the Pariiamett Quarters^ but ex* 
prda^ by their CMer^ put into the Cuftocfy ofOne in whotn 
the King could have the ie6 confidence, becaufe it was One 
m whom the .Parliament confided io much. He had with 
him the Prince, and the Duke of Tork^ both young j and he 
had no refolution more fiited in him, than that the Prince 
ihouki never beabfent fit)m him ; which, as hath been touched 
befcme, made him kii confidef what Govemcfur, or So'VintB 
he put about him ; re(blvif% to form his Maimera fay his cwq 
Model. But now he began to iay ^Thac Himfeif and the 
^ JMnce were too much to venmre.in one bottom ^ tad diat 
^ it was now time to uxslboy him, by putting him into fome 
^ w^on and acquaintance with butin^s, out of his own Crist : 
but communicated thefe thoughts only with the Lord Digifx* 
the Ijord Col^iffer^ and the Qiancellor of the Exchequer; 
and was thought to confer more with the Lord C9lefm9r upon 
^e Subjcdt, than TTitb either of the other; but had (ome par- 
ticufaur thoughts upon Which he rtien oofrar'd with no bodyl 
There was but one Province in which the Prince could re- 
fide, after he waftfevei^d from the Kin^ ; and that was the 
U^fi i whkh was yet in a worfe condition than it had bem. 
by the Rebels being poflefled of Tamoom^ ant of the cUlet 
Towns in S^mnfit^iriy and though it was an open, and un« 
fortified place, it was Yctj llrong againft the King in die nai^ 
tural cfiufiedion of the Inhabitants^ which were very nume- 
rous; and all the places adjacent (» the lame ill Principles i 
and WiUir had already fent fome Troops thither to confirm 
them in their Rebellious Inclinations, md had himfelf a refo- 
lution fpeedily to go thither, with a Body fuffident to form 
an Army fix the reduftion of the Weft : nor was the defign 
imprc4)ale to (ucceed ; for the reputation of the Sc0ts Armyj. 
upon the recovery oi all 'the North, had (haketi and terrified 
ail the Kingdom; and the King's Army Was the laft Enemy 
the Wdt had been acquainted with, and had left no good 
Name bdiind it. 

To prevent this mifchief, Gtrhg (who had now made a 
faft inendihip with the Lord Dkh ; either of them believing 
he could deceive the other, and k> with equal paffion embra- 
cing the Engagement ) was fent with fome IVoops to SaliJ^ 
Siuryy fiiom whence he might eafily prevent any motion €3f 
WMlhri without which, T^mton would be in a (hort rime re- 
duced by the Garrifons the King had in the Country : fo that 
tius alteration rather confirmed, than diverted his Majelly, in 
his thoughts of fending the Prince thither : and he falegun to 
puUilhhis purpofe, and mined CounfcUors to be with his 
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Hif^efiy by ^hoTe Advice all things Ihould be done } his 
Maiefty's purpofe being in cruth, only ac chac time chat the 
Prince Oiould go no farther Weft than Brijhi-^ and that there 
might no jealoiiiiet arife from this Adion ( which every Body 
knew was lb far from the King's former purpofe ; and it mi^c 
be imagined, that his HighndTs would be lent to the Queen 
his Mother into F^^pev; which many unrealbnably appre- 
^ e0UHca bended ) the King declared what Council he intended iliould 
^21'pI^ be about his Swy the Reputation of whom, he thought^ 
^wSZ ^^^^ ^V ^ jMoufies of that kind* He named the Duke 
of R kb m tm J, the Earl of SoutifamfUmj the Lord CMpeiy the 
Lord H^fimtf the Lord c^kpefpfr^ and the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, and appcmited tncm ^ lb meet frequently at the 
^ Prince's Lodging, to conGder with his Highnefs, what pre- 
^ parations (hoiud be made for his Journey, and in what man- 
^< ner his Family (hould be eftabhOied. There was one Per-i 
ion more, who ci neceflity was to wait on the Prince, the 
Earl of B§rk-/hirff his Govemour; and then his Majefty 
found what wrong Meafures he haci taken in the conferring 
chatTruft; and lamented his own error to thoie he trufted^ 
but knew not how to prevent the Inconvenicncies chat might 
eniiie, unlels bv supplying two remedies, wUch were not na-^ 
tural, and might have bem wodu£tive of as great Inconveni- 
ences. The one was, to leflen the Prince's Reverence, and 
Efteem for his Governour ; which was very fu£Ecienrly pro- 
vided for. The other, to leave the Governour without any^ 
more Authority, than every one of the Council had ; and io 
much leis, as the Prince had a becter efteem of every one of 
Them, than he had of him : and fo left him without a Go- 
vernour, which would have been a Uctle bener, if he htul been 
without the Earl of B§rtjbir9 too. 
^^TiK When the King was in this MelancholickpoQure, it was 
rr^ft- ^ S^^^ refrefhment, and fome advantage to him, to hear that 
oiinfter' the diforder the Parliament was in^ was Superior to His. 
The Caufe of all the Diftra&ions m his Court, or Army, 

Sroceeded from the extreme poverty and neceffity his Maje- 
y was in ; and a ver^ moderate fupply of Money would, in 
a Moment, have eztinguiQied all thofe diftempers. But all 
the Wealth of the Kingdom, for they were well ni^ poflei^ 
fed of all, could not prevent the fame, and greater diifaradions 
and emulations, from breaking into the whole Government 
of the Parliament : for all the peribnal AnimoHties imagin^le 
broke out in their Councils, and in their Armies ^ and the 
Houfe of Peers found themfelves, upon the matter, excluded 
from all power, or credit, when they did not concur in all the 
demands which were made by the Commons. 
That violent Par7, which had at firft cozen'd the reft 

into 
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ioto the war, and afterwards obftrufied all the Apprcwdies 
towards Peace^ found now chat they had finiihed as much of 
their work^ as the tods which they had wrought with, could 
be applied to ^ and what remained to be done, muft be dif- 
pacched by new Worktoea. They had been long un&tisfied 
with die £arl of Ejpx^ and He as much with Them ^ both 
being more (bUicitoiis to fupprefi the other, than to deftroy 
the King. They bore the lols and dilhonour he had fultain'd 
in C^rmuaU^ very well ; and would have been glad, that both 
He and his Army had been quite cut o^ inftead of being diC- 
Iblv'd y for molt of his Officers and Soldiers, were corrupted 
in their Afl&Oions towards them \ and deiired nothing but 
Peace : fo that they refplvM never more to truft, or employ 
any of them. But that which troubled them more, was, that 
their belov'd £arl of Maiuhiftery upon whom they depended 
as a &ft Friend, by whom they mi^c infenObly have diveO- 
ed the Earl of Effex of all inconvenient Authority in the Ai> 
mv, appeared now as unapplicaUe to their purpofes as the 
other ^ and there was a breach fallen out between Him and 
OUv§r Cromnuelij which was irreconcilable, and had brought 
fome Counfels upon the Srage, before they were ripe. 

C Rp M w £ L L accufed the Earl of Mmichefier^ ^ Of having 
^ betray 'd the Parlis^nent out of Cowardice; for that be 
^< might, at the King's laft being at Newiury^ when he drew 
^ ofi'his Cannon, -very eaGly have DdSnued his whole Army^ 
^if he would have permitted it to have been engaged : that 
^ he went to him, ami fliew'd him evidently how it might be 
^^ done y and defir'd him that he would give him leave, with 
^ his own Brigade of Horfe^ to Charge the King's Army in 
^ their Retreat; and the Earl, with the reft of his Army, 
'^ might look on, and do as he ihould think fit ; but that the 
^ Earl bad, notwithftanding all importunity us'd by him and 
^ other Officers, positively and obltinately refufed to permit 
^^ him; giving no other reafon^ but that, he faid, if they did 
^ engage, and overthrow the lung's Army, the King would 
^ always have another Army to keep up the War ; but if that 
^ Army which he Commanded, mould be overthrown, be- 
^ fore the other under the Earl of Effhe (hoold be reinforced, 
'< there would be an end of their pretences ; and thcv (hould 
^ be all Rebels, and Traytors, and executed and forfeited by 
*^ the Law. 

This pronunciation what the Law would do againft them, 
was very heavily taken b]^ the Parliament, as if me Earl be- 
liev'd the Law to be againit them, after (b many Declara- 
tions made by them, ^ That the Law was on their fide, and 
^ that the King's Arms were taken up againft the Law. The 
Earl confefled << He had ufcd words to that efieO, that they 

" ttlQUld 
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^^Qioiild be mtted as Trajtors, if their Army wi» Defeated, 
^ when he (fid hoc approve the advice that was givea by the 
^ Lieucenant General ; whic^ would have expoled the Army 
^to greacer hazard, than he thought feflrfoMble in that Con- 
"^ jundure, in the middle of the Winter, to expofe it to. 
He then recrimkiated Oviiiwf £1^, ^ That, at another time Cr^m- 
^vxll difcouriing freely with him of the State of the King- 
^ttonn, and propofiM iomewhit to be ^one, the Kail had An- 
iwer'd, ^ That the ra'liament would never approve it^ cp 
"Which Cr0m»elt prefertlv replied, " My Lord, if you wnl 
'^'ftick firm to honeft Men, you fiiall €ftd your felf m the 
^ head of an Army that dudl give the Law to Kin^ and Ite- 
'^liamenc^ which difcourfe, he (aid, made great impreflion 
^in him^ for he knew the Lieutenant General to be « Man 
^ of very deep defigns ; and therefore he was the more care- 
^ fal to prcferve an Army, which he yet thought was very 
'^iiithfiil to the Farliamenc. 

This difoounfe ftartled chofe w4io had always an averGon 
fb x>omwefly and had obfeiv'd the ^ercenefs of his Nature, 
mod the Lamuage be commonly ufed when ilhere was any 
mention of reace ^ fo that they defirVi that this matter might 
te ti)roDg}iIy examin'd, imd brought to Judgment. But the 
"Other (ide put all dbftniAions in the way, and rather cfaofe 
to lofe the lUivantage they had againft the liarl of Mmnheftery 
dian to have the other matter examin'd ; which would una- 
"voidably have made fome diicoveries they were not yet ready 
to procuce. However the Anhnofieies encreafed, ^and the 
Flnies appear'd barefaced againft each other ^ which aug* 
tnented the diftradions, and divided the Ci^ as well as the 
iParliament; and new opinions ilarted up in Religion^ -which 
tnademore fiibdivifions ^ and newtermsand diftinSions w:ere 
tirought into difcourfe ; and Famatkks were now firft brought 
into appeUation : whicii kind of confuiions exceedingly dif- 
}>ofed Men of any fober underftanding, to wifli for mce; 
*though nonelcnew how to bring the mention of it into the 
iParliament. 

The Sctftip? Commiflioners were as jealous, and as uniatif- 
^ed as any other Party ; and found, fince the Battle of Tork^ 
tieither their Army, nor themfelves fo much confider'd, as 
before ; nor cpndiaons perform'd towards them with any pun- 
duality. They had long had jealoufy of Cronmeily and S^ 
^ 'Hfjny Fam^ and all tint Party; which they faw encreafed 
every day; and grew powerfiil in the Parliament in the 
"Coimcil, and in the City. Their facred Vow and Covenant 
ivas mentioned with lefi reverence, and refpedl, and the In- 
dependents, which comprehended many Seds in Religion, 
ip&e publickly againft it; of which Party Cromwell znd Fane, 

were 
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lArere the Leaders; with very many of their Clergy Men, who 
were the molt Popular Preachers, and in the ACIembly of Di- 
vines had ereac Authority : fo that the Scots plainly perceiv'd, 
that though they had gone as far towards the deltrudtion of 
the Church of Emgiand^ as they defir'd, they ihould never be 
able to eitabliih their Presbyterian Government; without 
which they ftiould lofe all their Credit in their own Country, 
and all their Incereft in EngianJ. They difcern'd likewife, 
that there was a purpofe, it that Party prevailed, to change 
the whole Frame of uie Government, as well Civil as Eccle-. 
fiaftical, and to reduce the Monarchy to a Republick; Which 
was as far from the end and purpofe of that Nation, as to re- 
fiore £pi{copacy. So that they faw no way to prevent the 
Mifchief and donfufion that would fall out, but by a Peace ; 
which they begun heartily to wiQi, and to confpire with thofe 
of that Party which moft defir'd to bring it to pafs; but how. 
to fet a Treaty on foot, they knew not. 

The Houfe of Peers, three or four Men excepted, t^^ilhect' 
it ; but had no power to compafs it. In the Houfe of Com- 
mons, there were enough who would have been very gladjOf 
it, but had not the Courage to propofe it. They who liad 
an inward averfion from it, and were refolv'd to prevent it 
by all podible means, wrought upon many of the' other to 
believe, " That they would accept of a Propofition for a Treaty, 
^< if the King defir'd it ; but tliat it would be diOionourable,. 
"and of very pernicious confcquence to the Nation, if the 
<< Parliament nrft propos'd it. So that it feem'd evident,, 
that if any of the Party Which did in truth defire Peace, (hould 
propofe it to the Parliament, it would be rejected ^ and re-, 
je&ed upon the point of Honour, by many of thofe who iii' 
their hearts pray d for it. 

Th E V tried their old Friends of the City, who had ferv'd 
their Turns fo often, and fet fome of them to get hands to a 
Petition, by which the Parliament fliould be mov'd, << To fend 
<< to the King to Treat of Peace. But the defign was no 
fooner known, but others of an oppofite Party were appointed 
to fet a counter Petition on foot, oy which they (hould '< Dif-' 
<^ claim any Conlent to, or Approblation of the other Petition j 
<< not that they did not defire Peace, as much as their Neigh- 
*< hours (no body was yet arrived at the impudence to pro^ 
fefs againit Peace; ^ but that they would not prefume to move 
<< the Parliament, in it , becauie they knew . their wifdom' 
^ knew beft the way to obtain it, and would do what w^ 
^ neceflary and fit towards it ; to which they wholely left it. . 
This Petition found more Countenance among the Ma- 
gidrates, the Mayor, and Aldermen ^ Sr Henry Vane having 
diligently provided, that Men of his own Principles ^vAlsi- 
Vol. 11. Part 1. O o O^v^-^jxwa- 
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dinatioos , Ihould be brought into the Government of the 
Gey ^ of which he law chev fliould always have great need, 
even in order to keep the Parliament well dtfpofed. So that 
they who did in truth defire any reafooable Peace, found the 
way to it fo difficult, and that it was impoflibie to prevail 
with the two Houfcs to propofe it to the King , that they 
refolv'dy ^ It could only rife from bis Majclty ^ and to th|C 
^ purpoTe they fliould all labour with their (everal Friends ac 
'< OxfMy to mdine the King to fend ^ Mediae to the Par- 
^' liamenty to offer a Treaty of Peace in any place where they 
^ (hould appoint ^ and then theyn would all run the utmolt 
* ^< hazard before it fliould be rejected. 

The Independent Party /for under that Style and Appel- 
lation they now aOed, and own'd themfeives } which iear'd 
and abhorr'd all Motions towards Peace, were in as great 
fireights as the other, how to carry on their deGgns. They 
were refblv'd to have no more to do with dther of their 
Generals, but how to lay them afide, was the difficulty ^ efpe- 
dally the Earl ofEffexy who had been To entirely their Foun* 
der, that diey ow^ not more to the Power and Reputation 
of Parliament, than to His fole Name, and Credit : the bdng 
able to rai(e an Army , and conduoing it to Fight againft 
the King was purely due to Him, and the eSeft of his Power. 
And now to put fuch an Afiront upon him, and to think of 
another General, muft appear the highefl: Ingratitude, and 
might provoke the Army it (elf, where he was ftill exceed- 
in^y beloved ^ and to continue him in that Truft, was to be- 
tray their own DeGgns, and to render them impra^cable. 
Therefore, till they could find fbme expedient to explicate 
and difintangle themfeives out of this Labyrinth^ they made 
no advance towards the Recruiting or fupplying their Armies, 
nor to provide for any Winter £cpediKion : only they fent 
fFaUer ou^ with fuch Troops towards the We((, as they cared 
not for, and relblv'd to ufe their Service no more. 

Thsy knew not how {o propofe the great alterations, 
they intended, to the Parliament^ and of all Men, the Sc0f$/ib 
CommifiEoners were not to be trufled. In the end, they re- 
iblv'd to jpurfue the Method in which thejr had been hitherto 
fo fuccefsnil, and to prepare and ripen things in the Church, 
that they might afterwards in due time grow to maturity in 
the Parliament. They agreed therefore in the Houfes ^d 
in tbofe Combinations they were always unanimous) ^ That 
^ they would have a Solemn Fafl;-Day, in which they would 
^fiei Ged ( which was the new Phrale they brou^t from 
SMland with their Covenant ) and defire his Afliramce, to 
^ lead them out of the perplexities they were in : and they 
did as readily agree in the nomination of the Preachers who 

were 
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were to perfoum that £zerciie9 and who were tnore Trufled 
in the deepeft Dcfigns^ than moft of tbofe wbo named dion 
were : for there was now a Schiiini among their Qer]gy, as 
well as the Laity \ and the Independents were the Bolder, wi 
more PoUticai Men. 

W H K.N the Fad-Day came ( which was obferv'd for ei^t 
or ten hours together in che Churches } the Preachers pray'd 
<' The Parllamcpt mig^t be infpired with thofe thoughts, As 
^^ might conoribuce to their Honour, and Reputation : and 
<< that they might prefervo that opinion the Nation bad of 
<< their Honeity and Integrity, and |}e without any SeliBQi 
<^ ends, or feeking their own benefit and AdvantaEe. After 
this preparation by their Prayers, the Preadiers, let their Texts 
be what they would, told them very plainly, <<Tbat it was 
'^ no wonder there was fuch Divifion ambng them in their 
'^Counfels, when there was no Poion in their hearts: Tlttt 
^^ the Parliament lay under many reproaches, not only among 
'^ their Enemies, but with their belt Friends; who were the 
'< more out of countenance,becaure they founa that the Afper- 
^^ &ons and Imputations which their Enemies had laid upon 
^^ them, were fp well grounded, that they could not wipe 
^ them off: That there was as great Iftride. as grea£ Ambition, 
^' as many private Ends, and as little Zeal and Afiedion for 
^ the Publidc, as they had ever imputed to the Court : Thar, 
<^ whilft they pretended, at the Publick coft, and out d[ the 
<^ Purfes c^he poor People, to make a general Reformation, 
'^ their chief care was to grow great and rich Themfelyes ; 
^ and that both the City and Kix^bm took notice, with 
^^ great anxiety of Mind, that all the OflBces of the Army, and 
^ a)l the profitable Offices of the Kingdom, were in the hands 
^< of the Members of the two Houfes of Parliament; who, 
^' whilft the Nation grew poor, as it mufl needs do under 
*^ fuch iniiipportable Taxes, grew very rich ; and wouU, in 
<< a (hort time, get all the Money of me Kingdom into their 
^' hands ^ and that it could not reafbnably be expefled, thac 
^^ fuch Aden, who got fo much, and enriched Them(elves to 
*^ that degree^ by me continuance of the War, would heartily 
<^ purfue diofe ways which would put an end to it; the end 
<^ whereof muft put an end to their exorbitant Profit. When 
they had exaggerated thefe reproaches, as pathetically as they 
could, and the fenfe the People generally had of the cor* 
niption of it, even to a defpair of ever feeinjg an end of the 
Cahunities they fuflain'd, or bavine any profpedl; of that Re- 
formation in Church and State, which they had fo often and 
fo folemnly promised to efied:, they fell ag^n to their Pray- 
ers^ ^ That God would take his own Work into his hand ^ 
^' and if the Inftruments he had already imploy'd^ were not 
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^'worthy to bring (b glorious a Defign to a concluGon, 

^^ that He would inrpire others more fie, who might perfeft 

^ what was begun, and bring the Trouble of the Nation to a 

•^ Godly period. 

Ufitrafaf Wh£n the two Houfes met together, the next day after 

tUjf, Vane thefe devout Animadverfions, there was another Spirit ap- 

4»i croin- jpc^fd in the looks of many of them. S' Hmry Vane told 

!^^^^y.themj ^ If ever God had appeared to them, it was in the ex- 

denyin^ Or- '^ erofe of Yeftcrday^ and that it appeared, it proceeded from 

dinanct. << God, becaufe ( as he was credibly informed by many, who 

^' had been Auditors in other Congregations) the fame lamen- 

^ tations, and diicourfes, had been made in all other Churches, 

*^ts the Godly Preachers had made before Them: which 

^ could therefore proceed only from the immediate Spirit of 

^ God. He repeated fome things which had been fiid, upon 

which he was beft prepar'd to enlai^e ; and befought them 

'< to remember their obligations to God, and to their Coun- 

'^ try 'j and that they wouRt free themfeives from thofe juit re- 

^proaches; which they could do no otherwife, than by de- 

^' vefting themfeives ot all OflBces, and Charges, that might 

^* bring in the leaft advanuge and profit to themfeives ^ by 

^^ which only they could msle it appear, that diey were pub- 

^ lick-hearted Men^ and as they pay'd all Taxes and Impofi- 

^' tions with the reft of the Nation, ib they gave up all their 

^ time to their Country's Service, witnbut any reward or gra- 

•' tuity. 

He told them, "That the RefleSions of Yefterday, none 
'^ of which had ever entered upon his Spirit before, had rais'd 
*^ another RefieAion in hhn than had been mentioned ; which 
^^ was, that it had been often taken notice of, and objeded 
" by the King himfelf, that the Numbers of the Members of 
•^ftrliament, who far in the Houfc, were too few to give 
'^reputation to Ads of fo great Moment, as were tranfaded 
^ in their Councils; which though it was no &ult of theirs, 
'' who kq)t their proper Stations, but of thofe who had de- 
'^ ferted their places, and their trufls, by being abfent from 
*'the Parliament; yet that, in truth, there were too many 
** abfent, though in the Service of the Houfe, and by Their 
•* appointment; and if all the Members were obliged to at- 
** tend the Service of the Parliament, in the Parliament, it 
'^ would bring great reputation to their Numbers, and the 
** People would pay more reverence, and yield a fuller obedi- 
^* ence to their Commands; and then concluded, '^ That he 
*' was ready to accufe himfelf for one of thofe who gain'd by 
'-an Office he had; and though he waspoflefled of it before 
** the beginning of the Troubles, and ow*d it not to the fe- 
•^ vour ot the Parliament (for be had been joyn'd with & W/- 
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4m Hujpil in the Trearqrer-fhip of the Navy by the King'^ 
GrantJ << Yet he was ready to lay it down, to be diipofed of* 
^^ by the E^arliament ; and wifh'd, that the profits thereof might 
" be applied towards the fiipport of the War. 

W H £N the Ice was thus broke, oUmtr Crwmuellj who had: 
not yet arrived at the faculty of Speaking with decency and 
tempo-, commended the Preachers <^For having.dealt plainiy 
^and impartially, and told them of their fiiults, whioi chej^ 
^^ had been (o unwilling to hear of: that there were many 
^' things, upon which he had never refledted before, yet upon 
^< revolving what had been faid, he could not but contefs, 
^' that all was very true; and till there were a perfed refer- 
^^ mation in thofe particulars which had been recommended 
^' to them, nothing would profper that they took in hand : that 
'^ the Parliament had done very wifely, m die entrance into 
'^ the War, to enga^ many Members of their own in the moft 
^^ dangerous parts of it, that the Nation mig^t fee that they 
^'^did not intend to Embark them in perils of War, whillt 
<< themfelves fiite fecurely at home out oi Gun-Oior, but would 
<^ march with them where the danger molt threaten'd ; and 
'^ thofe Honourable Ferfons, who had expofed themfclves this 
<< way, had merited fo much of their Country, that their me* 
<^ mories Ihould be held in perpetual veneration ; and what- 
<c Ibever fliould be weU done after them, would be always im* 
<< puced to their Example : Bur, that God had fo blefled their 
<^ Army, that diere had grown up with it, and under it, very 
<< many excellent Officers, who were fitter for much greater 
<^ Charges than they were now poQeQed of; and defir-d them 
<^ not to be terrify'd with an imagination, chat if the higheft 
^< Offices were vacant, they Qiouid not be able to put as fit 
^^ Men into them; for, befides that it was notjgoodto put (o 
^^ much truft in any Arm of FleUi. as to think fuch a Caufe as 
<< This depended upon any one Man, he did take upon him 
« to afliire them, that they had Officers in their Army, who 
^^ were fit to be Generals m any Enterprife in Chriftendom. . 

H E fiiid ^' He thought nothing fo neceffiiry as to purge^ 
^'and vindicate the Parliament, ftom the partiality towards 
'^ their own Members; and made a profier to lay down his 
<< Commiflion of Command in the Army ; and deiir'd. <^ That 
'^ an Ordinance might be prepared, by which it might be made 
<< unlawftil, for any Member of either Houfe of Parliament, 
<< to hold any Office or Command in the Army, or any Place 
*< or Employment in the State ; and fo concluded with an en- 
largement upon " The Vices, and Corruptions, which were 
<< gotten into the Army ; the prophaneneis, and impiety, and 
^^abfence of all Religion; the drinking and gaming, and all 
" manner of Ucenfe, and Lazinefs- a^df^^biXiV^^^^^•^<^ 

O o ^ ^^^ 
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^the whole Army W6re new Modell'd, and GovernM under 
^ a ftridter Difcipline, they muft not expe£t any notable Sue- 
^^cefi in any thing they went about. 

This Debate ended in appointing a Committee, ^ Topre- 
^pare an Ordinance for the Exdmoia of all Members from 
^ their Trufls i^refiud ^ which took up much Debate, and 
depoided very long bmre it was broi^t to a conclufioo; 
and in the ena was call'd the Setf-dmym Ordifumce 5 the driv- 
ing on of which, exceedingly encreafed the inclination of the 
otEer P^y to Peace ^ which they did now fbrefee would only 
prevent their ovm ruines, in that of the Kingdom. 

Advice came from lb many leveral hands to Oxfirdy that 
the Ktng fbould fend a Meffitge to the Houfes for Peace, with 
Itn AiTurance that it would not be rejeOed, that his Majefty 
fwho ftill apprehended as great a divifion among his own 
Friends upon the Conditions of Peace, out of the univerfal 
ilrearinefs o£ the War, as he dilcern'd there was among his 
Enemies upon the Emulation in Command, or difierences in 
Religion) entered upon the conGderation how to bring it to 
pafs. The Members of Parliament were ftiU fiking at Ox- 
fird: but they at Lmtdtm who were moft defirous of Peace, 
nad given warning to avoid that Rock } and that their Names 
fliould never be mentioned ^ which would have procured an 
Union between the moft irrecondleable Parties^ In throwing 
out fuch Overtures. On the other fide the fending a bare 
MeOage, by a Trumpet, was not probably like to produce 
$nj other £fiefi, than an infolent Anfwer in the fame way, 
or no Anfwer at all, as his two or three laft Meffages had 
done. 

I K conclufion, the King refdv'd that there ihould be a 
ihort Meflage drawn ^ in which, ^The continuance of the War, 
^ and the roifchiefi it brought upon the Kingdom, fhould be 
^lamented: and his defire ezprefs'd, that fbme reafonable 
^ Conditions of Peace mi^t be thou^t upon -, afluring them 
f^ that his Majefb would be willing to confenc to any thing, 
^ that could conuft with his Confcience and Honour. He re- 
folv'd, that he would fend this Meflage by fome Perfons qf 
Condition ^ who might, upon confierence with their Friends, 
be able to make fomeimpreffion^ at leaftdifcover what might 
be reafonably expedled. And if the Parliament fliould re- 
fiife to grant a Safe Condudl for fuch Mefftngers. it might 
well be prefum*d, what reception the Meflage it felf was like 
to find. The Perfons he refolv'd to fend, were the Duke of 
RichmoBdj and the Earl of Soutbamftm'^ both of unbleroiih^d 
Honour, and of general Reputation in the Kingdom. So a 
Trumpet was fent to the Earl of Ejjex for a Safe Guard, or 
Pals, to thofc two Lords j to the end they might deliver a 

Mefl&ge 
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Meflage from the King to the two Houfes concerning a Treaty 
of Peace. To which the Earl of Effex only anfwer^, « Thai 
^ he would acquaint the Houfes with it, and return their An- 
** fwer^ and fo difmiflcd the Trumpet. 
The King had now done his pare : and the reft was to be 

Ferffeaed there. They who were retolv'd never to admit a 
eace, though they could not ftill prevent a Treaty, thought 
they hod advant^e enough to objedt againft this unufual MeF- 
fa^ : ^ If the Nfeflage it felf had been fenc, they might have 
^ judged^ whether it had been like to be attended with good 
^Suocefi, and fo might have accepted a Treaty, if they had 
*^ appro?'d of it ; but this fenditog of Meflengers before they 
^^knew what they would bring, was an invention to be^ a 
** Treaty before they admitted it ; and to fend Enemies into 
"their Quarters, with Authority to fcatter their Poyfon a- 
" broad : and therefore, with great paffion, they preflikl," That 
" no fuch PaTs (hould be fcnt. On the other hand it was, 
with equal PafTion, alledged, «* That the refiifal of the Safe 
^ Condua was a total rejeffion of Peace, before they under- 
" ftood upon what terms it would be oflfer'd ^ which the Peo- 
^^ pie would take very ill from them ; and conclude that the 
*^ War muft continue for ever ; they therefore wilh'd that % 
^ Safe Guard might be fent without delay , and that they 
*' would have a better opinion of their Friends, than to ima- 
" gine that the Prefence, or Power of two Men how confi- 
** derable foever, would be able to corrupt, or pervert their 
** Afiedhons from the Parliament. 

In this opinion the Scotifb Commidioners likewife con- 
curred ^ fo that the other Party found it necedary to confent, 
and the Safe Condudl, after many Debates, was (ent accord- 
ingly. But that they might not teem to their Friends abroad, 
to be overpower'd: they revenged themfelves in puriiiing the 
difbatch ot their Setf-denfing OrdUnaua with great vehemence; 
and bccaufe the efieaoftnatwastnanifeflly that they fliould 
be without a General, it was already propofed. <<That S' 2%#- 5ir Thomts 
« mat Fairfax (who had behaved himfeff fo ugnally in their Fai'^K « 
Service, in the Defeat of Colonel Baafis^ and taking him ^^^^t 
Prifoner , which gave them their firft footing in Tork-lhir$y c^mmUni /» 
from their being ihut up and Befieged in Hull ; in the over- ^# made 
throw of the Lord fiyivs, and taking all the Irijb Regiments; f^eir ctnc 
and laftly in the kte Battle at Torky where he had turned the ^'^' 
fortune of the day, when the Sc9t0> Army was Routed and 
their General Fled ) mi^t now be made their General ; for 
which Oliver Cromwell afliired them he was very equal. In 
the difoourfes upon this SubjedJ" which found all oppoiition) 
as the Service of the Earl of Bffex was much magnified, and 
his merit extoU'd, by thofe who defired to have no other Ge- 

O o ^ noral^ 
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neral, To it was undervalued, and deprefled, with Tome bi5- 
terneis and contumely, by tnofe who believ'd that all they 
could do would be to no purpofe, if He were not totally ex- 
cluded from any power. 
^/^*/ About the beginning of Dt^vsw^r, the Duke oi Richmond 
Slrf^ £°^/*°^ the Earl oi ^outhMmfiom^ upon their Pafs, went from O*- 
9f South- /^^ ^o Londo9 y where they were advifed not to go much 
aropcon ^oad, left thePeople (bould be apt to do them injury ^ and 
^r f Lon- very few had The Courage to come to them, except with 
UeirZTfot ^^"^ privacy. Only the Sc9tilb Commiffioners, as Men in 
Tr'iMj. Soveraign Authority, and Independent upon the Parliament, 
made no feruple of vifiting them, and being vifited by them. 
The Houies did not preiendy a^ee upon the manner of their 
reception, how they ihould deliver their Me(&ge ^ in which 
there had been before no difficulty, whiift the war was car- 
ried on only by the Authority of the Parliament. Heretofore 
the Mcflage being delivered to either Houfe , was quickly 
communicated tp the other ; but now the Sc9ti{b Commit- 
fioners made a third EQate, and the Meflage was dire&ed to 
Them as well as to the Houfes. In the end it was refolv'd, 
'^ That there (hould be a Conference between the two Houfes 
<< in the Painted Chamber^ at which the Scpt^ Commidioners 
'^ fliould be prefent^ and Gt on one fide of the Table; and that 
^< the upper end or it Ihould be kept for the King's Meflen- 
^' gcrs : Where there was a Seat provided for them, all the relt 
being bare, and expedting that They would be io too : for 
though the Lords ufed to be cover'd whiift the Commons 
were bare, yet the Commons would not be bare before the 
Scotijh Commiflioners; and fo none were cover'd. But af- 
foon as thl9 twp Lords came thither , they cover'd, to the 
trouble of the other ; but, being prefently to fpeak, they were 
quickly freed from that Eye-fore. 

The two Lords ufed very few words, in letting them 
know the King's great Inclinations to Peace ; and deliver'd 
and read their Meflage to thatpurpofe; which was received 
iw the Lords without any other expreffions than ^ That they 
^Mhould report it to the Houfes ; and fo the meeting broke 
up : and then many of the Lords, and fome of the Commons, 
paflcd fome Compliments and Ceremony to the two Lords, 
according to the acquaintance they had with them, and found 
opportunities to fee them in private, or to fend Confiding Per- 
fons to them. By which means, they found there were great 
Divifions among them, and upon Points that would admit no 
reconciliation : and therefore they believ'd that there would 
be a Treaty of Peace ; but they could not make any fuch 
guefs of the Moderation of the Conditions of the Peace, as 
to conclude that it ould be with ^edl. For they that moft 

dcfir'd 
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defir'd the Peace^ and would have been glad to have had it 
upon any terms, durlt not own that they wifli'd it, but upon 
Che higheft terms of Honour, and Security for the Parliament ^ 
which could neither be Secure, nor Honourable for the King. 
They difcover'd, that they who did heartily wifh the Peace, 
did intend to promote a Treaty between Perfons named by 
the King and Perfons named by the Parliament , to meet ajC 
feme third Pl&ce^ and not to fend Commiffioners to Oxford^ 
to Treat with the King himfelf ^ which they had already 
found to be ineffeOual, and not more likely now to produce 
a better end : Whereas they did believe, or feem'd to oelieve, 
that how unreafonable foeverthe Propofitions Qiould be, upon 
which they Treated, they would, by yielding to feme things, 
when they refiifed others, fooner prevail with the Houfes to 
mollify their demands, than at firft to reform them. 

This Method was not ungrateful to the two Lords ; who 
bad the fame conceptions, that, if feber Men were named for 
Commidioners, fomewhat would refult from the freedom of 
their Comtpunication. And the Duke of Kcbmmtd fent his 
Secretary Weh exprelsly to Oxford^ to know the King's plea- 
fure, ** Whether, if a third Place were propofed for Com- 
« miffioners on both fides to meet, they (hould confent to it ? 
Which his Majefty ( though he had no mind to truft others, 
but where himfelf was prefent ) was pecfwaded to approve. 
But all this was butdifcourfe, and private withes : for it was 
never brought into Delate : and it was told them very plainly, 
" That, as long as they fhiid in Town, the Houfes would never 
<< fo much as confer upon the Subje^ of their Meflage ; be- 
<< caufe they found it would be matter of ^eat Debate, and 
^ feend much time ; during which they did not deiire their 
^< Company, nor to be trouUed with their Infiifions. And 
therefore, aflbon as they had receiv'd the King's Meflage, 
they proceeded upon their Trial of the Arch-Bilbop of Onir- 
terlmj before bom Houfes of Parliament, upon an impeach- 
ment df High Treafoiu refolving likewife to give that evi- 
dence to the People, of'^ what inclination they had to makes 
Peace with the King. The two Lords, obfcrving this afiedted 
delay in the bufinels they were fent about, and being advifed 
by their Friends not to ^y longer, but to expedt the deter- 
mination to be fent to Oxford^ retum'd to the King, with 
fome confidence that a Treaty would be confentcd to ; and 
that it would be at fome third Place, and not at Oxford^ and 
lefs at Londm^y by Commiflioners which (hould be agreed on 
by both fides. But they brought an exprefs deiire, and even 
a condition to the King, from all thofe with whom they had 
conferred, and who were the chief Perfons who advanced the 
Treaty, "That, iftliat which they laboured fot^ftv^sMV*. 
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^ yielded to by the Pafliatnent, his Maieftv would not Name 
^ I ^erfon ( whom they mention'd to the Kiog )^¥ot one of 
^^ his Commiflioners ; fat that he waS' fo odious, that they 
^^ would abfolutely decline the Treaty , before they would 
^ admit Him to be one of the Tretcers. 
Tht Tridl tf It was, as is faid before, a very fad Omen to the Treaty, 
»^*^J- tbaL after they had received rhe King's MeOage by thofe No- 
omar^ ^^ Lords, and before they returned any Anlwer to it, they 
ry. • proceeded in the Trial of the Arch-Bifhop oiCMtirburj -j who 
iiad lain Prifoner in the Tower, from the beginning of the 
Parliament , i^bout four years , without any profecution till 
this time. Now they oroudit him to tne bars of both 
Houfes ; charging him with leveral Articles of High Trec- 
fon i which, if au that was alledged agaioft him, had beea 
true^ could not have made him guilty of Treafon. They 
accufedhim, ^ Of a defign to bring in Popery, and of having 
^ correfpondence with the Pope, and fucb like particulars, as 
the Confciences of his greateft Enemies abfolrd him from. 
No Man was a greater, or abler Enemy to Popery ; No Man 
a more refolute and devout Son of the Church of Engird. 
He was pro(ecuted by Lawyers, aflign'd to that purpofe, out 
of thofe, who from their own Antipathy to the Church and 
BiUiops. or from fome difoblitttion recdv'd from him, were 
fure to bring Pafliqn, Animouty, and Malice enougjh of their 
own ^ what evidence foever they had from others. And they 
did treat him with all therudenels, reproach, and barbarity 
imaginable ^ with which his Judges were not difpleafed. 

He defended himfelf with great and undaunted Courage, 
and Ids Paffion than was ezpednd from his.Conftitution ^ an- 
fwer'd all their objedions with dearnefi, and irrefiftibie rea- 
fon ; and convinced all impkrtul Men of his Integrity, and 
his detefration of all Treafonable Intentions. So that though 
few excellent Men have ever had fewer Friends to their Per- 
fons, yet all reafonable Men abfolv'd him from any foul Crime 
that the Law could take notice of, and punifli. However, 
when They had iaid all they could agaii^ Him, and he all 
for himfelt that need to be faid. and no fuch Crime appearing, 
as the Lords, as the Supreme Court of Judicatory, would take 
upon them to judge him to be wort]^y of death: they reforted 
Ut'u urn- to their Legiflative Power, and by Ordinance of Parliament, as 
dimn*d bj they call'd ii^ that is by a determination of thofe Members 
4«^ ordt' ^jjQ (^jg i„ jhg Houfes ( whereof in the Houfe of Peers there 
'w»ff. ^^^^ jj^j above twelve) they appointed him to be put to 
death as ^ilty of High Treafon. The firlt time the two 
Houfes ot Parliament had everadumed tbatjurifdifkion, or 
that ever Ordinance had been made to fuch a purpofe^ nor 
could any Rebellion be more againit the Law, than that Mur- 
derous A*. When 
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W H s N the firft mention was made of their monftrous 
purpde, of bringing the Arch-Bifhop to a Trial for hisLife, 
the Chancelior of the Exchequer, who had always a great 
Reverence and ASedion for him^ had fpoken to the King of 
it, and propofed to him, ^That in all events, there might be 
*^ a Pardon prepared, and fent to biro, under the Great Seal 
^of Jgarg/MM : to the end, if they pcoceeded againil him in 
^ any form of Law, he might plead the King's Pardon ; which 
^ muft be allow'd by all who pretendeid to be govem'd by 
^ Che Law ^ but if they proceeded in a Martial, or any other 
*< extraordinary way, without any form of Law, his Ma- 
^'jeftv Oiould declare his Jufti|^ and Afiedion co an old 
^ fumfiil Servant, whom he i4ph efteem'd, in haVing done 
^ all towards his prefavation mat was in his Power to do. . 
The King was wonderfiilly pleafed with the Propoficion ; and 
Cook from thence occafion to commend the Piety and Virtue 
of Che Arch-Bifliop, with extraordinary Afiedlion; and com- 
manded the Chancellor of the Exchequer, to caufe the Par- 
don to be prepared, and his Majelty would Sign and Seal it 
with all poflible fecrecy: which at that time was necef&ry. 
Whereupon the Qumcellor fent for S^ lUmas GarJmer the 
King's SoUicitor. and Cold him the King's pleafure ; upon 
whidi he preiently drew the Pkrdon, which was Sign'd and 
SeaI'd with the Great Seal of AjpAnsi/, and carefully fent, and 
delivered into the Arch-Biihop^ own hand, before he was 
brought to his Trial ; who receiv'd it with great joy, as it 
was a Teflimony of the King's gnKtous Affe&ion to him, 
and care of hira, without any opinion that they who endea- 
vour'd to take away the Kingfs Life, would preferve His by 
his Majefty's Authority. 

W H K N the Arch-HiOiop's Council had perufed the Par- 
don, and confider'd chat all poflible Exceptions would be 
taken to it^ though they fliould not rejed: it, they found, that 
Che Impeachment was not fo diflindUy fet down in the Pardon 
as it ought to be ; which could not be helped at Oxford^ be- 
caufe they had no Copy of it ^ and therefore had fupplied it 
with all mofe general expreflions, as, in any Court of Law, 
would make the Pkrdon valid a^inft any exceptions the Kingf's 
own Council could mAe a^nft it. Hereupon, the Arch- 
Bifliop had, by the fame Me&nger, remrn'd the Pardon again 
CO the Chancellor, frith iiich diro^ons and copies as were 
neceflary; upon whidi it was perfected accordingly, and de- 
livered lately again to him, and was in his hancb during the 
whole time of his Trial, te when his Trial was over, and 
the Ordinance pafled for his Execution, and He called and 
asked, according to cuftom in Criminal proceedings, <^ What 
^ he could lay more, why he fhoidd not lufier dieam ? He^Q&4 
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them, ^Tbat ht had the King^s gracious Pardon, which he 
" pleaded, and tendered to them, and deGr'd that it might 
^ be allow'd. Whereupon he was fent to the Tower, and 
the Pardon read in both Hoafes \ where, without any long 
Debate, it was declared <<Tobe of no mcGty and that the 
V'^?'^' ** ^^^ ^^^^ "^^ Pardon a Judgment of Parliament. And 
hMded. "" ^» withoQC troubling themfelves fiurther, thev gave order for 
his Beheading^ which he underwent with all Chriftian Cou- 
rage and Magnanimity, to the Admiration of the Beholders 
and Confufton of his Enemies. Much hath been faid of the 
Perfon of this great Prelate before, of his great Endowments, 
and natural Inhrmities, to j^uch (hall be added no more in 
this place (his menx>ry dd|p?ing a particular celebration) 
than that his Learning,. Piety, and Virtue, have been attained 
by very few, and the Rreatdl of his Infirmities are common 
to all, even to the beft Men. 

When they had difoatched this important work, and 
thereby received a new innanceof thegood A&dion and Cou» 
rage of their Friends, and involv'd the two Houfes in frefli 
guilt and obloquy (for too many concurr'd in it, without 
confklering the neinoufheis of it, and only to keep their Cre- 
dit clear and entire, whereby they mi^t with the more Au« 
thority advance the Peace that was deGr'd) they now enter 
upon the Debate, ^ What Anfwer the^ thould fend the King, 
** concerning a Treaty tot Peace. They who deGr'd to ad- 
vance it, hoped thereby tx> put an end to aU the deGgns of new 
modelling the Army, aiM to preveht the enaeafe of thole 
Factions in Religion, which every day broke out among them, 
to the notorious Scandal of ChrUtianity. They who nad no 
mind to a Treaty, becaufe they had minds averfe from ail 
thoughts of Peace, difcern'd plainly, that they ihould not be 
able to Gnilh their defign upon the Army, and fet many other 
devices on foot, which would contribute to their convenience, 
until this longed-for Treaty were at an end ^ and therefore 
they all agreed to give fome conclufion to it ; and refolv'd 
that there Uiould be a Treaty,and upon the Method that (hould 
be obferv'd in the conducting it; from which they who (hould 
be employed by them, fliould not recede or be diverted. 
T»^e tw9 Then they nominated fixteen Commiffioners for the two 
^f^fi^^^e Iconics, and four for the Parliament of Scotlawdj and named 
Z uxf^ Uxl^idge for the place where the Tretty (hould be ; which 
htidga. Treaty (hould be limited to be finifh'dwithin twenty days 
from the time when it (hould begin. 

Upon this concluGon, they tent their Anfwer to the Mef- 
fage, they had received from the King by a Trumpet, in a Let- 
ter from their General to the King's General ; in which they 
informed his Majcfly, " That, out of their paflSonaje defire of 
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^^ Peaces they had agreed to bis Propofitioos for i Treaty ; 
.*< and that they had allign'd Vxhridge for the place where it 
^< Ihould be; and had appointed the Earl of N^rthumherlawdj 
^' (he £arl of Ftmhoki^ tne Earl oESa/ishry^ and the Earl of 
^ Dem^igib^ of the Houfe of Peers ^ and of the Commons, 
^ Che Lord WitiMmawjMr Tkrf^mfy M' flellis^ Mr SamUjokm 
{ whom they call'd the King's SoUicitor General; ^<S' Harrf 
^^ym$e the vounger, lAtWhitlnkj' M' brewj and M*^ Fri^ 
f* detmx'^ ana for the Kingdom at'SeatlawJy the Lord Lowdm^ 
^ Chanchellor of Sc^tiandj the Lord Maifland ( who, by the 
death of his Father, became Esul of LdutberJsli by the time of 
the Treaty) ^ S' Charles Erskinj and one Mr Bmrclmjy to be 
'^ their Commiffioners ; together with Mr jikxamdn Hnuier- 
*^fin^ in matters only whidi relate to the Church ; to Treat 
'' upon the particulars they had entrufted them with, with fuch 
^^Perfons, as his Majefty (hould pleafe to Nominate; for all 
^ whom a fafe Condud mould be fent, aflbon as his Majefty 
^^ had named them ; as they deGr'd his Majefty's Safe Conduce 
•*' for the Perfons nam'd by them: to none of which the King 
took any exception, but hgn'd their Pafs ; and fent word to 
the Houfes, « That he accepted the Treaty, and the Place, and ^' ■' "^'V 
" that ht had nominated, as Commiffioners for Him, the Duke '*'"^" '' 
^' ofRkbmomiy the Marquis of HertfirJy the Earl of Soutt- 
^^amptoftj the Earl of Kmffion^ the Earl of cbnbeftfr^ the Lord 
'* Capilj the Lord Seymour^ the Lord Hsttomy ControUor of 
'^ the King's Houfehold ; the Lord Coleftpfir^ Mailer of the 
*^ Rolls; S^ Edward Itydfy Chancellor of the Exchequer: Sr 
^^ Edward NicbelaSj prmcipal Secretary of State; S^ Richard 
^^ Lofte Lord Chief Baron of his Court of Excheauer ; Sr Tip^ 
^*mas QarSmTj his Maje^^s Solicitor General; Sr Orlando 
^^Bridgman^ Attumey of his Court of Wards^ m^Johnj^ 
^^ Mfmhamy and M^ Gtoffny Palmer ; and defired^ that a &fe 
** Gondud migjht be fent for them^ as his Majefty had fent for 
^* the others; and they Ihould then be ready^ at the day that 
^^ was fet down at Uxtridge. 

When this was retum'd to W^ftmsmfter^ there arofe new 
difputes upon the Perfons named by the King, or rather a- 
gainft the Additions, and Appellations of Title, which were 
made to their Names ; for tbey did not excq)t againft the 
Perfonsof any ofthem, thougjh feveral were moift ungracious 
to them. 

Wh bm the Lord Keeper Vnletm had fled frooi H^flmim- 
/fr, upon his Majefty's Commands to attend him at Tarky 
the two Houles had, in their fury, declared, ^ That nothing 
<<which fliould, from that time, pa& under the Great Seal, 
^ihould be good and validf but void and null: this they 
did to difovdit any Commiffion, which tbey fore&w might

ifliieout for their Convidion, Trial, and Attainder: and, in 
fome time after, they had caufecl a Great Seal to be made with 
the King's Image, for the diipatcb c^ the neceOaiy procefa in 
Law, ami proceediAga in Courts of Juftice y which Seal was 
committed by them to fome of their Members, who liad Ate in 
the Chaoceiy, and tranfadied the bufinefi of that Court, -and 
applied the Seal to all thofe ufes and purpofes it had been ac- 
cultom'd unto. They found this Declaration and Ordinance 
of theirs, invaded in tms Meffiige diey had now reedy 'd fhom 
theKing. The Lord il«iiyhtf»*had been aeated Earl of oft^- 
ebijhr'y Sf dfrifhfbn H0ft9m^ Lord Hsatm'y ^JdmC$l^ 
pmetj Lord cokfefftTj with the Addition of Mandr of the 
Rolls : which Office they had beftow'd upon Lnabmll their 
Speaker, who was in jpoDeflton of it ^ Sr Ed'iMrd Hyd0 was 
declared Chancellor oT the Exchequer^ which, though it was 
an Office they had not meddled with beftowing, yet it had 
pafled die Great Seal, after it came into the King's nands. S' 
Tb9mssG0rdmeryins made the King's Soliidtor^ and the Pa- 
tent formerly granted to their belov'd SMm^jibn^ ftood re- 
voked; irtiich they would not endure; having as is faid, 
annexed that Titde to hiaName whenthey mentioned him as 
a Commiffioner for their Treaty. They had the ftme ex- 
ception to the Chief Baron, and to the Attumey of the Wards ; 
both which Offices were in the pcffiffion of Men more in 
their favqur. 

After long Debate, they were contented to infert their 
Names in their Safe Condudl, without their Honours, or Of- 
fices; and they were fo angry with the Chancellor of die 
Exchequer, that they had no mind that he Ihould be ftyled a 
Knighi^ becaufe he was not fo when he left the Parliament : 
But the Scotifb Commiffioners prevaiPd in that Pbinr, fince 
they had not yet pretended to take away the Ufeof the King's 
Sword firom nim: fo they allow'd him, by a Mtiority of 
Votes, to be a Knight, and Tent their Safe Condud, in the 
manner as is mentioned, to Oscfird : Upon which the King, 
at the defire of the Penbns concem'd, forbore to mfift; but 
giving them ilill in Ma own Pafi, and in his Commiflion 
whereby they were authoriz.'d tx) Treat, the Style and Appelh 
htion which belonged to them, and which muft be allow'd 
hv the others before they begqn to Treat. The Style of their 
rafs was not thought worthy any reply ; and becaufe there was 
private advice ghren at the fame time, U That they would 
^ not, when they met at the Treaty, confider any Authority 
^ that Qualified the King^s Commiihoners to Treaty but only 
^ what Ihould be under the King^ Si^-Manual, thou^ they 
would not have taken that for a fufficied( Warrant for them- 
fdves to treat with die King's Enemies; at laft the King's 

Com-* 
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Commiflioners were oontentedy together widi a Commiffioii 
under the Great Seal of EMgUmi^ to take another likewife 
with them in that form, and only under the Sign-Manual, as 
wasdefir'd. 

A BOUT the end of y«MMfnp,or the beginning ofFehuaryy The Trtdtj 
the Commiflioners on both fides met at VxhrU^'^ which be- f^.-V^* 
iog within the Enemy's Quarters, the icing's Commiflioners °"°S^* 
were to have fuch Accommodations, as the other thought fit 
to leave to them ; who had been very civil in the diftribution, 
and left one entire fide of the Town to the King's Coromif- 
fioner& one Houfe only excepted, which was given to the 
^rl of Fn$lnr§kii fo that they had no caufe to complain of 
their Accommodation^ which was as good as the Town 
would yield, and as good as the other had. There was a 
good Houfe at the end of the Town, which was provided 
tor the Treaty, where was a fair Room in the middle of the 
Houfe, himdfomelv dreflcd up for the Commiflioners to fit in; 
a hum fquare Table being placed in the middle with Seats for 
the Commiflioners, one fide being fiifficient for thofe of ei- 
ther Pkrty ; and a Rail for others who Ihould be thought ne- 
ceflary to be prefent, which went round. There were many 
other Rooms on either fide of this great Room, for the Com- 
miflioners on either fide to retire to, when thev thought fit to 
confult by themfelves, and to return again to tne pubUck De- 
bate; and there being good Stairs at either end ot the Houfe^ 
they never went through each others Quarters ; nor met, but 
in the great Room. 

A s s o o N as the King's Commiflioners came to die Town, 
all thofe of the Parliament came to vifit and to welcome them ; 
and, within an hour, thofe of the King's retum'd their vifits 
with ufual CiviUties: each profefling ereat ddire and hope, 
that the Treaty would produce a good reace. The firft vflits 
were altogether, and in one Room ; the Sc9$s being in the fame 
Room with the B^^. Each Party eat always together , 
there being two great Inns which ierv'd very well to that 
purpofe. The Duke oSlRkbmHdy being Steward of his Ma- 
jefty's Houfe, kept his Table there for all the King's Com- 
roiffioners 2 nor was there any reflraint firom giving and re- 
ceiving Vifits apart , as their acquaintance, and inclinations 
difpoied them ; in which thofe of the Kingns Party ufed their 
accuftom'd Freedom, as heretofore. But on the other fide^ 
there was great warinels and refervednefs ; and fo ^reat a jea- 
loufy of cich other, that diey bad no mind to give, or re- 
ceive Vifits to, or from their old Friends; whom they loved 
better than their New. Nor would any of them be ieen alone 
with any of the King's Coromiffioners, but had always one of 
their Companions with them, and fometimes one whom thev 
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lead tnifted. It wu obTerv'd by the Tomu and the Feopld 
that flocked thither, that the King's Commiffioners looked as 
if chey were at boine and govern^ the Town \ and the other 
as if they were not in their own Quarters ^ and the trudi is, 
they had not that alacrity and ferenity (tf Mind, as Men ufe 
to have who do not believe themfelves to be in a fault. 

The Kims's Commiffioners would willingly have per- 
fbrm'd their. Devotions in the Church, nor was there any re^ 
ftraint upon them from doing fo, that is by Inhibition from 
the Parliament, otherwife than that by the Parliament's Or- 
dinance (as they call'd it) the Book of Common- Prayer was 
not permitted to be read, nor the Veftures, nor Ceremonies 
of the Church to be ufied. So that the days of Devotion 
were obferv'd in their great Room of the Inn j whither many 
of the Country, and the Train of the Commiflioners, and 
other Perfons , who came everyday from Lsmftw, ufually 
referred* 

When the Commiffioners, on both fides, met firft toge- 
ther in the Room appointed for the Treaty, and had taken 
dieir Seats, it being Icxt to the King's Commiffioners, which 
fide of the Table they would take^ the Earl of Nsr^tesv^- 
Af «^ who always deliver'd any thing that was i^eed between 
them, and read all the Papers (after the powers of both (ides 
were examined, and peruled) propofed fome Rules to be ob- 
ferv'd in the Treaty; ^ As or having Notliing binding, unlefi 
'^ All were Agreed upon; and fiich like; to which there was 
no objedion ; and ofier'd, as a dire&ion they had received 
from the Parliament, ^ That they ihould firft enter upon the 
<^ matter of Religion, and Treat three entire days upon that 
^^ Subjed, without entering upon any other : and if ail Dif- 
^ferences, in that particular, were not adjufred within thofe 
^ days, they ihould then proceed to the next Point, which was 
^ the Militia; and obferve the iame Method in that, and from 
^thence pais to the bufinefe of If#£nri; which three Points 
^< bein^ well fettled, they believ'd the other difierences would 
<< be with more eale compofed : and after thofe Nine days 
<< were pafled, they were to go round again upon the feveral 
^Subjeds. as long as the time limited would continue : his 
*^ Maiefty bcin^ lett at liberty to propofe what he thought fi^ 
'< at his own time, and to clunge the Method propofed. Ic 
was declared, <' Thiat the Twenty days, limited for the Treaty, 
<< were to be reckoned of the days which (hould be fpent m 
^ the Treaty, and not the days of conning or returning, or 
^ the days fpenc in Devotion ; there falling out tWee Sundays 
and a Faft-day in thofe Twenty days. The Method was wil- 
lingly confcnted to; the King's CommiOioners conceiving ic 
would be CO no purpofe to propofe any thing on the King's 

behalf. 
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behalf, till they di(cem'd what agreement was like to be made 
in any one particular^ by which they might take their Mea- 
fiires. and might profiofe any thing of Moment under one of 
the three Heads mentioned faiefore. 

There tuppen'd a very odd Accident^ the very firfi 
Morning they met at the Houfe to agree upon their Method 
to be obferv d in the Treaty. It was a Marlcet day, whep they 
ufed always to have a Sermon, and many of the Perfbns who 
came from Oxfwd in the Commiflioners Train, went tq the 
Church to obferve the forms. There was one Ltve^ a young 
Man, that came from Lfiudon with the Commiflioners, who 
preached and told his Auditory, which confilled of the Peo^ 

gof the Town, and of thofe who came to the Market, the 
urch being very full, ^ That they were not to expedl any 
<< good from the Treaty ^ for that they came from Oxford with 
*^ hearts fiill of Blood, and that there was as great diftance 
^between thisTreatjr and Peace, as between Heaven and 
<' Hell; and that they intended only to amufe the People with 
'^expeoation of Peace, till they were able to do fome not-* 
*< able mifchief to them ^ and invieghed fo feditioufl]^ againft all 
Cavaliers, that is, againft all who foUow'd the Kmg, and ar 
gainft the Peribns of the CommiOSoners, that he could be un- 
derftood to intend nothing elfe, but to ftir up the People to 
mutiny; and in it to do ibme Ad of Violence upon the Com- 
mlfBoners. They were no (boner adverti&d of it, by feveral 
Perfons who had been prefent in the Church, and who gave 
very particular Information of the very words which had been 
IpoKen, than they informed the other Commiffioner^ of it : 
gave tbem a C3iarge in writing againft the Preacher ; and de- 
manded Publick Juftice. They £em'd troubled at it, and pro- 
miied to examine it, and caufe fome fevere punilhment to be 
inflidled upon the Mm ; but afterwards confefled, << That they 
*^ had no Audbority to puniih him, but that they had caufed 
^'him to be (barpfy reprehended, and to be fent out of the 
^' Town i and this was all that could be obtain'd : fo unwil- 
ling they were to difcountenance any Man Who was willing 
to ferve them. This is the bme 2>yf, who fome years after, 
Jby Cr9imutff% particular ProfecUtion, had his head cut of^^ for 
being in a Plot with the Scots againft the Army, and their Par- 
liament. 

It is not the purpofe of this Difcourfe to fet down the par- 
ticular eranfitdlions of this Treaty ; which were publiih'd by 
die Kiii^s Order, (hortly after the conclufion of it, and all the 
Papers, which ^d been delivered by the Commiffioners on eip 
thor fide, expos'd to the View of the Kingdom, in the method 
and manner in wluch they Were deliverd. Only fuch par- 
ticulars as fell out in that time, and were never communicatee^ 
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and many of them known to very few, (hall be briefly men- 
tioned » chat any, who hereafter Qiall have the perufal of 
this Htitory, may know how impofiible it was, that this Trea^ 
ty could produce fuch a Peace as both fides would have been 
«ad of: and that they who goverii'd the Pfirliamtnc then, 
had at mat time the r^olution to a& thbfe aK)aftrou8 things, 
which they brou^t afterwards to pafs; 
ijrfi •fRtm T H K firft Budneis to hit entered upon, being that of Rdi- 
^z*^* ifon, the Divines <of both fides were admitted to be prefttit in 
9se places appointed ft>rthem, oppofite to each otner^ and 
Dr Steward^ Qerk of the Clofet to the King, ^was a Commif- 
fioner, as Mr Hemder/m was oti the other iide ; and they both 
&t cover'd without the Bar, at the backs of the Commiffib- 
hers. On the Parliament Part, it Was propofed, ^ That all the 
'^Bifhops, Deans and Chapters, mi^t be immediately taken 
t€ ji^gv and aboliflied ; and in the room thereof, that there 
^* mignt be another Government eredtcd : fuch as fliould be 
^'moft agreable to God's word, and the FraAice of the beft 
^' Churches : That the Book of Common-Prayer might be 
^ taken away, and totally fupprefled ^ and that, inltead there- 
*^ oil a Direftory mighty be' uied ( in Whidi there was likewife 
let down as much of the Government, whidh they meant to 
crcdt for the ftiture, as was necef&iy to be provided for the 
prefent, and which fupplied all theiife of Articles or Canons, 
which they had likewiie abolifli'd ) and ^Tbat the Kinghim- 
^< felf {hould take the Covenant ; and confent to an A& of 
<< Parliament, whereby all Perfons of the Kingdom fliould 
'^ be likewife oblig'd to take it. And this Copies of the Cove- 
nant, and the DireAory were delivered at the fame time to 
the King's Commiffioners^ which were very lone, and necef- 
fitry to be resnd over, before imy Anfwer could be made te 
them. So they took that Afternoon to perufethem tog^hei^ 
and adjourn'd their Treaty till the next Morning; andSuMigh 
they enter'd upon the reading them before dinner, the Dire^ 
fiory was fo very long, that they fpent all that Afternoon, and 
Ibme part of the Night, before they had finiQied the reading 
of them. Then, there being many new terms in the Dire- 
Apry, as Congregathnal^ €i*JJkal^ Frovhtcialy and Synodical^ 
which were not known in praAice, and fotne exprdSlions in 
the Covenant, which were ambiguous, and, they well knew, 
were left fo, becaufe the Perfons who fram'd them, were not: 
all of one mind, nor liad the (ame intentions in ibme of the 
other terms mention'd before, the King's Commiffioners caus'd 
many Queftions to be prepared in writing, to be dfier'd at 
the next meeting; wherein they defir'd to be inform'd, what 
their meaning was in fuch and fuch Expreffions, in which they 
Jchew well they had feveral meanings, and would hardly con- 
cur in one, and the fame Aniwer. About

The ChMqellor told him, ^ That ilhe.King did fo much^

<<Peajce were oQer'd to him; but if a Peace could not be 
^had, but upm. fuch conditions as his Majefty judged incoiW 
^ fi{tpnt with his Honour, or his Conlciencc, no Man could 
^ have credit enough to perfwade him to acccfpt it ; and ehati 
<< for His own part, without refleOing upon the good or ill

pointed in .his fo po^tive Aiifwer; yet, with great freedon^

^ Quarrel, .concntfy to their former Intentions, and PrcricfA^ 
<^ Aonjs^ he; did:as good as conclude, ^That if the King woukf

^ <;oncern themiidves in any of the other Demands^ In whidf 
FropofitioQ) findipg no kind of Compliance from the Chan-' 
cellor of the JSxchequer , but (harp protdtations againft the 
demands, as inconfiftent with Conlcience^ Jullice^ or Reli^' 
gion, the Conference broke ofl^ without incfinacion in either 
of them to renew it. But, from that time, there was more 
contradidlion, and quick repartees between them two through-^ 
out the Treaty, than between any other of the Commiffioners. 
And it was manifeft enough, by the private ConfsretKes with 
other of i^eiGommiffioners, that the Parliament took none o( 
the points' io^controverfy left tohean, or were lefs united in^ 
dian in what concem'd the Church.

' ^< Rights of the Church} and That alone would make it un- 
^'lamiil for his Majefty to conlent to what was propofed, 
^ both in the point of fipifcopacy, and the alienation of the 
^Lands of the Church; whidi would be direA Sacrilege. 

Upon thefe feveral points, and what refiilted fixxn thenc^ 
the Divines on both fides (pent all that day. Morning and Af^ 
ternoon, till it was very late in the night, and moft part of the 
next day; only the Commiffioners on ddier fide, at the firft 
coming together. Mornings and AftemoonsL prefented fuch Pa* 
pens as they thou^t fit, upon what had pamd in Dd>ate : As, 
the King's Commiffioners defir*d to know in writing, << Whe* 
^^ther the Parliament Commiffioners did believe that the Go- 
^'vernment of the Church by Bifhops was unlawful? To 
which they could never obtain a Categorical Anfwer. 

W H B N the laft of the three firit days was paft (for it was 
hear twelve of the Qock at Night) and the Scviilh Commif- 
fioners (4)ferv'd that nothing was confented to which th^ 
looked for, the Chancellor <xSc§tlamJ enter'd into a long dit 
courfe, with much paffion, againit Bilhops, ^ Of the mifohief 
'* they had done in ail Ages, and of their being the fole Caufes 
^ of die late Troubles in SeotUmi^ and of the prefent Trou-^ 
'bles in Eh^^^- Remember'd, ^That the Arch^Bifliop of 
^ CMmtertwy had purfued die Introduction of the Liturgy and 
^ the Canons into Saalmmd^ with to ^eat vehemence, that^ 
* when it was defir'd, that the publiOimg them might be fu- 
^ fpended for one Month, that the Peo^c might be the bet- 
^ter prepared to fubmit to what they had not been before 
^ acquainted with, be would by no means confent to that de* 
^ la^ ; but caufed it to be enter'd upon the next SutuUy^ a- 
^^ainft the advice of many of the BiOiops themfclves } whidi 
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^ put the People into fiich a fiuy, tha^they could not be ap* 
^' peaied. He lamented and complain'd, that three days had 
*< been now (pent in firuidefi Debates; and, that dK>ug)i their 
^' Divines had Leamedl j[ made it appear, that Epifcopacy had 
'* no foundation in Scripture, and that it might be lawfully 
'* taken away; and chat notwithOiuiding it was evident that 
^ it had been the caufe of great mifchiaF, and the Wifiiom of 
'^ Parliament had thought the utter takmg it away to be ab* 
^^ (blutely neceffiiry for the prefervation of the lUngdcxn ; their 
^< Lordfliips were (till unmoved, and had \delded in no one 
** particular of Importance, to eive diem Sitidbdtion ; from 
^' which they could not but conclude, that they did not bring 
^'that hearty inclination to Peace, which they hoped chey 
'^ would have done: and fo concluded with fome eiqprelfiona 
more rude and infblenr, than were expected. 

Whereupon the Chancellor of the Exchequer, not with- 
out fome commotion, (aid, ^ That he did not wonder, that 
^' their Lordfliips, who had for fome years been accufiomed 
*^ to fuch Difcourfes, and the more inclin'd to fuppofe all that 
<< was confidendy faid to be reafonably prov'd, and fo having 
^^not been ufed to converfe widi any Perfons of a contrary 
^' opinion, had been brought to confent and approve thofe aC- 
'^ cerations which they had propoled; but that it feem'd very 
^ admirable to him , that their Lordibips could ezpe^ or 
^imagine it poffiUe, that thev who never had heard luch 
^things (aid before, nor could underftand in fo litde time 
^ what had been now (aid, (hould de{Mrt from a Faith, and 
^*a fonn of Worlhip, in which they had been educated from 
'< their Cradle; and which, upon.fo long obfervation, and 
^' experience, they look upon with all poflible approbation 
*' and reverence, upon omy hearing it invei^'d againft three 
^< days; which wouU have been much too linle time to have 
^' warranted a Converfion from much Ids important opinions^ 
<' they had fo long entercain'd ; though their Arguments had 
^ Had as much weight as diey wanted. He uid, '^ They 
^^ were of opinion, that all thofe mifchieft and inconveniencies 
^^ wUdi they had mendon'd, had in truth proceeded from an 
^ over vehement defire to overthrow Epifoopacy, not fhun 
^< the Zeal to (iipport it : that if the Arch-Bilbop of Qmffr- 
*^ htry had been too precipitate in preflBng the reception of 
<< that, which he thou^t a Reformation, he paid dearly for 
<*it; which made him the more wonder, tbit they inould 
<< blame Them, for not (iibmitting to much greater altera- 
<< ticlns, than were at that time propofed, in diree days ; when 
^* they reproadi'd Him. for not having given Them a whole 
<< Month to conGder. He find, <^ He might afliiie their Lord- 
;' (hips with gicasfinGertty^ tbaithiej nvcc^ c«mi^^^aecx'«r^ 
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^'illimarinible ptffion and defire, chat the Tmuy mk^cc^ttvi 
^dude m a bmj. and bteded Pifiace; as he itill hoped it 
^ would; buc it ic flioald beodierwiTe^ that thejr would, ftill 
^ believe^ their Lordlhips brouglit widi them the iame hoaiQbr«> 
^able and pioiis IndiaatioiUy tbopgh the Inftrudaons^ and 
^Cocninancu from thoTe who tnifted them, reftrain'd them 
^ fiom conlentiiw to what in their own joctenients feem'd tea-* 
^ fenable. And fo, without any saanner of veply, both fidea 
trofe, and depfarted, it being near midnight. > 

There haopen'da pleafant Accident on one of thefe daya^ 
which, were amga'd for the matter of Religion. The Com- 
tplffioners of both Gdes, either before their fittii^ or after 
Ibeir rifing, emertaintng therofelves together by the Fire fide, 
aa they fometimes did,- it being extrtmeht Gcdd, in genersd 
and cafual difcourfes, One of the King's Commiffioners askVI 
one of the other with whom he had faimUarity, in a low Voice, 
^ Why there was not in their whole Direfiory, any mention ac 
^ all of die Creed^ or; the Ten Commandments^ and fo lit* 
^tte'ctf the Lonb myer? which is oeij once recommended. 
The Earl of F^mir^h^ overhearme the difcourfe^ anfwer'd 
alou^ and with bis ufiiai paflion, ^ l%at He, and many others, 
^ were vefy forrv that tney had been left out j that the put- 
^ ting them in had taken up many hours Debate in the Houft 
<^x>f (jommons, and that at laft the leaving them out had been 
^carried by eight or nine Voices ; and fothef did not think 
^ fit to iiifilt upon the addition of them in the rloufe of Peers ; ' 
*^but many were afterwards troubled at i^ and he verily be- 
^ lie/d, if it were to do again, they thouid carry it, for the 
*^inferting*em all; which made many fmile, to hear that the 
Creed, and the Ten Commandments, had been put to the 
QuefUon. and rejeded : And mgny of the other were trou- 
bled, and out of countenance with the reafen the good Lord 
bad given for the Exclunt>n. 
Ste9niiy %f T H B nczt SubjeO of the Treaty was the buGnefs of the 
th% Mi7//*4. Militia; which their Commiflioners pofitlvcly required, « To 
<< be entirely veiled in the Parliament, and in fiich Perions as 
^ thisy thought fit to be confided in. This- they' faid, was more 
^flcceffiiry than ever,- for the fecuringthe People from their 
^ Fears and Jealoufies; which were now much increafed, and 
^ were capable of being aflwaged by no other-means : and de- 
livered ^ large Paper to that jnirpofe, whidi contained no 
more tHstn hiul been often (aid in their Declarations, and as 
often anfwei^d in thofe which had been publiQi'd, by the 
King. And when the Commiflioners of the King, whereof 
there were four very Eminent in the knowledge of the Law, 
ibm^s GarJimery BridgemMmy and P^Aver, ffiade the demand ap- 
pear to be without any-pretenee of Law opjuftice, and afleited it 
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to be veiled iOr the King by me Law» tbev never oflfer'd to al- 
'ledge any other Argnroefi?, - than die oetermination of the 
ftniament^ which had deoiar^d the right of the Militia to be 
in Them, fiom which tbef could not recede^ To that the 
Ckmferaolcea were very ihorc upon diofe days, but the Faf^era 
very long: which were mutually delivered ; the preparing 
-whereof took up the * time j ^ th^ o( that fide (even they who 
moft 
coupon 
«aDd" 

^their difpblU; without which they lobk'd upon themfelvca 
^<as loft, lod at the King's Mercys not conGdering that He 
mift be ac Theirs, if fiich a Power was committed to them* 
Bat in this panicular, he who was molt reafonable among 
them, thought it very unreafonable to deny them that necef 
&y Securicy; and belieVd it could proceed irom nothing 
eUe, but a kefidution to take the higheft Vengeance upon 
their Rebellion. 

• Then they enter'd upon the bufinefi of Irei^md ^ in whidi thirdly •/ 
Cfaey thought they had tne King at a very great advantage; ireiaad. 
•and that his CbmmilfiOners would not be able to anfwer the 
Chams they Qiould nlake upon that particular. And many of 
the Gommiffioiiers on the King's part^ who had not been well 
acquainted with tfaofe TranfibOions, thought it: would be a 
•hfvd matter to jufldfy all that the King had been neceffitated 
to do ; and any thine of Grace towards the Ir^ Rebels, was 
as nngradous at Ox^n^ tt it was at JLm/Mr ; bccatiie they 
knew the whole Kingdom had a ereat deteliation of them. 
They ripped up aU that had been £)ne from the beginning of 
that Rebellion f ^ How the King had voluntarily committed 
^ the carrying on that War to the two Houfes or Parliament, 
^*thatchey had Levied great Sums of Money upon the King- 
'^dom jfbr that Service; but finding that it was like to bring 
^' a greater Burthen tipon the Kingdom than it could bear, 
^ that his Majefty bad confented to an Adt of Parliament for 
<< the Encouragement of Advenmrers to bring in Money, up- 
^* on afliirance of havii^ Land aflign'd to them in that King- 
^ dom, out of the Forfeitures of the Rebels, aflbon as the Re- 
^ bellitm (houM be fuppreded ; and had likewife, by the lame 
<* Adl, put it out of his Power to make any Peace, or Cefla- 
^ tion with thofe Rebels, or to grant Fkrdon to any of them 
** without confent of Parliament ; and thereupon mai9 of his 
^ Majefty's SubjeSs had brought in very conuderableSums of 
^ Money, by which they had been able to manage that War 
^without putting this lungdom to fiirther Charge ; and God 
<< had fo bleOed the Ptotmant Forces there, that they had 
<* fiibdued and vanquiOied the Rd)e!s in all Encounters J and, 

<« probably. 
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^probably, by tbat tinuL the whole Rebellioa had been ex« 
^ ciiu^uilhd, if cheKiiue nad noc^ oomraiy to hitproinife^ and 
^ob%adonbydiat AaofParliamenc, made a Oeffidoa widi 
^' thofe EzecnUe Rd>eli| when they were not able to coi^ 
^ cinue the Warj and had call'd over many of dioft Rejrip 
^ ment% whidi the Parliament had lent over agiinft the jTsOft, 
^ to return hither to Fig^ againft die Furliament: by meana 
^ whereof his Proteftant Sucgefte of that Kingdom were in 
^ great danger to bedeftroy'd^and the Kingdom to be entirely 
^^ pofleOed by the PA{nft8. They enlarged themfidvea upon 
thuSubje^ with all the invidious infinuations diey could de- 
viA, to make the People believe, that the King was inclined 
to, and ftvoured that Rd)eUion. They denunded. ^That 
^ the King would forthwith dedare that Ceffition to be void ; 
*<and that he would profecute the War ^ainft thdfe Rebels 
^< with the utmoft fiirv; and that the Aa of Pulkment for 
^ their reduAion^mig^ be executed as it ou|jht to be* 

T H E Commiffioners of the KingpreMr'd and delivered a 
very fiill Anlwer in writing to all their Demands; at the de- 
livery whereof, they appointed the CSmncellor of the Exdie- 
quer to enlaive upon any oFthofe particulars, which prov'd 
the Gounfcis that had ben taken, juft, and neoeflary. This 
he did (b particuhurly and convinangly, that tfaofe of the Par* 
liament were in much ConfuBon, and the Kin^ Gommi£- 
Goners much pleaTed. He put them in mind of ^ Their bring- 
^ing thofe vory Troops, which were Levied by the Kin^a 
^Authority for the Suppreffion (rf* die Rebellion in Irtlandy 
^ to Fig^t agunft the Kmg at EdgjMU under the Command 
^ of the Earl of EMx ; c7 their nving ^ven over the profe- 
^* cution of that War, or fending any fupplj^of Arms, Mo- 
^^ ney, or Ammunition thither ; havmg imploy'd thofe Ma- 
*^ eaxines which were provided for that Service, aeainft his 
^^ Maiefty ; infomuch as the Privy Council of that Kingdom 
^' had feat to his Majefty, that he would provide fome other 
*^ way for ;he prefervation of that Kingdoon, fince they could 
** not be flUe to fupport the War any longer, a^uift the 
^^ United Power of the Rebels : That all Overtures, whidi 
^ his Majdly had made towards Peace, had been rejedled by 
^the Parliament; and one hundred thou&sid pounds, brought 
<' in by the Advenmrers for Inkud^ had been fent in one 
^< entire Sum into SMkmdj to prepare md difpofe that King- 
^^ domr to fend an Army to Invade This ^ which they had 
<^ done, and till then his Majefty had nor, m the leaft degree, 
^ fwerv^d from the obfervadon of that AA of P^liament ^ 
** but when he fitw that the Parliament, iniiead of profecu- 
*^ ting the end and intention of that Statute^ ^PPly'd i^ wholdy 
'^ to the carrying on die War agunft Himfeli^ he tboudit 
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^ himfelf abfblv'd before God and Man, if he did all he could 
<< to refcue and defend himfelf againft their Violence, by mak- 
<< ing a Cdlation with the Rebels in Irtland^ and by drawing 
<< over fome Regiments of his own Army from thence, to affiit 
<^him in E^fgiamJ: which Ceflation bad hitherto preferved 
<< the Proteftants of that Kingdom ; who were Qot able with- 
<< oi^t fupplies to preferve themfelves from the ftrength and 
^ power of the Rebels } which fupplies his Majefty could not, 
" and the Parliament would not fend ^ and therdfbre, if the 
^ Proteftants there, (houU hereafter be opprefled by the Re- 
<< bels, who every day procured afliftance from abroad^ and 
^ lb were like to be more powerful, all the Mifchids and Mi- 
<< fery that muft attend them, would, before God and Man, 
<< be put to the Account of the Parliament ^ which had de- 
^ frauded them of thofe fupplies, which, by his Majefty's care, 
^ had been raifed, and provided for them ^ and not to his Ma- 
ce jefty, who had done nothing but what he was obliged to do 
^ for his own prefer vadonj and if he had not fent for thofe 
^ Soldiers from Ire Arm/, they could not have ftayed there with- 
^ out a fupply of Money, Cloaths, and Provifions^ which the 
tt Parliament had not yet fent to that part of the Army which 
« remain'd there, and which could by no other way have fub- 
^ (ifted, but by the benefit, and fecurity of the Ceffition. 

H E told them. ^ That all this unjuftifiable wav of proceed- 
^ ing, though it bad compell'd the King to yield to a Ceffii- 
<< tion, yet could not prevail with him to make a Peace with 
*<the Irijh Rebels^ n-om whom he had admitted CommiF- 
^ toners to attend him with propofitions to that purpofe^ but 
^ diat, when he found thofe Propofitions and Demands fo un- 
<< reafonable, that he couU not confent to them in Confcience, 
^ and that thc^ were inconfiftenc with the fecurit v cf his Pro- 
<< tcAant Subieds there, he had totally rejeOecl them , and 
<< difmifled their Commiflioners with fevere and fliarp Ani« 
<< madverfions : yet that he had given his Lieutenant, ud 
<< Council there, Authority to continue the Cef&tion longer, 
^ in hope that the Rebels there^ might be reduced to better 
«' Tem^r ^ or that his Majeitv might be enabled by a happy 
^ Peace here, which he hop'd this Treaty would produce, to 
<< chaftife their odious and obftinate Rebellion : And if the 
^ Parliament would yet give his Majefty fiiflScient caution that 
<< the War fhould be vigorouflyprofecuted there againft the 
^ Iri/hy by fending over ftron^ Supplies of Men and Money, 
^ he would put an end to that Cef&non without declaring it to 
** be void; which otherwife he could not in Juftice do^ and 
** the doing whereof would be to no purpofe. 

The GommifEoners, vifibly out of Countenance and An- 
gry, made no other reply, but <^ That diey were forry to find, 

« that 
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^< that odious and deteftable Rebellion had received fo much 
'< Grace, as that Commiffioners from ic had been admitted 
"into the King's Prefencej and that they wonder'd, there 
" fhould be any fcruple made of Declaring that Ceflation void, 
" that was entred into exprcfsly againit the Letter of an Adt 
^ of Parliament. This reply they gave in writing, with many 
pathetical expreCTions agamll the Murders and Cruelties, that 
had been ufed in the beginning of that Rebellion; which 
obliged the King's Commiffioners to a little more fliarpneft 
in their returns than they were inclined to; and to tell them, 
** That they wilhed it were in the King's Power to punifti all 
"Rebellion, with that fe verity that was due to it; but fince 
" it was not fo, he mull condcfcend to Treaties, and to all 
" other iixpedients which are neceflary to reduce his Sub- 
" jec^s who are in Rebellion to return to their Duty and 
f* Obedience. 

The nine firft days were now fpent upon the three great 
heads, in which there was little advance made towards giving 
latisfaAion to either Party; for though, in the matter of Re- 
ligion, the King's Commiffioners had made fuch condefcen* 
fions, as would oblige Bilhops to be more diligent in Preach- 
ing, and to be thcmfelvcs prefent in the adminiitration of the 
molt important parts of their Jurifdidtion; yet no fuch Re- 
formation was confiderable to thofc who cared for nothmg 
without extirpation ; and in neither of the other particulars 
any ground had been gotten; and they were feniible, that in 
the matter of Iretandy the King's defence would weigh down 
their Clamour and Calumny. There happen'd fome Acci- 
dents in this time of the Treaty, which made impreffion on 
each Party; the firit was found in the looks of the Parliament 
Commiilioners, upon the Advertifement they receiv'd, that 
Sr LtiQis Divesy who was Governour of a fmall Garrifon in 
Sber^rtte in Darfit-Jbirej had from thence, in a Night, upon 
Intelligence with the King's Governour of Portiami'C^lCf 
furpriled Weymouth^ a Seaport pofleded by the Parliament ; 
which was like to be attended with great benefit to the 
King. 

But whilft the King's Commiffioners entertain'd fome 
hope that this lofs might have the more dijpofcd the Parlia- 
ment to a juft Peace, they receiv'd Advcrtifen^nt of a much 
greater lofs fuKain'd by the King, and which was more like 
to exalt the other fide. Colonel Langhorn^ and Mitton^ two 
very Aftive Officers in the Parliament Service, about Skrof^ 
/hire and North Wales^ by correfbondence with fome Townf* 
men, and fome Soldiers in the Garrifon of Shrewsbury^ from 
whence too many of that Garrifon were unhappily drawn 
out, two or three days before, upon fome Expedition, feifcd 

upon 
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upcm that Town m the Nigfit; tn(L by the fimoe Trdcbaft 
Itkewife entered the Caftle ; where S' Mkhml E^mly the Qch 
verhour had been long fick. and rifing. upon die AlariD) ^mt 
of his Bed, was killed in his Shirt; whuft he bdiaved faim^ 
felf as well as was poffible; and rroifed Qnurter; whicdi did 
not iliorcen his Life inanjr days, be being even at the point of 
Death by a Confiunption j which kept him from perfonaoiDg 
gdl chofe Offices of vigilence he was accuftom'd to, being • 
Gallant Gendeman, who underftood the Office and Duty of 
a Soldier by long experience, and diligent obfovation. Tbs 
lobfiAre'whny was a great blow to the King, and ftreigjht* 
enU his Quarters exceedingly^ and broke the fecure Line of 
Communication widi Cbtfiir^ and expofed all North Wsks^ 
Hmford and Worttfttr^ Co the daily inroads of tte Enemy: 
and the News of ithis, recover'd the dejeOed' Spirits of the Far- 
iiament Commiffioners at Vxitiifit. 

Y s T there had .been an odd Accident which accompanied 
the Enterprife.npon Wtjmwtb^ which gave them afterwards 
more trouble. Sr Ln^u Dives had, in his March from 3Jkr^ 
icrme^ intercepted a Packet of Liters fent out of SomerJH" 
fflnre to the Parliament ; «nd among thofe, t^ere was a Letter 
from Jebm Vjwt^ a Gentleman well known, and of a fair 
£ftate:inthat Country, to Colonel Et/ocMiri/ Vepbrnm^^ prin- 
cipal Officer of the Parliament in their Fleets at Sea, ana oft 
^flionate and. virulent Temper, of the Independent Party. 
The'SubjeA of the Letter was a bitter invedivc againft the 
£arlofj^x, and all thofe who advanced the Treaty of Peace^ 
and a great deteftation of the Peace^ with very indecent ex- 
preffions againft the King himfelf, and all who adhered to him» 
This Letter had been fenc by Sr Ijevih Dives to one of the Se- 
cretaries at OxfirJL and from Him to the Commiffioners ac 
UxkiJge^ who, aubon asthey receiv'd it^ jpmmunicated k 
to ibme of thofe Commiffioners, who they, knew defirVl ft 
Peace, and were very .great Friends to the liarl of Effix. The 
iffr^rx were likewifeftsnnichinveigh'd againft as any Body elfe. 
They to whom this Letter was communicated, durft not un- 
dertake to appear to know any thing of it; but advifed^ 
^•That the Marquis of Htfr(f^i^ might fend a Copy of it to 
^ his Brother the £arl of 4^x, with fuch refle£hons as He 
^thought fit: which being done accordingly, the Earl of 
Effexj who was yet General, took it fo niuc^h to heart, that 
hedefnr'd the Marquis of Hertfrrd wouU fend him the Ori- 
ginal; which was prefendy done; hoping. that it would have 
given fome Advantage to the Earl ot Bffixj towards whom 
ibe Parliament yet behav'd it felf with all imaginable decency 
•ndiiefpefi. 

Tbe Conver&tion that thisLeo^ occafion'd between 
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feme of tbe Commiffianen of both 6dei, who in pit^te uTed 
their old freedom, made a great difixnroy of the Faftion that 
was in the I^rliament : that there were many who deGPd to 
have Peace, widiout any alteration in the Government, fo 
they mi^t be fiire of Indemnity and fecurity for what was 
paltj tlut the Sc^s would infift upon the whole Government 
of the Church, and in all other Matters would defer to the 
King; but that there was another Party, that wouk) have na 
Peace upon what condition (bever, who did relblve to change 
the whole frame of the Government in State, as well as 
Church ; which made a great Party in the Aitny : all thoTe of the 
Parliament who defir*d to remove the Earl of Efftx from be- 
ing General of the Army, and to make another General, were 
of that Party. There was likewife, among the Commimoners 
chemfelves, very little Trufi| and Communication; Sr Harry 
Knsf, SMnt-JoMy and FrukuXy being upon the matter, but 
Spies upon the reft; and thoi^li moft of die reft did heartily 
deGre a Peace, even upon any Terms, yet none of them hm 
the Courage to avow me receding from the moft extravagant 
demand. Befides, there was rewn enough to believe, that 
if the King had yielded to all that was then propofed^ they 
would likewife have infifted upon all wUch they had for- 
fnerly demanded, and upon the delivery up of all thofe Pcr- 
fons who had fisuthfully ferv'd the King, and had been by 
them always excepted, as Perfons never co be pardon'd. 

For though they had affign'd thofe three General Heads, 
of the Church, of the Militia, and of IrelMmdy to be firft Treated 
upon, which were all plaufible and popular Ar^ments, and 
in wluch they who moft delir'd Peace, would iniift at leaft up^ 
on many condecenfions, yet they had not, in the lealt degree 
dedin'd any other of their PropoGtions ; as the exemption of 
many of the greateft Quality, or of the moft declared kSbB6^ 
ons to the Kin^inthe tEree Nations oiEngUmdj Seatlamdy^nd 
IrelMtdy from Pardon ; and the making the Eftates of the refi^ 
under the Name of Delinquents, liable to pay the Charges of 
the War ; from which, or any of the other very unreafonable 
demands, the Houfes had not in their Inifarudtions given their 
Commimoners Authority, in the loift particle to recede : They 
who defir'd Peace, being fittisfiot, that they had prevailed ta 
have a Treaty^ which they imagined would do ail the reft^ 
and diat theie leSer demands, would iaU off, of themfelves, 
when fiitisfaAion Ihouid be given in thofe important particu* 
lars which more concern'd the publick ; and, on the other Gd^ 
they who refolv'd the Treaty Ihouid be efle&ial, were well 
content, that their. Commimoners (hould be inmuAed only 
to infift upon thofe three Generals, without power to depart 
from any one expreffion, in the PropoGtions concerning thofe 
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ptrticulars^ bdjxg fttisfied, thtt in the particular trhidi cOtt^ 
cera'd the Churoi, the Sc^s would never depart from, a tit- 
tle^ and aa ritre,, that: the King would never yield to it; and . 
that, in the Militia, thev who moft deGied Peace^ would ad- 
here to that tAiidik- tfiQit Goncem'd; their awn Security; and 
in the bufinqft of In/oMdy betides the opportunity to'a^>erre 
the King, upon an Argument^ in which, toe People generally 
cOQcurr'd with them,' tbey were fafe enough ; except the King 
IhoDld abfolutdy retr adl, and recant all that he had done^ and 
by declaring the Cei&tion void^ expole< aU thole w1k> had a 
hand in it, to their. cenfure, and judgment; and fodiOblve^ 
til the Authority he faad.in that J^uigdom for the future) 
which they linew he would never do. So that they were fa£p 
enough in tfadft three heads of theur Treaty, widbout bring- 
ing any of their other demands into Debate; which woim 
haveipent much time, and railed great difference in opinion 
among them; yet they had thofe Sill in referve, and nsighc 
roUbnably conclude , chat if the King fttisfipd them in the 
Terms of thofe three Propofitions, he would never. infitt 
upon any ofthe felt; which could not relate fo mudi to his 
Conldence^ or his Honour, as the other. Befides, they knew 
well, that, if, by the King's Condefccnfions, they had fiill 
iatis&dion in the former Three, they who had moft-nalfion 
for Peace, would, for their. own lliares in the particular re« 
vcnge upon thofe Men with whom they were angry enoti^ 
and in the preferments , which would be then in their oil- 

Eo&l, never divide from them in any thing that remain'd to 
e demanded. 

Okb Night, late, the Earl dl Pemh^dh coixne to the Chan* 
ceUor of the Exchequer's Lodging, to return him a vifit; atxl 
late with him fome hours ; allhis difcourfe being to perfwade 
him, to think it reafonable to confent to ail that the Parlia* 
nenc bad demanded. He told him, ^ That there was never 
^ fiich a F^ of Knaves, and Villaines, as they who now 
^^govem'd in thei'arliament; who would fo far prevail, if 
'' this Treaty were broke ofi^ as to remove the Earl of ^x} 
<< and then they would conititute fiich an Army as fhould 
<< force the Parliament^ as well as the King, to confent to 
<< whatfoever. they demanded ; which Would end in the Change 
<< of the Government into a Common-wealth. The Chanced 
lor told him, ^ If he believ'd That, it was high time for the 
<^ Lords to look about them, who would be then no lels con^ 
<< cern'd than the King. He confefled it, and << That they 
<^ were now fenfible, that they had brought this mifchief upon 
<^ themfelves ; and did heartily repent it, though too late ; and 
<^ when they were, in no degree, able to prevent the general 
^« deftruOion, which they fore£iw : but, if the King would be

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^ (b gracious to them, as to preferve them, by conrcDting to 
*^ chofe unreafonable Fropoficions which were made by the 
. <' ParliamenCythe other wicked PeHbns would be difiippointed 
<< hj fiich his conceffions ^ che Earl of Effx would (till keep 
<< his power 3 and chey (hould be able, in a Oiort time after 
^ die Peace concluded* by adhering to the Kix^ whom they 
^V would never foriake hereafter, to recover all tot him that he 
^ now parted with , and to drive thefe wicked Men, who 
^ wookl deftroy Monarchy, out of the Kingdom ; and then 
'< his Majefty would be greater than ever. How estravag^t 
foever this difi:ourfe feems to be, the matter of it was the 
fame, which the wifeft of the reft, and there were Men of very 
good parts among them, did feriouily urge to other of the 
King's Commiffioner^ with whom they had the fame confi- 
dence : fo broken they were in their Spirits, and fo corrupted 
in their Underftanding^ even when they had their own ruin 
in their View. 

Th s Earl of KartbumlnrUnd^ who was the proudeft Man 
alive, could not look upon the Deftrudion of Monarchy, and 
the contempt the Nobility was already reduced to, and which 
muft be then encreafed, with any pleafure : yet ttie repulfe he 
had formerly received at Oxford^ upon his AddreOes thither, 
and the fair efcape he had made afterwards fix>m the jealouiy 
of the Parliament, had wrought fo for upon him, that he re- 
folv'd no more to depend upon the one, or to provoke the 
other, and was willing to fee the King's Power and Autho- 
rity fo much reltrain'd, that he might not be able to do him 
anyharm. 

The Earls oiPemhrokey and SaUsburjy were fo totally with- 
out credit or interefl in the Parliament, or Country, that ic 
was no matter which way Their inclinations or afiedlions 
difpofed them ; and their Fear of the Fafiion that prevailed, 
was fo much greater than their Hatred towards them , that 
though they wilhed They might rather be deffroy'd than the 
King, they had rather the King and his Pofterity fhould be de- 
ftroy'd , than that Wilton fhould be taken from the one of 
them, or Hdtfe'tld from the other j the prefervation of both 
which from any danger, they both believ'd to be the higheft 
point of prudence, and politick circumfpedlion. 

The Earl of Dtnkigh had much greater parts, and &w far- 
ther before him into the defperate defigns of that Party that 
had then the power, than either of the other three, and de- 
tefted thofe defigns as much as any of them; yet the pride of 
his Nature, not inferior to the proudelt, and the confcience 
of his Ingratitude to the King, in fome refpefts (uperior to 
Theirs who had been moft obliged, kept him from being will- 
ing to quit the Company with whom he had converfed too 

long. 
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bng. Though he had receiv'd from thetn rooft (ignal AU 
fronts and Indignities*) and well knew he (hould never mord 
be employ'd by them , yec he thought the King's con- 
dition to be utterly defperate, and that he would be at \s&, 
compell'd to yield to worfe conditions than were now oSer'd 
to Him. He conferr'd with fo much freedom with one of the 
King's CommiiTioners, and fpent fo much time with him in 
the vacant hours, there having been formerly a great Friei&dk. 
(hip between them, that he drew fcme jealoufy upon himfelf 
from fome of his Companions. With Him he lanoented his 
own condition, and adcnowledged his difloyalty to the King^ 
with expreflions of great compiin&ion.^ andprotefted, ^'Thac 
^ he would rooft willingly redeem his. Tranfgreflions by any 
^attempt that might fervethe Kingii^ally, though he were 
^fure to lofe his Life in it^ but that tolofeHin^feif, withouc 
^' any benefit to the King, would expofe him to all mifery ^ 
^^ which he would decline, by not feparating from his Party. 
He inform'd him more fully of the wicked purpofes of tho£e 
who then governed the Parliament, than others apprehended 
or imagin'd; and had a full profped: of the vile condition. 
Himfelf, and all the Nobility fliould be reduced to; yet thought 
itimpoilible to prevent it, by any Authority of ^eic own; 
and concluded, <^ That if any conjundture fell ouv in whiclr 
^ by loGng his Life, he mi^t preferve the Kine, he would 
<< embrace the Occafion; otherwiie^be would miftthe belb 
"he could for himfelf. 

O F the Commiflioners of the Houfe of Comnoons, though^ 
the three named before being excepted, the reft did in cheir 
hearts deli re a Peace, and upon much honelter conditions 
than they durft own ; yet there were not two of them who 
had entire confidence in each other, or who durit communis 
care their thoughts together : fo that though they could fpeak 
their minds freely enough, feverally to thofe Commiflipners^ 
of the King's .fide with whom they had former fri^ndfbip^ 
they would not, in the prefence of any of their own Com[^ 
oions, ufe that freedom. The Debate that bad been in the 
Houfe upon the Se^f-denying Ordinance^ had rais'd fo many Jea- 
loufies, and difcompos'd the confidence that had formerly 
been between many of them, that they knew not what any 
Man intended to do ; many who had, from the beginning of 
the troubles., profeCIed to have molt devotion for the Karl 
of EJlixy and to abhor all his Enemies, had lately feem'd to 
concur in that Ordinance, which wgs coiurived principallv 
for his diOionour and deftrudtion;- and others who feem'd frill 
to adhere to him, did it with fo many cautions, that there could 
be no confidence of their perfevertnce. 

HoLLis, who was the fra^ikeft amcxig them in owning 
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\S& Anittofity and Indigaation againll all die Independent 
Party, and was no otherwife adeemed to the Presbyterians, 
than as they confticuted a Party upon which he depended to 
oppoTe the other, did ibrefee that many of thofe who ap- 

g^r'd mcA refoiute to concur with him, would by degrees^ 
U from him purely for want of Coura^ , in which he 
abounded. Whttlock^ who, from the beginning, bad con^ 
curi'd with them without any Inclinations to dieir Perfons, 
or their Principles, had the lame reafon ftiU not to feparate 
fix>m them. All his E(tate Was in their Quarters, and he had 
a Nature that could not bear, or fiibmit to be undone : 
diough t6 bis Friends, who were Comroiflioners for the King* 
be uied his old openneft, -and profefled his deteftation of all 
fbe proceedings oif his Beirty, yet could not leave them. Vttr- 

C«r, and CVrv, who were both Men of great Fortunes, and 
d always been of the gfcateft moderation in their Counfels^ 
aiid moft foUicitous upon all opportunities for Peace, appeared 
How to have contracted more bitternefs, and foumds than 
fbrmerly ^' and were molr^ itferv'd towards the King's Com- 
ttiflSoners, than Wtts expedled ^ and in all Conferences infifted 
peremptorily, ^ That the King muft yield to whatfoever was 
^requirVl ki the three Demands, which had been Debated. 
Tliey all valued diemfelves ^ Upon having induced the Par- 
^ lian^eftt, i^nft all Oppofition, to confent to a Treaty \ 
^ which producing no tSsQi^ they fhould hereafter have no 
^more credit; and it plainly appeared, that thev had per- 
fwaded themfelves, that in the Treaty, they fhould be able 
to perfwade the King's Commiflioners to concur with them ; 
ana that the King would yield upon the very fatne argument, 
and expe£tion, that the Eari of Femiroke had oflfer'd to dlie 
Chancellor of die Excheauer. 

SoM B of them, ik4k> knew how impoflible it was to pre- 
vail with the Commiffioners, or, if They could be a»Tupted 
fo far in their judgments, how much mofe impoffible ic 
would be to perfwade the King to confent to what was fo 
diametrically againit his Gonfdence, and his Honour ; and, 
in truth, ^aMl his Security, did wifli, ^ That, to get the time 
^of the Treaty prolong'd, feme Conceflions might be made 
* in the pwnt of the Militia, in order to their fccurity ; which 
^ being provided for, might probably take ofi' many Perfon^ 
^ who, out of that confideration pdiKipally^ adher^ to thofe 
^ who they thou^t were moft jealous c^it^ and moft foUi- 
<< dtous for it. This feem'd fuch an iucpedient to thofe to 
whom they proposed it, that they thought ht to make a De« 
bate among all tne Commiffioners about it; ^ And if it (hould 
<^ produce no other efied;, than the getting more days to the 
^ Treaty, and making more Divi&ws fli me IWliament, both 
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^^ which they might naturally expeft frpm it, the benefit ms 
'< not fmaii that would attend it^ for, ai long as the Treatjf 
^^lafted, there could be Utde advange tnade towards new ipc^ 
<^ dellin^ the Army^ the delay whereof would give the King 
'^ likewife more time to make his Preparations for the Fidid^ 
*' towards which he was in no forwardnefs. This coiifidera^ 
tion prevail'd with the Commiflioners to fend their opii^o^ 
to the King, <' That he would give them leave to propofe, 
^ when the next day came for tfa^ Debate of the point of the 
*^ Militia, that the whole Militia of the Kingdom fliould jbp 
'^fettled in fuch a Number of Perfons, for ieven or eight 
'^ years, who might be all fworn to the obfervation of all the 
** Articles which (hpuld be agreed upon in the Treaty j' after 
^' the expiration of which time, which would be fumcient to 
^^ extinguish all jealoufies, it fliould be reftored to the Kine. 
And they fent the King a Lift of fuch Names, as they wiflvd 
might be infcrtcd in the Propoficion, of Perfons in Credit 
with the Parliament, to which his Majeily might add the like 
Number of fuch, of whofe Fidelity he was mod afliired. 

The Earls of Efexy Northumierlan(i^ Warnmk^ and iK/^«- 
cbejiety with Fairfax^ and Crof»well^ were anyone thofe thejf 
recommended to be named by (hp King- w ith tnis MefSige 
they fent two of their own Do4y, who added other reaf^ns, 
which they conceiv'd might prevail with Him ^ and it was 
with great difficulty that his Majeily was prevailed with to 
confent, that fuch an Overture fliould be made. But being 
unwilling to diffent from his Commiflioners judgment, and 
believing it would be rejeAed, and in hope that it would 
gain time by lengthning the Treaty, his Majefty was con- 
rented, that the Commiffioners (hould make fuch an Ofier ^ 
is mention'(L and name the Perfons they had jpropofed of the 
Parliament Party j and withal, he fent a Lilt of fiich Per- 
fons as himfelf thought ht to truft in that Affair ^ in whom, 
to£ether with the others, he would have the power of the 
Militia to be veiled. But by this time, the Term affign'd for 
the Tre^y drawing towards an end* they who had at nrit ad- 
viied this Expedient, had not the juune opinion of the (iic- 
ceis^ and had plainly difcover'd, that the Parliament wpuU 
not confent to add one day more to the Treaty. 3o the far- 
ther profecution of the Overture in that manner was laid afide* 
For the King's Commiffioners condt|ded, << That at chiis time 
'^too^r any particular Names from the King to be trufjled 
^^ with the MUitia, was but to eipofe thofe Perfons to re- 
<< proach, as fome of them were very ungracious and unpo- 
'^ pular to themj and to give the other fide an excufe for re- 
^'jedtingtheoSer, upon exception to their Perfons. How- • 
ever, that they might fee a greater condef(;enfioa from the 
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]tCbig in that point, than he had ever yet been induced to, 
rhey ofier'd, ^ That the Militia Ihould be fo fettled for tb? 
^^ ipace of feven T^ars, as they had defir'd, in fuch a Number 
^ofPerfbns as mould be agreed upon; a moiety of which 
^ Peribns, (hould be nominated by the King, and the other 
^moiety by the Parliament: wmch was rejefied by ^etn 
with their ufual negled. 

From this time die Commiffioners, on both Gdes, grew 
more referv'd, and colder towards each other ,* infomuch as 
tnthelaft Conferences, the Anfwers and KepUes upon one 
another, were {harper and more refiedling than they had for- 
merly Dcen: and m their Conference upon the iaft day, 
whicn held moft part of the Night, it was evident, either fide 
' laboured moll to make the other feem to be moft in fault. 
The Kins'^ CommifEoners delive^d a Paper, which contained 
B Sum of all that bad been done in the Treaty, and obferv'd, 
•' that after a War of fo many years, cnter'd into, as was pre- 
** tended, for the Defence, and Vindication of the Laws of 
*^ the Land, and the Liberty of the Subjed:, in a Treaty of 
*' twenty days, they had not demanded any one thing, that, 
^ by the Law of the Land, they had the leaft Title to de- 
^^ mand ; but infift^ only on fuch particulars as were againft 
^* Law, and the eftablifh'd Government of the Kingdom ; 
^ and that much more had been oflferM to them for the ob- 
** raining of Peace, than they could with juftice or reafon 
-*^ require : with which they were fo offended, that they, for 
fome time,refufed to receive the Paper, upon pretence, ** That 
^ the time for the Treaty was expired j becaufe it was then 
after twelve of the Qock of the Night of the twentieth day : 
but at laft they were contented to receive it, finding, that it 
would not be lefs publick, and would more refled upon them, 
if they rejedled it : and fo they parted a little before the 
break of day. 
^l TmmV 'The o^xt ^ly ^^^% Sunday^ they refted in the Town, 
»i>w ef' ^^^ ^^cy might in the Afternoon decently take theu* leaves 
ftif. of each other ; though Monday^ according to the Letter of 

their Pafs, was the laft day of their freedom, and at that Sea- 
fon of the year their Journey to Oxford might require two 
days, as they had fpent two days incoming thither; and the 
Commillioners for the Parliament, had given them a Paper in 
which they declared;, **That they might lafcly make ufe of an- 
** other day for their return, of which no Advantage (hould 
^ be taken. But they having on Sunday^ perft)rra'd their mu- 
" tual Vifits to each other, parted with fuch coolnefs towards 
each other, as if they fcarce hoped to meet again; and the 
King's Commiflioners were fo unwilling to run any hazard, 
that they were on the Munday Morning fo early in their 
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Coaches, that they came to Oxford xhax. Night, and kifs'd the 
King's band; whoreceiv'd them very gracioufly j thanking; 
them for the pains they had taken. Surely the pains the/ 
had taken, wim how Httle fuccefs foever, was very great ; 
and they who had been mod inured to bufineis, had not in 
their Lives ever undergone fo great fatigue for twenty d^s to- 
gether, as at that Treaty. The Commidioners feldom parted^ 
during that whole time, till two or three of theQock in the 
Mommg. Befides , They were obliged to fit up later whor 
were to prepare fuch Papers as were direfied for the next 
day, and to write Letters to Oxford^ fo that, if the Treat/ 
had continued much longer, it is very probable many of the 
CommifBoners muil have fallen fick for want of fleep ; which 
fi>me of them were not fatisfied with in three or four days ^f- 
ter their return to Oxferd, Thus ended the Treaty of IJx- 
iridgej the particulars whereof were, by the Kin^s Com« ^ 
mand, ihortly after publifli'd in Print, and never contradi&ed 
by the Parliament. 

The King fpoke to thofe he trufted moft at that time, 
with much more Melancholy of his own Condition, and the 
State of his Affiiirs , than he had ufed to do. The lofs of 
Sbfwsbury was attended with many ill Confequences; and 
that which had feem^d to bring fome kind of recompence for 
it, the Surprife of Weymouth^ prov'd but a Dream 3 for the 
Enemy had loft but one part of the Town, which they, in 
a Ihort time after, recovered again by the ufual Negligence 
of the Kine's Govemours. So diat his Maiefty told them, 
*' He found it abfolutely neceflary to purfue his former refo- 
'< lution of feparating the Prince his Son from himfelf, that 
''the Enemy might not, upon anySucce^, find them toge- 
^'ther^ which, he laid, would be ruin to them both^ where- 
V'.as, though he fliould fall into their hands whilft his Son 
^' was at liberty, they would not dare to do him harm. He 
feem'd to have very reafbnable ApprehenGons, that upon the 
lofs of a Battle, he might become a Prifoner ; but he never 
imagin'd, that it would enter into their thoughts to take away 
bis Life \ not that he believ'd they could be reftrain'd from 
that Impious AO, by any remorie of Conicience, or that they 
had not wickednefs enough to defign, and execute it : but he 
believ'd it againft their Intereft j and would often, in difcourfe, 
&y, ^ Of what moment the prefervation of his Life was to 
^ the Rebels^ and how much they were concerned to ore- 
<' ferve it, in regard, that if he Himfelf were dead, the Par- 
'< iiament ftood diflblv'd \ fo that there would be an end of 
^' their Government : which, though it were true in Law, 
would have little (haken their Power, q| which they were too 
long poffefled to part with it eaGly. 

<iq4. This 
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This was a fpeculttion of that Nature, that no body had 
reafoa to eodeavour to change the King's oittnion in that par* 
ticukr ; and his Majefty thought of nothing fo much as 
haftning the Prince's Journey; and to that purpofe, com-^ 
mandcd thofe who were appointed to attend him to be ready 
hf a Qiort day^ refolding that his Highneft ihould make his 
Journey dire^y to Brifto/y and continue his refidence there, 
till fome emergent alteration ihould make his remove from 
thence nece{&ry* For whatever difcourfe was made of railing 
an^rmy in the Weft, the King had no purpofe to put the 
]^riocc mto the head of any fucn Army y and tiiou^Gormg 
had prevaii'd to be fen^ with a ftrong Farty of Horl'e, and 
ibme Foot, into Htimffiirej upon pretence of fecunng the 
Weft from IFsJle/9 Incurfion, and upon fome other dSign ; 
yet the King had not die leaft purpofe, that he (houkl be 
where the. Prince was ; though he was not himieif without 
that defign at that prefent, as (hall be made out anon, mean-^ 
in^ by that device to withdraw himfelf from the command 
9f Prince Ruftrty which the King did not apprehend. But 
his Majefty luving no more in his purpofe than is faid before^ 
he fent the Lord Hapt$n to Briftol to provide a Houfe for 
his Higbnels, and to put that City into as good a pofture of 
Security for the Prince's refidence, as was neceuary; nor 
was there any odier Strength deCign'd to attend about his 
Higbneis's Perfon, than one Regiment of Horfe, and one 
Regiment of Foot, for his Guards, both to be under the 
Command of the Lord Capehy who was likewife to raife them 
upon his own Credit and Intereft^ there being, at that time, 
not:one1Msa raifed of Horfe or Foot, ix)r any means in view 
for the {Myment of them, when they Ihould be raifed ; nor, 
indeed, for the fupporcofthe Princess Family, orhisPerfon. 
In fp great (carcity, and poverty, was the King himfeli^ and 
his Court at Oxford. 

Tjher e happen'd an Accident at this time, that reconcile 
the isunds of many to this Journey of the Prince into the 
Weft, :and look'd like a good Ooien that it would produce 
good efifedla ; though it prov'd afterwards an occafion of much 
troubJe and inconvenience. When the King rcnim'd through 
S<nmrfit-ftdrey2&Qx the Defeat of the Earl oiEjfex in Cornwly 
there bad been a Petition deliver'd to him, in the Names of 
the Gentry ; Qergy, Freeholders , and others his Majelty's 
Proteflant Skibjedls of the County of Somtrfety in which they 
defir-d, « That his Majefty would give them leave to Petition 
<«the Parliament, that there might be a Treaty for Peace; 
<^ and that diey might have liberty to wait upon his Majefty 
<^ in Perfon in his xqfypch ; and that when they came to a 
*' nearer diftance, they might then go before, and deliver their 
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<< Petition ; and if they fliould not obtain their fo juft Re- 
'< queil, tbey would then sflift his Majefty to get that by the 
^' Sword, which could be obtained no other wzy. To that 
purpofe, Chev defir'd leave <^To put themfelves in Arms, to 
^' attend his Majefly in the Journey. This Petition, how in^ 
digeited, or imprat&cahie ioever ia the manner, and way pro- 
pofed, waa contrived by (bme Perfons of unqueitionable Fi- 
delity to the King; who thought, that under this fpecious 
Title of Petitioners for Peace, they might draw even that 
whole Populous County tx> appear for the King ; and there-r 
fore the Iving gave them a gracious reception, and liberty to 
da all chac they defir'd^ believing it poffible, that he might 
even from thence recruit his Foot; which he moft defired; 
3uc his Majelly's fpecdy march, left that deiign to be better 
weighed and digged. 

Upon the hrflr Fame of the Prince's being to vifit the 
We^ and to keep bis Court there, fome Gentlemen, of the. 
bett Qiality in the Wdi, came to Oxford^ as entrufted by> 
the reit to acquaint his Majefty, ^That they had now form'd 
^' the Deiign, they had formerly prefented to him, much bet- 
'* cer than it was; and that the four Weftem Counties, D^r- 
^yjitj Somirfitj Druon^ and C^mwaij had refolv'd to enter 
'* into an Aflbciation, and to be joynt Petitioners to the Par- 
^* liament for Peace ; and that their Petition fhould be fent 
'^ by very many thou&nds of the moft fubftantial Freeholders 
'^ of the fevers! Counties, who (hould have Money enough 
^^ in their Purfes to ddiray their Charges, going aiid return- 
^^ing; and whofoever remfed to joyn in the Petition, (hould 
^^ be look'd upon as Enemies to Peace and their (Jountry, 
'^ and accordingly treated ; fo that this Addrefs could not btt 
^^ have great influence upon the Parliament, being under the 
'^ Style o^ One^and All; and could not but be looked upon as 
" fuch. They dcfir'd the King, « That the Prince might be 
^^coade General of this Aflbciation; in order to which, they 
*^ would provide for his fupport according to his Dignity ; 
^^ and, in the firft place, take care for the railine a good Guard 
^^ of Horfe and Foot, for the fiifety of his Perfon. 

Though this defign, in the Notions thereof, was as. 
unpradioid>le as the former^ yet his Majefty diought not tic 
to difcountenance , and reject it. It was very vehemently ■ 
prefied by many Perfons of Quality, in the name of the four 
Weftem Counties, and among thofe who took it moit to • • 
heart, •S'' Jthrn Stdwei was the Oiief; a Gentleman of one of 
the largeft Eftates, that any Man poOefled in the Weft, wiio 
had, from the beginning of the Parliament, ihew'd very great 
Afie&ion to the Perfon of the King, and to the Government 
that waa fettled, both in Church and State; and from the 
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b^inning of die War had engaged both his own Perfon, 
and his two Sons, in the moft aAive part of it, wich fingu- 
lar Courage ; and had render'd himfelf as odious Co the nr- 
liamenr, as am^ Man of that condition had done. This Gen* 
denHui was amited, and counfeU'd by Mr FotrnfMsm^ a La^er 
of fiminenqF, who had been imprifonM, and baniih'd Lmkum^ 
for his declared Affedlion to the Crdwn ; and they two had 
fird entertained and form'd this projedl in their own thoughts^ 
and then, upon the communication of it with ibme Geode* 
men^ and more of the Farmers, and Freeholders of the Coon*' 
tjy found fiich a general concurrence with them, that they 
concluded it couM not but have good Succefs, and would 
Bring the Parliament to be glad of Peace. They were both 
very tenacious of what they bad once refolv'd, and believ'd 
all who ohjedled againft their undertaking to be averfe Ecom 
Peace ; fo that the King concluded, that he would fo &r com- 
ply with them, as to make the Prince General of their Ado- 
elation ^ which he was fure could do no harm ; and they were 
lb much delighted with the condefcenfion, that they promifed 
Ibeedily to make Provifion for the Prince's fupport, and for 
the railing his Guards of Horfe and Foot; and to that pur- 
pofe made hafte to Brift§ly that dl things might be ready 
againft the Prince came thither. 
The Prince UpoN thefe reafons , the Prince had two Commiflions 
*^J^ g" P^^f^ fo ^i"^ ? o"^> ^o be general of the Affociation ; and 
JUr^Sr* ^o^*^cr, to be General of all the King's Forces in Englaitd. 
f^„g»s For when the King declar'd his Nephew Prince Ruferf to be 
Ftrcest and General, in the place of the Earl of Brentford^ his Highne(s 
•ffhewfft' defir'd, « That there might be no General m Emgland but the 
^*«. '*''* Prince of fTales, and that he might receive his Commiffion 
*' from Him ; which his Majefty took well ; and fo that Com- 
million of Generaliffimo was likewife given to the Prince, 
when in truth it was refolv'd he (liould Ad no part in either, 
but remain quiet in Brifioly tUl the fate of all Armies could 
be better difcern'd. 

The Indifpofition and Melancholy which poflefTed the 
Court at Oxfordy and all the King^ Party, was preferv'd from 
defpair, only by the extraordinary Difcontents and Animofities 
in the Parliament ; which kept them from purfuing the advan- 
tages they had had by united Counfels. Adbon as the Commif- 
(ioners were retum'd from Vxhrit^ey and that a Treaty could 
be now no farther urged, the Independent Party (for fo they 
were now contented to be call'd, in oppofition to the other 
which were ftyl'd Presbyterian) appwu'd bare-faced, and vi- 
goroufly prefled on their Se^^nying Ordinance^ that fo they 
might proceed towards modelling their new Army, by put* 
ting out the old Officers^ during the fiifpen&on whereof 
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there was no care for providing for the Troops they had, or 
making recruits, or preparing any of thofeFrovifions,- which 
would be neceflary for taking the Field. They were now cn^ 
rer'd into the Month of Msrcby which was ufed as a itrong 
Argument by both Parties, the one urging, '^From the Sealbn 
*^ of the year, thenecefliry of expediting their refolution for 
<< the pamng the Ordinance, that the Army mipht be put into 
'^ a podure of marching ; the other prefling, <^That fo great in 
^* Alteration ought not to be attempted, when there was fo 
^^ fhort a time to make it in : That there would be apparent 
** danger, that the Enemy would find them, without any Ar- 
** my at all fit to take the Field ^ and therefore defir'd, " That 
^ all things might Hand as they were, till the end ofthe next 
'^ Campaign ; when, if they faw caufe, they might refumo 
^^ this Expedient. The other Parry were loud againft the de- 
lay; and (aid, <^ That was the way to make the War laft ; for 
^^ managed as it had been, they mould be found at the end of 
^^the next Campagne in the fame poiture they were now in; 
^* whereas they mads no doubt bur, if this Ordinance was 
^ pafs'd, they mould proceed fo vigorouily, that the next Cam- 
'' pajgoe fliould put an end to the War. 

The Debate continued many days in the Houfe of Com- 
mons, with much paffion, and (harp refiedtions upon Things, 
and Perfons ; whillt: the Houfe of Peers look'd on, and atten* 
ed the refolution below. Of the Presbyterian Party, which 
paflionately oppofed the Ordinance, the chief were, Halih^ 
Stap/etony Glhy WMilevy L^ngy and others, who believ'd their 
Party much Superior in Number ; as the Independent Party 
was led by Nathaniel FiefmeSyVaney Crofinpelly HaJUrigy Mar^ 
thty and others ; who fpoke more and warmer than they that • 
oppofed them. Ofthe Houfe of Peers, there was none thought 
to be of this la(t Party, but the Lord Sayy all the reft were 
fuppo(ed to be ofthe Earl of EJpx's Party; and (b, that it waa 
impoflible that the Ordinance (liould ever pa(s in the Houie 
of Peers, thou^ it fliould be carried by the Commons: But 
they were in This, as in many other things, difappointed ; 
for manv, who had fate (ilent, and been thought to nave been 
of one Party, appeared to be of the other. They who thought 
they could never be fecure in any Peace, except the Kin^ 
were firft at their Mercy, and fo obliged to accept the condi- 
tions they would give him, were willing to change the hand 
in carrying on the War : and many, who thought the Earl of 
Efffx behaved himfelf too imperioufly, were willing to have 
the Command in one who was more their equal. Many were 
willing he Ihould be anger'd, and humbled, that Himfelf might 
be more concern'd to s^vance a Pbace, which he had not beea 
forward enough to do, wluUt he held the Supreme Command. 

Whkn 
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W u IE N the Debate grew rip^ Smmi-J^lmy Pierfwtt^ HM- 

Acky and Crewy who Imd beoi thought to be o£ the raty of 

die £arl of Bffixj apfilear'd for pafimg the Ordinance, aa the 

only way to unite their Counfel^ and to refift the Common 

£aemy ; laying, ^ They diicoverd by what diey heard abroad, 

^ and by the Spirit thac govem'd in the City, that there would 

<' be a g^eral diflatisfaftion in the Peopi^ if this Ordinance 

^ were not pafled. Then they fell into a high Admiration 

of the Earl of Effix, extolling his great merit, and feem'd to 

fear, ^ That thewar would never be carried on fo happily, as 

^< it had been under Him ^ or if it were^ that the good mc- 

<^ cefi muft be ftill imputi»l to his Condu^ and Couraee, 

^ which bad form'd their Armies, and taught them to Fight. 

By this kmd of Oratory, and profeffing to decline their own 

inclinations and wifh^s. purely for Peace and Unity, they fo 

^ ^i^' ^ prcvaird over thote who were ftill iiirprifed, and led by 

'^ JX*>me Craft, that the Ordinance was pafrt in the Houfe of 

$bt cw^ Commons, and tranfinitced to the Peers for their Confent j 

i«#iu. where no body imagin'd it would ever pais. 

After the Battle at T^A, and that the Earl of Jktov^;/^ 
was requir'd to march with his Army againft the King^ upon 
^ the defeat of the Earl of l^€% in cwmwaty the Scotifb Army 
' march'd Northwards, to reduce the little Garrifons remain- 
ing in thofe parts; which was eafily done. After which they 
snarch'd to New-Caftle ; which, being defended only by the 
Townfmen, and in no degree fortified for a Siege, was given 
up to them, after as good a refinance as could be made in fuch 
a place, and by fuch People. So that they having no more 
CO do in thofe parts, the Parliament thought not St however 
• to difmifs them to return intb their own Country, not know- 
ing yet, how far their new modell'd Army would be able to 
carry on all their defigns. And therefore the Scotiib Army was 
again advanced as far as Tsri^, and was to be applied as there 
(hould be occafion. 
sjin dee$uHt T H £ King had formerly, towards the end of the year forty 
0ftb€ Earl three, confider'd how to give fuch a difturbance to Scat' 
aot^Ex- ^'**'» ^ might oblige their Army to ftay at home to quench a 
pedsti^n^'to^^^^ in their own Country; but all the Advance, which had 
Scotland, been made towards the execution of that defign, in the Con- 
ferences with the Earl of Mountmfe and in the Commitment 
of Duke HamittoMy had been check'd for fome time, by the 
King's not being able to Qve any Troops to that Earl, by 
the Protedlion whereof the Loyal Party of that Kingdom 
might come to his Aflifbince, and diicover their AfieAion to 
his Majefty. Notwichftanding which, the vigorous Spirit of 
Che Earl of Mtmvtrofey had ftirr'd him up to make fome at- 
tempt) whether he had any helpior no. The Perfon whoip 
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that Earl oaoft hated, and conteinn'd, was the Marquis of At^ 
gfie^ who had then the Chief Government of Sc9tiandi and 
though he was a Man endued with all the faculties of craft 
and dillimulation^ that were neceflary to bring great deGgqa 
CO eSk&y and had, in reiped of his Mate aiKi AuthcMrity, t 
very great Interelt in diat Kingdom ^ yet he had no Martial 
Qualities, nor the reputation ot more Courage, than infoknt 
and imperious Perfoxis, whilft they meet with no oppofitioa, 
are u&d to have. 

Th £ Earl of MomOrcfw believ'd that his getting iafeiy into 
Sc$tUmi^ was mudi more difficult than it would be to raife 
Men enough there to controul the Authority <£Argjh. There 
was, at that time, at O^fhrdy the Earl of Antfim^ remarkable 
for nothing, but for having Married the Dowager of the great 
Duke of BuclnftfhMm^ within few years after the death of 
diat &vourite. By the podeOioa of Her ample Fortune, he 
had liv'd in the Court in great expence and fome luftre, until 
his Riot had contracted fo great a debt, that he was neceffi* 
rated to leave the Kingdom, and to retire to his own For* 
tune in Irtlmtd (which was very &ir) together with his Wife; 
who gave him reputation, being a Lady, befides her own great 
exxra&on and Fortune, as Heirefi to the Houfc of IMUmij 
and Wife and Mother to the Dukes of BucUnghamy of a very 
great Wit and Spirit^ and made the mean parts of her pre* 
lent Husband ( a handfome Man too) well enough receiv'4 
in ail places : fo that they had liv'd in Inland in fplendour, 
as they ought well do, till that Rebellion drove the udy agaia 
from thence, to find a livelyhood out of her own Eftate in 
Emgland. And upon the Queen's firit coming to Oxfind^ She 
likewife came thither ^ where ,Sbe found great reaped from 
all. The Earl of AMirimj who was a Man of exceflive pride 
tod vanity, and of a very weak and narrow underHanding, 
was no fooner without die counfel and oonopany of his Wife, 
than he betook himfelf to the Rebels, with- an imafiinadoa 
that his Quality and Fortune would ^e him the fupreme 
power over tb^m; which, probably, he never intended to 
employ to the prejudice of cbe Kioe, but deiir'd to appear fo 
confidenible, that he mi^t be looked upon as |a greater Mao 
than the Marquis of OfMnd^ which was fo unoify and tor- 
turiiffi an Ambition to him, that it led htm into feveral faulty 
and follies. The Rebels were glad of his His prefence, and to 
have his Name known to be among them, but had no confi- 
dence in bis abilities to advife ot command them ; but reUed 
much more upon his Brother, Akxander Macdvimely wbq 
was &ft CO their Party, and in tbeir moft fecret Gouniels. 

The Earl, according to his natural nniteadinef^ did not 
like his Station there, bu^ by dUgioiie, ^l hinofelf into the 
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Proteftant Quarters, and from thence iftto Engl^dj and to to 
Oxford -y where his Wife then was ; and made his prefence not 
unacceptable ; the King not having then notice of his having 
ever been among the Irifh Rebels ; but he pretended to have 
great credit and power in Ireland to ferve the King, and to 
di(ix>fe the Ir^ to a Peace, if heChould have any countenance 
from the King; which his^Majeiiy knew him too well ta 
chink him capable of. Whether the Earl of Antrim had his 
original Excradbion in Scotland^ or the Marquis of Argjh His 
in Ireland^ muft be left to the determination of thofe that are 
skill'd in the Genealogjr of the Family of the Macdovntis^ to 
the fuperiority whereof they both pretend ; and the Earl of 
Antrim^ to much of thofe Lands in the Highlands of Scot'- 
Undy which were poflefled by ArgyU'^ and the greateft part 
of his Eftate in Ireland was in that part of IJlfter that lies next 
Scotisndy and his dependents near of the fame Language, and 
manner of living with the Highlanders dii Scotland. The imoW"' 
ledge of this, difpofed the £^rl oiMountrofe to make a great 
tojuaintance with him adbon as he came to Oxford^ and to 
confult with him, whether it might not be pofliible to draw 
t Body of Men out of Ireland to be fuch a foundation for 
raifing Forces in Scotland^ as might advance the Enterprife he 
had folong in his heart; it being notorious enough that the 
Highlanders in Scotland had very good Afiediions for the 
King; and ddir'd nothing more than to free themfelves from 
the hard (lavery, they had long endur'd under the Tyranny of 
Argyle, The pafTage over the Sea in thofe places, .between 
Scotland ^tid Ireland^ is fo narrow, that the People often make 
their Markets in one and the other, in the fpace of few hours ; 
and the hardinefs of both People is fuch, that they have no 
delight in the fuperBuity of diet, or cloathing, or the great com- 
modity of Lodging; and were very fit to conftitute an Army 
that was not to depend upon any Supplies of Money, or 
Arms, or Vidhial, but what they coula eafily provide for 
themfelves, by the dexterity that is univerfally pradiced in 
thofe parts. 

TiitEixXof Antrim^ who was naturally a great Under- 
taker, and defired nothing fo much, as that the King ihould 
believe him to be a Man of intered and power in Ireland^ was 
highly exalted, when he difcover'd by the Earl of Mountrofe^ 
that he was thought to have credit enough in that part of Ire^ 
tandy to perform a Service fcjr the King^ which he never be- 
fore entertain'd a thought of. So that he prefcntly undertook 
to the Earl of Mountr^y " That, if the King would grant him 
^a Commiflion, he would raife an Army in Ireland y and 
**rranrport it into Scotland -y and would himfelf be in the 
**head of it; by means whereof be believed all the Qan of the

<^ Macdmnmh in the HigMands of Scotlandy might be perrwad- 
^' ed to follow him. When the Earl ofMoumrrfe had form'd 
filch a reafonable undertaking, as he believ'd the Earl oi An^ 
trim might in truth be able to comply with, he acquainted 
Che Lord Dighf with it, who was a triend to all difficult de- 
figns, and defired him <<To propofe it to the King, and to 
^^ let his Majelly know, that he was fo confident ofthe Earl 
^^ of AntrMs being able to perform what f hould be neceffiiry 
*' (for. he would be very well content, if he would fend over 
^^ a Body bu^ of two thoufand Men into SMisndy which he 
^. well knew he could eafily do) that he would himfelf be in 
" the Highlands to receive them; and to run his fortune with 
^Vthem; if his Majefty would give him leave to gather up 
'* fuch a Number of his Country-men about Oxford^ as would 
^ be willing to accompany him^ with whom he would make 
^^ ids way thither; and that, if no time were loft in profecuc- 
^ log this defign, he did hope that by the time the Scotijb Ar- 
'^ my (hould te ready to take the Field, they (hould receive 
V fiich an Alarm from their own Country, as (hould hinder 
*' their advance, * 

Upon this Overture , the King conferred with the two 
Earls tog^er; and finding the 1^1 of Antrim forward to 
undertake the raifing as many Men as (liould be defir'd, if he 
might have the Kingfs Commiflion to that purpofe ; and know«« 
ing well, that he had, in that part of the Kingdom, Interejft 
enough to do it; and the Earl of Mountrofe as confidently a{^ 
luring his Majefly, '^ That with two thoufand Men Landed in 
^' the Highlands, he would quickly raife an Army, with which 
^^ he could difquiet that Kingdom ^ and the defign being more 
probable, than any other that could be propofed to the £ime 
purpoie, his Majeity refolv'd to encourage it all he could, that 
IS, to give it countenance ^ for he had neither Money, nor 
Arms, nor Ammunition, .to contribute to it in any dq^ee. 
The great obje&ion, that appeared at the firft entrance into 
it, was, ^ That though the Earl oi Antrim had power in Vifterj 
'^ and among the Roman Catholicks, he was very odious to 
^* the Proteftants, and obnoxious to the State at Dubliuy many 
^^ things being dilcover'd againft him of his correfpondence 
^< with the Rebels, which were not known when he came into 
'^ Eftglamt. But that which gave mod Umbrage (for no body 
fufoedted his conjundion with the Rebels) ^ was his declared 
^Malice to the Lord Lieutenant, the Marquis of Ormowd^ 
"and the contempt the Marquis had of him, who would there- 
" fore undervalue any Propofition (hould be made by him, be* 
" ing a Man* of fo notorious a levity and inconlhmcy^ thac 
^' he did not ufe to intend the fame thing long. There could 
^^ be no trufting him.wirb any Commiflion independent upoa 
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^ the Marquis dOrm^mdj or tUowinjg him to do tny thing ia 
^' IrtUmd without the Marquis's Privity, and fiidi a umitation 
c' would by no means be grateful to him. And thou^ the be- 
^ ncfity the King's Friends in Sc0t/Mwd would receive by the 
^ carrying away any Body of Men out of CT^fer, would be a 
^ mat toOentng and abatement of the fti»igth of the Iri/b 
^ Rebels^ who had the Command over thofe parts, yet if tht 
^ Earl otAmirimy under anv Authority from the King^ Ihould 
^ indifcreedy behave himfelf (as no Man who lov'd him beft. 
^ had any confidence in his ducretion) all the reproaches caft 
^ upon his Majefty, of his countenancing thofe Rebels, would 
^ receive the greateft confirmation imaginable. 

The fbrefight of thefe difficulties gave life to an Intrigue 
in the Court, which for fome time had not fucceedod. Dmtki 
O Htib (who was in fubtlety and underftanding much fiipe- 
lior to the whole Nation of the old Irj/Sb) had long laboured 
to be of the Bed-Chamber to the King. He was very well 
known to the Court, having foent many years Ixtween that 
and the Low Countries, the Winter Sealon in the one, and 
the Summer always in the Arniy in the other; as epod an 
i£ducacion towards advancement in the World, as that Age 
knew. He had a fair Reputation in both Climates, having a 
competent Fortune of his own, to fupport himfeliF withotic 
dependence, and a natural lnfinuatiol:^ and Addrefi, which- 
made him acceptable in the beft Company. He was a great 
obferver, and difcerner of Mens Natures and Humours, and 
was very dexterous in compiyance where he found it ufefuL 
Aflbon as the Troubles beam in Scttland^ he had, with the 
firft, the Command of a Troop of Horfe ; to which he was 
by ail Men held very equal ; having had good experience in 
the moil adtive Armies of that time, and a Courage very 
notorious. And though his inclinations were naturally to eafe 
and luxury, his indu&y was indefiitieable, when his Honour 
required it , or his particular Interor , which he was never 
without^ and to which he was very indulgent^ made it necef- 
fiuy or convenient. 

I N the fecond Troubles in Sc§tUmdy he had a greater Com« 
maiKi, and fome part in moft of the Intrigues of the Court, 
and was in great confidence with thofe who moft defign'd 
the deftrudtion of the £arl of Str afford^ agamft whom he 
bad contracted fome prejudice in the behalfof his Nation ^ 

S: when the Parliament grew too imperious, he entered very 
nkly into thofe new defigns, which were contrived at 
Court, with lefs circumQ>edtion than both the Seafon, and the 
weight of the Afi&ir required. And in this Combination, in 
which Men were moft concerned for themfelves, and to re* 
^ve good recompence fi^ d» Adventures they made, he 

had 
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bad ehher been promised, oi at ledtvencourtgfd by thcQuten 
CO hope to be ipadeGroom of the Bedchamber, when a vt^ 
ctncy fhould happen. When the Civil War bc^ti% be> be^ 
ing; tnen in the Low Coonciiea^ having lAade an efi;:ape out of 
the Tower^ where he ftood conunitt^ by the Fariiamea£ upon 
a Charge of High Treafo^i, chofe father >to be Licu^nant 
CbloneTof Horfe to Ptince^li^iie^ chaa'theNamcofaigrciater 
Officer, which he ffaijghi^ weH haveprctnid/ad to ; pr^mung 
that, by his ctexterity^ he (bould ha«e fisch.4ih Intereft in that 
y cxing Frince, as ' might make his -relatibQ; jro him Sopeiior to 
thofe who had greater Tides. Hie had the mi^ortune^ ac rhe 
firft coming of the Frince, %6 bai^e ccectit with him to make 
fdme impreflions, and:pre|li^lioes. which he would hj^ve been 
glad afterwards to have renoomy when he faw others had 
credit likewife to build upon thofe' Foundation;!, which he 
hoped to have had the fole Authority rb have (uperviTed, and 
direAed. When he law fome of j)is Fcstemity .promoted to 
OfSces and Honours^ who h«^ not vemur'd, or (uftr^d more 
than Me (for if he bad not made his' efi^ape out of the^Tow^ 
very dextrouUy, in ai^adies drels,he had been in manifiift 
danger of hts Life) and whofe pretences were notnlMter 
founded, than upon the promifes^o^e at the fan^ timd, when 
he had promifed himfelr tobe of ^ the Qed-Chamber, he now 
prefled likewife to be admitted into that attendance ; and the 
Queen had been very follicitoqs with; ihe King on Ins behalf^ 
being confcious to her felf, that he had been encouragied by 
Her to hope it. But the King could by no means be prevailed 
with to receive him , having contraaed a prejudice againft 
him with rieference to the Karl of Str^ordj or upon Tome 
other reafon, which could not be removed by &U his Friends, 
oip by the O^n her felf 3 who dierefore bid him exped: a bet- 
ter conjuncture. This , o Niil^ cook very heavily ; and thei 
more, becauie his condidon in the Army was lefs pleaiant to 
him, by Prince Bupiffs withdrawing his Graces from him. 

The defi^ of the Earls of Mwtrofi and Antrmy which 
was yet wholely managed with the King by the Lord 2>%4f » 
who was likewife of intimate Frietidfhip with O JNW/r, gave 
him opportunity to fet this pretence again on foot. Ic was ge» 
nerally known that O Neiky whether by Alliance, or Friend- 
fhip, or long acquaintance, had more power with the £arl 
f^S Antrim than any Man ^ and that by tbeafeendent he had in 
his underftanding, and the dexterity of his Nature, in which 
he was Superior to moft Men, he could perfwade him very 
much ; and it was as notorious, that the Marauis of Ormond 
lov'd O Neil» very well, and had mudi efteem for him. Upon 
this ground the Lord Digky told the Kin|^ ^ That he had 
^ thought of an expedient, which he did bciieve might relievd 
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^ him in the perplexities he fuftain'd concei 

^ of the Earl of ABtrmi and then propofed, ^The fending 

^^Ot^iUmthhimi who (houldfirftdiflwade him from affiaO- 

^ ing to have any O>mmiffion Himfelf to A& in IrelamJ^ and 

^' then incUne him to depend upon the Afliftance and Autho-> 

^rity of the Marquis of Ormonde who Ihould be required by 

'^ the King to contribute all he could, for the making tho& 

<* Levies of Men, and for impreffing of Ships, and ot)wr Vcf* 

^ fels for their Tranfportation into the Higbliuids; and then, 

^^ that he fliould go over himfelf with the £arl, and ftay with 

^^ him during his abode in Duhlim-j by which he might oeginy 

.^and prelerve a good Imelligence between Him and the 

j.^^Marquis of OrMM^ and diqiofe the Marquis of Ormmd 

i^to gratify him, in w things that might concern fo impor*- 

^* tanta Service; which, befides the Letters he ihould amry 

^ with him from the Kim,j3i8 own credit with the Marquis, 

'^^ and his Gogular Addreu, would eafily bring to pais. 

This PropoGcion was very agreeable, to the King^ who 
knew O Neik was equal to this faufineis; and the Lord Diglf 
.did not in the leaft mfihuate any defign for.o J^^^sadvan- 
•tage in the^nrice, which would have diverted the Negotia- 
tion-: hereupon his M^qdly himfelf fpoke to him of the whole, 
defign^ the Lord Dig^ defiring he would do fo, pretending 
■ that he had not communicated any part of it to him, being 
not iiire of his Majefty's ApprolMaon. He re^eiv'd it as a 
thing he had never thou^t of; and when the King asked 
himy << Whether he thought the Earl had incereil enough in 
*^ tlx)fe parts of Ire/ami^ to Levy and Tranfport a Body of 
^ Mea into the Highlands ? he Anfwer'd readily, *' That he 
■*' knew well, that there were fo many there, where the Earl's 
'^Eftate lay, who depended abfolutely upon him, that there 
** would be Men enough ready to go whither, or do what he 
^^ required them : and that the Men were, hardy and ilout for 
<^ any Service : but the drawing a Body of chem together, and 
'^ Traniborting them, would require, he doubted, more power 
^' rhdn the Earl himfelf had, or could be Mailer of. He faid, 
.** there Were two Objedions in view, and a third, that he 
<< was not willing, for many reafons, to make. The firll was 
^^ that nothing of that Nature could be done without the Au- 
** thority and Power of the Marquis of Ormmtdy which, no 
^' doubt, would be applied to any purpofe his Majedy ihould 
'^ diredl^ yet that the Earl of Antrim had behav'd himfelf fo 
*^ fhdifcreetly towards the Marquis, and fo unhandfomly dii^ 
^^ obliged him, that it could not but be the fevereH: Command 
^' his Majeily could lay uponthe Marquis, to enter into any 
" kind of conjundlion, or : converfation with that Earl. The 
^' fecond was,, thal^. though the Earl's intereil could make as 
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^tausf Men as he ddired, to enter into any AfliOft cf En- 
^ ^ement be would prefcribe, he much doubted the Ir^ 
'^ ComiDander in Chief, who tud the Military power of thofe ' 
^^ parts, would hardly permit a Body of thofe Men, whkb 
^they reckoned their beft Soldiers, to be TrardTported^ and 
^, thereby their own ftrength to be leOen'd ; which was an ob^ 
jedion of Weight ^ and not mention'd before to the King, nor 
confider'd by him. He (aid, ^'He ^as unwilling to make an- 
^< other objeAion, which refleded upon a Perfon fo dear to 
<< him, and for whom he would at any time lay down his Life j 
^ which was, that he much fear'd the £arl of Anirini had not 
<^ (teadinefs of mind enough to go through with fiich an Un^ 
^^dertaldng, which otherwife would be as eafy as honour- 
« able* 

The King, well iatisfied with the Difcourfe he Aiade, told 
liim, ^ That he was not Himfelf without the fame apprehen- 
^< fions he had, and knew but one way to fecure the bunnefi, if 
^he would undertake the Journey with him, by which all hit 
^ fears would be compos'd^ His Counfel would govern th^ 
^<£arl in all things, uid his credit with the Marquis of Or^ 
^m^nd^ which fliould be improv'd by his Majefty's recom^ 
Emendation, would prevent any prejudice in him towards 
"theEarL The King added, "That the Service it felf was 
E of fo vaft importance, tbit it might preierve his Crown, and 
^ therefore.his condu&ing itj[Withoii[t which he fkw little hope 
^of Succeis, would be a matter of great merit, and could no( 
E be unrewarded. O Neile feem'd wounderfullv furpris'd with 
E the PropoCtion^ and in fome diforder (which he could hand-^ 
fomly put on when he would) faid, ^That he would never 
^difobey any Command his Majefty would pofitively laV 
«upon nimj bin that heibouldlook upon it as the greateic 
E misfortune that could befall him, to receive fuch a Conv 
^^mand, as would deprive him of attending upon his Majefty 
E in the next Campagne, where he was fure there muft be a 
E Battle } from which he had rather lofe his life than be ab-' 
E fent. Then he iaid, ^ Though the Earl of Antrm was his 
E Kinfman, and his Friend, and one who, he thought, lov'cf 
E him beaer than he did any other Man, yet he was the laft 
E Man in EfigisMd with whom he would be willing to joyn 
E.in any £nterprife^ mentioning his Pride, and Levity, and 
Weaknefs, and many Infirmities, which made it appear 
more requilite, that a Wifer Man mould have the applieatioiJ 
of his Intereft; which he knew muft be himfelf. The King 
renew'd his defire to him, to undertake his Service ,* as the 
greateffi he couU perform for him ; and commanded him to 
confer with ±e Lord Dighy who (hould inform him of alf 
particulars, and ibould find the beft way to make the Earl of 
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jt$tfm to cotniDunictt^ the Afiir to.Uim, ind to WiOhr his 
Affiltance ^ which was etOly brou^t to pw ^ nor wss there 
uhj thiog relating to it that the Lord Digiy bad not bdbre iiti- 
parted to him ; though the King fufpedled it ndt 

The Lord Digif had now brought the bufinefi CO the 
fiate be w^'d ; and, within two or three dtjSj told the King 
^ bow glad the Earl of Antrim was, that he had itfltt6 r6 
^commi^iicate the matter ^tth O Nif/Ar; andd^red nothing 
^ more than that his Majeity would cdmixmnd him to go o^^ 
^'with him; which Was an excellent point gained^ wbereih 
^h& had himfelf chofen the Perfon, who was only fit to be 
^ with him, whereas he might have been jealous, if he had 
^ been firlt recommended to him. The Earl had, upon th6 
^ firfi mention of him, taken Notice of the Difficulty he 
<^ might find to draw his Men out of the Irtjb QuititerSj by 
^ the oppofition of thofe who Commanded there in chief^ 
<< but, he faid. If the King would niake O Niih go With hitn, 
^ all that difficulty would be removed ; for Ottun O Ntgle who 
^ was Uncle to Dankl^ who was the General of all the Ir^ \h 
^ U/fiiry and incomparably the heft Soldier, and the Wifed 
^ Man that was amohgft the IrtJb Rebels, having long ferV'd 
^ the Kingof Spam in Flandtrs in very eminetic CoMthafid ; 
^ and the Earl laid, that he was fure D^ttiel had that aedit 
<<widi his Uncle, that he would not refufe at hisrequeit, to 
^ connive at what was neceffiiry for the Earl to do, which 
**was allhcdelir'd. 

The Lord Diglry left not this circumftance, which he pre- 
tended never to nave thought of before, unobferv'd, to ad- 
vance the Counfel he had given for employing O Neiie ; whoM 
he took occafion then to Magnify again ^ and told the Ring, 
^that he had already convinced the Earl of Antrimj of the 
^ folly of defiring any other CotnmiflTion, than What the Mar- 
'< quis oiOrmBnd (liould find neceflary to give hitti ; and how 
^impoflible it was for him to have any fuccefs lA that d6- 
^fign, without the cheerful concurrence, and friendfliip of 
<^the Marquis : which the Earl was now brought to confefi, 
^ and folemnly promifed to do all he (hould be ad vifed, to 
^compafs it. But after all this, he lamented '< O A2fi/»'s ob- 
^ftinate averfion to undertake the Journey, for manv r^Eifons^ 
^ who. he faidj had engaged him, under all the obligations ' 
<^ of the Friendfliip that was between them, to prevail with 
<< his Majefty, that he mig^it not be abfent from his charge in 
^* the Army, in a Seafon when there mirft be fo much Adtion, 
« and when his Majelty's Perfon, whom he fo dearly lov'd, 
^ mufl be in fo great danger ; and that he had told him free- 
"ly, that he could not honefUy move his Majefty to that 
9SC purpofe, whom he knew to be fo poflefled of the neceflity 
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<< of hifi going mxo Ireland with the Earl, that he (hould 
<* defpoir of the whple JEnterprife, which was the moft hope- 

> ^< fill he had in his view, if he did nor chearfiilly fubmic ca 
^< afft his pjirf towards ic ; but chat fiotiyichflanding all. he had 
^' iaid, bv which he had (hpt gsmt all fkrther importunity to* 
'< wards tumfe^iF^ his M^jefty inuit expedt to be very much 
^^ ftruggled wich^ and that O iV^^W would lay himfeu at his 
^^ feet, and get ^U his Friends to joyn with him in a iiipplica- 
'^ tion for bis M^Ay's ts^Q\xk ^ ac^ that there was no more 
'Vro be done, but chat bis ^4ajelty, with ibme warinth, ibould 
^^CommaJid him tpdcfitt frocnj^rCher iroportuni^, ;^d to 
<' comply with, what h? iho^td ^jcpedl irom him^ whiph, he 
f ^ faid, he knew would (ilence all fart;her oppodtion : for that 
^' Q Neile hafl thgt entire rc^gnaiCioQ to his Majefty's ^pleafure^ 
^ititi he would rather dye than jofiend him. Upon wiuclu 
and to cut off all farther Mediation, and InrerpoGcion, the 
Kingprefently fent for him, and graciodly conjurd him, with 
as much paQion as he could iliew, ^ To give over all thoughts 

' ^^of excufe, and to provide forhii Journey within three or 
•* four days. 

All things being thus difpof^, sad die King ^xpcding 
€verv day that the Earl and O Ntih would take their leaves, 
the Cord Dig^ came to him, and faid, ^M^O Neik^ had an 
^< humble Suite tp his Maje(ty at parung.^ which cp him did 
'^ not feem ^nrealbnable, and therefore he hoped his Majdty 

. ^^ would raifc the Spirits of the poor Man, unce be did i)e- 
^ lieve in his Confcience, that he defir'd it more for the ad- 
<^ vancement of his Majefty's Service, than to fatisfy iiis own 
>< Ambition. He put him in mind of the <^ loos pretence he 
'^ had to |be Gropm of his Bed*Chamber, for the which he 
'< CQuld not chppfe but fay, tl^c he had the Queen's promife, 
«<at the i^e time when P^r^, aivdili/aa^/ had the like for 
<^ their Hqaours, which thev had fince received the accom- 
^ plifhment of ^ Tbiat his M^'e^y ,had not yet rejefted Che 
<' Suite, bUjt only dcferr'd the granting it ^ not without giving 
<< him leave in due time to hope it : That there could iiot be 
*^ fo proper a Se^fon as this, ibr his Majeily to confer this 
<< Grace : That Mr q ^{e was widiout a Rival, and, in the 
<<£yes of all Men, «q.ual to h^s ptsceoce^ and fo no Man 
<^Gguld be ofiend^d at the Succels : That he was tx)W upon 
'< an employinent of great Truft,.cho(en bjr his Maj^fty as the 
<* only nerfon who could bring an Entecprife of that vaft ex- 
^'peiUtion ^(o a good end, by bis.Condu£k and Dexterity: 
<<That it muft be a Journey df great expence, bcGdes the ba- 
-<< zard of it^ yet he ^Jc'd no Money, becaufe he knew there 
^ was none to be aad; be boggod only, thac he mi^c de- 
^parc with j(il«G)i .a CbaiiOcrt jad XtiKisa^m clXoai^fts^ 
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f^jefty^s &vour and good opinion, that be might be therd^y 
^^ the better. qualifi^ to perform the truft tlSit was repofed 
^ in him : That the conferring this Honour upon him^ at diis 
^ time, would encrcafe the Credit he had with the £arl of 
^ Afftrim^ at leaft confirm his linconflant Nature, to aii ab* 
5* (bhite confidence in him : It woujd make him more confi- 
^ derable to i^e Marquis oF Otmomi^ and the Gouncil there, 
^ with whom he might have occafion often to confer about 
^ his Majefty's Service ; but above all, it would give him that 
'^ Authority over his Country-men, and would be fuch an 
^ obligatioh upon the whole Ir^ Nation (there having ne- 
f5 Ver yet been any Ir^innan admitted to a place fo near the 
5* Perfon of the King ) that it might produce unexpefted 
f ^ efieds, and could not fiiil of difpoGng Owm O KtWy the 
^ General, to hearken to any thiii^ his Nephew Qiould ask 
♦ of him. 

How much reafon (beyer this difcourle carried widi it, 
with allvdie infinuatiohs a very powerful Speaker could add 
to it in the delivery, the Lord Diibj found an averfioii, and 
wearinefs in the King all the time he was fpeakihg; and 
therefore, as his laft ettbrt, and with a Countenance as if he 
thought his Majefty much in the wrong, he concluded, ^^That 
" he doubted his Majefly would too Tate repent his averfion 
'* in this particular ^ and that Men ought not to be fent upon 
f^fiich Errands, with the (harp fenfe of any difobligation : 
" That if his Majefty pleafed, he might fettle this AiB&ir in • 
'^ fuch a manner as ONiite might go away very well pleafed^ 
^^ and his Majefty enjoy the greateft part of nis refolution: 
5^ That o Neili fliould not be yet in fo near an attendance 
<< about his Perfon ; That the Employment was full of hazard, 
<c and would require a great expence oC time : That he was a 
5^ Man of that Nature, as would not leave a bufihefs half 
^< done, and would be afhamed to fee his Majefty's face, be* 
*^ fore there were fome very confiderable efl(e& of his AdH- 
^^ vicy and Induftry ; and confidering what was to be done in 
^' Ireland^ and the pofture of Affairs in Englandy it might be 
<( a very long time before O Neile might find htihfelf again in 
" the King's prefence, to enter upon his Office in the Bed- 
*' Chamber; and therefore propofed, <* That the hour he was 
^^ to leave Oxford^ he might be fworn Groom of the Bed- 
** Chamber; by which he ftiould depart only with a Title, 
^' the efiedi whereof he (hould not be poflefled of, before he 
" had very well deferv'd it, and returned again to his Ma- 
'^jefty's prefence; which, poflibly, might require more time 
*' than the other had to live. This laft prevail'd more than 
all the reft, and the imagination that the other might be well 
fatifiBed with a place he mould never enjoy^ made hili Majefty 
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eoiifcnt, that, in the laft Article of time, he fhould be rwoirn 
before his departure; with which the other was well iati& 
fied, makine uctle doubt but that he (hould be able to difpatch 
that part of the bufmefi which was incumbent on him, in 
fb (hort a time, as he might return to his attendance in the 
Bed-Chamber (where he longed to be) fooner than the Kuig 
ezpeAed: which fell out accordingly, for he was again wim 
his Majeity in the Summer followii^, which was that of 
Forty four. 

WHILST diis Intrigue Mras carrying on for M*^ O Niib^ 
there was another, as unacceptable^ fet on foot on the behalf 
of the Earl of Am$rmi for whole Ferfon the King had as 
Uctle regard or kindnefs, as for any Man of his rank. The 
Dutcheis otBuekmgbam^ his Wife, was now in Oxford^ whom 
the King always heard with favour; his Majeity retaining t 
moft gracious memory of her former Husband, whom. He 
thoughc, flie had foi^otten too foon. This Lady, being oS z 
great Wit and Spirit , when (he found that the King now 
thought her Husband good for fomewhat, which he had ne- 
ver before done, was refolvM he Ihould carry witli him foose 
teftimony of the Kind's efteem ; which, (he thought, would 
be at leaft fome jultification of the Afib^on (he had mani* 
felled for him. She tdd the King, ^ That her Husband was 
^ To eclipfed in Ireland^ by the no-countenance his Majefty 
^ had ever fliew'd towards him, and by his preferring fome 
^ who were his equals, to degrees and trults above him, and 
^* by railing others, who were in all refpeds much inferior to 
^< him, to the fame Title with him, and lo Authority above 
<< him, that (be believ'd he had not Credit and Intereft enough 
^^ to do the Service he defir'd to do : That, in that Country, 
^ the Lords and Greateft Men had Reputation over their Te* 
^ nants and V^ls, as they were known to have Grace from 
^ the King; uid when they were known to be without that^ 
^ they had no more power than to exadl their own iuft Ser- 
« vices. She lamented **The misfortune of her Husband^ 
" which (he had the more reafon to do, becaufe it proceeded 
^fi'om Her; and that, whereas he had reafon to have ex* 
^ peded , that , by his Maniage with her , he might have 
^ been advanced in the Court, and in his Nfajefly's favour, 
^ he had found fo little benefit from thence, that he mighc 
^ well believe, as She did, that he fufier'd for it : Otherwife, 
^ it would not have been poffible for a Perfon of the Earl of 
<< Antrim's Ellate, and Intereft, and fo well Qualified, as (he 
^ had reafon to believe him to be in all rcfpeds, after the 
^expence of fo mach Money in attendance upon the Court, 
^ to be without any mark or evidence of his M^jefty's favour ; 
^ ind to recuni no w again in the lame fordorn CxHKlidoa i 
7 Ri ^ "^IttWiA^ 
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^ IftUmd^ WQnM bCic g^c his £iieoQies more eacoaranmeaC 
^to infijlc over hiiD, and to crofi toydefigns hehad coad^ 
^vance his Majdty's Stnrice. In Concluuon (he defireds 
^ chat the King would malce her Husband a Marquis ; with* 
ooc which, fhe did as good as dedarei chat he ihould noc un- 
dertake that Emf^oyraenc: Iliough his Majefty was neither 
pieafed with the maccer, nor the manner, he did not diigem 
lb great an inconvenience in the gratifying him, as raigfic 
weigh down the benefit he expedl^ with reference to SM* 
Lmd^ which die Earl of Moumtrafr^ every day, with great 
eameftnefi, put him in mind of. Thereupon^ he gave Order 
for a Warrant xb matoe Che ^rl of Antrim a Marquis. 
tht Eari»f So He and O Ndk, bemg well pleaTed, begun dieir Jour- 
Moumrofe ney for Ire/mui; and at the &me ctme the Earl of Mnrnfr^ 
V r*- tsook his icare of the King with fcveral Gentkinen. as if they 
soQchindr ^'^^ ^ mi^ their way together imo &c9tland. But the 
^ndrdife'tsn £^1 of MsuHtrofi^ after he had continued his Journey two or 
^Armi \ Mi ohree days in that Equipage, which he knew could be no £>- 
h'^ sre4t crec, and that it would draw the Enemies Troops together for 
fHcc^i. ^g Guard of all Pafles to meet with him^ was found miffing 
one Morning by his Con^iany ; who, srfter fome (lay and en^ 
quiry, retum'd back to Osfordj whilft that Noble Perfoo, 
with incredible Addrels and Fadgue, had not only quitted 
his Company, and his Servant^ but his Horfe alfo, and found 
a fafe paflage, for the moft part, on foot, through aU the 
Enemies Quarters, till he came to the very Borders ^ from 
whence, by the affiftance of Friends whom he trulted, he 
found himfelf fecure in the Hig^hmds, whore he lay quiet 
without undertaking any Adion, until the Marquis of Antrs$n^ 
by the Countenance and Affiftance of the Marquis of Omtmm/, 
did make good fo much of his undertaking, that he fent over 
Alexanier Macdotml^ a ftout and an aAive Officer (whom 
they call'd by an Ir'^ appellation Calkk4 ) widii a Regiment 
of tifoeen hundred Soldiers ; who Landed in the Highlands in 
Sca$landj at, or near the place that had been agreed on, and 
where the Earl of M9wtroJe was ready to receive them; 
which he did with great joy y and quickly publifti'd his Com- 
midioa c^ being General for the Kins ever all that King- 
dom. With this handfiil of Men brougpt together with thole 
circumftanccs rememba^d, he brought in fo many of his own 
Councry-men to joyn with him, as were ftrong enough to 
Arm rhemfelves at the Charge of their Enemies; whom they 
firft Defeated; and every day encrealed in power, till he 
Fought, and prevailed in fo many feveral Battles, that he mode 
himfelf, upon the matter, malter of the Kingdom; and did 
9II thofc itupendous AAs, which itefervedly are the SubjedE 
of a l^iiitory by it felf , excellently ifiittea in Latin by a 

Learned 
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Letmed Prelate of that Nation. And. this preamble to that 
Hittory was not improper for this rehcioo, being made up 
of many lecret paOages known to few, in which the Artificef 
of Court were very notable, and as inyiierious as the Mo- 
tions in that Sphere ufe to be. T^ere will be hereafter occft^ 
fioa, before the conclulion of our HiQory, to memion that 
Noble Lord apin, and his Zeal for the Crown, before he 
caoie to his lad Cataftrophe. 

The King now found, that, notwithRanding all the divi* 
fions in the rarliament, and tbe M&onB in. the Citv, there 
would be an Army ready to niarch againfl him before be could 

St himfelf intoa pofture ready to receive it: and was there- 
re the more imt)atient that the Prince Ibouid leave Oxfnr4y 
and bc;gin his Journey to BriftoJ; which he did widiin a font- 
night after the expiration ot the Treatjr at Uxtridge. And 
fince die King did at that time, wiclrin mmfelf ( for Dublickly 
he was contented that it (hould be otherwife believ'd) refolvc 
that the Prince Ihould only keep his Court in the We(t, that 
they mi^t be feparated from each other, without engaging 
himfelf m any Martial AdHon, or being lo much as preTeoc 
in an V Army, it had been very hap^y, and^ to difcerning Men, 
feemd then a thing defirable, if his Maidly had remov'd his 
Court into the Weil coo, either to Brifioly or, which it may 
be had been betcei^ to Exeter. For fmce Readrng and y^iag- 
d9m were botl pcmefled by the Parliament, and thereby Ox- 
fird become the head Quarter, it was not fo fit that the uourt; 
fiiould remain there ^ which, by the multitude of Ladies, and 
Perfons of Quality, who refided there, would not probabW en* 
dure fuch an Attack of the Enemy, as the Situation of the place, 
and the good Fortifications which inclofed it, miglht very well 
bear. Nor would the Enemy have &t down before it, till 
they had done their bufinefs in all other places, if they had 
not prefum'd, that the Inhabitants within, would not be will-* 
ing to fubmit to any notable diftrefs. If at this time, a good 
Garrifon had only been left there, and all the Court, and Per- 
fons of CJuality, remov'd into the Wdt with the Prince, it 
would probably have been a means fpeedily to have reduced 
to the king's Obedience thofe fmall Gannons, which itood 
out^ «nd£e King himfelf might, by the Spring, have been 
able to have carri^ a good recruit of Men to his Army, and 
m^t likewife have mS^t Oxford the place of Rendezvous, at 
the time when it Ihould be fit for him to take the Field. But 
die truth is. not only the Ladies, who were very powetiiil in 
fiich confiiltations of State, but very few of the reft, of what 
Degree, or Quality foever, who had excellent Accommoda- 
tions in theCollec^es, which they could not have found any 
Ifrhere clfi^ would^ wkhout, cxueme murmuring^ have been 

content 
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content to have chtng'd their Quarters. Befides, the King 
had that Royal Affi:dioa for the Univerfity^ that be thought 
it well defer v'd the honour of his own Prdencej and always 
irefolv'dy chat it (hould be never fo expos'd to the eztremicy of 
War, as to fall into thofe barbarous hands, without making 
all neceflary Conditions for the prefervation of fo Venerable t 
Place from Rapine, Sacrilege, and Defbu^on. 

Thus that conGderation of removing the Court from 
thence, was only feaetly entered upon, and laid afide, without 
making it the fubjedt of any Puback Debate : and fince the 
other could not have been efieded, it had been well if the 
whole Council which was afiOmM to attend the Prince, had 
been obliged to have perform^ that Service. But both the 
Duke of 'Richmond^ and the Earl of Soutbsmftaw^ Men of great 
Reputation and Authority, excus'd themfelves to the King, tor 
nor fubmitting to that his Command, and for deliring to con- 
tinue ftill about his Perfon ^ the one thinking it fome diminu- 
tion to his greatnefs to be at anv dilbnce from his Majefty ; 
to whom he had adher'd with tnat fignal Fidelity and Am- 
nion, when fo many had deferted him i the other being new- 
ly Married, and engaged in a Family, which he could not, 
without great inconveniencies, have left behind him ; nor 
without more have carried with him. Nor was the King diffi- 
cult in admitting Their excufes, having named them rather to 
obviate (bme jodoufies , which were like to be entertain'd 
upon the firft difcourfe of fending the Prince into the Weft, 
than that he believed they would be willing to be engaged in 
the Service. However, it was eafy to be forcfecn, that uoon 
any ill accidents, which were Uke enough to fall out, they 
who were ftill obliged to that duty, would not have reputation 
enough to exacS that general fubmi(non,and obedience, which 
ought to be paid to the Commands of the Prince ^ of which 
there was fhortly after too manifeft evidence. 
Sr johnHo- T H E R E was an Aft of Divinc Juftice about this time exe- 
tham and cutcd by thofe at IVefiminBery which ought not to be forgotten 
Jtacilno/^^ the relation of the Affairs of this year j and which ought to 
wfkr : Beth have caufed very ufefiil refledhons to be made by many who 
#re con- wcrc equally engag'd ; fome of whom afterwards did under- 
demn%and gQg ^hc fame ftuc. Thcrc hath been often mention before of 
tihcadid. §r jan^ Hothamy who (hut the Gates of Hir// againft the King, 
and rcfufed to give him entrance into that Town, when he 
came thither attended only by his own Servants, before the 
beginning of the War ; and was, in truth, the immediate 
caufe of the War. It was the more wonderful, that a Perfon 
of a full and ample Fortune, who was not difturb'd by any 
Fancies in Religion, had unqucftion'd duty to the Crown, and 
i^veicnce for the Government both of Church and State, 

ftvQdd 
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jbould To fix)li(hly exppfe Himfelf, and his Family, of great 
Antiquity, to comply with the humours of thofe Men whofei 
Perfbns ne did not much efteem^and whofe defigns he perfedly 
detefted. But, as his particular Animofity againft the Earl of 
Stri^ardy firft engaged him in that Company, fo his Vanity 
and Ambition, and the Concdlions the King had made to their 
unreafonable demands, made him concur farther with them, 
t)ian his own judgment difpofed him to. He had taken upon 
him the Government of HuU^ without any apprehen(ion, or 
imagination, that it would ever make him acceflary to Rebel- 
lion ^ but believ'd, that, when the King and Parliament (hould 
be reconciled, the eminence of that Charge would promote 
him to fome of thofe rewards and honours, which that Party 
refolv'd to divide among themfelves. When he found him* 
felf more dangeroufly and defperatelv Embarked than he ever 
intended to be, he bethought himfeif of all poflible ways ta 
difintan^le himfeif and to wind himfeif out of the Labyrinth 
he was in. His Comportment towards the L<ord Dtghyy and 
j^umbam, and his Inclinations at that time, have been 
pention'd before at large,} and from that time, the entire con- 
fidence the Parliament had in his Son, and the vidlance and 
jealoufy that he was known to have towards his Father, was 
that alone that preferv'd him longer in the Government. Be- 
fides that they nad fo conftitutecfthe Garrifbn, that they knew 
it could never be in the Father's power to do them hurt. Bur, 
after this, when they difi:over^ fome alteration in the Son'f 
Behaviour, and that the Pride and Scubbomefs of his Nature 
would not fuffcr him to fubmit to the Command of the Lord 
Fairfax^ and that fuperiority ovftr both his Father and Him, 
with which the Parliament nad invefted that Lord, and had 
fome inkling of fecret Mefl^ees between the Marquis of N#w- 
CaflUy and youn|^ H^tbam^ they caufed both Father and Son 
to be fuddainly (eifed upon, and fent up Prifoners to the Par- 
liament; which immediately committed them to the Tower, 
ppon a charge of Hig^ Treafon. 

Though there was Evidence enough againft them, yec 
they had fo many Friends in both Houfes ofrarliament, and 
fome of that Intereft in die Army, that they were preiervM 
from fiuther profecution, and remain'd long Prifoners in the 
Tower without being brought to any Trial; fo that they be- 
liev'd their Punifliment to be at the highett. But when that 
Party prevailed that refolv'd to new M^el the Army, and to 
make as many examples of their rigour and feyerity, as might 
terrify all Men firom fallinjg from them, they call d importu- 
nately, that the two Hetbam\ might be tryed at a Court of 
War, for their Treachoy and Treaion ; and they who had h^ 
tbcito prefeyd them, had now loft their Intereft j to tbtc 
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they were both brought to their Trial^ fpme little tinie before 
the Treaty at Uxhidge^ tnd both coodcmn'd to lofe their 
Heads. The principalOuu^ againft the Father was, his fufr 
ferifig the Lord Di^ to efcape ; and. a Letter was produced| 
by the Treachery of a Servant, againftche Son, which tie had 
lent to the Marquis offfyw-Cafib, The vile«rtifices chat were 
afed both before and after their Trial, were fo barbarous, .9Qd 
inhuman, as have been rarely pradiced among Chriftians. 

The Father was firft condemn'd to fuffer upon a day 
appointed, and the Son afterwards to be executed in lil^e 
manner the day following: The Night before, or the very 
Morning, that S' Jobm ffyt&am was to dye^ a Reprieve wa$ 
fent from the Hoiae of Peers to fufpend his execution for three 
days. The Commons were highly inccnfed at this prefumptioo 
in the Lords; and to prevent the like milchief for the future, 
they made an Order ^ To all Mayors, Sheriff Baylifis, and 
** other Minifters ofjuftice, that no Reprieve Qiould be graot- 
** ed, or allowed for any Perfon againft whom the fentence of 
** Death was pronounced, except the fame had pafled, and 
^faad the content of both Houses of Parliament; and that if 
*% pafled only by the Houfe of Beers, it (hould be look'd 
^ upon as invalid and void, and execution (hould not b^ there- 
^ upon forborn, or fufpended. By this accident the Son was 
brought to his Execution before his Father, upon the day 
on which he was fentenced to fuffer; who dyed with Cou- 
rage, and reproaching '^ The ingratitude of the Parliament, and 
*^ their continuance of the War ; concluded, *' That,as to thena 
^ he was very innocent, and had never been guilty of Treafon» 
The Father was brought to the Scafibld the next day : For the 
Houfe of Commons,to Diew their Prerogative over the Lords, 
fent an Order to the Lieutenant of the Tower, that hefhould 
<:aufe him to be Executed that very day, which was two days 
before the Reprieve granted by tli Houfe of Peers was ex- 

Eired. Whether he had yet fome promife from Peters^ that 
e fliould onjy be fhcw'd to the People, and fo returned fafe 
again to the Tower, which was then generally reported, and 
believ'd, or whether he was broken with defpair (which is 
more probable) when he faw that his Enemies prevailed fo 
fcr, that he could not be permitted to live thofe two days 
which the Peers had granted him, certain it is that the poor 
Man appeared fo difpirited, that he fpoke but few words after 
lie came upon the Scaffold, and fufferd his ungodly Confefloyr 
Peters^ to tell the People ** That he had reveal'd himfelf to 
*' him, and confefs'd his Offences againft the Parliament; and 
fo he committed his Head to the block. This was the woful 
Trajedy of thefe two unhappy Gentlemen j in which there 
were fo many circumitakices of an unufual Nature, that the 

isoaocLodiaXc 
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imih^diate band k£ Almighty God could not but appear in it 
to all Men who knew their Natures^ Huinours, and Tnaf> 
adUons. 

Si N c G the laft Office of a General, with reference to tbt 
King's Qiiarters, which the £arl of J^x performed before he 
found it dece^ry to furrender his Commiffion to the Parlia^ 
inept, was dbne before the end of this year, it will be pro- 
per in this place to mention it, both in refpe^ of the Nature 
of the thing it felF, and the Circumftances with which it was 
condudied^ it being a Letter fign'd by the Earl of E^j^and 
Tent by a Trumpet to Prince Rupert^ but penn'd by a Coso^ 
ttittee of Parliament, and peruied by both Houfes before it 
Was G^hM by tbehr General^ who us'd, in all difpatcbes made 
by Himfelf^ to obferve all deceny in the forms. It was ft 
very infolent Letter, and upon a very iniblent occafion» Tlic 
Parliament ha^ fomc Months before, made an Ordinance 
againft giving Quarter to any of the iriflj Nation which Qioul4 
be taken Prifoners, either at Sea, or Land^ which was noc 
taken notice of, or indeed known to the King, till long after { 
though the Earl of Warwickj and the Officers under him at 
Sea, had as often as he met with any Ir^ Frigats, or fudi 
Freebooters as iailed under their CommUIion, taken all tho 
Sea Men who became Priibners to them of that Nation, and 
bound them back to back, and thrown them over board into 
the So^ without diftindion of their condition, if they wero 
trffl). In this cruel manner very many poor Men periflied 
daily ; of which^ when it was generally known, the Jsling (aid 
nothing, becaufe none of chote Perfons were in his Majefty's 
Service^ and how barbarous foever the proceedings were, his 
' Majelty could not complain of it, without undergoing the re» 
proach of being concern^ on the behalf, and in &vour of the 
Rebels of Irtland. 

But there had been lately, in fome Service at Land, fome 
Prifoners taken of the King's Troops, and upon pretence that 
they were> Ir(/Z^men, as many as they thought to be of thac 
Nation, were all hanged, to the Number of ten or twelve. 
Whereupon, Prince Rupert^ having about the time, when he 
heard of chat barbarity, taking an equal Number of the Parlia- 
ment Soldiers, caufed Them likewife to be hanged upon the 
next Tree : which the Parliament declared to be an A£t of 
great injuftice, and cruelty , and appointed the Earl of Ejfex 
to expoftulate it with Prince Rufert very rudely, in the Let- 
ter they had caus'd to be penn'd for him, and to fend a Copy 
of their Ordinance, enclofed in the faid Letter, with expref- 
fions foll*of reproach, for his << Prefumption in making an 
^^ Ordinance ox Theirs, the Argument to juftifr an Aftion of 
^Ho much inhumanity^ which was the firfl; Knowledge the 
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King had of any fiich Declaration, with refierence to the War 
in Aglattd'y nor had there been, fiiotts the beginning of ic, 
any fuch example nnule. Prince Rtifirf retam'd fuch an An* 
fwer as was reafonable, and with a Inarpn^ equal to the pro- 
vocation, and fent it to the Earl of EMxi who, the day be- 
fore he received it* had given up his Commilfion } but fent 
it immediately to the two Houfes, who n^ere eKeedingly en- 
raged at it J fome of them &ying, ^ That they wondM^d it waa 
<*io long on the way, for that certainly it had been prepared 
^ztUxMJge. 
rhiFrimn I T was upon the fourth of Marcb^ that the Prince parted 
^waicf from the King his Father; and about a Week after, came to 
fe?*** JB«^/i where he was now to a£k a part by Himfcl^ as the 
f^H^^ AflSurs fliould require, or rather where he was to fit ftill with- 
%^ out aOing any thing; the end being, as was fidd before only 
diat the King and the Prince might not be expofed at the 
fime time to the fame danger ) without any purpofe that he 
fhouU raife any more ftren^h, than was neceuary to the fe- 
curity of his own Perfon; or that indeed he ihould move £ir-^ 
tber Weftward than that Qty. His Highnefi had not beeii 
there above two or diree days, when Letters were intercepted 
that diicover'd a de^ of URStiSbr, who had pafs'd by the Lord 
&ri9^y and put relief into Tsma^Wy and hoped to have fiirr 
prifed Brsfioiin his return: whereupon two or three of his 
Correfbondencs fled out of the Qty, and the reft were fo di- 
fpirited wich the difcovery, that they readily ccmfented to any 
tning diat was propofed. So the Lord HMtm put all things 
into fo good a roiture, that there was no farther caufe to ap- 
prehend ffk/ltr; and he himfelf was required to return to 
L9fule$fy to deliver up his Commiflion upon the Selfdewyiwg 

Thus ended the year 1644, which fhall conclude this Book.

the Writer, in r^rd> that he flial^ probably, pleale VetT 
few who aoed then upon the St^e of bufinefi , but muft 
give very fevere Charaoers of the Peribns, and feverely ceri* 
Rirc the Adlions of many^ who wifh'd very wcU , and bad 
not the leaft thought of diOo^alty or infidelity, as well as of 
thofe, who, with the molt deliberate itnptcty, profecuicd their 
dcGgn to ruin and ddtroy the Crown : A time, in which the 
whole ftock of AffeOion, Loyalty, and Courage, which at 
lirft alone engaged Men in the Qi^rrel, fccm'd to be quic^ 
fpent, and to ix fucceeded by negligence, lazineTs, inafhrer- 
teocy, and dejedion of Spirit, concnuy to the Natural tetil- 
per, vivacity, and conftancy of the Nation : A rime, in whicb 
rhey who [vetended moH publick'^caitcdnefs, and d^jki^^jy 
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wUh Che King ill die greacnefs he dcfir'd to preleive for hinn 
felf, did iicriiice the publick Peftce, ftnd the feGuriry of cheir 
Maiter to their own padioo^ and appetites, to their ambition, 
and animofities againlt each other, without the leaft defign or 
Treachery, or daoiage towsurds his Majefty : A time, in wUch 
want of dilcrecion, and meer folly, produced as much mis- 
chief, as the molt barefaced Villany could have done ; in which 
the King fufier'd as much, by the irrefolucion, and unfteadi- 
nefi of his own Counfels, and by the in humour, and fadion 
of his CounfeUors, by their not forefeeing what was eviddlic 
to molt other Men, and by their jealoufies of what was not 
like to&ll out; fometimes by deliberating too long without 
refolvin^ and as often refolving without anv deliberation, 
and mc^ of all, nor executing Vigorou% what was' delibe- 
rated tind refolv'dj^ as by the inde&tisablft induitiy, and the ir- 
lefiflable power and ftrengtb of his Enemies. 

All thefe things mult be very particularly enlai|;ed upon, 
and expofed to the naked View, in the Relation of what fell 
out in this year, 1(^45, in which WC are:^gaged, except we 
.will.fwerve from that precife Rule of ingenuity, apd integri- 
ty, we profefs to obfinrve : and thereby leatre the Reader tnore 
perplexed, to fee the mott prodigious accidents fall out, with- 
out difcerning the no lefs prodigious cauies which produced 
diem ; which would lead mm into as wrong an' eftimate of 
things, and perfwade him to believe, that an univerfal cor- 
ruption of the hearts of the whole Nation bad brou^t forth 
thofe lamentable efieds; whereas they proceeded onlv from 
the folly and the frowardnefs, from the weakneft and tne wil- 
fuhiefs, the pride and the paffion of particular Ferfons, whofe 
Memories ought to be charged witn dieir own evil Affions, 
rather than that the Infamy of them ihould be laid on the Age 
wherein they liv'd ; which did produce as many Men eim- 
nent for their loyalty and incorruiKed fidelity to the Crown, 
as any that had preceded it. Nor is it poflible to difcourfe 
of all thele particulars, with the clearneis that is necellary to 
Subjed them to Common underftandin|;s, without opening 
a door for fuch refIe(^ons upon the Kiqg himielf, as (haU 
ieem to call both his Wifdom, and^hisSteadinels into que- 
Ilion, as if he had wanted the one to*apprehend and difcover, 
and the other to prevent, the Milchiefs which threaten'd him. 
All which confiderations might very well difcourage, and even 
terrify me from profecuting this part of the Work, with fuch 
a freedom and opennels, as mult call many things to memory 
which are forgotten, or were never fufficiently underftood; 
and rather perfwade me to fatisfy my felf, with a bare rela- 
tion of what was done, and with the known event of that 
mifer^e Year ( which, in trutl^ produced all that followed 

in 
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in Che fiicceeding years) without prying too ftridlly into the 
caufes of cbofe eficds, and fo let them feem rather to be the 
pFodudhoQ of Frovidisncey and the inftances df Divine diT- 
pleaiure, than ihew how they proceed from the weaknefi and 
inadvertency of Men, not totally abandon'd by God Al* 
mighty to the moft unruly iaiEts of their own appedte^ and 
inveocioiu. 

B u T I am too fiu- embarked in this Sea already, and have 
proceeded with too much fimplicity and fincenty with re- 
lerence to Things, and Perlbns^ and in die exammadons of 
the grounds, and overfights of QxinTdL to *be now fii^ited 
with the prdTpedt of thofe Materials, which muftbeoompre^ 
bended widiin the reladon of this y w's tranfadtons. 1 know 
my felf to be very free from any of thofe Faffions whidi na- 
turally tranfporc Men with prejudice towards the Ferlbntf 
whom they are obliged to mention, and whofe AAionscfae|r 
ire at liberty to cenfure. There is not a Man who afted the 
worft part, in this enfuing year, with whom I had ever the 
leaft difierence, or Perfooal umdndnefi, or towards whom I 
had not much indinadon of kindneft, or from whom I did 
not receive all invitatbns of farther endearments. There 
were many who were not free from very great fiuilrs, and 
overfi^ts in the Counlels of this yearj with whom I had 
great Jnendfbip, and whidi I did not diuxmtinue upon thoie 
unhappy overfights^ nor did flatter them when tney werd 
paft, by excufing what they had done. I knew moft of the 
chin^ my felf which I miention, and dier^fbre can Anf^er for 
the Truth of them ^ and other mofl impdrtant particulars^ 
which were tranfaded in places very diftant from me, were 
tranfmitted to me, by the King's immediate diredion and or- 
der, even after he was in the hands and power of the Enemy^ 
out of his own Memorials, and Journals. And as he was al- 
ways fevere to himfelf, in cenfuring his own overfiehts, fo 
he could not but well forefee^ that many of the misfortunes 
of this enfuing year, would refled upon fome want of refo* 
hition in Him^f, as well as upon the grofs errors^ and over* 
Ci^cs, to call diem no worfe, of thofe who were tfufted by 
him. Wherefore as I firft undertook this difficult work with 
His approbation, and by His encouragement, and for His 
vindication, fo 1 entd upon this part of it, principally, that 
the world may fee fat leafl if there be ever a fit feafon fof 
fuch a Communicadon^ which is not like to be in this pre- 
fent Age) how difficult it was for a Prince, fo unwortnily 
reduc^ to thofe ftreights his Majefty was in, to find Mim^^ 
fters, and Infbumenrs, equal to the great Work that was to 
be done^ and how unlikely it was for him to have better fuc- 
cefs under their condud whom it was then very proper tot 
Vol.U. Parta.

CO truil with it ; md thea, widuxic my beiiig over Iblli* 
citous to abfolve hunfrom mofe nafttkci^ and weakncflef) 
Co which he was sa tiuth ibmetimes liabi^ he will be found 
HOC only a Prince of admtnhte Virtue^ and Fiecvy but of ^rett 
farts ot Knowledge and Judgment; andtfaatthe votiBt i^pal 
of his Misfortttnes p r oc eeded chicto from the modeity of his 
Nature, wluch kept him from cnuing himfelf enough, and 
made him believe^ that others diibem'd better, who were 
much inferior co him in thofe faculties; and to to depart 
often from his own reafeo, lo foUow the opinions of moM 
imskilfiil Men, whole afidUons he believ'd to be unqueftion- 
able to his Sorvidp. And fo we proceed in our reiatioa of 
natter of FjAF. 

What expedition fberer Aere was, itaSiibft S^-demmg 
OmIhwkv, after it had, upon to long dehberstion, pafled the 
Houfe of Commons, wonld have been mjeded andcaftout 
by the Peers; wherry the Earl ctEpn would ftiU have re- 
main'd General; it did not take up to long Debate there. 
TheMarauisof AiF](7<iwBsnowcoineftom&«^i^^ and&te 
With, the Coomaiffioners of that Ungtkim, over whom he ^ 
agreat afi»ident. He was, in matters of Religion, and in 
ration CO the Churchy pff^y Presbyterian; but in matters 
of States and.with rsferenoe to the War, pemdly Indepen- 
dent. He abhon\l all dwugh^ of Peace, and that theKtng 
' ftould ever more nave the Govemmenc, towards whofe Per- 
ion, notwitfaftanding the infinioe obligations he had to him, 
be had always an invetenice malice. He had made a Mi 
FriendQup with Sr.flfrrf ftar, during bis late being in jlrsf* 
ibai; and they bodi liked each others Principles in Govem- 
menc. From the rime of His coming to the Town, the 
Scati/b Gommi(fiooers were lefs vehement in obftnidiog the 
OrdmmK9^ or the new modelling die Anny : fo that ater it 
came to the Hoofir c^Peecs, though tho^y the Earl of EjpXj 
cheEarl Of Ater^^yfor,. the Earl of Wmfnakk^ and die £arl (U 
Demhigh (whofe power and authority^, that is, the power, 
credit, and authoriqr of the three firft named, had abfolutely 
governed and fway'd that Houfefrom thebennnin^ were to 
be difooOefled of their Commands, and no Peer of EMgUmd 
capable of any employment either Marual, or Civil; yet die 
Ordhumce found utde Oppofirion, and the old Argument, 
^ That the Houfe of Commons thought it neoeffiry, and diat 
<< it would be of mifirhievous ConfeqiMce to diffint from the 
^Houfe of Commons, fo &r prevailed, ihat it pafled the 
The Siif^i' Houfe of Peers likewife ; and there remained nomiii^ to be 
nyins Ords'^xi^y but the Earl of Effex's Surrender of his Goromiffion 
TtZ mlh *"^® ^^ ^"^* ^f *^ Parliament, from whom he had received 
</L«ri/. u i which was thought necef&ry to be done with the (ame 

formality 
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formality in wbidi he had been inveftcd with it. Fairfax ^Mu 
now nam'd and dedar'd General^ though the £arl of ^ffhc 
nmde not hafle to fiirrender his CommilEon j (b that (bme 
Men imagin'(L that he would yet have contefted it : but be 
livas not lor iuch enterprifes, and did really believe that the 
Parliament would again naire need of him, and his delay was 
only to be well advi&d, in all the drcuinflances of the for- 
maUty. In the end it was agreed, that, at g conference of both 
Houtes in die Painted^Chamber, he ihould deliver his Com- 
miflEon ; which he did. And becaufe he had no very plau^ 
lible faculty in exprefling himfeli-, he choTe to do it in Writ- 
ing : which he delivered to them ^ wherein he dedar'd, << Wkh 
*' what Afiedion and Fidelity he had ferv'xi them, and as he 
*' had often ventur'd his Life for them, fo he would willingly 
^ have loft it in their Service ^ and fince chey bdiev'd th«( 
^ what they had more to do would be better perform'd by 
^ another Man, he fiibmittod to their judgment, and reftored 
^ their Commiffion to them ; hoping they would find an abler 
^ Servant : coodudii^ with ibme esqpreflions which made ic 
manifeft that he did not think he had been well ufed, or that 
thev would be the better for the change : and fo left them^ 
and return'd to hisownHoufe^ whither both Houies, tb^neEdriof 
next d&y, went to attend him, and to return their thanks for Eahxrefiini 
the great Service he had done the Kingdom : which they ac- ^j' ctmmif- 
koowledged with all the Encomiums, and Flattering Attri-'^'"* 
buoes chey couM devife. 

By this Si^'Jernhg Ordhuma^ together With the Earl of^nddivets 
EftXj the £arl diMMacbifier^ S^ jmiMm WaUer^ the iiarl of '^'"^ ^i^' 
Diniigby Majpr Gmeral Maffij loft thdr Commands; as^^^'* 
C^tmwiB Qiould likewiie have done. £ut afloon as the .Ordi- 
nance was nailed, and before the ReGgnation of the 1^1 of 
J^i^9 the Fafty that ftcer'cL had caufed him to jbe knt with 
luBody of Hoffe into the Weft, to relieve TatrntM^ that he 
mi^t be aUent ^ che time when the other Officers delivered 
their Commiffiooft; which was quickly obferv'd ; and there- 
upon Qiders weie gtven, to require his prefent Attendance 
in P^liamenty and mat thdr new General Qiould fend forae 
other Officer to attend that Service ; which was pretended to 
be done; and Ae my day named, by which, it was averr'd 
that he would be in the Houfe. A Rendezvous was then ap- 
poiflited, for their ne^v General to cake a View of thdr Troop& 
thtt he mi|^ appoint Officers to fiuxeed thoXe who had left 
their Commands by Virtue of the Ordinance; and likewife 
to Their {4aces who gave up their Commands, and refufed 
tofoveinid^new Model, who were a great number of 
thdr beft Commanders. From this Rendezvous , the Ge-' 
neral fent to dcfire the Parliament, <' l^hat they would give

after, by another Letter, he defir'd with very much eamett- 

nefs, ^ That they would zllow Cromweff to ferve for that Cam* 

^ pagne. Thus they coropafled their whole delign, in being 

Cromwell rid of all thofe whofe aflSsaions they knew were not agrec- 

*^J^^» able to Theirs, and keeping Cromwell in Command; who, in 

Hgiphii ' ^c Name of FMrfax^ Modelled the Army, and placed mch 

CommijUn, Officers as were well known to Him. and to no body elfe; 

Md new and abfolutely governed the whole Martial Affitirs ; as was 

^''^^ quickly known to all Men ; many particulars whereof will be 

Fairfax, mention'd at large hereafter. 

Though the time fpent in paffing the Self-iewfhg OrJi- 
nsmcfy and afterwards in new modelling their Army, had ex- 
ceedingly retarded the Prei^tions the £nemy was to make, 
before they could take tht ridd, whereby the King had more 
breathing time than he had reafon to expeA ; yet aU the hopes 
he had of Recruits againft that Seafon, depended upon the 
AAivity of thofe to whofe Care the providing thofe Recruits 
was committed : fo that there will be little O^cafion to men- 
tion any thin| that was done at Oxfirdy till the Seafon of the 
J ear obliged his Majeity to leave that place, and to march with 
is Army into the Field. Of all the Adlion that was till that 
time, the Weft was the Scene; where the Prince, afibon as 
he came to Brifiol^ found much more to do (and in which 
he could not avoid to meddle) than had been forefeen. One 
very great end of the Prince's Journey into the Weft, befides 
the other of more importance, which has been named before, 
was, that by Hispreience,dire£tion, and authority, the many 
Factions and Animoficies between particular PerK>ns of Qua- 
lity, and Intereft in thofe Parts, equal in their afiediions to 
the King's Service (yet they miferably infefted and diftradted 
it) might be compoted, and reconciled ^ and that the endea- 
vours of all Men who wifli'd well, mijght be united in the ad- 
vancing and cairying on that publick Service, in which all 
their joynt happinefs and fecurity was concerned. This Pro- 
vince, befides the Prince's immediate countenance, and inter- 
Eotition, required great diligence and dexterity in thofe about 
im, who were trufted in thofe Afiairs. But his Highnels 
found quickly another task incumbent on him than had been 
expedled, and a Mifchief much more difficult to be mafter^d, 
and which, if unmafter'd, muft inevitably produce much worfe 
efiedts, than the other could, wbdch was, the ambition, emu- 
lation, and conteft, between feveral Officers of the Army, and 

Parties, 
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Parties which were then in thofe Countries, whereby their 
Troops were without any Difcipline,and the Country as much 
expoled to Rapine and Violence, as it could be under an £ne- 77^ stAttof 
my, and in an Article of time when a Body of the Enemy thtwtfitm" 
was every day expe&ed. That this may be the better under- ctwtties^ 
ftood, it will be necefl&ry here in the entrance upon this dit ^^/J*^f 
courfe, to fet down truly the Ellate of the Weitem Counties, ^es 'L 
at the time when the Prmce firft came to BrjftaL ra Briftoi. 

The Lord Gormg had been fent by his Majeily, before the 
time of the Prince's coming into the Weft, with fuch a Party 
of Horfe, Foot, and Dragoons, and a Train of Attillery, as 
hedefir'd, into HdrnfJ/jire, upon a deGgn of his own, of ma* 
king an Incurfion into Suffexy where he pretended <'He had cor- 
^' refoondence ^ and that very many well afie£ted Peribns pro- 
<^ mifed to rife, and declare for the King, and that Kmt would 
'^ do the fame. And fo a CommiQion was granted to him, of 
Lieutenant General of HMmpfljire, Suffex, Surrey^ and Knfi^ 
without the leaft purpofe or imagination that he Ihould ever 
be near the Prince, borne attempu he made^ in the beginning, 
upon cbrsJl'Churcb^ in Hamf/birf^ a little unfortified Fiflier- 
Town^ yet was beaten off with lots : So that he was forced 
to retire to Sdlisiury^ where his Horfe committed the fame 
horrid Outrages, and Barbarities, as they had done in Hdmf" 
Jbirty without diftinflion of Friends or Foesj fo that thofe 
Parts, which before were well devoted to the King, worried 
by Oppreflion, wifh'd for the accefs of any Forces to redeem 
them. Whilft the Lord G^rmg lay fruitldly in thofe Parts, a 
Party of Horfe and Dragoons, under the Command of Vku" 
drusk0 a GirmsMj paOed by him without interruption, to the 
rclitf o( TauMtpn^ then block'd up by Colonel H^dbamj and 
reduced to fome ftreights ^ and accordingly efieded it. About 
the fiime time, S' IfkH^r HMftmgSy Governour of Fortland^ fe- 
conded by Sr Lewis Divts ( who had the Command of D^- 
/ef'/bire as Colonel General) had fumrifed Wbymoutby and pof^ 
feflcd the Forts, and the upper Town, the Rebels having 
withdrawn thetmelves into the lower Town, divided from 
the other by an Arm of the Sea , and of no confideraUe 
ttrength : fo that the fpeedy reducing that fmall place was not 
looted upon as a matter of difficu&y. However, left thofe 
jForces which had relieved Tauntw^ and were conceiv'd to 
be much greater than in truth they were, fliould be able to 
difhirb the work of U^mwihy and for the fooner e:q>editing 
the buGnefs there, the Lord Gprimg^ now pretending that his 
Friends in SM9i%v^ Kent were not ready ior.him, was by Or- 
der from Oxford^ upon his own deGre, fent thither ; whereby 
it was thou^t, both the work of iVeymotah^ and TautUow^ 
would be fpeedily efFeacd. Thercuootv xJckift \jK«^ BftV«V 

3£ i Hi\»RfcSa 
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whofe right it was to Comnnmd in tbofe Counties as Fidd- 
Marflial of the Weft, being fenc down by the King to com* 

Eie difordera there, upon the relieFof Tkma&m^ was, by 
Order, recall'd to Br^ol^ led there might be dirpute of 
land between Him and die Lord Gmi^'^ the one be- 
ing General of the Ordinance, the other General of the Horie ; 
but the Lord Ho f torn was likewife Field-MaKhal of the Wef^ 
in which the Lord Goring had no Commiffion to Command. 

Shortly after tfaeLord Gorhu^s arrival about f^ywoutb^ 
with his full ftrength of Horfe, Foot, and Dragoons, and 
Artillery, confiftiim of above three thouftnd Horle,and fifteen 
hundred root, bendeswteit he found in thofe parts, that place 
of fo vaft importance, was, by moit Supine N^KgenCe at be{L 
retaken by that contemptible Number of the Enemy, who had 
been beaten into the lower Town, and who were look'd upon 
ts Prifoners at Mercy. Themyfteries of -which fatal lo(s 
Irere never enquir'd mto; but with great plainnefi, by the 
Vote of the Country, imputed to General Gtrn^s natural want 
of Vigilance^ who diercupon retir'd with his whole ftrength 
into Somerfet-Jbho. His fiighnefi, upon his arrival at BriStl^ 
found the Weft in this Cmdition j All Drnfii-Jbho entirely 
poftefled by the Rcbds, ftve only what S' Ijmb Dm/Codd 
proted by his fmall Garrifon at Shotlfwm^ and the Ifland Of 
Portlamdy which cduld not provide for its own Subfiftence : 
Che GarriTonof TkiflifMr, with that Party of Horfe and Dr^ffioons 
which reliey'd it^commandii^ a very large circuit, and dmurb- 
ing other parts in Somerfit-Jbirei Devm^Jbtro intent upon the 
blocking up of Ffymmnb^ at one end, and open to incurGons 
horn lym9y and prejudiced by Tamtton^ at the other end : The 
King's Garriibns, in ail three Counties, being ftrOnger in For-^ 
tifications (which yet were not finifh'd in any place, and but 
begun in fome ) than in Men, or any Provifions to endure an 
Enemy: whilft the Lord Goring's forces equally infcfted the 
borders of Dor/et^ Somerjity and DevoMy by unheard of Rapine, 
without applying themielves to any Enterprize upon the Re- 
bels. Qfntwsl indeed was entire ; but being wholely aflign'd to 
the blocking up of Plymoutby yielded no fiipply to any other 
Service, or ro the providing its own Garrifons ag^inft the time 
that they might be vificed by an Enemy. 

Sir mitiam Wklkr znd Cromwell^ march'd together about 
this time towards the Weft, and paffing through Wllt-Jhire^ 
had routed, and taken the whole Regiment of Horfe of Co- 
lonel Longy the High Sheriff'of that County, by his great de- 
fed of Courage, and Cbndudt; and fcem'a to intend an at- 
tempt upon General Goring ^ who was fo much ftartled with 
the noife, at a great diftance, that he drew his Forces fo far 
Welt oiTauntany chat Vandruske had an opportunity to renre 
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with tfatt Body of Horfe and DMoons wich which he bad 
relieved TSHnr^M^ to his fellows : whSft the Kii^i't Forcc% re- 
pofed themfelves upon the bordors of Dev^mfitn^ the Lord 
Chrhtg him&lf> ana itoft of hiapriiidpfilOQcers, taking chac 
opportunity to refidh ac ExHtr^ whoire they fiay'd three or 
fixir days in moft Jcandaious dilbrdei'^ a great part of his Uoifi 
lying upon firee Quarter, and pkindqriiig to the Gates of the 
City; which, in the beginning of the year^ was an ill Ptre&ge 
to tint People^ what thqr were to cKpeQ. But finding tbc 
Sr WUkm mUbr made not that haftene appiehended^ having 
borrow'dfucfaHcHie and Foot as be cx)uUr procure frcMn . 

tw^ he retum'd again towards Tmaa9m^ and gave Ui Hij^mefi 
an account of his Condition. 

The Prince bdng attended at Br^ by the Gomoi^ 
fioners of jSMMiySf, fiund no one dung psovided^ or one pro- 
mife complied with| whidi had been made fay them at 0«* 
fard: Of nis Guards of Horfe and Fqot^ which they afliired 
him, for the proportion of that County, (hould be ready »• 
gainft his coming, not onaMan or Horfe provided : Of the 
hundred pound aWMk, to be ^w'd by them towards his 
Higlmeirs (upporty not one penny ready, nor like Co be. So that 
he was forced to borrow fifom die Lorn Hfftmfs own private 
flor^ to buv Bread. And, which was worfe thanall this, we. 
found plainly, that^ what had been fo particularlv, and pofi* 
tively imdertaken at Oxfltrd, was iqpoa-diie conndence only 
of three or four Men« who were govem'd by & fah^ Sfawel^ 
and M>-F(MMprMs, without any concurrence from the reft of 
the Commiffiooers cfdiar^or the other duee Aflbciated Coun« « 
ties; and that diey who had been fo confident, inftead of 
forming and piirfiiing any defign for ndfingof Men or Money, 
were only bufy in maku^ CKjedions, mi preparing Com- 
plaints, and purfuiog their private Qiurrels and Animofities 
againft others. So they broi^t, every day. Complaints a- 
gainlt this and that Govemour of Garriions, for the Riots and 
Lfifolencies of the Lord Gsrxig's Soldiers, and, <<That dx>re 
^ parts of the Country which were adjacent to Sherhrmy and 
^Bridgfwmter^ were compell'd to work at thofe Fortifica- 
^ dons ; with other particulars, moft of which, they well knew, 
in that coojun&ure of time, could not be prevented ; and 
fome of which were in tbemfelves very neceflary. Yet the 
Prince endeavoured to give them all encouragement; told 
them, ^ That he was very fenfible of all thofe diforders, of 
^ which they complain'd ; and would redrels them, aflbon as 
^ they Diould difcevn it to be in his Power : that the Forces 
<^ under the Lord G^rhg were an Army by tbemfelves, come 
<^ down into thofe Fkrts, before his Hig^nefs ; and ftay'd then 
^ there for their ProtcAion againft the powcx q& WaUtr V^Xas^ 
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f'was ready to Invade them) and the Garrifim of Tmmiwm^ 
<< which they ooofefled infirfted their whole County ; that he 
f was very defiroui that Army mijg^t move Eallward, ailbon 
f ' as they (houM put themTdves in fuch a pofliire, as might 
^ render them fecure agunft their Enemies; iriih'd them to 
^' {iropoie any Expedicfics, how the FoitificiatioQS of tbeGiir^ 
^ riibns might be finiflsTd) wicfaout ibme extraordinary help ; 
f^ or to propofe the moft convenient one ; and he would joyn 
^ with them; and defofd them to proceed in their Levies of 
^ Men, uid Money, in the ways agreed on ^y tbemfelves; 
^' and mey fliould find all concurrence and affiftance from him. 
But notwith&nding all .he-could &y or do^ nothing was rea- 
ionably propofed, or admitted by them, for the advancement 
oftfaeEublickServicew ^ 

By this tipoe, towards the end of Jtfjy^, Sr l#f/&rap l^/frr 
having advanc^ with his Horfe and Dragoons, by Bmth^ ror 
wank Br^L in hope^ as hath been faid oefore, (o have fur- 
prifed chat Gey 1^ tome Treachery wichin, and being difapr 
pointed there^ retired xowoxda JUrJH'Jbin^ and the edge of 
Somer/hi adjoyning to tfai^ County ; . where CrmmmeU exjped- 
ed him; the Lord Gorimg having^ in the mean while, fallen 
into (bme diCfwnatU^ Qmrters about Dftbtfitry and taken 
.Ibme Prifbners, and Horfes,and dtibrder^d the reft. Upon a dif^ 
pute between themfelves^r fome otherOrders,CrMmMp//retir'd 
to joyn with S' Tb^mm Fairfax towards Reading \ Sr Jfiiliam 
IVdUer ftay'd in thofe Parts, to intend the bufinds of the Weft, 
but made no hafte to advance, expe^^g fbme Supplies of Foot 
• by Sea at H^tmutb. So that the Lora Gorit^ drew back to 
BrutWy and fent to the Prince to deiire, ^ That two of his 
'* Council might meet him at XRp/b the next day, to conlider, 
'^ what couHe was beft to be uken: accordingly the Lords 
Ca^i and Cokpffper^ the next ctey met his Lord(hip at Wflls^ 
Where, after long conOderation of the whole State o\ rhe 
Weft, and of the great importance of reducing TMumt^^ with- 
out which no great matter could be expedted from Somerfku 
{hm^ the Lord Gorimg propofed, and put the defign in writing 
under his own han^ for the whole method and manner of 
his proceeding, << That he would leave the grofs of his Horfe, 
^^ and two hundred Foot mounted, in fiich convenient place, 
^' upon the skirts of Dorfit-Jhirey and WsU-Jbirey as they mighc 
^^ be able to retire to their Bod]^^ if the Enemy advanced power- 
f ^ fully ; and chat he would himfclf, with all nis Foot, and Can- 
^^ non, and fuch Horfe as were neceflary, attempt the taking 
'^ or burning oiTauyaan : and to that purpofe, deiu^d bis High- 
nefs, <*To lend pofitive Orders to Sr Richard Greewvil (who, 
• nocwichitanding his Highnefs's commands formerly fent to him, 
and fome Orders from the King himself, made not that hafte as 
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might reafonably be expefied) to tdvanee, and to diredl the 
*' CoromKIkHiers of Svmerfit to give their Ferfonal actendanoe 
^< upon that Service^ and in the mean time to take care that 
*^ fufficient Mf^azines of VidiMl, and ProviSon, were made • 
*^ for the Soldiers : all which was exactly perfbnn'd by his 
Highnefs, the next day after he received the deGres of Genc* 
ralGm%. 

^VTy within three or four days^and before die deGen upon 
Tmmttn was ready for Execution, it appealed by conftaiit In- 
teUigence, that Wkll^r was advancing with t great Body of 
Horfe, and Dragoons^ and feme Foot ; and thmfore the at- 
tempt upon TJMifMs wu for the prefent to be laid aGde ; and 
the Lond Gwimg very earneftly defir'd the Aince to Com- 
mand Sr RkbmrdQrettnfitj who was now drawn near to Zkioi- 
tmu with eight hundred Horfe, and above two thou(and Foot, 
befides Pioneers, with all poffible foeed to march to him, that 
fo he might beitble to abide the £heifiy, if theycame upon 
him ; or, otherwife, to compel them to Fi^r, if they ftay^d 
in thofe faft Quarters, where they then were; which was ar 
bout Sbsftskmry^ QUA^Mnm^ and thofe pladss. The Prince ac- 
cordingly fent bis Commands pofitively to Sr Jtkh^d GrtewvU 
•< to advance towards the Lord G^rik^y and to obey all fuch 
** Orders, as he flioald receive fix)m his Lordihsp. out he as 
poGtively lent hi$ Hig^mefi wcNfd, ^ThA his Men would not 
^' ftir a foot ; and'that he had mtAakA the Gommiflioners of 
*' JVvMT, and cmnmr/, that ne woiUd not advance beyond 
^^Tmmi9my till Taimton were reduced; biic tliat he made no 
^^queftion, if he were notdifturbed, Ipeedily to give a good 
^< account of that place. In di6 mean dme, the Lord Goring^ 
very gallantly and fuccefiftiUy, by nig^ht, fell upon Sr Wtliiam 
Wktb/9 Quarters twice, in leu than a w eek ; and kiU'd and 
took fo good a Number, that it w^ generally believed, S^ 
William Wslhr was leQen'd near a thouGmd Men by thofe Ren- 
counters ; the Lord Gvrmi ftill dedarifig, ^ That he could nei- 
*<ther purfue his advandigea upon a "Party, nor engage the 
*< main of the Rebels,without the addition of Greemuirs Foot ; 
and he, notwithftanding all Orders, as peremptorily refiifing 
to ftir, but profeffing, ^Thac. if he had an addition of (ix 
^' hundred Men, he would be in the Town within fix days. 

Whilst things flood thus, S** William Waller^ much 
weakened with thefe difiifters, and the time of his Command 
being near expired, drew back Kaftward : and was, by night- 
marches, retired as far as SaMuwy^ before the Lord G^rmi 
had notice of his Motions. Whereupon his Highnefi, upon 
confideration how impoffible it was to overtake him, which 
General Goring himfelf confefled by his Letters, or to engigp 
the Forces umler die Commvul of GrctirutL «a& tc^ spe:^

Forces of cbo& Pirti, in aov AOioi^ before tbe bufineft of 
TkMtfM fliould be over (wmch indeed diiappointed all our 
hopes both of Men, and Money, in that grMC County) and 
on the other fide, confidering^ if that place were reduced fas 
Sr RkiMrd Gr^nnil undertooiT it fliould be in fix days, and 
others, who faui view'd it, thought it not a work of time) 
befides the terror it would ftrike into their Neighbousa, theia 
would be an Army of four thouhnrt Horfe^ and five thou- 
iand Foot, ready to be applied to any fervice they fliould be 
direded to, and that then the Lord Gmmg might pioiecute 
his Commiffion in SBffh^ and Kn^ with fiich a reafimaUe 
Recruit of Foot as fliould be neceffiiy, and yet his Highneb 
enabled, in a ftort time, to be in the head of a very good 
Army, laitiBd out of the four Aflbciatcd Counties, either for 
the reducing the few other pbuxs which were Garrifon'd by 
the Rebels, or to march toward his Miyefly: I lay, upon 
thele confideratioos, tbe Frince (with dbe privity and advice 
of Prince IBm^/, who was then at BriM^ and prefent at the 
whole oonfiiltatio% and the prindpal advifer in it) writ^ upon 
the eleventh of ^^f^ to the Lord Gsriaff^ being then about 
V^Us^ ^ That his opinion waS| that thetiorie am Dragoons 
^under his Lostiaiip's Command, Itaoidd advance ftom the 
^< Quarters irtiere wy then were, much to the prejudice of 
<^ that County, into Drnfipfim^^ or mihfim^ or into both 
**of chem; and that the Foot and Csimon ihould march di- 
<< redly towards TkMsSia^ aooording to the defign formerly 
'^propofisd by his Lordfliip^ and rmrr'd it tohimfel^ whe« 
^ ther his Lordfliip in Perfon would ftay widi the Horfe, or 
^ go with the Foot ^ and defir'd to receive his opinion, and 
^* refolution upon the whole ; there being nothing propofed 
<' to be aded in two days. This Letter was fent by Colonel 
Wmdbmmj the Govemour of BridgnNa^Tj who came that day, 
from befiNre Tmm$§n^ firom & Rkibmrd Grtemvsl^ and could 
beft inform him of the ftrcngth of the Town, and the Condi* 
tion of Sr Ricbsrd Gremvitg Forces. 

The next day Colonel H^wdbrnm retum'd, with a fliort 
fullen Letter froin the Lord Gorhg to the Prince, '< Tliat he 
<^ had, according to his Command, Tent the Foot and Caimon 
^ to T0imt9n 'y and the Horfe, to the other places ; and that, 
^^ fiiKC there was now nothing for him to dc^ he was gone to 
*' Bath to intend his Health : where he complained privately, 
<^ that his Forces were taken from him at a time when he 
^^ meant to purfiie Wklkr^ and could utterly Defeat him^ and 
much invetgh'd agginft the Prince's Council, for fending Or- 
ders to him fo prejudicial to the King's Smrice : whereas it 
was only an Opinion, and not Orders, grounded upon what 
^ ~ had formerly propofed, and to which he was delir'd

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to Ktuiii fate mfent jndgmenty being vMAn hilf t ditys 
Journey of the Prince, upon whom he oog^ to hive atteoded 
in Per&n, or have fern his tdrice eo him, if what was Cbcii 
oflfer'd feem*d not conveiiient. But, after fiMnedajra froliddy 
4>entac Bgtby he retum'd to his former temper, aid ivaiting 
on the Prince at Br^l^ was contented to be ti»d« *< That he

Ta« Lord CMvj^s Foot and CamiOil being thus iiiddaitkly 
fent to Tmmtmfy uE^er the Command cSSty^fifittngffMfii 
for the bett»r preventing any Miflakes, and Contefis abodc 
Cbmmand, the Prince (oit the Lords Cn^/ and CohfMtrto 
TdtrntPttj to fettle all dtfputes diat might arife, md to difoofe 
the Country to affift that work hi the beft manner j wmch 

Srov'd very fortunate; for the fime day they came thither^ 
r Rkh^rd Qreemriij having brought his Forces widiin Mui^ 
quet^fliot , on one fide of TMmtmy went hhnfelf to view 
m/Af^^Houfe, five Miles diftant^ in which die Rebels had 
a Garrifott. and was out of a Whidow, (hot in the Thi^j * 
with which he feU, the wound being thenconodv'd to be 
Mortal : fo that there was no Perfen who Unouki pretend to 
Command: theft under Gnettvil^ haVtt^ no ezpeiienced 
OIBcer of Repmation e^ to that Chtf^ yet beiag Superior 
in number to the other, would not be Q)mmatide(rby vfn 
fefh WkgHt^^ fo that if die Lords had not very luqipUy 
been prefenr, it is probaUe bodi dtofe Bodies Of Foot, eacb 
being too weak for the attempt by it (eli^ would if not dis- 
banded, at beft have retfred to dieir former Fbftft, atid left 
thofe of TlfMsflis at liboty to have done what they dioudit 
beft.

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OrHmoil had been hunt. I cannot omit here, that the Lord%- 
ccxning to viik Gnnml^ in the infiant that he waa put into 
hia Utter, and carrying to Exetir^ cold him. what thev had 
thbuEhc neceOjiry to tw done in the point or Cpoimand; the 
whicn be leeinii^ very well to approve, they defirxi him to 
icall his Officers fmoft of the principal being there prefent) 
and to Command them to proceed in the workin ];iandchear- 
fiilly, under tiw Command of Sfi.J§bm B#rAAy 9 the which 
be promifed to do, and immediately (aid fomewhat to his Ot^

The Prince, fin4ing the Pubiick Service in no degree ad- 
vanced by the Comimffioners of Sewterjitj and that though 
there was no progrefi made in the Aflociarion a&efled, and 
undertaken by tbem, yet it fcrv'd to croCs, and oppofe all other 
attempts whatfbever ^ thofe who had no mind to do any thing 
fiicisf^ing themfdves wididie v^leimpoffibility ofthatde- 
^gn, and yei the pther, who had firft propoTed it, thinking 
themielves engaged to content to no alteration ^ and his High- 
nefs being inform'd by a Gentleman (lent bv hinn, at his nrit 
coming to Brifi^t^ to the two fiurth^ V/dtem Counties, to 
prefs the execution of whatfoever was promifed in order to the 
Aflbdation j ^ That thofe two Counties of Devem^ and CorM- 
^vfdl^ were entirely devoted to lerve the Prince, in what 
^ manner foever he moidd propofe ; he thought fit, to fummon 
the Commiffionets ot all me AQbciated Counties, to attend 
upon him in (bme convenient place, where, upon full confi- 
deration, fuch condufions mig^t be made, ss might befl: ad- 
vance the work in hand, both for the redudtion of Tautfttm^ 
and raifing a mardiing Army ; which Counfel had been fooner 

Jiven, and had in truth be^ fit to be put in pradice upon his 
rft coming to Brifi^l^ when hedtfcern'd the fiamefs, perem- 
ptorinefs, and unaftivity of the Gentlemen of Sonur/tt ^ from 
whom it was evident nothing was to be expeded, till, by the 
unanimity and ftrength of the two Weltem Counties, that 
County could be driven and compelled to do what was necef- 
lary, and to recede from their own fullen and pofitive deter- 
minations; which had been eafy to do, but that fiiortly after 
bis Highnels came to Brijlolf upon what apprehenfions no 
Man knew, there was great jealoufy at Oxford of his going 
farther Weft ^ and thereupon dire^on given ^^ That he iHould 
^not remove fi-om Brtfioly but upon weighty reafons, and 
^^ with which his Majd^ was to be nrft acquainted. Whereas 
by his inftrudlions, <( He was to make his refidence in fuch a 

" ^lace, 
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<^ place, as by the Council Ihould be thought inoft conducing 
^ CO his Afiairs. However, fuch a meeting with all the Com- 
miffioners being demonftrably neceflaiT, imd Utijhl thought 
at too great a diftance from the WefL befidea that the Plague n# Vrhm 
hcBxii to break out there very much, tor the tittse of the year,A»"^' 
his Highnefe refoiv'd to go to BridgfWMtw for a ftw days, and g^'^^£'^ 
to fummon thither the Commiflioners, the radier to give fome^ ^f. 
countenance to the bufinefi of Tamaon^ then dofidy Befieged eidtid u^ 
by Sr J^tm Berkley i and to that purpoie, direfied bis Letters trnOfrntUt 
to this feveral CommUfibners to attend him diere, on UPkimf' ^^^'^ 
eUy the three and twientieth cfj^i'y die King being theo at 
Cfxfordy preparing for the Field, Frince Jtiffrf at W^nefet^ 
levying Men, and the Rebels at Lmiimi in fome difoider and 
b:)niufaon about their new Model, having newly removed the 
Earl of Ejfex^ and Earl of Mmtcbefier^ Earl of DMAj(i&, and 
Sr wmum WaOer from any Commuid, ami Sobftituted Sr Tbo* 
mat Fmrfax General j nimo was, out of the other broken uid 
almoft diflblv'd Forces, to mould a new Army, which ^ns 
then in no very hopeful forwaidncis. 
* Upon the day, the Prince came to Bru^enosfer^ and was 
attended by a great body of the Commiflioners of Samerfit^ 
that place being near the center of that great County ; there 
appHE»r'd for Dorftt-fiire^ as fent from the reft, Sr Jpim Strmtg-' 
'uuikff Mr Anctetil Grer^ and Mrl^rtv/; for Devcmflfir§y 
Sr Peter Ba/i^ Sr Giprge Party^ Mr SMt HIU, and M^ Midify^ 
firdf and for Ofnnpsl^ Sr fiwrj kiOemnUy Mr Ceritmy Mr 
Sctnoeity and Mr ti§Jc9rrigtb. Tbe whde Body waited on the 
Prince the next tnoming; and were then told, ^That his com- 
^ ine thither was to receive Their Advice, afid to give His 
^ Aililtance, in what might concern the peace and welfare of. 
^each particular County ; and might beft advance the Gene- 
^ral fervice of the King; that if the Aflbciation whicb had 
^ been proposed, feem'd to them, by the accidents and muta- 
^ tions which had happen'd fince the time of that firfl: prqK)fia 
( as in truth very notable ones had happen'd) <* not fit now 
^ to be further profecuted, he was read]r to coment to any alte- 
^ ration they Inould propofe, and to joyn with diem m any 
^ other expedient : and wiQied them therefore to confer toge- 
^ ther, what was beft to be done; and when they were reuiy 
^ to propofe any thing to him, be would be ready to receive 
^it. After two or three days confultation amongft them- 
felves« they were unantmodiy of opmion (except SrJ^tm 
Stawe/y who, againft aU the reft, and aeainft all that could 
be faid to him, condnued pofitive for tne general rifing of 
One and All, and for that alone) << That That defign was for 
^ the prefent to be laid afide; and that, inftead thereof, thofe 
^^Coimties, according to tbeir feveral known proportions^ 
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^^ would in a very fliort time (as I remember a Month was 
the utmoft) ^raife, and Arm, fix thoufimd Foot, bcfides 
^ the Prinoe's Guards , which would be fiill two thouiand 
^ more , not reckoning tfaofe of the Lord G^rm^s which were 
^fifteen hundred, but including the Foot of S^Jobm Bnklejj 
*' and Sr RkbtrdGneaviithea before Tsmam^ which all Men 
concluded would be reduced in left than a Month. This 
Propofitioabdng wprov'd by the Prince, all particulars were 
agreed upon : the Several days for the Rendezvous of the new 
levies, and the Officers to whom the Men were to be deli- 
ver'd,named: and Warrants iOiied out accordingly : all things 
reauifite for the ipeedy rednfkion olTMua&m ordered, and m- 
reoed ; to chat, towards dbe taking that phce. and the raifing 
an Army Speedily, all things ftood fo air, that more could 
not be wiibed. 

A s this Journey to Bri4gtu)sttr wroug^ diis eood efied^ 
fo it produced one notable inconvenience, and dilcover'd an- 
other. The Prince^ having before his coming from Oxfrrd 
being very little converfant with bufineis,had bMn perlwaded, 
from his coming out, to fit frequently, if not conftantly, in 
Council, to mane, and confider the ftate of Affiurs, and to ac- 
cuftom himielf to a habit of fpeaking, and judging upon what 
ttras iaid; to the which he fcod with great ingenuity appl/d 
himielf; but coming to Jkridgtwatr^ and having an extraor- 
dinary kindneis for M" Wmiham^ who had been his Nurie^ 
he was not only diverted by her folly, and petulancy, from 
applying himfelf to the ierious confideration of his bufineft, 
but accudom'd to bear her fpeak neghgently and fcornfuUy of 
the Council; which though at firft it made no imprcflion in 
Him of difrefpe(^ towards them , encouraged other People 
who heard it, to the like liberty; and from thence grew an 
irreverence towards them ; which refleded upon himleif, and 
ferv'd to bring prejudice to their Counfels througjhout the 
Whole courfe. She had many private deligos of toiefit and 
advantage to her felf , and her Children, and the qualifying 
her Husband to do all Adts of power without controul u[)or 
his Neighbours, and laboured to procure Grants, or Promiies 
of Revorfions ii Lands from the Prince; and finding that the 
Prince was not to tran&d: any fucb thing, without the Advice 
of the CouncU, and that they were not like to comply in 
thofe enterprifas, (he contrived to raife jealouGes and difukes 
between them, and kindled fucb a fadtion in die Prince's Fa- 
mily, as produced many inconveniences. For from hence 
S' cbarhs Berkley^ who had a promife to be made Controller 
of the Prince's Houlhold, and Mr Lm^y who had the like 
promife to be his Secretary, when he flioiud be created Prince 
dWaks (till which time thoie Officers ii^ere never m«le^ be- 
gan 
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gta tothmkthejr had iojury done diem, that they were not 
pre&ncly of the Princess CounciL to which the places they 
were to have^ gave them Tide; moug^ they knew well, that 
the Lords who/hen attended upon die Prince, were of the 
King's Privy Council, and in tbatcapadry only, waited upon 
h\% Highnefs; and that the odier were only of die Princess 
own Council for his Revenue, and for the adminiftration of 
the Outcfay of C^rMMi^ for which his Hig^mefi had now his 
livery. 

However, diele Fancies, thuswealdy sroanded, and 
entertained, mm fiidi an imprelfion upcwi tnofe Peribns, diac 
they united themfelves inco aFaOioo, and prevaii'd over cfae 
wcakneb of the Earl of Bfrk^shf to joyn widi them, and, 
by degrees, all of them joyn'd widi ail odier dilcontented 
Ixrfons, to render theCooncil to be much nq^efted and un- 
dervalued. Laftly, Ihe beinga Woman of nogood breedings 
and of a Country pride } Imit n rn tMr a fritter tnf&s gerem^ 
valued her felf much upon the Power^ and Familiarity, which 
her Neighbours might iee ihebad with die Prince of fPibs ; 
and thembre, upon aU occafions^ in company, and when the 
Concourfe of tne Peofde Was greateft, would ufe great bold- 
ncft towards him j and, wtrich was worfe than all this, ihe 
afieOed in all Companies where flielether felf out to any 
freedom, a very n^gcat «nd ^fiiamfiii mention of the Per- 
fon of the King; die Knowied^ of whith humour of hers^ 
was one reafixi that made his Majefty unwilling his Son 
flioukl go fiuther Weft dia& B^s/; fuice he knew Bri^t' 
W£tir imift be aStage in that morion. This her ill dUpoGdon 
was no fooner known to die Lords, who were all abfohitcf 
ftrangers to hcsr before, than th^ took care that his Highneft 
(houid make no long reidence m that Garriibn. 

The other inconvenience, that it diiooveiM, was the de^ 
^ of the Lord G^rhig to have the Command of the Weft. 
I'or then it grew veiy apparent, that, wfaateverhad been pre^ 
tended for Kna^ or Stifix. he had, from the beg^nntfig, af* 
fieOed that Charge; and, 1 ftiar, had fome other encourage- 
ment for it^ than was then avowed. Atid therefore, from his 
firft oomiog^into thofe Parts, he had with great mduftry ca- 
refled the Commiffioners of SSnsti^, and Drrvar, and efpe- 
oially thole, whom he thou^t not Well inclined to the Loid 
H^ptom ; whom, by all ill £ts, he endeavoured to underva- 
lue; inveighing againft ^Tfaetoo great Contribudon. alEgn'd 
^i»tfaeGarrirmoffir{/ls/i and that any fliocdd be allowed to 
<^the unnece(&ry Garrifon fas he call'd it) at Ijmfarti 
^ which had been lately fettled by die Lord nj^ffis ; and, as 
appeared afterwards, was of vaft importance : thofe difeoorfes 
being moft Popular to the Cowxry, though moft pernicious 
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to the King: and promiied^ Great ftriffaiefi and firverityof 
^ Dildpline. if Hoax Power under the Frince iniglic be de» 
« yoiv^l CO bim.. To Brulgnpster be came ai the &me time 
from BsiA^ upon pretence of '^ Vifiting T«Mif av, and feeing 
'* whecber the work wece like to be foandoae, that it might 
^ be worth the intending it^ Bu^ in truth, to drive on nis 
Proye^ for Command with the Comoiiffioners ; who were 
invited by SF FHmr Ball to make it one of tbdr Scopofitions to 
. the Prince, ^ That the Lord Gorng might be coiutimted his 
■ *^ LieuteoanC-Goural; which he himfUf had (^ abblucely di- 
gefted, char, aa tf cbe matter it felf had been out of quemon^ 
£e propofed privately to moft of the Prince's Couacily the 
Rules clMt fliould be obferv'd between cfacm in che Govem- 
menc o^ ^e Afmy, and che Adminiiiration of the Qvil Fto. 
Some^ of no extraordinary kindnefi to Gtrmg^ wifhed the 
agreeiDent made, and Him fettled in tbeCoromand, as the 
teO, if not the only Expedient, fat advancement of the King's 
Service, and for the fpeedy fbrauiDy an Army worthy of the 
Princess own Perfbn m the Head ofit ;' apprehending, that the 
dividing his Forces fhnn the New Levies, would leave n 
good body of Foot without an e^yal Power of Horfe, and 
without a Train, except a longer time were given for the ma- 
Idng it, than the flate cff Afiiri proinifed to permit. Butwhea 
G0»^ difcover'd by lusdiicoiule fmhfeveralof the Council 

iwich whom he communicated upon the Argument very free* 
y, and exprefled in plain Englifh, ^ That except he might be 
c^iatisfied in the particulars vto propofed, he ihould have no 
*< heart to proceed in the pubhck Service) that they would 
not confent to any hGt that might refled upon cne Lord 
U$f$9mi and that lome of them had fuch a prejudice to his 
Perfon, that they would make no coojundion widi him, he 
refolv'd to compafi his ends fome odier way^ and fo prdTed 
it no farther in anj^ publick addreft to the Prince at that time. 
It is not to be omitted, duo: he was then ofier'd, and ailur'd 
*^ That, afloon as the bufinefi of T^ma^m ihould be over, he 
*< fhould have fuch a Reauit out of the New Levies, as would 
^ make up his own Foot three dioufand Men, befides Offi- 
<^ cers; with which be might well profecuce his former de- 
sign i and, in the mean time, he had the abTolute Command ^ 
tte Lord HoftoM not at all interpofing, or meddling with the 
Army. 

It was now concluded by all Men who had well confi- 
der'd his carriage and behaviour from his firft coming into 
the Weft, diat, as he had form'd that defign in his own 
thou^ts from the firft, of being about the Prince, and refolv'd 
never to march with the Army under Prince Rwfirt (whofe 
nature was not agreeable to h^ ) Co that he had purpofely 

and 
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itid willingly fuffin^d Fsmdmsh to Relieve Xgfftmu and dren 
WBymonth to be again recover'd by that blflpil ot Mefi wix> 
had been beaten out of it, left the bufinefiV the WcA niif^ 
be done without him, by other Men; and that his prefence 
there might not be thought necefliuy. For if Ikimt&m had 
been reduced, as it muft have been if that finaD Pkrty had 
not Keliev'd it even in the hft Article^ he could have had nd 

Cetence to have ftay'd in thofe Parts, but muft immediately 
ve pnrfued his former de6gn upon S^pXy and rbok oth& 
Counties, for which he had never any reafonable foundation ; 
or have continued his tnarch to the king ; which he had Icm 
mind to do. Wh€n he firft left Ox^i^aiid went into Hmtf^ 
Jbirey which Was before the end ofthe Treaty at JJxhiJ^y he 
had, in his jovial Fits, where he was alwavs very unrmfv'cL 
declared, with great reientment, << That nis Father was ill 
'< treated by the Queen in JPItmm, and that ht hoded ihordy 
<^to be in fiich a poftilre^ diat the King fiiouid find it rea^ 
fonahle to uTe bo& his FatMM* and f&nfelf better. And 
yet the King had even then, upod his Suit, made his Father * 
Uaptain of his Guard of mlberteen^ and Created him Earl 
of N^rmkby whereby himfelf had the Appdlation of Lord^ 
Which he enough aflfefied : and in his firn debauches at £xr- - 
tefy his brother P9rf§^ who was Lieutenant General of hi? 
Horfe^ informed fome rarfons of Honour in confidences^ That 
*^G§rmg rdblv'd to vafce himfelf Lieutenant General to the' 
^ Prince^ or eUe to iia. Very difcontented; This Advertifd- 
ment was fent to fom^ of (he Goundk ilpon his HigMiefi's 
firft coming to Br^l; And tiral the fiift hint diat ever the^ 
recdV'd^ that he had affidted that Charae; and was noL with 
the reft of his behaviour, like to difoofe them to Wi(h that he 
might obtahi liift defire } but to do lu that was in dieir power 
to prevent i& 

The general buGdefs eoricarning die fofir Counties bfeiiigiir fyd- 
agreed and fettled at Brik'wmiirj the Commiifioders for Ve- ^!^'"'f^ 
v9My defir'd to be heard in irhat concenfd that particular R^,^^i?r 
County i and then informed his Hig^efi^ ^ Thatupon St Jti- bchiSd 
^^cbmrd GfHmu'tFt firft entring upon die Work of Ffyw§9ldbiQtttskill%. 
<< and his aflEinuice under his hand,^ that he would take the 
<< Town before cbrifimm di^, and that he n^ould forthwidi 
<< Raife, Arm^ and Pay ti^ive hundred Horie,^ and fix thou* 
^^fiind Fdotj they had afiign'd him aborve one half of their 
<^ whole Gontribntion, attxounting to above eleven hundred 
'< pounds t Week : and, far the providiiu; Arms and Am- 
<< munition, had auign*d him the Arrears cf the Contribodori 
*< due from thofe hmidreda allotted to him ; tfrhich ihnoanted 
'^ to near (Soooi; he bavins likewife the whole Gontributioii 
<< df citnsMA being above Mven hundred pounds weekly ; and 
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'* bad received moft part of the Letter and Subfcripcion Mo- 
^' ney of that Coma^ towards the fitoie Service : that he had, 
^' from his firft eflbg upon the charge, quietly enjoy'd thofe 
^' Gontributions in JHvau^ which were duly paid ; and had 
'^recdv'd the gireateft pare of the Arrears aiugn'd to him for 
^^ the proviGon of Arms and Aoununition : Notwithftanding 
*^all wUchy he had never bought above twency fi^elsof 
^^ Powder, or any Arms, but had receiv'd both the one and 
^ ** the other from Them, out of their Magazines ^ and had 
'^ never maintained, or raifed, pear half the Numbier of Men 
<« to which he was obliged, till the Week before he was re- 
*^ quired to march to Tatnapm j when he had called the Poffi 
" Comiiatm^ and out of Them forced almoft the whole Num- 
<^ber of Foot, which roarcVd with him thither, bringing 
*' them with him, as iar as ExttiVy unarmed; and there com* 
'^pell'd the Coromiffioners to fiipply him with Arms, imd 
'* Ammunition; that having left icarce two thou(knd Foot, 
** and four hundred Horfe , before Plymautby he continued 
"ftill to receive the whole Contribution formerly affign'd 
'^ when he was to have twelve hundred Horfc, and fix thoiH 
*< (and Foot ; and wpuld not part with any c^ it: fo that he 
^^ received more out of Dtvm^fbin for the blocking up of 
'^ Pfym0ttth (having all Ctrmiuii to himfelf Ukewife) than was 
'* left for the Carrilbns of Ex^n^ DmrHmtah^ BarmfiMe^ and 
** TivtrfoMy and for the finifliing chofe Fortifications, Vidual- 
<^ling the Garrifons, providing Aricni and Ammunition^ 
^' with which they had before not only fupplied themfelves, 
*' but had fent great quantities to the King's Array, to the 
'^ Lord Goring^ and to the Siege of Tatmtom : That he would 
^^ not fuffer them to fend any Warrants to coUeA the Letter 
*' and Subfcripcion Money , to i'ettle the Kxdfe, or meddle 
^^ with Delinquents Eftares in the hundreds ailign'd to him for 
*' Contribution y and had thofe continual contelts with Srjobn 
'^ Berkleyy being Colonel General of the County , and the 
<^ other Governours of Garrifons j pretending that He had 
** power to Command them j that there was fuch an Animofity 
^' grown between them, that they very much apprehended 
^' the danger of thofe diviGons^ tliere having been lomc blood 
<< flied, and Men kiU'd , upon their private Contefts : and 
therefore bcfought his Highnefs, ** By his Authority, to fet- 
*• tie the limits of their feveral jurifdidions, in order to the 
^SMartial Afiairs; and likewife to order S^ Rt'ttarJ Greemvi/ 
*' to receive no more Contribution, than would fuffice for the 
** maintenance of thofe Men , who continued before Ply» 
^^ mouth:, whereby they could be only enabled to perform 
" Their parts of the Aflbciarion. 
This was prefled with fo much carncftnefs, and reafon, 

that 
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that it was thought very advifeable for his Highncfs himfclf 
to go CO Exeier^ where both the CommifTioncrs and S'' Wc^^x^ 
Greenrjtl were^ and dierp, upon the hearing of all that could 
. be faid, to fettle the ^hple difpute. B,uc, ac tlic fame time, 
and whilft that inatter ^as in confideration, Letters came 
from his Majefty to his Highneft and the Lords, exprefly 
inhibiting his going &rther Weftward 3 upon what realoxt^ I 
cannot imagine^ and thereupon the Prince himfelf rcturn'd 



to Br^9l on JF^Jmefdaj the thirtieth of Aprsl^ having ilaid at 
Bridiewatir only (even (kiys ; and fcnc the Lords c^l and ^^''^ ."''"'<' 
CokptpptTy and the Chancellor of the Exchequer, to Exeter, r//^^*^^ 



With inftrudionf ^ To examine all the Cqmplaints, and Alle- ccmmif- 
^gationsof theCommiflioners, and tq fettle the buiincfi o{p«ners$fhis 
*' the Contributioii ; tod upon view of the feveral Comnjif- •*"» '• ^^- 
« fion* of Sr Jol^9erk^ aqd Sr Bichard GreeMvil, fo to agree lY'J^^^ 
<< the matter of Junioiaion, that the publick Service miglit sriftoi. 
<< not be obftru^l^. 

A s s 00 N as the Lords appointed by his Highncfs to go to 
Exeter, came thither, they went the fame hour to Vilit S^ 
RichMri GreefviL who was ftiU bedrid of his hurt. Thejr in- 
tended only as a V ifit, and lb would not reply, at that time, 
to many very (harp, and bitter complaints and invedlivcs he 
made againft Srjeim Birkley (who was then at the Leaguer 
before Taum$n)h\it told hi<n,^That they would come to 
^ him agftip the next day, and cpnGder of all buGnefles. i^c- 
cording^ they came, when, with great bittemefi, he ^gsMn 
complam'd of the Governour, and tome difrelpeds from his 
Lieutenant Covernour^ but when he was pre0ed to {parti- 
culars, he mention'd principally fome high and djfdi^'iifiit 
Speeches, the paoit of which were d<?nied by the other, and 
the withholding ibme Prilbners from him, which he h^^ fenc 
his Marihal for near Tsumtem* The truth of which> was this ; 
whilft Sr Bkbsrd was before T^i^ftpUy he iiad fent. for ofie 
Mr ^msy a Juftice of Peace jpf die C9unty, a rich anci de- 
crepit M^n, who liv^d within three tiiiles of that Town. He 
diarg'd him with fome inclinatiqns to the Rebels, and of fa- 
vouring their proQcedings. Tii^e , Gentleman (toc^ upon his 
iuftification, and innpcency, and di^ed to be put imon any 
Trial. Uowprer, $r JO'ctard. toid him, ** He was a Tray tor, 
^ and Ihould redeem hinofelf at athoju'fand pound, or elic he 
would proceed in another w^^yi aiul gave hiih three days 
to provide the Money. Before^ uie liAie expired, S' Richard 
was hurt^ and c^riqd to Exeter j, whither he no (boner came, 
but he dtfpatch'/d his MarQifl j^ fetch M*^ Sjms to him ^ who' 
appealed to Sr Jpbn Berkley { wHo had then th,e CocnrTiajid ) 
and defired to be put upon any Trial ^ ^nd (h(£dcs that he 
was of a very infirm body, apdauifit £)r Travel ) mapy Gcn» 
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Clemen of the bell Quality gave him t irery good Teftimony^ 
and undertook for his Appearance^ whenever he fl)ould be 
call'd upon. Upon chit, S' f^bm Btribf dilcharged the Mar- 
Ibaly and writ a very dvii Letter to ^ KtbmHl Gmwoily of 
the whole matter; ^ And diat he would fee the Gentleman 
^ fordi coming upon the leaft warning} but that it would be 
^ an AA of great cruelty, to carry him a Prifoner, in diat in- 
^difpoGtion of health, fifomhii Houfe. S^ BichMri loolfd 
upon this, as the robbing him of a thou&nd pounds, and writ 
fuch aletterto 9 J^bm Berkl§y^ (bfiillof ill Language, and 
reproach, as I have never feen the like Fonn, and to a Gen- 
tleman; and oomphun'd to us of the Injury. We told him, 
^ That neither Fie, nor S' J9bm Birkhj had any Authority to 
^meddle with M^ ^^9 or any Perlbns of that Quality j who 
^could not be look'd upon as Frilbners of War: but if in 
<<truth he fhoukl prove to be a Ddinquent, and giihy of 
^ thofe crimes obj«Sed againft him. his Fine and Ciompofi- 
<<cion wasdue toche Kii^ who had affim'd the fime to the 
^Prince for the pubUck Service^ and chat diere were Com* 
ttmiflSoners, before whom be was regulariy to be tried, and 
■< with whom he mig^t only compound He would not un- 
derftandthe reafon ofthis,butinfifledapon ^StJ^bmBirk' 
^kftms/ooBaog Spmr, asagreac indignity to himfelf. On 
the other hand, Sr f§bm Birkbf coroplai^d by his Letters, 
^That thofe SoUiers brought to TstmtMt by Gnetrviiy every 
^day moulder'd aw^, and he had reafon to believe it was 
^by His direAion^ for that thofe that ffaud, and the Officers, 
^ were very iMckward in performing their duties j and that, 
^jifier the taking of l#Uwigr««-Houle, he had commanded 
^ that nothing (hould be done towards the defacing it, be- 
^cauie it minit poflibly be fit toput aGarrifon into it, if the 
^ Siege OiouEi be raifed from Taumtm^ but that the Officer, 
^ who was imder Grtitml^ had, notwithdanding fuch Com- 
^mand, bum'd it: That he proceeded in the levying Mo- 
^nies, and fending out eztrava^t Warrants diroi^hout the 
^< County ^ and many other particulars. 

Sr BkbMfd Gnmvit denied, ^ That the Soldiers left the 
^ Leaguer, or that UWmgfmhHoub was bum'd, by any di- 
^reAion of His : though it appear'd, that all fuch Soldiers as 
left their Colours and came to him, were kindly ufed, and 
had Money ^ven to diem by him , and that Lieutenant Co- 
lonel RMmfim^ after he had received Orders from Sr Jctm Berk- 
ley not to flight H^/Ziim^iv-Houfe, rode to Exeter to Sr Richard 
GreenviL and immeeuately« upon his return from him, caufcd 
it to be burnt. GreemvU fidd, '^ That he levyed no Monies, 
^ nor ifliied out any Warrants, but what he had Authoricv to 
^ do by bis Comnmfion. In the end they fliew'd him their

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InftruftioDB from the Piioce, ^< Throu^y to enmine all dif- 
''ferencesbecweendiemj nkj^upon view ofboch their Com* 
^< miffions, to a^ree what limits cxich of them Obould obferve. 
Thereupon, he Qiew'd them his CommilBoa in Paper, under 
his Maieftjrs Sign A&mual, attc ' ' 



, ^ . , aiieftcd by the Lord Dig^fy by 
which he was authorized ^ To Comottad the Forces bdbre 
^Pfyntnabi and in order thereunto^ with fiich cUufes of lati- 
tude and power, as he might both raife the Ppffi^$od Com- 
mand the Train'd-bands, and ifldeed the whok Forces of both 
Counties^ and was to receive Orders from his MajeOy, and 
his Lieutenitfit General; and was likewife at that time High 
Sheri£Pof Dev$». St J$bm Bifhlif% Commiffion was precedent 
and more formal, Deine under the Great Seal ot EMglawd^ 
*' Of Colonel General oTthe Counties of DrvMr and Orami^ 
^^ and to Command ihe whole Forces of both Counties, as 
<< well Train'd-bands^ as others } fo that, thou^ their Com- 
roiffions were not in intention all on^yet mey included daufes, 
and powers, fomuchthefiune^ that either of them had Autho- 
rity enough to difturb the other; and he that only fiw his 
own,, mignt reafonaUy thmk he had power over the odier : 
which, between Perfiins fo difindined one to the other as they 
were gn>wn to be^ might have proved very fiitaL if the re- 
medy had not been fo near by his Hig^mefi's Authority. 

After the perufiil of their Commiffions, they fliew^d htm 
their InOruftions, concerning the r^ulating the Contribu- 
tions, in proportionable afligmnents for the feveral Services ; 
and defiretd his opinion, << What Forces were now neceffiury 
^< for the blocking up of Pfymo$fthy fince any attempt for the 
*< taking it was to be laid abde^ atleaftfinratime? And that 
<' thereupon, fiich aCBgnation mi^t be made to that purpofew 
<< as was fiiffidenc^ and the reft wiawife dilix>le^ Hetold 
them, '* That the Forces then there (being about fifteen huo- 
«<dred Foot and four hundred Horfe, of the Divmtjbire fide) 
*^ were fiiffident; and propoM allowance little enou^ for 
the Service: and then fiud, ^ That it troubled him to be con- 
*< fined to mdi an employment^ as the Uockira up a plac^ 
<< wbilft there was like CO be fo much Aaion in the Field ; am 
<« therefore he hoped, his Highnefi would give him leave to 
*< wait on him in the Army; where he thoi^t he might do 
<< him much better Service. Th^ told hiin, '< They had Au* 
^ thority from the Prince (for fome of his Friends had men* 
tion'd me fiun^ foon after he had recdv'd his wound) ^If 
^they found his healdi able to bear it, and his inclination led 
<( him that way, to let him know, that his Highnefi would 
c( be glad of his Sorvice^ in the moulding that Army which 
<< was then laifing; which, allowing two thoufimd Foot to 
^<the recniicing me Lord GsriMrv would be in view fix tbou- 
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'^ Tand Foot, andabofe two tfaouland Hbiie with the Guards ; 
'^ in which he had defign'd Him the Second Place of Com- 
^^ mand. But then, thejr £ud| *^ '^^'^ knew not where to place 
*' the Command before Vfymmab. S' Rkbard very chearfiilly 
received the Propofition for himfelf in the Army ; and for 
Fiym§uthy he fiud, '^ No Man was fit to undertake the work 
*' There, but Sr j^te B§rkky^ Who had the Cbmmand of both 
'* Counties : that it was vifible by the diSerenced and breaches 
^' that ha<) been between Them, how inconvenient it would 
*'be to have that Charge independent; wherdiis, if it were 
^^in one hand, thic unanimous confent of both Counties, and 
'^ all the Forces in them, would more ea(ily do the bufinefs. 

All things being thus i^reed upon, as hr as they could 
be without br Jok» Berklefi confent, who was then before 
Xntxton', the Lords refolvdto remrn to the Prince, and in 
their way to difpofc Sr Jolm BirkUy to what had been pro- 
pofed ^ and left the Chancellor of the Exchequer at Exeter^ to 

g;ree wirh the Commiflioners, upon the fcttlement of the 
onrribucions, andxo fettle fome other particulars which they 
had refolv'd upon. ^The whole Contribution of the County 
of J>ev9n amounted to two thouland pound Weekly j where- 
pf fo many hundreds were aflign'd c^ the Commidioners, 
for the maintenance of rhe Forces before Pfymotab, as amount- 
ed to the juft proportion and eftablifhment propolW by Sr 
Iticbard GreenvU himfelf; and then fo many to theGarrilons 
of Exeter^ Dartmouth^ Bamfiahle^ and TivertoM^ as amounted 
to the payment of fuch Forces, as, on all hands, were agreed 
to be aofolutely neceflary for their defence, at the lowed efta- 
Uifhrnent. All which being don^ upon fuppofition that the 
whole Contribution, being two thoufand pound Weekly, 
would be, according to the aflignments, exadly paid, there 
remain'd not a penny overplus, for the byine Ammunition 
and Arms, for thefihilhing fortifications, for vi&ualling the 
Garrifons, or for blocking up of Lyme-^ which if it were not 
done, all that part of the Country would be liable to that pre(- 
fiire ; and fo, unable to pay Contribution where ic was aflign'd. 
But it was fuppofed, the laft might be done by drawing out 
fome Numbers from the feveral Garrifons, if there were no 
difturbance firom abroad; and the relt m\j& be fupplied out 
Of the Excife fthe Major part whereof was by the King af- 
Cgn'd for the Support of the Princefs Henrietta left at Exeter) 
and fome other extraordinary ways to be thought of; the Let- 
ter Money, and Subfcription Money, being almoft exhaufted. 
1 -c Lori ^^ i s Highnefs was no fooner retum'd to BrrfialixomBridge^ 
Gorini{ ivater^ which was on the hit day of ^pri/j than General Cro- 
jy^ys/he ^jgg ^35 fent for by the Kmg, to draw his Horfe and Dra- 

oJforX scions towards Oxford ^^ that lYvtx^b^ V«» Mi.\ettY ^^^^^ 
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free himfelf from Cromwell -^ who^ with a Tery ftrong Party of 
Horfe and Dragoon^ lay in wait, to interrupt his joyning 
with Prince AjSr^ about U^ctpet. How unwelcofhe foercr 
thefe Orders were to the Lord G^rnijig;, yet there was no re- 
medy but he muft obey them : and it was now hoped, that 
the Weft (hould be hereafter freed from him; Wherehe was at 
that time very ungracious. He march'd with f!hat Ei^edition 
towards the king^ who wal theft at VPMJIkt^ that he' fell 
upon a Horfe Qiarter of Cr^mwdK Ml another Party of 
Fsiffax's Horfe, as they were atteidnj^gla pal&ge pvet the 
River of Ifis. fo proijperosAy ( thtt v^ EVtetng befditelie 
came to the King ) that he broke Md defeated meih= with' a 

Breat flaughter, which gave him- ^^elt'RepiMdkin, and made 
im exceedin^y welcome: aoditWtemdeed a vttt'feafoki* 
able Adion, to diicountenance. and bfewc %ich a Party* So 
die In&ncy of their new modci; aiiid ^d tn^alt thdr pretent 
meafures, and made Fifir/«x to appoint a mw place of Ren- 
dezvous for bis new Artliy^at a ffActr ^ditlsfqce from dieKinsfs 
Forces. 

Princs JtMf»fj who now met with iWy little oppioi ti t l o n ^•^'*^* 
in Council, had throughout the Winter, 'di&ofed tbp King to ^^^Z 
relblve ^To mardh^Northward8, aiid'to'lidl upon'^eS'^f^ 
<< Army in Tork-Jhir^ before Fskftx Ibbiild be able to Jpdr- 
<< fed; his new model to that decree, aft to take die Field. TBis 
defig^ was not unredTonable ; nor ine Prince to Uamt for de- 
firing to take revenge on them lor what ptffd the hft j^; 
which now tbey were feparated fttimAt Sngb&^'x^baid 
indeed defeated* him, he beKev'd Wfraeafy to be done. ' That 
purpofe ofmarchifngNoithward waft'!tf6w*the mote halien^d, 
that in the way,- cteflet laiAt he tdte Vd j wWch Wiafs clofely 
befieg'd ; and ifhen they mi^t comefeon toougihto tmt^gfrstf- 
Caftle, before which the Sc^fijAnnj Aiini|wa8^ und if they 
could defeat that, the King would oe atariK upon the mat- 
ter, Matter c£ the North * which, by me Infolencc of the 
Scv^^ and the difiike they had t^m fiew model, was C09- 
ceiv'd to be better -aSefted than tVer. The next day afcer 
G&mg came to the Ki^g, the Anny was idrawn to a Reiidez- 
vous, and confiftdd then of &^e ftiouiiMd Foot, and above fix 
thpunnd Horfe^ an Ai^y not to tie rekfonably leflened in 
the beginning ora Campagne, when the King was to ' ettJe£b 
he Iboold bave fo^much to do^ «nd?Fic'had been kept toge- 
ther, it is very probable, that the 'Scrmmpr imi^t have been 
crown'd with better fucce'fs.' 

Fairfax was then about KktoBtny', not in readxncis to 
march J yetteported to Be much more, unready than he was. 
It was faid, that his-defign was to carry his whole Arrc« ^^ 
the rbM of ntrnf^r. brought a\mo& to ^^xxetrivx^ s ^^>s^, 
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jf be could bring tp pafs, would give him great Rq)ucation^iid 
would make the Parliament near Sharers with the King in the 
tntereft of the Weft. Upon this profpeA, it was thought rca- 
jbnable^ and accordingly propofed, ^ That the King himieif 
^ would march with his Axmy into the Weft^ and thereby, 
^ not only prevent the relief of Tsmnmty but compel Fmrfax 
« CO Fifl^^ oefbre he Qiould be able to joyn with cr^wnoeB-^ 
ff who had yet not gathered bis Troops together. This was the 
^oncunrent advice of the whole Council with which the King 
uled tp confolt^ Prince JU^t only excepted, and S^ M^rma- 
4d^ Lmfgiiihy who Commanded the Northern Horfe ; which 
fp^re impatient to be in their own Country. Now the very 
pontrary A&ftions towards each other, between Prince JRif- 

Cand the Lord Gmwfy be&an to cooperate to one and the 
e end. The Prince found that Gormg^ as a Man of a ready 
Wit, aqd an excellent Speaker, was like to have moft Credit 
with the King in all debater ; and was jedous, that, by hisf 
Friendihip wi^ the Lord JD^hy he wopld quickly get fuch an 
intereft with his Majefty, that nis own Credit would be much 
cdipled. Hereupop, lie did no left de&re that G^rmg fiiould 
return a^un into the Weft, than Gorh^ did, not to remain 
where Prince Bufert Commanded. This produced a great 
ponpdence and Friendfliip between them, and the Prince told 
him all that any of the Council had (ix>ken freely to him, when 
hiis Highneis abhorred nothing more than that Gormg (hould 
he nfsar the Prince of fFa/itsi and Gerwg faid all of the Coun- 
cil, which he believ'dwpuld moft irreconcile him to them. 
So they both agreed to do ^ they could, to leflen the Credit and 
Authority of the Council. The King was dcfir'd to receive 
die Information, and State of the Weft, from Gwimg^ who 
upon the late good Fortune he had, and by the Artinces of 
the Lord p^i^j was too eaOly believ'd. He inform'd the King 
with all imaginable con£kience, ^ That if, by the pofitive Com- 
f< mand of the Prince, contrary to his opimon and advice^ his 
^ Forces had not bec^ taken from him,and applied to the Sege 
^ of TMmtowy he had doubtless totally ruin'd aU fFd/ler*s Forces, 
5< and prevented the coming c^ thicue Parties, whp had given 
^his Ktajefty fo much trouble at Orferd: that he had been 
^always ufed, upoq his refort to the Prince, with great dif- 
^ refpei^ being qot call'd into the Council, but put to an at* 
5^ tendance witnout, aipongft inferior Suiters; and then told 
many particular pafloges at Bru^ematery of which he railed 
advantage to himfel^ upcni the prejudice he begot to others. 

W h!£ R E A s the truth of the defign upon Tatmtom is be- 
^re fet down, with all the circumftances; and JVsiler was 
march'd beyond SaUshtryy before the Lord Gwing knew 
^here he was ^ and confc^, ther^ waa po ovcrtajpng him: 
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find he bid always receiv'd as much refpefl from the Pwce^ 
and Council, as could be given to a Subje£t ; being conitantly 
called, and admitted to Council when he was prefent ; and 
when abfentp opinions and advices fent to him from the Coun- 
cil, upon men particulars as Umfelf propofed, with a full 
reference to his difaetion, to do, upon the place, as he juc^ged 
moft meet ; yet, I lay, he got fo much Credit, that the King^ 
by his Letter cf tfap tench of May to the JPrince , direfled, 
^That Gmeral G§rmg ihould be admitted into all CcMifulrations 
^and Debates, and advifed withal, as if he were one of the 
^ eftabliih'd Council j that Prince Rupert having granted him 
^ Power, to give ComroiiSons in tlutt Army , all Commit 
^ (ions to be granted fliould pafi by General oirhg ; and thgt 
^^ none Ihould be granted by the Prince^ in his own Name^ 
^< otherwife than in iiich Cafes as were of relation meerly to 
^ the Aflbdation : dbiac the Council (hould contribute their 
^ opinions and advices to General G^rhfgj but that his Hi^ 
^< nefi fliould carefully forbear to give mto the Lord Gcrkg 
^ any pofitive or binding Orderti^ whereas, by his Inftrudions, 
when he came from Cto/«r^ he was to put both his Com- 
miffjoni, of Qmen|)iffimo^ and of Genml of the Aflbciatioa 
in eyecutipQ, a# he found moft copvenient ; his Majefty him- 
felf then entertaining very litde hope of the Aflbciation, as it 
fnu propoftd; and ^mfore, by his Letters to the Prince of 
the twentieth of j^il, which came to him at Bri^twater^ 
all the aflignations formerly made towards the Allociation, 
were diredhed to be difpofed, and converted to fuch ufes, as 
by the advice of his Coundi (hould be found moft advanta- 
geous to the Service of thole Parts ^ and thereupon the Levies 
were coolented to, and direfled as is before mentioned. With 
rhele triumphant Orders, dteLcxd G^riitg returned into theHwM 
WjBft; whm we IhaU now leave him, and wait upon his Mar £|^^/^ 
jdlv. In this unfortunate march, until we find caufe enough ^2^%y^ 
to lainefit that P3|m(el, which fo fittallv difmiflM am£, a^ 
hisForc9s,'at4l9pie, in which, if he had been bomtoSoire 
his Country, his prdqcice might have been of great ufe and be- 
nefit to the Kiojg^ which it was never after in any occafion. 

When Gariwg wa^ thus Iqparated from the lung's Anny, 
hisMajeftymardi'd'tQAr^lSBmi; and in his way, drewouc 
his Ganilon from' GsmA^iw-Hpuie; which had brought no 
other benefit to the PMhIick, th^ the enriching the liceintious 
Goveroour tberpof; who eierdled ah iUiinited Tyranny over 
the whole Country, and to(4c his leave of it, in wantonly 
burning the NpUe Stnidure, inhere he had too long inha- 
bited, and which, not many years before, had coft above 
thirty thou(and pounds the building. Within few days after 
die King left Sutffiifm^ it wa| uirptiGbd Vy) >isA ^xikssi ^ 
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or rather florm'd and taken for want of Men to defend the 
Works ; and the Governour, and all die liale Garrifon made 
Prifoners. The lofi of this place m^as an ill Omen to the fuc- 
ceeding Summer ; and, upon the matter, cut otf'all the inter- 
courfe bttvfcen Wf^crcefier^ ^dOxfrrd^ nor was it at all re- 
paired by the taking of Hawkefl^Hoafc in Ifbrcefinfifire y 
which the Rebels had fortified, and tastit ftrong, and which 
the King's Amy took in two days^ and therein the Gover- 
nour, and one hundred and twen^ Prifoners ^ who fervid to 
M4rcfc«i •/ redeem thole who were loft in Ev^sm. And fo, by eafy and 
tbt Kjnx'' flow marches the Army profecuted thei^ way towards €hefie>. 
'^£11] But, in Stafford-jhirt y ihe Lord Bfr^n^ who was Govemour 
jSrffc,wW//f ®f C<&</?tfr, met the King; and informed him, "That the Re- 
^r Thomas " bels, upon the noife of his Majefty's advance, were drawn 
Fairfax « oft; and fo there was no more to be dotie, but to profecute 
di^Jfjff' the Northern defign ; which was now intended, and the Army 
Oxford. '^^ upon it's march accordingly; when Intdligence was brought, 
" That Fairfax had fent a Itrong Party to relive Tanntom^y and 
*« was Himlelf, with his Artny, fate down befcdre Oxfwd, This 
could not but make fome alteration, at l6ttft a paufe m the Exe- 
cution of the former Councils : and y^ Oi^ord was known to 
be in fo good a Condition, that the loft of*it coilld not in any 
degree m apprehended^ and nothiofg could tnore reafi»iably 
iiave been wilh'd, than that FasrfdxHbitiald be throughly en- 
^ged before it : And it was concltftied, ^ That the belt way co 
<^ draw him from thence, would be to fall upon fome place 
** poffefled by the Parliament. 
ne K^n^ They had no Town fo confiderabte nfcar the place where 
ft*rms,a}ui the King then was, as Leicffter^ in wM^ there was a good 
ccOcr^*^" Garrifon, under the Command of & Ito^^ Pye; and Prince 
'Rupert^ wiio was always pleafed With any brisk attempt, chear- 
foUy entertained the firit motion, and lent Sr Marmaduk^ Laafg" 
dale forthwith to fuitouhd it (which was of great extent) with 
•his Horfe ; and the next day, beingthe laft ^ JNTisy, the whole 
Army was drawn about the ToWte, and the Prince, having 
taken a view of it, Commanded a Battery to be forthwith 
raifed againft an old high done Wall, on the South fide (^the 
Town ; which, by his own continued prefence, was finifli'd 
with admirable diligence : which done, he fent a Summons 
to the Governour; who return'd not fuch an Anfiver as was 
required. Thereupon , the Battery began to pky ; and, in 
the fpace of four iiours , made fuch a Bk'each, that it was 
thought Counfelable, the fame Night to make a general Af- 
fault with the whole Army, in feveral places ; but prmcipally 
at the Breach ; which was defended with great Courage, and 
Rcfolution ; infomuch, that the King's Forces were twice re- 
pulfed with great lols, and flaughter ^ mi, were even ready to

draw ofF in defpair : when another Fart^, on the othet fid6 xH 
the Town, under the Cominand of Colonel "PMge^ Teconded 
by a Body of Horfe that came but that day from Newarky and. 

Putting themfelves on Foot^ advanced, with their Swords affd 
iftol^ with the other, entered the Town; and made Way &r 
their h ellows to follow them : fo thatj by the breA of day, the 
Aflault having continued all the Ni^t, all die King's Atiaf 
entered the Line. Then the Govemour, and tU the Officers 
and Soldiers^ to tfte Number of twdve hundred, threw down 
their Arms, and became Prifoners of Wat : whilft the Coi^- 
querors purfued their advantage, with the nfual Licenfe df 
Rapine, and Plunder, and miferably fiick'd the whole Town^. 
wicbout any dtftindion ofP^rfons, or Places; Churches, and 
Hofpital^ as well as other Houfel^ were mikie a Prey to thift 
enraged, and greedy Soldier, to the exceedhig regret of tfaie 
King ; who well knew, that^faow dififleded ibever that ToWil 
was generally, there were yet many who had faithful hearts to 
him, and who be heartily Wiih'd mig^t de diftinguifli'd fh}m 
the reft: but thofe Seafbns admit no difier^nce of Perlbns.' 
Thoi^ the place was ^well gotten, becaufe fo litde time had 
been $ent in the getting it, yet it was not without very confi* 
derable lots on the King's Me ; there being near two hundred 
Soldiers dead upqfn the places of Aflault, with many Officers ; 
Colonel Sana Gi^rgfy and others of Name 5- befides many 
more wounded, and riiaimed. The King pfelentlynliade die 
Lord XjsugUorengby a youn^r Son of the £arl 6f nmtn^tMt^ 
and one who had ferv'd him eihinently from the beginning 01 
the War, Govemour of Lticefter ; and Sr Mitthenu Affl^mrity 
a Soldier of known Courage and Experience, his Lieutenaift 
Govemour. 

The taking of Liekeftfry the chief Town t^riiat Provincle^ 
even as foon as he came bdbre it, and in that manner, purely ' 
by an k€t of great Courage, ^ve the King^s Aitny great re- 
putation, and nhide a woimerftl impreffion of tertOr upon thte 
hearts of thofe at fVefimmfier-y who now revolv'd theodhdi- 
tions, which were oflfer'd at XJxMdg§'y which they had re- 
futed. They began to curfe their new model; and to re- 
proach thofe who had perfwaded them ^'Soingratefblly to 
<^ throw ofi' their old General, Who was ready to foment ill 
<< their difcontents. It was not above twenty days, that the 
^^ King's Army had been in the Field, and in that fhorttime, 
*'it had reduced two Hrong Garrifons of Theirs j without 
^^ giving the Soldiei^ any conditions, H^npii^-Houfe in VPbr^ 
^^ ce/ier^ircy and the Town of Lercefter: whilft their ne*f 
" General Fairfax had only &ced Oxford at a dtflfance, to try 
^^ whether the Ladies would prevail for the giving up of the 
f ' Town, to pacify their fears \ and had axxenv^vcA v^ ^^i^^ 
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^poor Houfe that lay near, B0i;y?#AHou(e, and had been 
^ beacen from thence with confiderable lob, and had drawn 
^ off from both, very little to his Honour. Thefe dilcourfes 
were fo pubiick in the City, and had fo much Credit in both 
Houfes of Parliament, chat they exceedingly defired Peace, 
and ezerdfed their thoughts only how thev might revive the 
old Treaty, or fet a new one on foot; wnen &e evil Genius 
of the Kingdom in a moment Qiifted the whole Scene. 

Leicbstbr wu a Pol^ where the Kingmieht^ with 
tU poffible Convenience and Honour, have fate ftiU, till his 
Army migit have been recruited, as well as throughly re* 
freOied. Colonel Gerrsrd was upon his march towards him 
from JF^liSy with a Body of three thoufand Horfe and Foot : 
and he had reafim to ezpe£L that the Lord Gsriag would be 
very Qiordy with him with his Horfe ; for he was not de- 
parted from the King above four or five davs, with daofe Or^ 
ders which are mention'd before (and witn which he was fo 
well pleafed) but that the King &w caufe to repent his fept- 
ration, and lent other Orders to recall him as foon as was 
poffible. But the King's &te, and die natural unfteadinefi, 
and irrefdution of thoS: about him, hurried him into Coun* 
fels very difagreeable to the pc^re he was in. He knew 
not that FMirptx was gone from Oxfrrd^ and die Intelligence 
which fome Men pretended to have received from thence, 
was, ^ That it was in diftrefs. The Duke of Tork remained 
there ; the Council, many Lords and Ladies, who fent In- 
telligence to their Friends, and all the Magazines were there ; 
and if aU thefe fhould fall into the Enemies hands, Lekefier 
would appear a very poor recompence. Thefe particulars be- 
ing unskifiully, yet warmly jpreded by thofe who could not 
be underftood to mean amifs, the King refolv'd to march di- 
redly for Oxfird^ and in order thereunto, within five days 
hsektSLrii *^^^ *^ takmg of Lekefter^ he appointed the Rendezvous 
ox^^ii, ^^ ^^ Army ; where he might vet very reafonably have been 
difeouraged from profecuting tnat intention ^ for it then ap- 

gear'd evidently, how very much it was weakened by, and 
nee that Adlion, by the lols of thofe who were killed and 
wounded in the Storm ; by the abfence of thofe who were left 
behind in the Garrifon^ and by the running away of very 
manv with their Plunder, who would in few days have re- 
tum(d. 

The number of the King's Foot which remain'd, did not 
amount to above three tho^and five hundred ^ which was not 
a Body fu£Bcient to Fight a Batde for a Crown. Then, all 
the Northern Horfe, who had proraifed themfelves, and were 
promifed by the King, that they (hould go into their own 
Country^ were fo difpleafed with this new Refolution, diat 
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they were with great Difficulty reftrain'd from Disbanding ; 
and, though they were at lait prevaii'd with to march, were 
not enough recovered to be depended upon in any fiiddain 
Action. Notwithftanding all this, the march was continu'd ; 
the next day, at Wartorough^ the Intelligence came ^ That 
^^ Fairfax was drawn off'from Oxfprd^ without having ever^rThomat 
^< approached to near it, as to difcharge one Piece of Cannon ^^''^ 
^^-upon it J that he had been beaten ofF from Bfrflal-iixxSc^^^^ 
^ with thelois of Officers, as well as Soldiers; and that, he'^ca. 
<< was march'd with his whole Army to Buck'mgbam* But this 
kindled a greater appetite to find him out, than ttiere was be^ 
fore. Indeed there was lefs realbn to march Northward, fince 
thev mijght well apprehend the Sc9t^ Army in their Face, 
anci Fairfax in their Rear. But there was the £ime reafon 
(till for their retiring back to Ijeieefier^ or to Wwcefitr^ where 
they might expcdt, and could not fail of an Addition of 
Forces to the Army ; and where the Enemy, who muft now 
be oblig'd to find them out, muft come with many difadvan* 
tages. Thefe Confiderations were all laid afide, and every 
body believ'd, that Fairfax\iv& Army was much difpirited,by 
having f ail'd in their two firft Enterprizes ; and that it was 
now led out of the way, that it might recover Courage, be- ' 
fore it fliould be brought to Fight with fo Vidorious Troops, 
as the King's were; and therefore that it was beft to mul 
them out. whilft their fear was yet upon them : all Men con- 
cluding that to be true, which their own wiihes fij^efted to 
them. So the Army marched to Daventry in Nerthamptim' 
Jbin : where, for want of knowing where the Enemy was, or 
what he intended to do, the King remained in a quiet poflure 
the foace of five days. 

U PON the thirteenth of fune^ the King received Intelli- 
gence , that Fairfax was advanced to Northampton^ with a 
Itrong Army ; much fuperior to the Numbers he had for- 
merly been advertifed of. Whereupon, his Majefty retir'd 
the next day to Hariorougb^ and meant to have gone back 
to Leiof/fery that he might draw more Foot out of Newark^ 
and ftand upon his defence, till the other Forces which he 
expeded, could come up to him. But, that verv Night, an 
Alarm was brougjht to Hariorouibj that Fairfax nimfclf was 
Quarter'd within fix Miles. A Council was [Mrefently call'd, 
the former Refolution of retiring prefently laid afide, and a 
new one as quickly taken, ^To right; to which there was 
always an immoderate appetite, when the Enemy was within 
any diftance. They would not ftay to cxpcSt his coming, 
but would go back to meet him. And fo in the Morning 
early, being Saturday the fourteenth of Jitney all the Army 
was drawn up, upon a riling ground of very great advant^e 
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, about a Mile South from HMrhrm^b (which was left: at their 
back ) and there put in order to give or receive the Charge. 
The maia Bqdy ot the Foot was led by the Lord ^fiby ( whpm 
the King had lately made a Baron) confiding of about two 
thoufand and five bondred Foot ; the right Wing of Horfe, 
being about two tbouiand, was led by Prince Rupert-^ the left 
Wing, coofifting of ail the Northern Horfe, wichthofe from 
NBv»€rk^ which did not amount to above (ixteen hundred, was 
Commandecf by & Aiarmadnke LMngishj in the Referve, 
were the King's Life-Giiard, Commanded by the Earl oiLmd- 
fijy the prince Hiifert's Regiment of Foot f both which did 
make very little above eight hundred } With the King's Horfe- 
Guards, Commanded by the Lord Bnnmrd Stuart (newly 
made Earl of Jj^j^U) which ipade that day about five hun^ 
dred Horfe. 

The Amyy Aus difpo&d in good order, made a (land on 
that ground M eatpeA the Enemy. About eight of the Clock 
in the Morning, it began to be doubted, whether the Intel- 
ligence they had received of the Knemy was true. Upon 
which the Scoutmalter was fent to make farther diicovery^ 
who, it feems, went not fiir enough ; but remm'd and averr'd, 

• .^'That he had been three or four Miles forward, and could 
^neither difcover, nor hear any thing of them : prerently,8 
feport was raifed in the Army, << That the Enemy was retired. 
Prince Rupert thereupon drew out a Party of Horie and Muf- 
queteers, both to difcover, and engage them, the Army re- 
maining fliU in the&me place, and pofture they had been in. 
His Highncis had not march'd above a mile, when he re- 
ceiv'd certain intelligence of Their advance, and in a (hort 
time after, he faw the Van of their Army, but it fcems not fo 
diftindly, bu( that hp conceived they were retiring. Where- 
jupon, be advanced nearer with his Horfe , and fent back, 
" That the Army (hould march up to him ; and the Mcflenger 
who brought the Order faid, <' That the Prince defir'd they 
^ ihouid make bafte. Hereupon the advantage ground was 
quieted, and the excellent order they were in, andanadvatKc 
made towards the Enemy, as well as might be. By that time 
chey had march'd about a mile and an half, the Horfe of the 
Enemy was difeem'd to Hand upon a high ground about 
N0fihy\ whence, feeing the manner of the King's march, in 
a full Campagpe, they had leifiire and opportunity to f^lace 
themfelves, with all the advantages they could deiire. The 
Prince's natural heat, and impatience, could never endure an 
Enemy long in his view ; nor let him believe that they had 
the.courage to endure his Charge. l*hus the Army was en- 
gaged before the Cannon was turn'd, or the ground made 
choice of upon which they were to Fight : fo that Courage 

was 
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was only to be relied upon, where all Condu(3 failed To much. 

It w^s about ten of the Clock, when the Battle began -.TheBanU 
The firft Charge was given "by Prince Ruferf j who, with his*'^^*^ - • 
own, and his Brother Prince A^aurkis Troop, perform'd it 
with his ufual vigour^ and was fo well feconded, that he bore 
down all before hiro, and was Maft^r of fix pieces of the R&i 
bels beft Cannon. The Lord ^/<7» with his Foot, though 
againft the Hill, advanced upon Their Foot ^ who difcharged 
their Cannon at them, but over- (hot them, and fo did their 
Mufquetcers too. For the Foot on either fide hardly faw each 
other tiU rhey were within Carabine-ihot, and fo only gave 
one VoUy ^ the Kin^s Foot, according to their ufual cuoom, 
filing in with their dwords, and the pu^-ends ot their Muf-* 
Guets; with which they did very potable execution, and put 
the Enemy into great diforder and confufion. The righ( 
Wing of Horfe and Foot being thus fortunately engage and 
advanced, the left Wing, under S' Marmaduli LtongJlahy ia 
five Bodies, advanced with equal refolution^ aiid was eo^ 
countered by Ofun^//, who Commanded the right Wiag of 
the Enemies Horfe, with feven Bodies greater, and more nu* 
merous than either of the others tx^ had, befides th^ Odds 
in number , the advantage of the ground ^ for the King's 
Horfe were obliged to march up the Hill, before they coijild 
Charge them : yet they did their duty, as w^l as th<i pi^c;^, 
and great inequality or Numbers would eiuible them to do. 
But being flanked on both fides by the &iemies Hprfe, and 
prefled hard, before they could get to thf tQp of the Hill, 
they gave back, and fled £inber and fiifter than became them. 
Four of the Enemies Bodies, dofe, and in p;oQd order, fol^ 
low'd them, that diey might not rally again ^ which tbev 
never thou^c of doing : and the relt Charged the Kings 
Foot, who had till then fo much the advantage over Theirs 9 
whillt Prince Bufert^ with the rig^c Wiog pvrfiied ti)ofc 
Horfe which he bad broken and defeated. 

The King's Refer ve of Horfe, which was his owp Guards 
with Himfelf in the head ^ them, were even ready to Charge 
thofe Horfe who purfued his left Wing, when on a fuddain, 
fuch a Pannick fear feifed upon them, that they all run near a 
quarter of a mile without {topping; which happened upon an 
extraordinary accident, that hatn (adorn fallen put, and might 
well difturb and diforder very refolute Troops, ^$ thofe were, 
and the belt Horle in the Army. The King, as was (aid be- 
fore, was even upon the point of Charging the Enemy, in the 
head of his Guards, when the Earl oi c^mtm^rtby who rode 
next to him ( a IVlan never fufpeOed for infidelity, nor yec 
one from whom the King would have received Couqfel in fucb 
a cafe) on a fiiddain, laid his hai>d on the bridle gf the Kin^s 
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Horfe, and fveariog two or three full Mouthed Scotijb Ozthi 
( for of that Nation he was) faid, << Will you go upon jrour 
^ death in aninftant? and before his Majeityui^erltoodwhat 
be would have, tum'd his Horfe round ^ upon which a word 
run through the Troops, ^ That they fhould w^r^ifr to the right 
^ hand ; which led them both from Charging the Enemy, and 
aflifting their own Men. Upon this they all tum'd their 
Horfes, and rode upon the Spur, as if they were every Man 
to fhift for himrelf. 

It was very true that upon the more Soldierly word/^jr^^ 
Which was fent after them, many of them returned to the 
King^ though the former unlucky word carried more from 
him. By this time, Prince Rupert was retum'd with a good 
Body of thofe Horfe, wUch had attended him in his profpe* 
lous Charge on the right Wing; but they having^ as they 
tfaou^t, aoed their parts, could never be brought to rally 
themfelves again in order, or to Charge the £nemy. That 
difierence was obferv'd all along, in the dUcipline of tne King'tf 
Troops, and of thofe which march'd under the Command of 
fmrfrx^ and CromweU (for it was only under Them, and had 
never been remarkable under Bffix^or Walhr) that, though 
the King's Troops prevail'd in tne Qnrfi^, and routed thc^ 
they Charged, tney feldom rallied themfelves again in order, 
nor could be brou^t to make a fecond Charge again the fiime 
day : which was the reafon, that they had not an entire Vi- 
dx>ry at Edgi-hill : whereas the others Troops, if they pre-^ 
vail'd^ or though they were beaten, and routed, prefently 
rallied again, and flood in good order, till they received new 
Orders. All that the King and Prince could do, could not 
rally their broken Troops, which fhxxl in fufficient Numbers 
upon the Field, though they often endeavoured it, with the 
snanifefl hazard of their own Perfons. So that, in the end, 
the Kins was compelled to quit the Field : and to leave F^r^ 
ftx Maftcr of all his Foot, Cannon, and Baggage ^ amongft 
which was his own Cabinet, where his moiTfecret Papers 
were , and Letters between the Queen and Him ; of which 
they fhortly after made that barbarous ufe as was agreeable to 
their Natures; and publifh'd them in Print; that is, fo much 
of them, as they thought would afperfe either of their Mi- 
jetties , and improve the prejudice they had raifed againft 
them ; and concealed other parts, whicn would have vindi- 
cated them from many particulars with which they had af^ 
perfed them. 

1 s H A L L not flay, in this place, to mefition the Names of 
thofe Noble Perfons who were loft in this Battle ; whenf 
the King, and the Kin2dom were loft in it; though there 
were above one hundred and fifty Officers, and Gentlemen of 

primed 
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pTittit Quality, dead upoii the fpot ^ whofe Memories ought 
to bepreferv^d. The Knemy left no manner of Cruelty un- 
iexercifed that day ; and in the purfuit kili'd above one hundred 
Women, whercw fome were the Wives of Officers of Quali- 
ty. The King and Prince Rupert, with the broken Troops, 
march'd by Lescefter that Night to j^l/bfy dt U Zoucb ^ and neKJng " 
the next jday to UctfieU) and continued two days marchrr/iw'^^ 
more, till they came to Brwdhy in ffbrcejhr-jhire , where J^'^l^fi^*** ^'^ 
they retted one day ^ and then went to Herefrrdy with fonfc f^^^l ' 
disjoyntcd imagination, that they mig^t, with thofe Forces Hereford, 
under Gerrardy who was General of South Wales, and was 
indeed upon his march, with a Body of two thoufand Horfe 
and Foot, be able to have raifed a new Army. At Hertford, f^^^g 
Prince Rupert, before any form'd Counfel was iigree'd upon Prince Rir- 
what the King f hould do next, left the King, and made hafle pert r^nW 
to Brijfel, that he might put that place into a condition to '• ^"^0^' 
reGtt a Powerful and Vidorious Enemy ; which, he had reih 
fon to believe, would in a fliort time appear before it. No- 
thing can be here more wonder'd at, than that the King (hould 
amt^himfelf about forming a new Army in Counties which 
had been vexed, and worn out with the oppreflSons of his 
own Troops, and the Licence of thofe Governours, whom 
he had put over themj and not have immediately repaired 
into the Weft, where he had an Army already fornrd, and a 
People, generally, well devoted to his Service^ whether all his 
broken Troops, and General Gerrard, mi^ht have tranfport- 
ed themfelves, before Fahfax could have given them any in- 
terruption^ who had fomewhat to do, before he could bend 
his courfe that way : of which unhappy omiffion we (hall 
have two much occaGon to take more notice, after we hav6 
again vifited the We(t. 

The Sickneis which infefted Briftel, and which was thought 7%^ -^^^'^ 
to be the Plague^ had made it neceuary for the Prince of J^|^^^*J5^ 
Wales to remove from thence : and no place was thought fo ^^^^^ '""^ 
convenient for his reGdence as Bsmflahie, a pleafiint Town 
in the North piart of Devon-Jhire, well FortiBed, with a good 
Garrjfon in it, under the Command of S'' Atten Affley. And 
as his Highnefi was upon his way thither, he receiv'd the Or- 
ders which the Lord Gerhrg, who was now retum'd, had pro- 
cured from the King^ which he carefully tranfmitced to his 
Hi^ne(s, aflbonas nearriv'd. At the fame time, the Lord 
CoKpepper receiv'd another Letter from the Lord Dtgfy, dated 
four days after the former Orders, by which he (ignified ^^ The 
^ Kii^s exprefs pleafure, that the Lord Gorhg ihould Com- 
^ mand thofe Forces in Chief; that S*" Richard Gree»viiihovi\d 
^bc Major General of the whole Army; that S^Jobn Berk- 
** ley, as Colonel General of Devest and Cotnmal, (hould Iti- 
" VoLU. Part*. V3u «-vs^<^ 
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^tend the work before Pfymctah^ and chat Prince Rttperf 
^ would fend his Ratification of all thefe ^ that the Lord Hop^ 
<< tarn (hould attend his Charge at the Army, as General of the 
'< Artillery. To which purpofe, his Majefty with his owd 
hand writ to the Lord jiptou y ^ And that the Prince ihould 
^ not be in the Army, but keep his reiidence in a &fe Garri- 
^ fon ^ and There, by the advice of his Council, manage and 
^ improve the bufineu of the Weft, and provide referves, and 
^ reinforcements for the Army: with an Intinuition, ''That 
^< Mr Smiths Houfe, near Brifi^l^ would be a convenient place 
^ for his refidence. 

The Prince and Council were much amazed at thefe Or- 
ders and Refolutions, fo different from thofe which had been 
made J and therefore they thought it fit to conceal them, till 
they might reprefent faithfully to hia Majdly the ftate and 
condition of thofe parts, and their advice thereupon : well 
knowing, that if it were believ'd in the Cbunty, that the 
Prince's Authority was in the leaft manner fuperieded, or di- 
minifhed, befides other inconveniencies, the hopdiil Levies 
upon the agreement at Brufgewater^ would be in a moment 
determined J the Gentlemen who were to raife Regiments, 
profefling, ^That they would receive no Commiffions but from 
^ his Higbnels. But whatever care They us'd to conceal the 
matters of thofe Letters, and to haften away a difpatch to the 
King concerning them, the Lord Gormg took as much care to 
publifh them ^ and from that time expreded all pofEble conr 
tempt at leait of the Council attending the Prince. However, 
within three days, there was anothef change j for the Lord 
Digiy ( fending at the fame time exprefs Orders from the King 
to the Lord Gormg to that purpofe ) by his Letters to the 
Lords of the Council, of the nineteenth of Afisry, within five 
days after the former, fignitied ''His Majefly's pleafure, thac 
''the Lord Goring (liould march forthwith towards North- 
^ ampton-Jbtre with all the Forces could be fpared ; and that 
''the Prince himfelf Qiould itay at Dimfiar^CilWtf and encou- 
" rage the new Levies : it being ( I prefume ) not known ac 
Court, that the Plague which had driven him from Brifioi^ 
was as hot in Dunftar-Tovfriy ju(t under the Walls of the Ca- 
file. At the fame time, a Letter to the Lord Hopton from the 
King,order'd him " To Command the Forces under the Prince. 
The Prince was then, as was faid before, in his way to Barn* 
fiable j having left five hundred of his Guards to keep the 
Fort in Briftolj the Garrifon being then very thin there, by 
rcafonoffo many drawn from thence for the Service before 
Taunton. 

G k'n f. r a l Goring^ upon his return from the King, found 
Taunton relieved by a itrong Party of two thoufand Horfe, and 

three 
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three thoufand Foot, which unhappily arriv'd in the very Ar- 
ticle of reducing the Town, and after their Line Wai enter'd, 
and a third part of the Town was biimed. Btit this Supply 
raifed the Siege* the Befiegers drawing off" without any lofs ; 
and the Party that relieved them, having do^e their iirork, 
and left fome of their Foot in the Town, made What hade xikty 
could, to make their Retreat Eaftward y when Gorikg &VL 16 
Opportunely ubon their Quarters, that he did them great mlf- 
cbief j and believ'd that, in that diforder, he fcod fo uiut thenj 
Up between narrow pafles, that thev could neither retire to 
Taimtomy nor march Eaftward : and doubtlefs he had them 
then at a great advantage, bv the opinion of all Men that 
knew the Qxintiy. But, by tne exttemc ill difpoiing his Par- 
ties, and for wane of particular Orders (of Which many Men 
fpoke with great licence) his two t'arties fctit our, feveral 
ways, to fall |upon the Enemy at Fftberton-^vi^gt^ the one 
Commanded by Colonel tUmbilly the other by Sr William 
Courtney (both diligent, and fober Officers! thev fell foul on 
each other, to thelois of many of their Meti; odth the chief 
Officers being danfpobfly hurt, and one of them takeh, be- 
fore they knew their Eiror^ thrbu^ which thcf Enemy with 
no more lo(s got into, aiid i^ut Taunton y notwithftanding 
i^ch untoward accident. General G&rmg was, or feem'd, 
very confident that beflioukl fpeedilv fo dillrels them, that 
the place Would be the fooner reduced, by the relief that had 
been put into it, and that in few days they Would be at his 
Mercy. 

This was before the latter end of May : when, upon thd 
confidence of fpeedily difpardiing that work, all poffible and 
efieAual care was taken to fupply him with Provifions, and to 
fend all the new Levied Men. and his Highnefs's own Guards 
thither. Infomuch, a3 he had Within few days a Body of fiill 
five thoufimd Foot, and four thouiand Horfe ; which heQuar- 
ter'd at the moft convenient places ^ rather for eafe, than dutv ^ 
having publilh'd Orders, under pretence of preferving tne 
Country from Plunder, and with a promife of moft exem- 
plary Diicipline, ^ That fix pence a day (hould be collected for 
^' the payment of each Trooper; to Which he got the Com- 
miflioners confent ; by virtue Whereof, he raifed great SunTs 
of Money, without the leaft abatement of the former difor- 
ders : yet he proceeded with fiich PoMiIar circumftances, fend- 
ing moft fpedous Warrants our, and Declarations tot Refor- 
mation; fometimes defiring, << That folemn Prayers might be 
^^faid in all Churches for mm ; and to detire God to blefs 
^ fome attempt he had then in haitid ; always ufiii^ extremcf 
Courtfhip to die Comtnif&oners (whom he barefiiced inw 
form'd, <<Thac he was to havef, or rather, that he had the ab- 
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^folute Command of the Weft under the Prince, without re- 
^< ference to his Council) that widi his Promifes, Proclama- 
tion% and Courtfhip, together with laug^nng at tfaofe Perfons 
they were angry at, he rad wrought himfelf into very Popu- 
lar confikleration ; till they found, diat he pronufed and pub- 
lifhed Orders, to no other purpofe than to deceive them ; and 
that, whilft he feem'd with them to laugh at other Men, he 
made them Properties only to his own ends. 

I N this conjun Aure, the Kii^s Letter came to die Lord 
G^rmg^o march towards U^rtbMmftmtibkt ^ ^To which he re- 
turned an Anfwer by an Exprefi. before he deTxr'd the Princess 
dtreOions ; though he was diligent enough to procure his 
Highnefi opinion for the reQ>it ot his march. Ine trudi is, 
the afliirance that he gave of his reducing thofe Forces within 
very few days; the leaving all the Weft to the Mercy of the 
Rebels, if he went before they were reduced \ the danger of 
their marching in his Rear, and carrying as great an addition 
of ftrength to the £nemy,as Goieral Gwing could carry to the 
King, except he carried with him the Forces of the feveral Gar- 
rifons, which were then joyn'd to him, made it very Counfel- 
able to fufpend a prefent Obedience to thofe Orders, till his 
Majefty might receive the full and true State of his Affiiirs in 
^ thcie parts \ to which purpofe, an exprefi was fent likewife 

by his Highnefi to ±e King. In the mean time, Genera! 
QoTtng was fo &r from making any advance upon Tauntony 
that he grew much more negligent in ir, than nc had been; 
fufier'd rrovifions, in ^eat quantities, to be carried into the 
Town, through the midff of his Men; negleSed, and dif- 
couraged his own Foot fo much, that they ran away ftifter 
than chey could be fent up to him ; and gave himfelf whole- 
Iv to Licenfe ; inlbmuch that feme times he was not feen 
abroad, in three or four days together. At this time came the 
news of the fatal blow at Nafihy^ which freed him from any 
fear of being drawn out of the weft ; yet he ufed no expedi- 
tion to attempt any thing upon the Enemy, who were ex- 
ceedingly difliearten'd ; but uifiPer'd the Guards to be more 
negligpndy kept j infomuch that his Qi^rters were often beaten 
up, even in the day time j whilft fome Principal Officers of 
his Array, as Lieutenant General Porter^ and others, witfi 
His leave, had feveral Parleys with the Officers of the Rebels, 
to the very great fcandal of the reft 3 who knew not what 
interpretation co make of it, at a time that he ufed to mention 
the Pcrfon of the King with great contempt apd avow'd in 
all places a virulent diflike of the Prince's Council. Thus, 
after about fix Weeks lying about Tauntov^ the Forces where- 
of he promifcd to confound (1 mean thofe that marched to 
ii\Q. relief oi it) within few days, he was forced himfelf to re- 
tire 
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tire, and fiifier them to joyn with S^ TUmas Fsirfax ; who in 
the beginning ofjmfy maich'd ^^wards thofe parts. 

After the Irince came tp Bdmtfiatle^ though he very The Prince 
feldom re^iv'd any acoount firom the Lord Chrhfg of what «/ ^aies 
happened, he was infbrm'd by feveral Perfons of Credit, ?JJ^^?. 
^^ That he was much diicontented j and exfvefled a great fcnfe "*""******* 
^ of difrefpeO^ and unldndneOes that he had recetv^. There- 
fore it was wiOi'd by them, ^That fome means might be 
<( found our, to fettle a good underftanding with him, where- 
^by he might be encoun^ged to an Alacrity in fo important 
^aSea(bn: and he havinj^ appointed to be ac 2>vffr/Mr on iiich 
a day, the Prince lent thither Sr J^hm Berkkj^ Sr Hugh P^/- 
tsra^ and Colonel Jtlbkumhamy to oonfer with him, and to 
know what he delir^i^ the Prince having never denied to 
affifl him, in any one particular he had ever propoled, or to 
grant him any thing he had expreOed a defire of. Upon their 
meeting thfre, he carried himfelf very high ; talked only of 
<' General negleds put upon him by the Prince's Council ; 
^ that he had been promiicd by the King to have the Com- 
^'numd of the Welt, but that tfaey had ninder'd it; which 
^ afiront he required to have repaired, before he would do any 
^Service upon the £nemy:- with many bitter Inve^ives 
againft particular Pcribns ; ^ Whereof he laid, Prince Rufen 
^ had told him that fixne thou^t him not a Man fit to be 
^^ trailed. They had indeed fpoken freely to his Hiphnds 
to that purpofe, upon his very frankly difcouriing of him. 
In the end, thefe three Perfons preOins nim as Friends to deal 
pardculariy with them , what would fiuisfy him i he told 
them, ^ It he might be prefently made Lieutenant-General to 
<< the Prince, and admitted of his Council, and be promifed 
^to be Sworn of the Privy Council, aflbon as might be, and 
<< to be Gentleman of the Prince's Bed-Chamber, he would 
<< then proceed roundly and cheerfully in the buGnefs ; other- 
^ wife, the Prince's Council fhould do the work themfelves 
^ for Him. AU this being fo extravagant, it cannot be thought 
any Anfwer could be given to it, efpecially it being (aid to 
them as Friend^ and not exprefsly fent to the Prince. 

W H E N the Prince firit apprehended the advance of Sr Tb9' 
jMMf Fairfax to the Weft , he very earneftly recommended 
to the Lord G^riftg the ftate of the GarrUbns about Bridge- 
wMtify efpecially rte Garrifon of lij^r^ar^which wasof fb. great 
importance, that, being well fupplied, it had fecured Bridge^ 
vjatiTj and ail that part of the Country. This Garrifon had 
been fettled by the Lord H^fion^ upon his Grft coming down 
to Taimtonj after Famdruske had raifed the Blockade that Colo- 
nel mmdham had laid to it ; and Sr FrMncis Mackmorth ( who 
having been formerly Major-General to the Maxwis^^ ISa-oi- 
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Otfiiey was now, that Army being diflcdv'd, reruming to his 
Command in the Low Countries Dy his Muetty's leave) wis 
en^ged by him, to take the Command of it till, upon the 
Prmce's coming into thoTe Parts, a worthier Command could 
be provided for him : and before the Lord Gmu^s coming 
to TauntQT^ he had Fortifyd it to a good degree. This Gar- 
riibn, from the firft EftabliO^nent, nad been i:nudi malign'd 
by Colonel Windhsmy who defir'd not to have another uo- 
vemour fo near him, who was to receive fome of the fruit 
that he had before look'd on as his own, though never affign'd 
to him : and then, upon fome dififerences between Sr J^brn 
St awe I ^ and Sr Francis Maclpwortbj it was more invei^ed 
againft : infomuch as at the firfi coming down of the Prince 
to Brifiol^ moft of the time was ipent m complaints from Sr 
John Stawel of this Garrifon, and of the forcing the Country 
to work, and contribute to thofe Fortifications. After the 
Lord Gorin^s coming to Taunton^ he had, as a CGgnpliment to 
Bridgewatery and to all the Gentlemen, who were grown an- 
gry with my Lord Ifyfton^ upon their own fancies, befides 
the former unkindnefl& he bad to Sr Francis Mackworth upon 
fome difputes they had Had in the North ( where they were 
both General Omcer^ ) very much negleded, and opprefled 
that Garrifon; not only by countenancing all complaints a- 

Snft it, but by taking away all the Contribution a(iign*d for 
I fupport of It, for the fupplyiug his own Army j and ex- 
prefsly inhibiting him by force to Levy thofe Rates, which 
the Prince himtelf had afEgn'd to him. Infomuch as when 
the Club-men of the Q)unty affembled together in great Num- 
bers, and, having taken fome Officers and Soldiers of that 
Garrifon Prifoners, for requiring their juft Contributions in 
Money, or Provifions^ came up to the Walls of Lamport ^ and 
difcharged their Mufquets upon the Works, and br Francis 
Mackworth thereupon with nis Horfe Charged them , and 
killing one or two of them, forced the reft to run away, the 
Lord Goring fent him a very ftrid: reprehenfion for fo doing, 
and pofitively Commanded him " To do fo no more ; nor in 
"any Cafe ro difturb or injure thofe People. This brought 
that Garrifon fo low, that when it might nave prefcrv'd that 
Army, it had not two days Provifions in it; Sr Francis 
J\Sackworth^ having been caJl'd to wait on the Prince's Per- 
fon, as well by his own choice (when he faw the carriage 
towards him , believing that fome prejudice to his Perfon 
brought a difedvantagc to the place ) as by Prince Rupert's 
advice ; who promifed, when he left the Prince at Barnfiable^ 
and vifited Goring^ and Bridgewatery «To fettle that Qar- 
** rifon of Lamport^ and make Colonel Windham Govcrnour 
" of it.

H E R B I cannot but fay fomewhat of the Club-men j who of the aut- 
began then to rife in great Numbers, in feveral parts of the '»*'''» ^o- 
Country, about the time that the Prince went from B^th co ]^^oorfet- 
BrUgiwaicTj in his Tourney to BmmftaHe'^ and" that night his (hire. 
Highnefs lay at Wtusy which was die fecond of Junej a Pe- 
tition was delivered to him, which had been agr^d upon 
that day at MarJhmU Elmiy where there had then aflembled 
five or iix thcniiand Men, moft in Arms ^ and the Petitioners 
were appointed to attend the next day at Bridge^Mter for an 
Anfwer. It was evident, though the avow'd ground for the 
rifing, was the intolerable Oppreffion, Rapine, and Violence, 
exerci&d by the Lord Gorm^s Hoiie, that, in truth, they re- 
ceived encouragement from many Gentlemen of the Country ^ 
fome of them thinking, it would be a good Expedient to ne- 
ceffitate a Reformation of the Army ^ others believing it 
would be a profitable riting for the King, and would grow 
into the matter df the firft AQbciation, One and AIL There^ 
fore fome principal Agents of S^ y^im StamxPs were very 
adive in thofe Meetings ^ and he himfdf was very follicitous, 
that a very gracious Anfwer might be returned to their Peti- 
tion ^ which was foUow'd by fome Farmcrly Men, and others 
of the Clergy, both which had good Reputations of afieOion, 
and integrity to the King's Service. The Prince exprefled 
a great took of the Opprcflions they fiifier'd, by the diforder 
ofthe Army, which he promifcd to do his beft to reform ^ 
to which end, he writ many eameft Letters to the Lord G«- 
ring. But his Highnefs told them, ^That this unwarrantable 
'' courie of aflembling together, and being their own Judges, 
^ would prove very pernicious : for though man^df them 
^ might mean weU, yet fome adlive Miniiters woH mingle 
^ wito them, on the behalf of the Rebels, and having once 
^ brought them to a kind of Neutrality, and unconcemednefi 
^< for the King, would in a moment, be able, againft all their 
« good wifl)es , to apply them againft him ^ and therefore 
^ itreightly inhibited them to meet any more in that manner, 
<< except tney firft lifted themfelves in Regiments, and chofe 
<^ Gentlemen of the Country to Command them; to whom 
his Highnefs ofier'd to grant CommifTions to that purpofe. 

This Anfiver feem d to fatisfy thofe who attended on the 
behalf of the Petitioners, until they were perfwaded by fome 
Gentlemen not to fubmit to it ; and fo they continued their 
meetings; many inferior Officers of the Army quitting their 
Charges, and living amongft them, and improving their dif^ 
contents. When the Prince went to Barnftabh , he gave 
General Goring Advertifements " Of the great danger that 
" might arife out of the licence that People rook to thcm- 
" fclves ; and therefore advifcd him, « As on the one hiod^ 
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^ to rupprels and reform the crying dUbrden of the Armrby 
^good uUcipline, and feverity upon enormous Tranigreflors; 
^fo on the other, feafonaUy to difcountenance, and punifli 
^ thofe Aflemblies of Qui>4xien ; which would otherwife, in 
^ time, prove as dang^rons to him, as any other ftrength of 
^ the Rebels. Bur, whether it were to ihew his greatnefs, 
and fb) Popularly to comply with what the Prince had diP 
countenanced, or whether in tmth he believ'd he (hould be 
able to make ufe of them, and perfwade them to become • 
pare of his Army, he did ufe all poffible compliance with 
them, and would not iiiflfer any force to be ufed againft them. 
So that chey grew to be fo power&l, that they kept Provi-* 
fions from the Army, and the Garrifons ^ and when he mov'd 
from Tawnton^ upon the coming down of & 'AomM FatrfaXj^ 
they kill'd many of his Soldiers; and did him more mifcnief, 
tlian all the power of the Rebels. 

When the Prince came to BsmfiaU^^ he received die 
&ul news of the Battle of N^fehy^ by the noife and triumphs 
which the Rebels made in thofe parts for their Vi£tory, 
without any particular information, or account from Oxford^ 
or.any Credible Perlbns ; which left fome hcoe that it might 
not be true, at leaft not to that degree that difafie^ed People 
reported it to be. However, at the worft, it concem'd him 
the more to be (bllicitous to put the Weit into fuch a pofture, 
that it might be able to repair any lofs the King had received ; 
which he might have done, if the Jealoufies and Animo&ties 
between particular Perfons could have been reconciled, and 
a Union been made amongfr all Men who pretended to wifii, 
and reall^id wilh, profpericy to the Kin^s Aflairs ; which 
were difflbed, and even rendered defperate, by the intoler- 
able Pride of incorrigible Fadtion. Notwichllanding the Or- 
ders, which had been made by the Commiffioners of Devon" 
fiire, for diilribucing the Contributions of that County, which 
have been mention d before, and in which fuch a proportion 
was aflign'd for the maintenance of the Forces before Plpnouth^ 
as in Sr Richard Gremvirs own judgment was fufficient for 
them ; he had ftill continued to Levy the whole Contribu- 
tion, which he had done formerly, for fix thoufand Foot, and 
twelve hundred Horfe; and faid, ^^ He could not fubmitto 
<* the other divifion and retrenchment ; for that there was 
« nothing aflign'd, or left for the payment of his Men before 
^^ Taunton. He was told by the Commiffioners, " That they 
^* were now a part of the Army, and liv'd as their fellows did j 
<^ that they had received no Money from him fince their go- 
'<ing thither, but had Had free Quarter as the reft of the Ar- 
*< my 5 and that it would prove of ill Confequence, and beget 
f^a Mutiny, if they Ihould receive a Weekly pay, when none 

*<of 
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^of the reft did, nor aoy Army the King bad in B/fghmii 
^ that he could not but confefs, by the State of the whol^ 
^that the difpenfation was very reatooable^ and that it could 
^ not be ezpeded that the County would be contented to pay 
^ their Contribution for the payment of odier Forces, not of 
^< their own County, when their own Carrifons, that were 
^kept for their defrace, (hould be compell'd for want ofpay, 
^todiforders, or to disband. But that, if he thought any 
^ thing in thofe Mablilhments unnecefibry, or that he thought 
^ Provifion could be otherwife made for them, they would 
^ be contented that the Overplus (hould be difpofed as he de- 
^ fired. He Anfwer'd none of their reafons $ but pofitivcly 
faid, ^ He would (pare none of the Contributions formerly 
^ a(%n'd to him ^ thoi^ the Commiflioners had the fime 
Authority now to take it away, as they had then to diipofe it 
to him y and though it appeard to be afii^'d for the main- 
tenance of fo great a Force, as was before fpoken of, and 
upon his undertaking, under his hand, ^ To take the Town 
•< before chrtftmas^dzy. « 

Whek this Account was prefefKed to the Prince, ^^^"^^^S^ 
found it neceC&r^, and refol v^, to confirm what was propofed Jj^ . -. 
by the Commiflioners, without which thofe Garrifons could Miy cMf. 
pot be fupported J yet deferred the fettling thereof, till hecamef^M^r/ ^ 
to BMrnfiahky beine refolv'd fpcedily to go thither; and, be-^'»/ ^' *• 
fore his coming thimer, bad fent to the Commiffioners both G'*^^"* 
of Devim and C$rmoalto attend him ; which they did within 
a dav or two afcer he came thither^together with Sr Jotm 
Beriky^ and Sr RiciMrd GrtenviL The Commiflioners for 
Dev$n very earneltly prefled the fettling the Contributions in 
the manner before propofed, and the regulating the Exorbiranc 
Power of Si* Richard Grtenvily who raifed what Money be 
pleafed, and committed what Perfons he pleafed ; and die 
Commiflioners fix>m Cmmvai prefented a very Qiarp complaint 
againfthim, in the Name of the whole County, forTevcfal 
Exorbitances, and ftrange Ads of Tyranny exercifed upon 
them : << That he had committed very many honeft fuUtan- 
<<tial Men, and all the Codtables ot the Eaft part of the 
^ County, to LyJfirJ Prifon in Devot^ire^ for no oflence, 
^ but to compel them to Ranfom themfelves ror Money: and 
<< that his Troops had committed (iich outrages in the Coun- 
^ try, that they had been compelled, in open &ffions, to de-; 
'< clare againft him ; and to Authorize the CoKtry, in cafe 
^ that he ihould fend his Troops in fiich manner, to rife, and 
^ beat them out ^ which Declaration was produced, fign'd by 
all the Commiflioners, who were tnoft eminently and xealoufly 
afiefted to his Majeiiy ; and was indeed no other than a de- 
nouncing War againft GnmvUi aad wai exoifei Vf| ^S^«al

^'Asan ad of necdTity Co compofe the; People, who would 
/' ocherwifc in che infcant have rifen, and cue the lliroats of 
'^^all his Men. So that,, whoever would have made a judge- 
ment) upon what he heard from the Commifiioners oi Devon 
and CorMVjal ac that cioie, rouft have concluded, that S^ 
Rkbard Greenfvil was the molt juftly odious to both Coun- 
cies, that can be imagined. And no doubt he had behaved 
liimfelf with great Pride, and Tyranny over them ^ thou^ the 
Difcipline he exercifcd over his Men at Flymtmthj in keeping 
them from commicting anv diforder, or o&ring the leaft pre- 
judice to any Man (which, confidering the great affignment 
of Money he had, and the imall Numbers of Men, was no 
hard matter to do) had raifed him much Credit amohg the 
Country People, who had liv'd long under the Licence of 
Prince Maurice''^ Army ^ and the fame of it had extended his 
Reputation to a greater diftance. 

T f I £ R c hach been too much (aid already, to di(cover the 
nature and ciie temper of this Gentleman, if the current of this 
diTcourfe did not make it abfolutely ncceflary to mention ma- 
ny particulars, with which the Prince was troubled almoft in 
all places^ and which exceedingly diforder^d the whole buiinefe 
of Devon and Corneal -^ and, indeed, thereby the whole Weft. 
There was one particular that made a great noife in the Couiv- 
try : Ihortly after he was deputed to that Charge before Ply- 
mouthy upon the hurt of Mr D'tglyj one Bratant^ an Atturney 
at Law (who had heretofore follicited the ereat Suit againlt 
S*" Richard in the Star-Chamber, on the behdf of his Wife and 
the Earl of Suffolky living in thole parts, and having always 
very honelUy behaved himfelf towards the King's Service) 
knowing, it feems, the nature of the Gentleman, refolv'd not 
to venture himfelf within the Precindts where he Com- 
manded 'y and therefore intended to go to fome more fecure 
Quarter ; but was taken in his Journey, having a Mountero 
on his head, S^ Richard Greenvil had laid wait to apprehend 
him j and he likcwife had conceal'd his Name^ but,being now 
brought before S' Richard^ was immediately, by his own di- 
rection, without any Council of War^ becaufe he faid he was 
difguifcd, hanged as a Spie : Which (eem'd fo (Irange and in- 
credible, that one of the Council ask'd him, " Whether it was 
*^ true ? And he anfwer'd very unconcernedly, '' Yes, he had 
*' hanged him, for he was a Tray tor, andagainft the King; and 
^ that he hift taken a Brother of his, whom he might have 
'^hanged too, but he had fufier'd him to be exchanged. He 
faid, " He knew the Country talked, that he hanged him for 
" revenge, becaufe he had follicited a caufe againlt him ; but 
" that was not the caufe ; though,having play'd the Knave with 
" him, he faid fmiling, "He was well content to find a juftoc- 
wcafiontopunilhhim. 'The 
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' The Prince was very unwilling to enter fo far, and fo par- 
ticularly upon the pailionate complaint of either County, as 
thereby to be coinpeird to ccnfure, or to difcountenance Sr 
Rkhard Gremvf/y who, he thought, might be applied very 
ufcftilly to the Publick Service. Therefore his Highnefs re- 
fblv'd, according to the former defign, to commit the bufinefi 
of PfymoKtJb to S^ Jolm Berkley y who might, without any re- 

E roach to the other , difcharge fuch from Imprifonment as 
ad lain long enou^ there, and who made no other pre- 
tence to the Contribution, thin according to the Affignments 
made by the Commiffioners ; and to diipofe S' JUckara Green- 
vi'l to the Field, according to his own Propoiition ; for which 
there was now the more feafonable opportunity, the Lord 
Goring having then written to the Prince, ^^ 1 o deiire him, that, 
** in regard very many of S"^ Richard Greenvits Soldiers be- 
^^ fore Tattnton were run away, infomuch that of the two thou- 
** iand two hundred brought thither by him, there were not 
** (ix hundred left, and that there could be no fuch expedient 
'' to bring them back, or to encourage the new Levies, as by 
^^ his prdfence in that Army, that he would fend Sr Riciard 
Greemvil thither^ where he (hould Command as Field-Mar- 
^^ flial : To whico purpofe he had iikewife written to Sr Richard 
^ Greenviij perfwading him, ** That he (hould fix a Qiarter to- 
^* wards L/fme^ and have the whole managing of tha^ Pro- 
^^ vince : and fo a very good correfpondence was begun be- 
tween them. Thereupon, nis Commifllion of Field-Marlhal of 
the Aflbciated Army was delivered to him, with diredion, ^ In 
<* the mean time to abide with the Lord Gering ; who deputed 
him to Command in the fame place. It is aue that he then 
jdefir'd, << To continue the Command before Pfymoutt in com* 
^^memdamj and to execute the fame by his Major General; 
^'J>ur, he was told, that it was otherwifc fettled by his own 
'^ Propofition, and Advice, and therefore that it could not be 
<^ alto^d': And indeed would have prevented the fatisfa&ioD^ 
which was to be given to the two Counties. Then he iniiftej 
very much upon fome Adignment of Contribution for the 
Army'; for, ht fiid ^ He neither would, nor could Command 
<* Men who were not paid. But after fome ihtrp invedives 
againft the excefs and lazincfs of Govemours, and the need- 
Ids Contribution affign'd to Garrifons, finding that the fub- 
fiftence for the Army muft be provided out of Semerfit and 
J^erfety he took his leave of the Prince ; and with his Com- 
mimon of Field-Marlhal , went to the Lord Goring beford 
Taunton y S^Jotn Berkley being at the fame time difpatched 

to Pfymoneh. 5" '^' ^**'" 

About the beginning of July Sr Itomas Fairfax mtcfd^^'^^^ 
into Somerfit-Jhire ; fo that General Goring found it cotLMe^^'^^^^^l^ 
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Dient to draw off from Tamaoft^uiA feem'd to advance toward^ 
him, as if he intended to Figfit^ fixing his Quarters between 
the Rivers about Lamport^ vary advantagioully for defence, 
having a Body of Horfe and Foot very little inferior to th^ 
Enemy, alchougbr by giteat negligence he had fuSer'd his Foot 
to moulder away bdbre Tsumtowj for want of Provifions, and 
Countenance J when the Horfe enjoy'd Plenty, even to Exr 
cefs and Riot. He had been there very few days, when the 
Enemy, at Noon (by, fell into his Quarters, upon a Party of 
Horfe of above a thouftnd, Commanded by Lieutenant Gene- 
ral P§r(er ^ who were fo furprifed, that though tbcy were in 
a bottom, and could not but difcem the Enemy coining down 
the Hill , half a Mile at the leafl:, yet the Enemy was upon 
them, before the Men could get upon their Horfes ; they be- 
ing then feeding in a Meadow ^ fo that this Body was entirely 
routed, and very many taken ; and, the next day, notwith- 
ftandJi^ all the Advantages of Paflok and Places of Advantage^ 
another Party of the Enemies Horte and Dragoons fell upon 
Seats Go- the whole Army : routed it^ took two pieces of Cannon^ and 
Um '"^' ' pj'focd Gorm^s Men through Lsmffrt ( a place, which if it 
amporc. ^^ ^^^ 1^^^^ ^.^^^ ^^^ induflry difbountenanced, and op» 

prefled, as is faid before, mi^ well have fecured hisL and re- 
iiftec^ their Army) and drove them to the Walls of Briige* 
watery whither the Lord Qprk^ in great diforder retir'd^ and 
fpending that Night there, and leaving with them the Can- 
non, Ammunition, and Carriages, and fuch Soldiers as were 
defired, in equal diforder, the next day, he retir'd into I^ 
wnrfhire:, the Club-men and Country People iofeiting his 
march, and knocking all Srraglers, or wearied Soldiers, on the 
head. Upon that rout, which was no le& than a defeat of the 
whole Army, the Lord Qnt'ing retir'd to BamfiaUe-^ from 
whence (the Prince being gone fome days before to Laun^ 
€€ft9n in coTwmal) he writ to the Lord Hfgfx, ^^ That there was 
^ to great a terror, and diftra^ion among his Men, that he 
^ was confident, at that prefent, they could not be brought to 
" Fight againft half their number. In the Letter he writ," That 
*^he had then (being within three days after their rout, when 
very many Straglers were not come up) " between three and 
**ftiir thoufand Foot (Prince Ruperts Regiment being left 
in Bridggmater^ confiiUng of above five hundred Men, and two 
hundred in Burrowy and five and twenty hundred Horfe, be- 
iSdes Sr Lgms Dives's Regiment, and all the Weftern Horfe) 
fo that, by his Account, confidering that there were not le(s 
than one thoufand Men kiil'd, and taken Prifoners, in thofe 
two unlucky days, and that very many were run to Brifieij 
and others not come to him, it appears, that, when he rofe 
^-om Taunton^ he had a ftrengtb little inferior co the Enemy. 

Sr 
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Sr TboffiMS Fairfax then no more purfued them, after this 
running away, but left them time enough to refreih, and reco- 
ver themfelves ^ whilft he himfelf intended the recovery of 
Bridgivfstfr ^ which was exceedingly wondered at ^ though it 
was quickly difcem'd, he had good reafon to itop there. In 
the mean time General Goring fpent his time at Barnfiahlf^ 
and thofe parts adjacent ^ his Army Quartering at T^rrmgtom^f 
and over tne whole North of JHvon^ and his Horfe commit- 
ing fuch intolerable infolences and diibrders, as alienated the 
hearts of thofe who were bcft affiled to the King's Service. 
Inftead of endeavouring to recruit his Arnn^, or to put him- 
felf in a readinefs and polhire to receive the Enemy, he fu£kr'd 
all, who had a mind, to depart ; infomuch, as he writ to the 
Lord coitfefperfin the ly^H ofjnfy^ ^ That he had not above 
^ thirteen mindred Foot left. When he was at Barvfta^y he 
^ve himfelf his ufuallicenle of drinking; and then, inveigh^ 
me againft the Prince's Council, &id, <' He would jultify that 
" They had been the caufc of the lofs of the Weft ; inveigl>- 
ing likewife in an unpardonable dialed againit the Perfon of 
the King, and difcouriing much of the revenge he would take 
upon thofe m4k> had affronted him : and in this manner he en* 
tertain'd himfelf to the end of Juhy writing Letters of difcon- 
tent to the Prince, and the Lords : one cky complaining for 
want of Money, and defiring the Prince to fupply that want^ 
when he well knew he wanted Supply for his own Table} 
and never received penny of the publick Colledions, or Con-^ 
tributions : Another day, defiring, ^ That all Scragling Soldi- . 
^ ers might be fent out of Cirmaalj and drawn from the Gar^ 
^'rifons, that he might advance upon the Enemy ^ and the 
next dav propofing, ^ That all the Foot might be put into 
'* Garri(ons, K)r that they could not be fit for the Fields fo 
that before an Anfwer could be fent to his laft Letter, another 
commonly arriv'd of a di£ferenr temper. 

Sr ^ktmrd Greemfil grew again no lefitroublefome and in^ 
convenient, than the Lord Gtr Mg. He had left the Prince ac 
B^mpMey well pleafed with his Commiflion of Field-Mar- 
flial^ and more that he (hould Command ak)ne the Blocking up 
of lifnn\ which, he refolv'd, (hould bring him in plenty of 
Money ; and in order to that, it was agreed, that, on fuch % 
day appointed, ^ So many Moi firom the Ganifons of Dart^ 
^^mowthy Exetery and Barxftakky fliould be drawn to Tivertomi 
^ where they (tiould receive Orders fixnn Sr Rkluird Gr^envU^ 
^ahd joyn with fuch as he QiouM bring from the Lord Ge^ 
^rimgy for making a Quarter towards Lyme-y and Orders if. 
^^ fii^ from his Highneis accordii^Iy. Thofe fit>m Exe$ery 
according to order, appear'd, at the time ^ and thofe from 
Barnfiabk and Dxrtmonthy marcfaTd a day's Journey and more^ 
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towards TherUn ; but then, hearing that the Lord Goring 
was rifen from Taunton^ made a haltj and fent back to the. 
Prince for Orders^ who conceiv'd that, upon the rifiogof 
the Lord Goring^ the delign of fixing a Quarter upon Ljme^ 
would be difappointed, and that it would be neceflary to 
ftrengthcii Bamfiable^ where his own Ferfon was j and re- 
called thofe Men back thither^ having difpatched Letters to. 
Sr Richard Greenvily to acquaint him with the accidents that 
had diverted thole irom Dartmouth and Bamftahk ^ but let- 
ting him know, ^ That, if the defign held, thofe of BmftaUe 
<< ihould meet, where and when he would appoint. 

Sr Richard Greenvil took an occaiion, from the Soldiers 
£uling to meet, at the day appointed, at TsvertoM (though if 
they had met, there could have been no prora^efi in the for- 
mer dcfign) to exclaim againft the Prince's Council ; and^ 
the next day, in a Covqr dire£ted to M' PanfbaWy who was 
Seaetary of the Council ^ without any Letter, retum'd the 
Commiilion of Field-Manhai, formerly given him by the 
Prince^ and within two or three days amr, on the fifth of 
Jufyf he fent a very infolent Letter to the Lords of the Coun- 
cil, complaining of ^ Many undeferv'd abufes ofier'd to him ^ 
implying, " That the fame were falten'd on him by Them, on 
^ the behalf of S^ John Berkley ^ told them, that when they 
^ moved him to give over the Command of the Forces before 
'' PJymotah to Sr John Berkley^ they had promifed him the 
" Principal Command of the Army under the Prince : where- 
. as the truth is before fet down, that the Propofition was made 
by Himfelf, both of quitting that Charge, and of Sr John Berk^ 
lefs taking it, as the only fitPerfon. He faid, "Hchadhi- 
^^ therto fervid the King upon his own Charge, and upon his 
^^own Mate, without any allowance; and that, when he 
<^ went from Barmfiahle^ he was promifed a Prote^on for his 
''Houfc and Elhite; but when, after he was gone, his Ser- 
^ vant brought a Protection ready drawn, all the Qaufes that 
^^ comprehended any thing of favour, were left out ; and fuch 
'<a Protedlion fent to him as he cared not for. He con*^ 
eluded, ^^ That he would ferve as a Voluntier, till he might 
^ have opportunity to acquaint his Majeity with his Sufierings. 
Here it will be neceflarv, upon the mention of this Protection 
(which he took fo ill to be denied) and the mention of 
Serving the King, without Allowance, upon his own Eilate, 
which he very often, and very infolcntly obje<^ed both in his 
Letters, and in his Difcourfe to the Prince himfelf, to iay 
fomewhat of his Hflate, and what fmall Allowance, as he pre- 
tended, he had from the King for his Service. 

When he came firft into that Country, he had no Com- 
mand at all ; arm'd only with a Commiilion to raiie a Regi- 

menc 
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xnent of Horfe, and a Regiment of Foot • of which, he never 
raifed Horfe or Man, till long after, that he came to the Com* 
mand about Flymauth. Eitarc he had none, either there, or, 
that I have heard any where elfe. It is true, his Wife had 
an Eftate, of about five hundred Pounds a year, about Tavi^ 
ftock and other parts of Devon -^ but it is as true, that it was 
Convey'd before Marriage, as hath been faid, in fuch a man- 
ner, to Friends in truft, that upon long Suits in Chancery, 
and in other Courts, in the time of Peace, there were feveral 
Judgments and Decrees in Chancery againil him. So that 
he had never fince the difference with his Wife, which was 
many years before, received rhe leaft benefit, or advantage 
from it. The firft thing the King granted to him, was the 
Sequeftration of all his Wife^s Eltace to his own ufe ( flie li* 
ving then in the Rebels Quarters ) upon which Title he fettled 
himfelf in her Houfe near Tavift9ck'^ and, by virtue of that 
Grant, took all the Stock upon the Ground ^ and compell'd 
the Tenants to pay him all the Arrears of Rent, or as much 
as he faid was in Arrear, which amounted to a very confi* 
derable value. When Colonel Dighy receiv'd his unfortunate 
hurt, which rendered him for that time uncapable to exercife 
his Command, S^J^ht BerklefV try earneftly, and He only, 
mov'd Prince Maurice to confer that Charge upon Sr Richard 
Greenvi/j and, though it was within a County of which he 
himfelf had the principal Charge as Colonel General, procured 
a fiill Commiflion for the other to Command thofe torces in 
Chief ^ and delivered, or fent the fame to him ; having, fi-ont 
the time of his firft coming down, u(ed him with much kipd<> 
nefi;. He had not then Commanded long, whenT the Earl of 
Effix came into thofe Parts ; whereupon he was compelled to 
rile ; and after jo^n with the King. 

When the Earl of Bfftx's Forces were diflblv'd, he was 
a^ain defign'd for that Service : and before the King left the 
Country, he granted him the Sequeftration of all the Eftate 
of the Earl of Bedford in Devom-fhirey all the Eftate of Sr Fran-' 
CIS Drake ( by which he had Buckiand Monachorum^ which was 
his Quarter whilft he block'd up Plymouth -^ and Warrington 
by Lanncefton) in Devon^ and the Lord Roherts his Eftate ifl 
Cormjjai'y all which, and his Wife's Eftate, he enjoy'd by the 
Sequeftration granted firom his Mojefty, and of which he made 
a greater Revenue than ever the owners did in time of Peace. 
For, befides that he fufier'd no part of thefe Eftates to pay 
Contribution ( whereby the Tenants very willingly paid their 
fiill Rents ) he kept very much ground, about all the Houfes, 
in his own hands; which he ftocked with fuch Cattle as he 
took from Delinquents ^ for though he fuffer'd not his Soldi-* 
ers to plunder, ycc he was, in truth, himfelf the grcateft plun- 
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derer of this War; for when ever tny Perlbn had diibbey'd 
or negl^ded any or hii Warranta, or when any Man &il'd to 
i^pear at the Poffi ( which he fummon'd very frequently after 
lie was Sheriff of DtfVMT, and for no other end but the penalty 
of Defluilters) be fent prefently a Party of Hcffe to apprehend 
their Ferfons^.and to drive their Grounds. If the JPerfons 
were taken, they were very well content to remit their Stock to 
redeem their Perfons, For the better difpoGng them thereto, he 
would now and then hang a Conftable, or feme other poor 
fellow, for thofe faults of which an hundred were as guilty : and 
if, out of the terror of this kind of Juftice, Men hid them- 
felves from bein^ apprehended, they durft not fend to require 
their Stock; which was from thence quiedy enjoy'd : fo that 
he had a greater Stock of Cattle, of all (orts, upon his Grounds^ 
than any Perfon whatfoever in the Weft d Eufgismd. Beiides 
this, the ordering of Delinquents Eftates in thofe Parts being 
before that time not well look'd to, by virtue of thefe Seque- 
ftrations, he feifed upon all the Stock upon the Grounds, upon 
all the Furniture in the feveral Houfes, and compell'd the Te- 
Siants to pay to him all the Rents due from die beginning of 
the Rebellion. By thefe, and fuch like means, he had not 
only a vaft Stocky but received great Sums of Money, and had 
as great ftore or good HoufehoU-ScuflT, as would FumiOi 
weU thofe Houfes he looked upon as his own. . This was his 
own Eftace, upon which, he laid, he had maintained himfelf, 
without any allowance from the Kjng ; which, 1 am conhdent, 
befides what he got by his Contributions, which would always 

E ay double the Men ne had, and were Itridtly levied, and by 
is other Arts, and Extortions of feveral kinds, was more, 
and more worth in Money to him, than his Majefty beftow'd 
upon all his General Commanders of Armies, and upon all his 
Officers of State iince the beginning of the Rebellion to that 
time. This computation would feem too envioully made, if 
I (hould proceed here to take any view of the Services he ever 
did ; and therefore ( though they that are very gpod WitneP 
fes, fey, chat notwithftanding all the bold promifes of taking 
Fiymeuth within few days, ^' His fartheit Guards were never 
^ nearer the Town, than the Lord Hopton's head Quarter 
<^ was the firft day that he came thither ) I ihall leave that to 
other Men to make the particular Eltimate. 

Now when Sf Richard Greenvi/ dcl\fd at Barnjia^le a Pro- 
tedlion for his Houfes and Eftates, it'was conceived, that he 
apprehended there might, under pretence ot Claim, fomc at- 
tempt be made upon his Stock by the Ow^iers ; or that he 
feared, that there might be too ftridt an enquiry, by him that 
fucceeded, for fuch things as being delign'd for the Publick 
Service, bad been applied to his particular private Ufe y as 

having, 
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having, with great importunity f as a thing upon which the 
Service depended) goaen from cne Commiilioners oi Devon 
above a thoufand iSeal-boards, to tnake huts for the SoldiersV 
he employed them all in the building a great riding Houfe ac 
BuckLmdj for his own Fleaiiire. However, fo fevere and ter- 
tible a Perfon might ea&ly be thought lyable to -many treF- 
palles, when he mould be removed from the place where \^ 
Govera'd fo abfobitely. The ProteAion was no fooner asked 
by him, than promifed by the Prince^ but after his departure^' 
his Servant bringing fudi a Proteftion drawn, as exempted all 
thoie E&ites which the King had Granted to him in Seque- 
ihation, from the payment of any Contributions (the which 
had been akeady fo fcandalous, that moft of the principal Per- 
fon^ of CanmMi had by that example, and with indignatioiti 
at it, fbrbom to pay dieir Rates ; and he was told the ill con- 
fequence 0f it ; and, ^ That no Ptrfon there in Council, where- 
<< of fome Had very much greater Commands in Armies; 
^^ than He, and thoi^ others thought their Services deferv'd 
<< any reafoiukble Privilege^ had b6en ever freed fton Contri- 
^^ budon ) thereupon thofe daufes were fbuck out, and the 
ProteOion in a fiuler manner (till than ordinary, (ign'd by the 
Prince ^ and Sr Jolm BirkUy. then {^refent, declared (of which 
bis Sorvant was advertifed, though it was not fit, for the Ex* 
atnple, to put it in writing) ^ That he would not reoyire any 
<< Contribution for that Eftate which was his Wife's, and 
enjoy'd by him only by virme of the Sequefhation j and the 
denying of this Proteaion was his ereat grievance. And yet 
- he did not only never pay a pennv Contribution before, or af- 
ter, for all theie Eftates, out refurd to pay the Fee-farm Rent; 
due to the King out of the Earl of Bernnts Eftace, being two 
hundred Marks fer snnitmj though tne Auditor was fent to 
him to demand it ^ but this was meerly an A& of his own 
Soveraignty. 

After this angry Letter to the Lords, and the throw- 
ing. up his Comroiilion without a Letter, andfo having nof 
Commiflion at all to meddle in Martial ASairs, he fixed a[ 
Quarter, with his own Horfe and Foot, at S' Mary Ottree^ 
within nine or ten Miles ofEx&ter; where he governed as im- 
perioufly as ever ^ raifed what Money he would, and iropri- 
fon'd wnat Perfons he pleafed. In the end Sr John Berkley^ 
having appointed the Conftables of thofe Hundreds which 
were aflign'd for Piymouthy to bring in their Accounts of what 
Money they had paid to S' Bkhmrd GreenvH (which, he pro- 
telted, he did only that thereby he might flare the Arrears, 
without the leaft tnought of reproach to the other) he caufed 
a Warrant to be read in all (Jliurches in the County (that 
is, order'd it to be read in all, and in fome it was read] 
Vol. II. Part a. Xx "that

^' That aU Perfons Qiould bring, him an Accouoc of what Mo- 
^^ nies or Goods had been pkmider'd from tbem by ^J^bm 
^Birkteyy or any under himjLWicfa ieveral Qaufies very de- 
tog^tory to his Keputacion. Thifl^ as it could not otherwife^ 
bc^ great refentmeiics y infomuch as the Commiflioners ot' 
HfVM fenc an £xpreis to the FriuGe^ who was then in omr- 
«Mi/, befeeching him <^To call S* Ekimird Gnmoil from 
** thence, and to take fixne Order fi>r die fiippreffing the Fu- 
y rious inclinations of both Gdes^ or elfe they i»prehended«the 
'<f £nemy would quickly take an advantage of thore Diuen- 
^ tions, and Invade the Country befiire they otherwile io^ 
^tiended; and, in their Letter, ftnt one of the Warrants that 
S^Bubmrd had caused to be read in (he Churches j which in^ 
deed was the ftraiigcft I ever law. 

Hereupon, the Prince fent for Sr JRutsrd Qmnvil to 
attend him ; who accarduugly came to: him at LisksrJi where 
hit Highnefs told him^The fenie he had of his difirefpea to- 
** wards him, in the fending back his Commiffion in that man* 
^ ner ^ and of his carriage after ; and asked him, <' What An-^ 
^< thority he now had either to Command Men, or to publilh 
^ fuch Warrants ? He anfwer'd, <' That he was High SheriflT 
^^ ot DivcMy and by virtue of that Oflke he mi^t fupprefs 
^< any Force, or enquire into any grievance his County fuf- 
<' ferd ; and as fiur as in Him lay, give them remedy. He 
was tokl, ^ As Sberiflfhe had no power to raife or head Men, 
*' other wife than by the Poffi commit dtm^ which he could not 
*^ neither upon his own b^ raife, without Warrant from the 
'^Jullices of Peace : that, in times of War, he was to receive 
'< Orders, upon occa4ions, from the Commander in Chief of 
'* the King's Forces ^ who had Authority to Command him 
*^ by bisCoromiflion. He was asked, << What he himielf would 
^^have done, if when he commanded before Plymouth^ the 
^^High ShexiS of Cormoal Qiould have caufed fuch a Warrant 
*' concerning Him to be, read in Churches? He anfwer^ 
little to the Queftions, but (iiUenly extolled his Servicea, atid 
enlarged his Sufierings. Afterwards, being reprehendira with 
more SAarpnefs than ever before, and being told, ^ That, what- 
^^ ever difcourfes he made of foending hisEitate, it was well 
*' underllood, that he had no £(tate by any other Title thah 
^^ the meer bounty of the King; that he had been courted by 
" the Prince more than he had reafon to expedt j and that he 
^' had not made thofe returns on His part which became him ; 
*'In (liort, if he had inclination to ferve his Highnefs, he 
^^ ihould do it in that manner he fliould be directed ; if Not, he 
** fliould not, under the Title of being Sheriff^ fatisfy his own 
•* Pride, and Paflion (Upon which rcprchenfion being be- 
come much gentler, than upon all the gracious AddrcQes which 

had 
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ha4 b^M made co him ) he Anrwer'd, ^ He would Terve the 
^ Prince in fiich mahQer, as he (bQuId Command ^ and there- 
upon he was difchaiwd, and r^Urn'd to his Houfe at Wkf 
fiifgtimy oneof tfaoCe places behikd by Sequeftration^ ( Itbe- 
long'd to Sr Francis Drake) wjtiere he liv'd privately, for the 
fbace of a Fortnight, or thereabout^, without inteipofing in 
the Publick bufinefi. Let us now fee bow this Tragedy was 
a&ed in other plaj:^. _ • - . i 

We left the King at Hertfifi^ 9Pt r^olv'd what courfe.^to 
fleer ^ Pdnqe Bfifert gone to^Br^el^ from whence he had 
made a Qiort yi0t to the Prince at uar^aile^ to. give him an 
account of the ill pofture he haid left die King in, and from 
thence went to Ganmg toconfUlt wich;Him ;. and it w^ tn* 
ceedingly wondered at, thatwjben. be law in what ceriditipn 
he was (for he was then before T^uwiw,) and the number.of 
his Horie and Foot (which every body tficti thought had beqi 
his bufinefe to be infbrm'd of) be did. not then hatipn advice 
to the King, for his fpeedjr repair thither} but his pfaief c^ 
was to fecure Br^/ ; wmcb, fure, .^t^tbattime hf^m^eiuj^ 
the.leaft queftion ofdoingz apd .^liev'd ;he Winter, wpuk) 
come feafonaUy for fotttrev4)unli^ 

^ Th^ King^ckly left Hbi^^C and went to xo^Xfi^ntKi^jt 
Commitfipners for South Wales at ,tfdjff«Tm^,the chief TcnvniMi #• A' 

in Mmuaoutkjbire. As they were for the iqoft part Pieirfons^^^^^J^f 
of the beft . Qiaiity, and the largeft Fi>rtaQep of tbbfe Coun* 'c.m!^^ 
ties, fo they had maoifefted greac Jjoeyiilxj and Afie&ion, from tn »/ Stitth 
the begiiming of i^C War, vj ieoduagmaay good RcjgimentaWaiet* 
to the Army, and with their Sons, and Brothers, and neaidk 
Kindred^ many of whom had loft their lives Bravely ih the 
Field : They npwmiadeas large and ample ProfeiGon^ as eyer^ 
and feem'd to believe, that they Ihould be ahle^ in a v«^ fliorc 
time, to raife a good Army of Foot, with which the King 
might again look upon the Enemy y and accerdingW' agreed 
what huimbers ihoiild be levied upon each of the Counties. 
From thence his Majefty went to ^^^ari-Caftle^ |t^ Noble Uence u 
Houfe of the Marquif ofH^cefier-^ ,whiqh was Well Forti^d, R>gland^ 
and Garri^|i'4 by him ; who rensun'd thdki in it. There he ^''^^'' 
refolv'd toftay,tiii be(houldifee the efted of the (j^miflion- 
crs mighty prpnuies. But he iqund in a fliort time, tlv|t, ei- 
ther by the continued fuccefles of the I^arliament Armies in 
all places, the particular .information whereof was every day 
brought to theixi, by Intelligence from their Friends, or the 
Triumphs of their Enemies in Jlieameutb and Glotefier^, or by 
the renewed troubles, which the preience of their Goverooury 
General Gerrard^ gave them ( wno had been, and continued 
to be, a paffionateand unskilful manager of the aSedions of the 
People i as having governed them with extraordinary ri^out^ 
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and with as little courtefie tnd civility towards die Gentry^ as 
towards Che Corottxm' People ) there ww little probability of 
taifing an Army in thofd parts : where til Men gre# left aflfe^ 
dbed, or more fHdited, which produced one and the lame 
cfieO. The King ftay'd at ItsglmU^ tiU the News came <aiiat 
"^FMtrfsxj after lie nad taken Ltkifter { whid» cottld not hdd 
out Wnger <han to malBl honourable conditions ) ^ Was 
^ marched into the Weft, ^nd had defeated G^rM's Troops at 
^Lampotii and at iht fittie tMie, thait Ae Sc9ttp Army was 
*< upon ks march tpwaitk Hh^ci/hr^ having-taken a little Gar«- 
^ rijbn that lay between Arffft/^ and ffltrr^/nfr by Storm j and 
^ put all within it to thi Swotfd. And Priobb Es^ert Tent for 
alfthofe Foot which were levied towards a ntw Army, and 
part of thofe which bdonged to General XStrrmrdj to fiip{dy 
the GarriRm tiSBriJIol : fi> that his Majefty feemed now to 
have nothing in hts Choic^^ but to dranfport himTelf over the 
Sevm^ to Br«/lf/, and- tMtoCe tb have repai^'d to his Army in 
the Weft ; which woQld l&vb been nKich better done Before, 
yet had been wdi done TIM ; afid die Kihgrefolv'd to do fo : 
and that die Horfe nndler G^rnsri^ and ZJnpkle^ (hould find 
a Tranfportation over Sivertif ( which tftight have been done) 
fod then find the way to him, wherever he Ibould be. * 
itunce u T H I s Was fo fiilly refelv\l, that his M^dly '^vlrent to thd 
cbepftow : Water fid6 near theffto^^ where VeflHs were i^eidy to Tran- 
fporthim, and where Prince Rupert froHi ^ifi^l met him^ 
very well pleafod With the Refolution he had taken, chough 
he nad not been Privy to theCounrel. Hereag^n the un- 
happy difbord in the (Joutt, railed new obftriiftions j they who 
did not love Prince Sj^perr, nor were lov'd by him, could not 
endure to think that the Ring (hould be fo wholely within 
his power ; and he himfelf was for from being importunate 
that his Majefty Ihould profecute his purpofe, which he had 
not advifed, tnough he liked it well enough^ and fo would 
not be anfwerabli^ for afty foccefs. His Majefty himfelf being 
too irrefolticcf, thcCbunlel was ^in changed, and the King 
7?;M 1 19 marched to -Cardiff -^ where he bad been very litde time, when 
Cirdiff ) jjg ^23 ihfQrth'd, that BridMoter was loft.: and then they, 
who had diilivaded the Kin^s Embarkation for BrifioJ^ were 
much exalted , and thought themfelves good Counfellors j 
though, in truth, the former refolucion had been even Then 
much better purfiied ; for nothing could have hinder'd his 
Majefty from going to Exeter ^ and joyniiig all his Forces; 
which would have put him in a pofture mfuch better than he 
SrT. Fair- ^35 ever afterwards. Indeed the taking BrtdgewAterj which 
liwdgewa- '^^ ^^"S ^^ ^^^ perfwaded to believe ti place impregnable^ 
*er " could hot but make great impreflSons upon him, to think that 
he yas |l)etraycd, and confequcntly not to know whom ta

cruft. Ic was in truth matter of aauzem^t to all Men, nor 
was it any excuie, that i( was not of ftreogtb enough againft 
fo ftrongan Army; foritwa« foftrpngfy SitoaccS, and it 
might well b^Yc had all thofe additions which were necef> 
fiuy, by Forciteationi. that it waff :ine|xufid>ie in a Cover* 
P9ir (who had.^joy^d that Charge above three years, with 
all allowanoea he had hinsfelf defird^ and iud often aOiued 
rhe King, ^JYm it was not to be Taken) that it did not re« 
fift any iSbe atateft i^eng(h (hat could come befo for one 
Week ;. and within left thanthic tinie^ i£ was Sqrrender'd 
andput into F^^^y'fi hands. 

That tbifiprodigious fucceis on the Enemies fide, Ibould 
break the Spirits of voafX Men, and even cafl them into deQrair, 
is not at alt i;o be wonder'd at; but that it fhould raife the 
hopes of any that it would produce a Peace, is very ftrange ; 
yet this imagination did to much hann, tt^ Men generally 
n cg l eOed to make that preparation agatoS a powerful and in* 
fulting Enemy, that was in their power to have mad^ out of 
confidence that the ofir of a Treaty would now prevail, and 
produce a Peace; and every Man abounded (b much in bis 
own fenie on this point, that they wore not capable of any 
reafbn that coocradiAed it. The Commidioners of all Coun- 
ties, which were the beft Gentlemen, and of beft AJBfe^ions, 
uixui whom the King depended to apply the Common Peo- 
ple to his Service, were fo fiiUy ' of this opinion, that they 
made Cabals with the principal Officers of the Army, to 
concur with them in this judgiment, and to contrive iome 
way how it m^ht be brought tp pafs ; and too many of them 
were weary of doing their duty, or to much afliamed of not 
having done it, that they proleOed themfelves to defirc it, at 
leaft as much as the reft. This temper fpread it felf fo uni- 
verftUv, that it reach'd to Prince Rufrt bimfeif ; who writ 
bis Advice to that purpofe to the Duke of Rkbmmdy to be 
prefented to the King; who took that occafion, to write the 
enfuing Letter to the Prince, with his own hand ; which was 
fo livdy an expreffion of his own Soul, that no Pen elfe 
Goukl luive written it, and deferves to be tranfmitted to Po- 
fteritv, as a part of the Portraiture of that excellent Perfon, 
which hath been difguifed by falfe, gr erroneous Copies from 
the true Origiiul ; ^ follows in theic words.

When the King catM to CarJijf^hfi was entertained with 
the Ne^ys, ^ That the Se90f Army wa$ fet down before Here' 
*^fird^ and tha^ if , it were not relieved within a Month, it 
^muft £dl into tbetf bancb. To pipvide fogr this, there could 
be no better my fiound out, tban to dire& the Sherifts of 
thofe ff^^ Cpuntiei to fummon their JP^^ c^mifsiin^ where** 
by the King was perfwadied to hope , that there would be 
Men enough to wait upop him in tnat expeditiop ; who with 
the Horfe be had, wwald have been cqud to any attempt they 
could make uppn the^ SMs. But it was quickly difcover'd, 
that this Expedient had raifed an unndy Spirit, that could not 
eafily be fupprefii'd again ^ for. xht diicontentcd Gentlemea of 
tho(e Counties ,; now diey had gotten the People legallf to- 
gether, put them in mind of ^ The Injuries they had rcceiv'd 
^ from General Gtrrmrdm and the intolerable iexadion they' 
^ lay under, which would undoubtedly be Increafed, if he 
*^ continued in that Government. So that, inftead of pro* 
viding Men to march with the King,, they provided a long 
lift ot grievances ^ from '$^ which they deur'd to be reliev'd 
before they would apply themfdves towards the relief of Hr- ' 
nfird. All this was fo fturdily urged, that a Body of no left 
than four thoufimd Men, of thofe who were thus called to- 
gether, coniinued together many days, and would not be fis 
parated, till the King was even compeli'd to give them fati& 
hiSdoa in the prticolar they moft infifted upon; which was 
the removal ot General Gerrmrd from having any Comowid 
oyer them ; and that Charge was prefently conferred upon the 
Lord jlfiley^ the Major General of the Army; who was moft' 
acceptable to them : and they afterwards combrm'd themfelves 
as much to his direaions, as from the diftradion of the time^ 
and the continual ill Succeflcs, could be.ezpeAed by him. 

B UT it was the hard &te of the King, that he could not 
prpvide what was. fit for his own Service, except he provid- 
ed likewife for the fatis&i^on of other Men^s Humours and 
Appetites. Gerrmrd li^d now, upon the matter, the Com- 
tnand of all the Forces the King had to.tiuft to in thofe Parts; 
and he was of too iinpetuous a Nature, . to fubmit to any 
thing for Confcience, or Difcretion , or, t)uty ; . fo that the 
King was compelled to fatisfy his Aibbitipn for this prefe^^ 
degradation, by msJcing him a Baron; and which was. an 
odd and a very fantaftioU circumftance tlut atcet^icd vt^ ^5^ . 
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no other Ttafon, than becauTe there was qnce an Eminent 
Berfon, called cisrks BrMdam^wbo was irfterwards made a 
puke , he would be Created Baron of Brtmdomj that there 
plight be another Cbitrlfs Br^nlMTyWho had no lefi afpiring 
thoughts than the former; when he had no pretence to the 
Lands of Brmtdomi which belonged to , and were, at that 
iime, in the pdQUnon <^ i Gallant and Worthy Gentleman 
Sr TBom4s GUmMm , y^h6 at the fame tithe (very unluddly 
upon duit. account) came to the King aV Otnlf!^ with about 
td Foot; wMeh Ml IM broiijf#t <Mth him out of the 



two hundred Fobtj' 
GarriTon of CarM&'i which place be'^Mul defended for the 
^ce of eleven Mdntbs agii&it BMd Jti^, imd till all thel 
HorTei of i3ie GarriS}a'^#ere eaten, and then had rendered, 
upon as honburableiCo^idkions, as hadbeen given upon any 
Surrender; IXivc^l^f^hittifelfcbhve^bfln to Herefbrd; 
where he joyi^d ^ifti <WJ ofter part oRfcrac Anhy, and from 
thence S^ TbrndiiSAmbMl^ho was^bj his Conditions to 
inai^ to the Kinjr- wfaerarer he wa$) came to his Majefty at 
eMfdiffy'zt die tiMb' iMiefl the Title 6f his own Land, which 
came t& him bf tnlK/ilttice^ wad conferred upon a Gendeman 
of anodier Family ': whd/KoW well 6xtrafted loevef, was of le(s 
fortune) and, aTn^y tmoiught, of no greater Quality, or Me- 
rit. This unftafohabl^ IVeferment more irritated the Couti- 
rtff fiiom which the King tbbn expeOed Affiftance, that wheq 
, ih^ believ'd they hud adciifed him of Crimes which dcferv'd 
' the higheft Cenlurc^ ihey (aw him pretend to, and rewarded 
iii, an higher degree than he could ever probably have ar- 
rived to, but for that Accu&tion. Here the King, after aU 
his endeavours were rendered fruitlefs, entertained a new ima' 
ginarion, that he might get into Scotland to the Marquis of 
Moufttre/h^ who had done wonders there ; and thereupon left 
Cardiff y and, ovfrrthe Mountains ofBrecknecky and Radnor^ 
po&ed the Scoujh Quarters, and came to Ijidtov)^ before that' 
Army had any notice of his march. 

W H E N the King came firft to Ita^fand^ he had fent an 
Exprefs to the Prince, by which he wiDi'd ^ That the Lord 
^^ Colepepper^ and the Chancellor of the Exchequer^ might, af- 
** foon as -was poffible, attend his Majefty. The danger of 
the way was fuch, and the pa(Iage fo dimculr, that the Mef* 
fenger came not quickly to his Highnefs. The Chancellor 
being then unfit to Travel by reafon of the Gout, the Lord 
Colepefper made all poffible hafte out of Cornwall where the 
Prince then was, ancf found his Majefty at Cardiff^ when he 
Was departing from thence ; and waited on him to Brecknock y 
from whence he was again difparch'd with this Letter, to the 
Prince; which, being the firft direftion the King gave of that 
Nature, is neceflary to be here infertcd in fo many words.

A p T E R die D)rd GtffKtf had lain fome time in the ill fau^ 7iw Lml 
ttour we left him at Bamftahky he entered into correrpbnr^^j^ 
dence with Sr RicbardGnenvUy who, he knew well, was as jJ^J^J^ 
uninclined to the Council about the Prince as Hirofelf ; and Mict : 
finding that the Enemy troubled him nor, but had ^ven him' 
refl, whilft the Army was employed upDn other important 
Service, They two met privately ; and, upon the Encouraee- 
ment and Money he received hrom GreeftvU, he writ to tne 
Chancellor a very chearfiil, and a very long Letter, bearing 
date the firft of A»iyfi^ in which he infened feveral Propo& 
tions: which, hefaid, had been framed <<Upon conference 
" with Sr RkbarJ QrenvU'^ which he defired might be pre* 
" fented to die Prince ; and if they (bould be confented to, 
" and confirm'd by his Higlmels, he ,(aid, he would engage 
^f his life, that he would in a very (liort time have an Army 
" of ten or twelve thoufand Men, that (hould march whero- 
" foever they fliould be Commanded^ and fhould be in as good 
'f order, as any Army in the Worl'd : and concluded hisXet- 
ter with thefe words: <<I Tee^fome ligjbe now of having a 
« brave Army very meedily on Foot, and I am fending a 
" Copy of this inclpted Letter to the Kinfc with this pro* 
<f JFeliion, that I will be content to lofe my Ufc, and my Ho- 
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^ nour, if we do not perforin our parts, if chefe demands be 
«< granted. 
pJi^t'*' This Letter being prefented to his Highnefs, then at 
ir^ntii. IsMiueifton^ found fo gracious a reception, that the next day; 
being the iecond of Aug^fi^ the Prince retum'd him an An- 
fwer of fiill confent ^ and (he fiime day Signed all the parti- 
cularb propofed bv him; exprefluig a fiirther refolution << To 
^ add whatever eife (bould be pf opofed to him, and within 
^^ his Power to grant \ fo that there was once more a hope of 
looking the Enemy in the &ce,and havine;a fair Day for th6 
Welt. The next dav, or thereabouts, S' Richard GreenvU 
himfelf attended the Prince, in a feeming good humour ; tU 
the Propositions were immediately confirm'd ; fome of which 
were, ^'That Sr Richard Gretnvil mould receive fuch a propor- 
^' tion of the Contributions of Corwwal^ and five thouund 
^/ pounds of the Arrears, for the payment of the Officers of 
^^the Army; and thereupon S' Richard would gather up all. 
'^the Straglers, who were rcturn'd into Onsvii/ from their 
^^ Colours y who,, he (aicL would amount to three thouGmd 
'- Foot, and he would raiu! three thouiand Foot more in D#- 
vamjhire. So he betook himfclf again to A£lion, fending 
out his Warrants, and Levying Men and Money ; having lent 
two hundred pounds to the Lord Gorit^ at their firil meeting, 
and calling tne Foffi of Divm to meet at feveral places, 
where himlelf was Itill prefent y by which, he pretended, he 
Uiould fpecdily recruit tne Army. But before the end of Au^ 
gufiy that Friendfliip grew colder; S' /{/Vr^ri/obferving abet* 
ter correfpondence between the Lord Goring^ and S^ John 
BeKl^kfy tnan he hoped would have been, and hearing that 
the Lord Goring ufed to mention him very flijghtly (which 
was true) he writ a very (harp Letter to him^ in which he 
faid, " He would have no more to do with him. However 
he continued as Adiive as before, being now in Devcv, and 
then in Cornwall where he Commanded abiblutcly without 
any Commidion, and very feafonably Supprefled an Infur- 
rcdtion about S^ Ives^ which might elfe nave grown to a head ; 
and hanged two or three fellows, who, I believe, were guilty 
enough, by his own order without any Council of War j and 
raifed what Money he pleafed upon others ; then returned to 
his Houfe at IVorrington, All the Vivacity that had fo lately 
appcar'd in the Lord Goring^ upon the news of the lofs of 
Sheriernj dechn'd ; and then there was nothing, but com- 
plaint of want of Money, and a Propofition to put the Army 
^to Garrifons ; although the Enemy gave them the fame Ici- 
fui^, to purfue the former defign, Fairfax being then en- 
gaged with his Army before Brijioi. 
As soo N as the Prince, who was then at hauncffion^ I^ad 

read 
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read the Letter. «»>-'^ ^^ 1^^ c^kmper brought to him 
from the i^'^'jS) "^ retum'd it to the Lord Colffepper co keep^d 
CO communicate it to the Lords C»p€ij Hopton^ and the Chan-^ 
celior of the Exchequer; for it was a misfortune, that there 
was not fo good Correfpondence with the Earl of Berk-fiirw 
( through fome jealoufies that were iniiifed into him) as mi^C 
have been wiQi'd ^ and from the Pdnce^s firft coonng imp 
CorMv^a/j fome oi his Servants of the beft Quality, wIk> had 
from the beginning been difcontented, and upon Itrange pre^ 
tences thought thmfelves undervalued that they were not of 
the Council, and, Gnce the King's misfoctune at ^fifyj ^' 
prefled their indifpofitions with more Licence, and wfaifpei^d 
abroad *' That there was a purpofe of carrying the Fdnce into 
^^Frsnci^ not that they believed it, biit thereby thought: to 
render the Council odious and fufpe£ked,' had wroupit fb 
far upon the Earl of Bmh-Jhin^ that He feem'd to believe it 
too, whereby they got fo much interdt in him, that he al- 
ways Communicated whatfoever pafled in Council to them; 
fo that a Letter of fo gceat importance was not thpu^ fit to 
be Communicated to him, nor to the Earl of Brmmrdy who 
( though he was very kind, and jult to the other four ) wai 
not witbQOt his jealoufies, and was an iU treafiirer of Secrets. 
They were very much troubled at the fight of dbe Letter, not 
at the.Gommand of Leaving the Kingdom, for though they 
had never Communicated their thoughts to each other upo^ 
that Subjed before, they found themfelves unanimous in the 
Refolution, <^ That rather than he fhould be taken by the Re- 
^ bels, they would carry him into any part of the Chrifiian 
^ World. For the better doing whereof, fi'oro that minute^ 
tliey took care that there was always a Ship reiu^ in that Har- 
bour of F^montb. But it troubled them, << Tiiat the Kingi's 
^Command was fo poGtive for Fnmcty againft which they 
^ could make to themfelves many objeOions. Befides that^ 
one of the Prince's Bed-Chamber, who was newly return'd 
firom FmriSj brought a Lett^ from the Earl of Norwkbj thea 
the King's £mha£dor there, to one of the Council ; in which^ 
taking nQtice pf a report there of the Prince oflTs/is's coming ^ 
thither, be paflionately declar'd againft ir, ^ As a certain Ruin 
^' to the Prmce ^ of which the Meflenger, by His diredion, 
gave many inflances of moment. And they were the more 
troubled, becaufe the Lord C$leptfp9ry who brought that Let- 
ter lEirom the King, averr'd, ^ That he had Had no conference 
^ with the King apon the Argument, but had wholely de- 
^ din'd it, as a matter too great for him : fo that they had no- 
thing before them but that Letter. After two or three lad. 
Debates between themfelve^ they agreed upon ^ A Letter 
!f to be prepared in Cipher, prefeming their reafons, and 
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« whit thejr hid been infiMrm'cl coito. .^^ Vfmue\ and therc- 
^ fore ofier'd it to his Mqefty, whether he wouml t^ot leave 
*^ the choice of the place to them, or nominate fome oiK«r 
^flgnoft which fo many exceptions might not be made ; an j 
^propofed IftUmd^ (if the Peace were made there ) or Scwi- 
* Ismd^ if the Marqiiia of MamtrM was as Vi£torious as he 
f^was repotted to be; withal afuiriog his Majefly, that in 
^ cafe or dai^r, diey would run any hazard^ or into any 
^Country, bdbre the Prince fhould M into the hands of 
<**the Rebels. This Letter after it was Communicated with 
tbe Prince^, as. the Debates had been, was forthwith fent by 
an:£zprefs. 

' Towards the end of Awpifi^ tbe Lord G^rhigj after he 
had. in all his fecret dilcourfes^ aind in the hours of nis jollity, 
fooken very Utterlv of die Council about the Prince, as the 
Authors of all the Mifcarriages, fent the Lord Wtmwwth to 
JLmmaflm to his Highnefi, wim certain demands, as he call'd 
them, on his behalf^ but with dirediion. ^ That bdbre he 
<* prefented them to the Prince, he (hould Communicate them 
^* to the Lord CoUf9pp9r^ or to the Chancellor, and be advifed 
Hby them, in what manner to prefent them: 

His Demands were, and fo he ftyl'd them ( i ) To have a 
Commiffion to be Lietitenant-<jeneral of all the Wdl, and to 
Command immediately under the Prince, Garriibns as well as 
die Army, and to be (worn of the Council aflbon as might be. 
(a ) That all Commiflions to Officers of the Army, when his 
Highnefe is prefent, be given by the Prince; biit that his 
Highneis fhould Sign none but (uch as he (hould prepare for 
bim. ( 3 ) That in the Prince's abfence he (hould Sign, and 

Sant all Commiflions ; and that, if any Governments of Towns 
ould fall vacant, he might have the abfolute recommenda- 
don of thofe that are to fucceed, or, at leaft, a Negative 
Voice. (4) That all dcfigns of Confequence fhould be de- 
bated, in the Prince's prefence, by the Prince's Council, and 
liich Officers of the Army as heihould choofetoaflift at it. 
( y ) That the Number of the Prince's Guards fhould be li- 
mited J and many other particulars, which feem'd fo unrea- 
fonabie, and unnt to be publickly urged, that the Lord C^le- 
pepper perfwaded the Lord Wentwerth^ to (iifpend the prcfent- 
ingthem; "The rather (ashefaid^ becaufe the Chancellor 
*^ was then abfent (being fent by his Highnefs to FenJennis^ 
Caflle, uhdcr pretence of giving fome diredtion in the matter 
of the Cuftoms, but in truth, to take care that the Frigat pro- 
vided for the Prince's Transportation might be in readinefs, 
and Victuals be privately made ready, to be prefently put on 
Board, when the occaGon fhould require ) " And likewifc bc- 
" caufc his Highnefs intended to be thortly at Exeter^ where 

"the 
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^ die Lord Gormgy being preTent, mij^c better conGder, and 
<^deb2te his own bufiae& ^ to the which the Lord Wentwortb t 
confented. 

For the Commiflioneii oi Devon had beibu^t his Hi^ 
ne& to Interpofe his Authorijiy^ in the regulating and difpohng 
the Army to march towards the relief of Brifiali declaring, 
<< As the pofture of it then was, that both that County, aivl 
^^Garrifon^ muft in a flx>rt time be as mudi undone, and 
«< loft by Them, as by the Invafion of the Enemy ^ diat all the 
<< Foot fubfifted by, and liv'd upon, the Magazines of the Gar-* 
<< riibns^. and the Horfe poflefftd the other part of the Coun- 
<* try to th«nielves ; and would neither fuflfer proviGons to be 
«' brought to the Markets, for the replenilhing their Stores, 
<< nor Warrants to be es^ecuted for any payments; pretending 
<' they were to defend their own Quaners ; whilft themfelves 
^< levycd what Monies they pleafcd, and committed all forts 
^' of mfolencies and outra^. By this means both before in 
Snurfit-Jhin^ and afterwards in Deva^^in^ when the King's 
Army was forced to retire^ the Enemy found great plenty of 
Provifions in thole Quarters, where His Forces had been in 
danger of ftarving : as, all about Tatmtemy there were very 
great quantities of Corn, when the King's Forces had caufed 
all dieir Bread to be brought out of the Stores of BrtdgenuMttfj 
and Exiter ; which proceeded panly from the negligence, and 
laxinefs of the Officers and Soldier^ who would not be at the 
trouble of thrdhing out the Mow^ and Ricks, which were 
there; but principally by the P^oteaion given by the Horfe; 
who would not ft^r any thing to be carried out of their Quar- 
ters ; and fuch as fent their Provifions to Market, were liire 
to have their Money taken from them in their return. Info- 
much as it was affirm'd by the Commiilioners of £9r^fr,^That 
<< before the Enemy had any Quarter within ten miles, there 
<< was not fo much provifion brought into that Qty in a Fort« 
<<night^ as they ijpent in a day : which was only by realbn of 
the dUbrder ot our own Horfe, General G9ri9g being all this 
time in Exitir^ breaking Jefts, and Laughing at all People, 
Who brought complaints to him; as, one day, when the Fiiher- 
men complained ro him, << That as they came to the Marker, 
'* they were robbed by his Troopers, who took all their Fifii 
^* from them, he &id, <* That they mieht by this fee what great 
^ Injury was done to his Men, by thofe who accufed them 
*< of great Swearing; for if they did Swear, you know, (faid 
*^he) they could catch no Filh. 

Upon thefe reafons, and the very eameft defire of the Lord 
CM^ • and the Commiflioners , the Prince, on Friday the 
xy^ oiAugufty went from "Launufim to Bxettr in one day ; 
leaving Sr Ei^bard Gretmil (who then feem'd to be in good

Jbumour) to bring up the Soldien in c»rn»Ml^ and to haften 
« bis Levies in the North and Weft parts of Devon. The Army 
having now lain Itili from the beginning of Jufy to the end 
of AugHft^ without the leaft A<5tton^ or Alarm from the Ene- 
my, and fo being rufficiently refireOi'd, and, u their Officers 
£ud, awaken'd to a fenfe and a ihame of their former amaze- 
ments, it was unanimouQy agreed at a Council of War, his 
Highnels being prcfent^ <^ Tutc the Foot Ihould prefently id- 
*< vance to ThwitMr^ and the Horfe to the Eait of Exiter\ 
<* and that, aflbon as Sr Jticbsrd Grmmi could come up with 
^'bis Men, they (hould all advance to the relief of Briftcl^ 
which was underftood to be in a very ^pod condidMi ; the laft 
Meflengcr that came thence, aOizring the Prince, as from 
Prince Buperty that he was fufficiently provided with all Nc* 
ceflaries ibr Gx Months. 
^JefxH f There had been, from the time of the firft goii^of the 
F^riM '<»« Prince into Comw^l^ feveral rumours difperfed, as hath been 
fwlclnii- ^^^^> ^ ^^^'^ ^^'^ ^^^^ difcontented or angry with the Coun- 
,f»M/ •/ cil, ^ That there was an intent to carry the Pnnce into France; 
PeM, prf which begot infinite prejudice tq ail that was advifed. Of this 
xmtid, diicourfe General Geriwg bad made great ufe, to the diiadvan- 
cage of all thoTe whom he defired to difcredit, which was in- 
deed one of the Motives of his Highnefs's Journey lo Exeter^ 
that he might difcountenance that Report^ which bad wrou^t 
lb far amongft the Gentlemen of the feveral Weftern Coun- 
ties, who were retir'd thither for Safety, that there was a 
Kefolution among them ^^ To Petition the Prince to interpofe 
*' between the King and the Parliament; and to lend a MeP 
" fige to the latter with Overtures of Peace : and to that pur- 
pofe, meetings had been amongft thoie Gentlemen^ to agree 
upon what Articles the Prince inould propofe a Peace ; every 
Man declaring his opinion, what conde&enGon ihouid be in 
the matter of the Churchy of the. Militia, and of Ire^ 
land J upon confideration of what had pafled at Uxitidge. 
When my Lords of the Council heard of thefe conlliltations^ 
they apprehended great inconveniencies might arife from 
thence to the King's Service, and to the Prince; who, to 
being prefled by their defires and importunicies, would lofe 
the honour and thanks of the good Succefs that might attend 
it: Befides that, if he Ihouid fend any Meflage upon their 
Motion, they would quickly make Hiemfelves Judges of the 
matter of it, and Counfeilors of wiiat was to be done uponr 
it : therefore they were of opinion, " That all endeavours were^ 
** to be ufed to divert, and prevent any Petition of fuch a tia- 
** ture from being prefcnted to h^s Highncls > which .with greak 
difficulty, was ac laft eftetted- 

Shortly 
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Shorti y after the Prince's coming to Exeter j the Lotd\^c9nfe^ 
Gprmg being 00c then "well, but enjgaged in a courfe of Phy- rnte ht^ 
ficky deiir'd that he-might have a free Conference with one J^'jy*' 
of the Council in private ^. in which, he profefled he would ^ ^^ ^^ 
diicover his heart, and whatever had fhick with him. Where- tnteftb* 
upon, according to appointment, the Perfon he had defired, rnnct** 
went to him one Morning to bis Lodging; when he caufed ^<^^'- 
all Perlbns to withdraw j and bid his Servant not to fufier 
any Man to difturb them. When they were by themfelves, 
he began with the difcourfe of ^ Unkindnefles he had appre- 
^ hended from the Council, and from that Perfon in parti- 
«« cular ; but confefled he had been deceived, and abufed by . 
<< wrong information : that he was now very fenfible of th6 
^' damage that had befallen the Publick by thofe Private Jea- 
*< loufies and Miltakes ; and defired, that if any thing had in- 
*^ diicreetly or paffionateiy fallen from him, it might be for- 
*^ gotten ; and that they mig^t all proceed vigorouUy in what 
<^ concerned the King's Service^ in which he could not re- 
^< ceive a better encouragement, than by an aflurance of that 
<< Perfon's Friendfhip. From this , he diicourfed ac large 
'^ his apprehenlions of his Brother Porter j of his Cowardice^ 
<c and of his Tread^ry, with verv great freedom in many 
^^ particular inftances ^ and concluded, " That he refolv'd to 
^< auit himfelf of him , and after two hours fpent in thofe 
diicourfes, and in fomewhat that concerned his Father , in 
which he (aid, ^ He was to receive this Pjer(bn*s advice by his 
<^ Father's dired;k)n (it being about the Govemmenc of Pen- 
Jennis) as if he had faid all he meant to £iy, he asked the 
other negligently, <^ What he thought of the Demands he had 
<< lent by the Lord Wentworth ? Proteiting, << He had no pri- 
^< vate thoughts, but only an Eye to the Publick Service ^ to- 
*< wards the ddng whereof, as the exigents of Affairs riien 
^ (tood, he did not think himfelf fu£Bdently qualified. The 
other told him, <^ That whatever He thou^ of them would 
^^ not (ignify much, being but a fingle voice in Council ; by 
^^ the concurrent Advice whereof, he prefumed, the Prince 
*^ would govern himfelf. However, if he would have him 
^ tell him his opinion as a FrieiuL he would fliew himfelf (b 
^ ill a Courtier, as to tell it him frankly ; which, except he

^ nion of moft oiF the Lords, if it were not His. Thereupon

''do b]jr making him Lieutenant General: that the King hav* 
'' ing dire^d die Prince to make the Lord H»ft§» his Meute^ . 
<' nant General , it would not become Them to advife the 
*< Prince lo alter that deCgnation, without receiving his Mar 
'' jelly's Command : therefore he advifed him, ^ Since the al'* 
'^ teracion was no way neceOary, and would ineviubly beget 
''much trouble, that he would defer the.prefling it, till the 
'' King's Afiairs ihould be in a better Pofture. Satisfied he 
was not, yet he forbore to importune the Prince to that pur^^ 
pofe at this time. 
frmet Ru- A B o u T the middle of SefUmier^ the Prince being Hill at 
pen dtii' £xe/er, the News came of the fiual lofs ofBriftalj which, as 
'^i^ all ill accidents at that time did, caQ all Men on their Faces, 
and damped all the former Vigour and AOivity for a march. 
However, the former Keibluuon continued or drawing to Jf- 
verton^ and at leaft of defending thofe PaOes, and keeping 
the Enemy from Invading Devon : for the better doing wtere- 
of, and enabling them to Fight, If F^trfnx ihould advance, 
the Prince return'd to Unmcefi&n', whither he Summon'd all 
the Train'd-bands oiCormvuUy and an appearance of the whole 
Country ^ which appear'd very cheaifully, and feem'd well 
inclined to march to Ih/ert&n. In the mean time the fame 
negligence and diforder continued in the Army, and the Lord 
Goring y with the fame Licence and unconcernednefs , re- 
mained at Exeter^ to the great Scandal of the Country, and 
dilheartning of the Army. About the latter end of Septem- 
hr J his Lordlhip writ a Letter to the Lord Coiepefper; in 
which he remember'd him of the Propofitions formerly fent 
by the Lord IVentworth to Launcefion ; and recounted at large, 
but very unjuitly , the diicourfe which had pafled between 
the other Councellor and Him, at Exeter j upon that Subject ; ' ' 
in which he charged the other with Anfwers very £air from 
thofe he had received from him^ and defired his Lordibip, 
^^ That, by His means, he mi^t know positively what he was 
*^ to truft to ; concluding, " That without fuch a Commiffion 
'^ as he defir'd, he could not be anfwerable for the Mutinies 
"and DifordersoftheArmy. Whereupon his Highnefs, upon 
full coniideratipn of the mifcliiefs that would attend his Ser« 
vice, if be (hould confent to the Matter of thofe Demands, 
or comply with the Manner of the demanding, fent him 
word, " I'hat he would not for the prefent , grant any fuch 
^ Commillion ; and wifhed him "To purfue the former 
" Counfcls and Refolutions, in advancing towards the En^my j 
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^' ftll things being in a gcx)d forwardnefi in Ommal to fecdlid 
^ him. And fo there was no further prefling that Overture ^ 
however, he prefum'd to ftyle himfeif in dl his Warrants^ 
and Treaties with the Commiffioners^ and in (bme Orders 
which he Printed, ^ General of the Weft< 

The fiiddain and unexpeded lo6 ot Brifiot^ was a new 
Earthquake in all the little Quarters the King had left, and no 
lefs broke all the Meafiires which had been taken,, and the 
defigns which had been contrive<^ than the lofs of the Battle 
of Nsfiiy had done. The King had made haite from Ludbvi^ 
that the S€9$^ Armj might no more be able to interrupt him 9 
and with very little reft pafled through Shn^tflnrty and Dtriy^ 
fliire^ till he came to WtUhnk^ a Houfe of the Marquis of 
lk»-Cafik in Notttrnghmm-Jbirey then a Garrifon for his Ma« 
jefty ^ where he refrelhed Hiinfelf, and his Troops, two days ; 
and, as &r as any refolution was fixed in thofc days, the pur- 
poTe was, ^ To march dirediy into Sc§tlsndj to joyn with the 
^ Marquis of M0marpfi^ who had, upon the matter, reduced 
that whole Kingdom. During his Majeity's fliort ftay at Wei/- 
teciy the Governour of Nnoarky with the Commiwoners for 
Nottmgham and Umohy repaired to him, as likewife ail thofe 
Gentlemen of Twkjbirn who had been in PMr/^tf^-Caftle 
(which, after a long and worthy defence, was lately, for meer 
want of all kind of Provifions, Surrender'd upon good condi- 
tions; whereby,*^ All the Soldiers had liberty to repair to their 
*< own Houfes, and might live quietly there) whereupon the 
Gentlemen aflured the King, *' They were as ready as ever to 
^ ferve him, when they Inould be required Whether the 
wonted irreiblution of thofe about the King, or the imagina- 
tion, upon this report of the Gentlemen, that a body of Foot 
might be fpeedily gathered tc^ther in thofe jparts ^hich was 
enough encours^ed by the chearfulnefs of ail the uentlemen 
of the feveral Counties) prevailed, or not, fo it Was, that the 
King was perfwaded, ^^ That it was not beft to continue his 
^^ march, with that fipeed he intended, towards Mountrefi ; 
*' but that it would be better to fend an Hxprefi to him, to 
^< agree upon a fit place for their meeting , and in the mean 
<< time, his Majefty might be able to refreih his wearied 
^ Troops, and to raife a Body of Foot in thofe parts, l^o 
which purpofe, Dancsfier was propofed as a fie place to b^in 
in : and to DomMftety thereupon, the King went ; and the Geo- 1%« Kln^ 
tiemen fo well perform'd their undertaking, that, within three^' '^ 
ctays, there was an appearance of full three thou&nd Foot ; "*''^^*^''' 
who undertook, within four and twentv hours, to appear well 
armed, and ready to march with his Majelty, what way fo* 
ever he would go. 
H B R E again the King's ftoward Fortune, deprived him

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of this opportunity to put himrdf into a polfaire of War. Th$t 
veryNi^r, theyreceiv'd Intelligence^ ^^1^91 Dmfid L^ 
^f was come to R»tberam with all the Sccf^ Horfe ; which 
was within ten miles of Dntcafier. The News whereof ib 
confounded them (as beaten and baffled Troops do not natu-. 
rally, in a fliort time,' recover courage enough to endure the 
fight (rf an Enemy) that they concluml ^ He came in purfuic 
^* of the. King, and therefore that it was now too late to pro- 
^ceed upon- their Northern fixpeditioo, and that the iung^ 
^ muft fteedily remore to a greater diflance for his own fecu- 
^< rity. , whereupon, he made hafie (without expecting that 
Thmse u recruit of Foot) irom JHmmflw^ back again to Ntwmrk ^ Re- 
Newark, foiyjug (hen to go direfilyrto OvfM,! whereas, in truth,. 
Dm)id Lffley knew nothingxtf the King's being in thofe parts ; 
but, upon uiddain Orders bom Sc9tiand^ was required to 
march, with all poffible expedition, with the Morfe, to relieve 
his own Country from being totally overrun and fiibdued by 
the Marquis of Mnrntrofi; who had then adually taken JS^m- 
i§r0»gb. The Orders naid no (boner come to the Scotiflb Army 
before Henfirdj but he began bis march, without the lealt 
apprehenfion of any Enemy in his w^y, dll he ttiouU come 
into Stetkmd'j and. to, as he had made a. very long march that 
day, he came tired and wearied with his Troops that Night 
into Botfoermm. And he ccmfefled afterwards, << If the Kmg 
^ had then fallen upon him, as he might eafily have done, he 
^< had fiound him in a very ill pofhire to have made refiftance, 
^ and had abfblutely preferv'd Mountrtfi. But by his fo fud- 
dain retreat, David IaJUj was at liberty to purfue his march 
Mountrofe for Scotland^ and came upon Mountroje^ before he expeded 
difeasidby foch an Euemv; and fo prevented his future triumph, that 
^^'^ he was compelrd with great lois to retire again into the High- 
lands ^ and Lefley retum'd time enough to relieve and fupport 
the Scotsfi Army, after they were compell'd to rife from He^ 
reford. 
i^f King The King now, with great expedition, profecuted his 
ford'* ^^" J^^^^^y toOi^r^^though not without making lome Starts out* 
of the way ; by which he had opportunity to beat up fome 
Quarters of new levied Horfe for the Service of the Parlia- 
ment; and, before the end of jiugufiy he arrived 2Lt Oxford^ 
where he did not Itay more than two days, but departed from 
thence again to Worcefier^ with a refolution to attempt the re- 
lief of flirr<p/irr^j which had defended it felf bravely, and very 
much weaken'd the Scotifh Army by frequent Sallies. They 
had only a Body of eight hundred tired Horfe remaining,which 
David Lejley left behind him when he marched with the reft 
into Scotland'^ and therefore the raifing thatSi^e was thought 
the lefs difficulty and with this refcdution his Majeily left 
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Oxford the third day after he came diither. Upon his arrival 
at Ri^Umdj he was certainly infonn'd, ^ That Fmiffsxtmd Be- Thince r« 
^fieged Brtfiel'y for which no body underwent amf trouble ^^'B^^''^^* 
for all Men looked uptm that place as well Forti&ed, Man- 
ned, and ViOualled ; and the King even then received a very 
chearfiil Letter from Prince Ruftri'^ in whicfa, ^ He under* 
<' took to defend itiull four Months. So that the Si^ being 
begun fo late in the y ear, as the beginning of Sifiemhr^ there 
Was reafonable hope that the Aimv. might be mined, before 
the Town taken. Therefore the King profecuted his fiumer 
refokition, at leaft to endeavour the taiel of Umford. And 
as he was upon his. Mardi thither, he received IntdUfience, 
^} That the Scoiiflj Army, upon the notice of his Pkirpoie, was 
^^ that Morning rifen in great diforder and confufion, %nd re- ne Scots 
^ fol v'd to make their retreat on the Ukf/b fide of the River, rifefi$m it* 
^and fo to paft through Gbcejhr. This news was fo wel-^;;^^^^ 
come, and his Majefty was received with fo fiill joy into the marchint§ 
City of Hereford^ that ne flipp'd the opportunity he tnen ted of the Ntrth. 
Jifcomrooding at lealt^ if not ruining the Seott/b Army ; which 
now pafled through a flrange Country, where ti^ hsd never 
been, and where the whole Nation was extremely odious to 
the People. Nor would the GtHremour of Gloafin fuflfer 
.them to p^ dirough his Garrifon . till they fent him word 
plainly ^ That if they mi^ not pais through that Town, they 
^knew they (houU be very welcome to pals throup^ VPhrte- 
^fl9r^ by which Argument he Was convinced ^ lo that he 
permitted them to go through that Town, from whence they 
profecuted their march into the North. I^ in all this time, 
they had been purfued by the King's Horfe, confidering the 
fmall Body they had of their own,' there is little doubt to be 
made, very many, if not the greater part of that Array, had 
been deftroyed. 

But the King's heart was now fo wholely fet upon the Relief 
of Briftoly that nothing eife was thoudit upon, which might 
in any dqgree delay it. And fo the King, from Her^hrd, ad- 
vertifed Prince Rupirty <^ That he had rai&Kl the Siege of Here* 
^fard, and that the Sc§fs were marched Northward} that he 
^' intended fpeediiy to relieve him ; and in order to it, that he 
^ had then commanded General Gorh^^ to draw what force * 
^ he could out of the Weft; and to march to the Somerfii^Jbire 
^^ fide of Brifioij and that his Majefty would himfeu have ia 
^ Body of three thou£uid Foot, drawn out of the feveral Gar- 
^rifons of thofe parts, which Qiould pafs over the Sivermy a- 
^ bout BtrkUf 'C^lt onGiece/hr-Jhin lide; and that his Horfe, 
<< which were then above three thou&nd, fliould at the fame 
^time Ford the Severn not far from Gloeefier (as they might 
have done) ^ and fo joyn with his Foot; and by this meaas^ 
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^ tU things being well concerted^ they might hopefidly fall on 
<' Fii»r/Qu( his Quarters on both udes. And the better to bring 
all this to pafi, the King himfelf went the fecond time to R4g- 
im$dy the Home of the Marquis otWmifier ; fending the 
Hone to thofe feveral places, as might beft facilitate the exe- 
, cutioo of the de^ that was form'd for the relief of BrsM. 
But when the King came to I6igib»d^ he received the ter* 
xjble information of the Surrender of Brift^ly which he fo 
little apprehended, that if the evidence thereof had not beoi 
unquemonable, it could not have beoa believ'd. With Kiuc 
indignation , and deje^on of mind, the King recdv'd this 
Advertilement , needs no other defcription and enlargement^ 
than the fetting down, in the very words of it^ the Letter 
which the King writ thereupon to Prince Rffnti whidi, 
confidering the unfpeakahle indulsence his Majefiy had ever 
fliew'd towards that Prince, is fumdent evidence, how highly 
he was ofiended and incen&d by that Ad; which yet he took 
fome time fadly to think o^ mi confider, before he would 
allow himfelf to abate fo much dF his natural candour towards 
him. Aflbon as he received that furprifing Intelligence, he 
prefently remov'd from lUgtsmlm and retum'd to Utnf9rd^ 
the Poft he chofe wherein to conOder the defperateneis of the 
condition he was in, and to enter upon new confultations. 
To thatpuipofe, he fent Orders ^For all the Ofiicers, and 
*^ their Troops, which had been fent into Sbrof-fbrny tVer-^ 
^^ cefier-Jbirey and South Wkks^ to provide for the relief of 
^' Brifioly to attend him there. And aflbon as he came to 
Herefordy he difpatch'd an Exprefi with this Letter to Prince 
Rufirt, 

Hereford 14th Sept. 1^4.;. 
Nephew, 
The Kind's "Though the lofs of Brifiel be a great blow to me, yet 
p^rhJe Ru ** ^^^^ Surrendring it as you did, is of fo much afflidlion to 
pert"/* "" " ^^y ^^^^ *^ makes me not only forget the confideration of 
hit surren- *^ that place , but is likewife the Greatelt Trial of my con- 
dersfbri" *' ftaocy that hath yet befallen me; for what is to be done,

"it the eaiieft term) fuch 1 have fo much to fay, that I

** Mutiny happened, you would keep Brifiol for four Months. 
** Did you keep it four Days ? Was there any thing like a

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^^ mine of my Condition, fomewhere beyond Sea ; to which 
^^end I fena you herewith a Pafs; and 1 pray God to make 
<< you fen&ble of your prefenc Condition, and give you means 
'^ CO redeem what you have loft; for 1 (hall have no greater 
^' joy in a Vi&ory, than a juft occaGon without blufhing to 
*' amire you of my being

With this Letter, the King lent a Revocation of all Com- 
miflions formerly granted to Prince Rupert^ and fignified his 
Pleafure to the u)rds of the Council at Oxford^ whither Prince 
Euperi was retired with his Troops from Brifiol^ ^^ That they 
^' mould require Prince IRupert to deliver into their hands his 
^^ CommiiEon. And whether the King had really fbme ap* 
prehenfion that he mi^t make fome difficulty in giving it up, 
and make (bme difbrder in Oxford^ or whetner it was the df- 
&d of other Men's Counfels, his Majefty, at the fame time, 
fenc a Warrant likewifeibr the prefenc Imprifonment of Co* 
lonel Ltg ( who was Govemour of Oxford) as a Perfon much ^ 
in the Prince's favour, and therefore like to be fubfervient to 
any of his Commands. But this circumftance of rigour; 
made the other judgment upon the Prince thoimhc to be over 
fiiddain, ^That te Qiould be made the firft Example of 
^^che Kin^i^s Severity, when fo many higji Enormities, and 
^^Miicarriages of others, had paHed without being cali'd in 
^^ queftion. And as no body fufpeded the Princes want of 
Duty in fiibmitting to the Kit:^s Pleafure, fo Colonel Leg 
was ^nerally believ'd to be a i&n of that entire Loyalty to 
the Kins, that he was above all temptations : this circum- 
ftance oFcommicting the Govemour, made the other to be 
likewife fufpedted to be more the cfied of the power of fome 
Potent Adverfaries, than of the King's own Severity. 

When the Prince of Walis came to LMmuefton from Exe^ 
ter ( which was about the middle of Seftimher ) after the lo& 
of Briftol^ and the motion of the Enemy inclined Weft ward, 
it was then thought fit to draw all the Train'd-bands of Ont- 
lual to L^unceftBUj and as many of them as could be per- 
fwaded, to march Eaft ward ; it being agreed at Exeter^ ^ That 
^' if the Enemy aive time, the force of both Counties ( fiive 
^* what was neceflary to be continued at Flymoutb)ni<xiA be 
<' drawn to Tivirtan^ and upon that Pafs, to Fight with the 
^' Rebels^ for the better compaffing whereof, ic was Order'd, 
<' that Sr Richard Gremvii ihould Command all the C§mifb 
^^Train'd-bands, whereunco ihould be added his own three 
'^ Regiments, which he had formerly carried to TsmUon^ who 
took themfelves to be fo difobiiged, both Officers and Soldiers 
( as in truth they were ) by the Lord GorinE;. that thev v^cx^

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abfolutely disbanded, and could by no other means be gottea 
together, but upon afliirance chat they fliould be Commanded 
by Sr RkbMrd GntmviL Hiine^ being thus Tetcled, Greewfuii 
feem'd well latisfied, having aU the refpe^ and encourage- 
ment from the Prince that was defir'd, or could be given ^ and 
without any other indifpoGtion, than that, once in two or 
three days, he would write a Letter either to the Prince him- 
felf, the Lords, or Mr Fjtj^m?, Eitolling himfelf, and Re- 
proaching the Lord G$rimg*% plundering Horfe,and lometimes 
^J9bm Bnkbjy in ail which he ufcd a very extraordinary 
Licenfe. 

During the Prince's being at Exetir. S^ Jobm Bfrkley 
had defir'd, ^ That, in refeedl his continual pretence would' 
^ be necefl&ry at Exetetj unce the Enemy apparently look'd 
^ that way, his Hic^efs would difpofe the Command of the 
<* Forces before Pfym§«$hy to fuch a Peribn as he thought fit j 
^ who mi^t diligently attend that Service. There was a ge- 
neral inchnation tahave fent back S^ IbchmriGmmfUtQ that 
HJharge, which it was vifible he look'd for j but there were 
three great points to be confider'd ; The firft, the pretence that 
Genem Digty had to that Command; to whom it Orin- 
nally belonged ^ and both He, and the Earl of Briftolj expea* 
ed It upon this alteration j he being at that time fo well re* 
cover'd in his health, that he was well able to execute the 
Command: The next, that if it fliould be offered to Greiiyuily 
he would infift upon fuch aflignations of Contributions, as 
would make the fubfiitance of the Army, and of the Garrifons 
impoffible ; the lait and the greateft, was, that the whole de- 
fign being now to draw fuch a Body together, as might give 
the Rebels Battle, this could not be without the Camijb 
Train'd-buids, and thofe other Soldiers, who had run from 
their Colours; neither of which, would march without Sr 
Bkb^rd GreeMvil^ and it was apparent, if he went to Pfy^ 
wutby thofe old Soldiers would go to him. Beiides, his ex- 
perience and a^vity was then thought mod neceSary to the 
inarching Army ; where there wis a great dearth of good Of- 
ficers. Hereupon, it was refolv'd that General Di^ (hould 
again refume the Charge about Flymoutbj but upon any ex- 
traordinaiv occafion, and advance of the Enemy, he was to 
receive drders from Sr Richard GreiMvsl; and accordingly, 
upon Sr Bicbmrd Greem;its advancing into DevHfy and foxing 
a Quarter at Okingfen^ ^^h ^^ order *d fo to do; which he 
obferv'd accordii^y. 

1 N the beginning of OBohr^ the Lord Goring perfwaded 
the Commimoners of Devon , upon his promife to punifh 
and fupprefs all diforders in the Soldiery, and that the Mar- 
kets (hould be ft^ ^ To double the Contribution of the 

"County 
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^^i^ounty for fix Weeks, and to a(£gn half thereof to his 
^ Army ; by virtue whereof he raifed vaft Sums of Money:^ 
but abated nothing of the former diforders, and prefliires : and 
the Money fo raifed, inftead of being regularly diftribuced 
amongll the Soldiers, was difpofed to fuch Perfons as he 
. thought fit by his Warrants to dire6t. But no fooner was S' 
Thimas Fairfax advanced as far as Culhmptony than the Lord ' "^ 
Germg gave over the thought of defending Devom^ and, by his 
Letter of the eleventh o^oBotfr to the Lord Calif eff^ty faid, 
^* That he had fent all the Horfe, but one thoufiind, Weft- 
** ward, under the Command of the Major General, to joyn 
^^with the C9rm^\ who were to advance^ and that Him- 
*^ felf, with one thoufand Horfe, and all his Foot, refolv'd to 
^ flay in B^ttw to defend that Town, if the £nemy came 
^ before it ; or to be ready to attend their Rear, if they march'd 
^ forward ^ and therefore defir'd, ^ That his Higbnefs would 
^appoint whom he thought fit, to give Orders to the Lord 
*' Wen$ni^wth^ his Major General, who was prepared not tb 
^' difpute Orders fent by any Subflituted by the Prince. Here- 
upon, the Prince had appointed Sr Richard Greemti/^^ To-ad- 
« vance with the cormfb to Okingtony and direded the Major 
General ** To receive Orders fiSm him : But, by that time 
they two had difpofed themfelves in Order, as they did very 
faandfomely and chearfiilly. General Gwing changed hit mind, 
and within four days after his former Letter, he retired with 
his thoufand Horte out of Ex9t9r to Nevjton Bujbili ; and 
then fent to the Prince, by a Letter to the Lord CBlepefpevy 
to know « Whether Sr Richard Greemvil fhould receive Orders 
»^'froin him^ and ofier'd to undertake any defign with Sr 
-** Rkhdrd Graenvily or by Himfelf, as the Prince fhould di- 
** r^ ; OF that if his Prefcnce and Command fhould be 
^ diought, on the account of any indifpofition in the c»rtfi/b 
^* towtfds him, probable to produce any inconvenience to the 
^'Service, he would willingly, for that Expedition, refkn his 
<* Command to any Perfon the Prince would def^n for it : 
intimating withal, ** That if the Lord Hoftom had it^ the Lord 
'^ Vfhavjortb would willingly receive Orders from him. His 
Highnefs, the next day, writ to him, << That he committed 
*^ the man^ement of the whole to his Lordfhip^ and had Com- 
^mundtdS^ Richard GrftwvU to receive Orders from him, 
^ who had then a good Body of ormj'% with him, and power 
<< to draw off the Men from Fiyrmmth^ if diere fliould be 
'*occafion. 

• T H B King's having been in that perpetual motion, as hath 
been mentibn'd before^ kept the Exprefs that had been fent to 
him frcND the'Gounfellora, upon the firft fignification of his 
Pleafure concemtng the Prince's Tranfportation into Yrauci^ 
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firom delivering that Letter for fome time. So chat it vsi 4|p 
middle of oBoher^ before they received hit MajeOjr'* fiiriMr 
dire^oo. Then this Letter to the Lord G^Afe/fir was broii^ 
l?Ack by the iame £xpre{s.

Though this Letter was writ after die lolsof Brift^t^ 
yet when it arriv'd, the hopes of the Weft were not thought 
d^)erate ; and it was abfolutdy concluded between the Lords^ 
*' That, as the Perfon of the Prince was never to be in hazard 
<^ of being Surprized, fo he was not to be Tranfoorted out of 
^'the King's Dominions, but upon apparent, vinole neceflicy, 
'* in point of fefety. And the very (ufpicion of his going had 
been, both by the Lord G^rmg and others, enviomlv whif> 
iper'd, to the great diflieartning of the People : fo tnat (be« 
fides that an unfealbnable attempt of going, mi^t have been 
difappointed) they faw that the lofs of the whole Weft, both 
Garrifons, and Army, would immediately have attended that 
Adiion, and therefore they thought, they ihould be abfolv'd, 
in point of duty, by the King, if they only prefiarv'd themfelves 
in a power of obeying him, without executing his Command 
at that time ; efpecially fmce General GortMg thought it not 
reafonable to obferve the Orders, which were fent to him at 
the fame time, for marching towards the King, nor fo much 
as advifed with his Higbncfs, or Communicated that he had 
received any fuch Orders j and yet his Highnefslethim know, 
^ That he was well content, that he fliould break through with 
^ his Horfe to the King ; which he might have done. 

The Enemy, having gain'd Tivertom^ made no great hafte 
to the Weft ofExefer^ but fpcnt th^r time iq Fprtifying forne 

Boufes 
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Houfes near the Town, on the Haft (ide, without receiving 
the leaft difturbance from the Army; the Lord Gtrmg enter- 
taining himfelf in his ufual jollity t]Ctween Exettr^ Tftiujs^ 
and Dartwmtb'y it being publicldy Tpoken in Exeter^ ^ That 
*' the Lord G^h^ intended to leave the Army, and fpeedily 
^^ to go beyond Scas^ and chat Lieutenant General Porter re* 
* ^ {blv^d to go to the Parliament ; long before the Prince un? 
derftood General Gffrngp^s refolution to go into FrsMce^ by any 
intimation from himfelf. The twentieth of Novewker^ his 
Lordihip writ a Letter f^m Efs^ier to the Prince by the Lord 
ffhomerth^ ^ That, now that the Enemy and his Lordfliip 
*' were Tettled in their Winter Quarters, (whereas the Enemy 
was then as ftirring as ever) << He did beg leave of his Higp* 
^ nefi to fpend fome time for the recovery of bis health, in 
^^FrmKii mtimacin^, <<That he hoped to do his Highnefi 
^'fome notable Service by that Journey; and defir'd, ^ That 
''his Army mig^ remain entirely under the Command of the 
''Lord mtOvortb (whereas, not above a Fortnight before^ 
he had writ^ ''That the Lord mmlwrtb was wry willing to 
"receive Oiden from the Lord BMon) until his return; 
" which^ he laid, ihould be in two Months ; and fo having 
dilpatcfard the Lord H^gMtw^nh with his Letter to the Prince 
to THr^y his Lordihip, never attending his Highne&'s 
leave or approbation, went the fime^ or the next day, to 
Dsrtwmaif ; where he ftay'd no longer than till he could pro- 
cure a paffiige into Frs$K9 ; whither, with the firft wind, he 
was Tranfported; Lieutenant General F§rt9ry at the fiimenwM 
time, declining the Exerdfeof his Command^ and hmngt^^^^"^ 
ceiv'd feveral Mcffiges, Letters, and a Pafs from the Enemy \ 
for his going to l^tui&m. After the knowledp;^ whereof, Ge- 
neral Gorh^ fign'd a Warrant for the Levj^ii^two hundred 
pounds upon the Countr]^ for die bearing ms Charges. The 
Lord U^m^wortby at the time of his being then at Truro^ told 
ibme of his confidents, ^ That the Lord Q^rini intended to ns 
*' turn no more to the Armv, or into Eft^amJ'^ but rely M 
^' upon Him to preferve the Horfe from being en^ed, till 
" be could procure a Licenfe firom the Parliament to franrport 
"them, for the Service of a Forreign Prince, which would 
" be a fortune to the Officers. And the Major-General bid 
" afterwards at Lmmeeflw^ that he could not underftand the 
" Lord G»rtMgB deGgns ; for that, at his eoing fWxn the Army, 
'^ he gave the Officers great charge to preferve their Regiments, 
" for he had hope to get leave to Tranfport them ; and withia 
few days after he arriv'd at Parity he lent Captain P#rrn(s» 
into E^Undy to fetdi all his Saddle Horfes, and Horfes of 
Service, upon pretence that he was to prefent them in Frawce; 
though at the Umc time be afliu^d his Friends, "That he was 
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<* returning Q)eedily with Men and Money ; which was not 
Ae more believ'd by hit fending for his Horns. 

Though there had been no areat Modefty ufed in the 
difinmrfes of the People towards General Gormgy from the 
time of his firft faffaiing in the Weft, efpecially of the c^rmffb, 
whom he had moft unskilMy ineconciled to him , bv his 
continual n^leds and contempts of them (as he would uuially 
before Tumton^ when he view'd his Foot, clap an Ir^man, 
or one of thofe Soldiers who came out of IrelmuL who doid>c-. 
leis were good Men, on the Shoulders, and tell him, in the 
hearing or the reft, ^ That he was worth ten 0$r$fi/b Cowaids, 
the greateft part of his prefent fhength , and aU his future 
hopes depeodine upon ttie Cormifiby many whereof had rcafbh 
to believe themtelves not inferior to any who had ferv'd the 
King ) yet from the time diac he left the Army, and went fbr 
Frsmee^ they save themfelves a greater Licenfe : and dedar'd, 
^ That he had, from the beginning. Combined with the Re- 
« bels: and having wafted and ruined sU the Supplies which 
<' had been fent him , had now left a diOblute and odious 
^ Army to the Mercy of the Enemy, and to a County more 
^ juAly incenfed, and confequently more mercilefs than they. 
^They compared the lofs of^f^ymontb, in the view of his 
*< Armv, after he had been in the Town, and when the whole 
^ direaion was in him, widi the Counter-fcuffle at P€tJberf§tt- 
*^ Bridge, when two of his own Parties, purfuing the Orders 
" they had received. Fought with each otner, wmlft the Ene- 
^ my retired to their own ftrenahs : they remcrober'd the 
<^ voluntary, wantoiu incenGng the Country j the difcounte- 
^ nancing the Garrifon of Ijmfort^ and diflblving ic ; the eat- 
^ ing the Provifions of the reft ; the cheriftiing the Club-men ; 
^' and the lying with his whole Army before Taunton full fix 
^ Weeks (after he had declared the Enemy to be in his Mer- 
<^cy, within fix days) and in that time (pretending that he 
<' would in few days ftarve them) he fufi^r'd great quantities 
^ of Provifions to be carried into them , through his own 
^^ Quarters, and feveral Interviews, and private Meetings to 
^ be by his Brother VotUr (whofc integrity he had before fuf- 
^< pedledj and the chief Officers of the Rebels : the negleOing 
'^ nis Body of Foot, during the time that he lav before n^v- 
^* ton^ by which he fufier'd above two thoufand to run away. 
^< They talked of the beating up his Head (garter the day 
'* before the Rout at Lamport at Noon-day , for which no 
^ Man was ever called to' a Council of War ; and that total 
.<< Rout at Lamport^ as two of the moft fupine, and unfoldierly 
«* Defeats, that were ever known j before wmch, or in thofe 
^•ftreights, or upon any other occafions of Advice, that he 
<^ never called a Council of War to confider what was to be 

*<donci 
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'^done^ and in chat kft bufineft of L0mforty himfelF was lb 
<^far from being preTenr^ chat coming m great diforder to 
^Bru^nuiterj ne fiud, lie bad lolt his Foot, and Cannon; 
^^ which indeol WCTe brought off entirely by the care, and 
<< diligence of the Lord Wmtwrib^ and Sr Jofepb WagBiHf. 
5* Thrv talked of his unheard of negleAing the Army, after 
^ that Retreat at Brukgwterj infomuch as of between three 
^ and four thoufimd r oor, which himfelf confeflcd he had 
^ after that bufine^ (and if his lo(s had been no greater than 
<<he own'd, muft have been a &r greater Nunooer) within 
<<fixteen days, he had not thirteen hundred, nor ever after 
'^ recover'd a Man, but what was gotten up by the Adivity 
* and Authority of the Prince. Laitiy, they remembered his 
'< lying in Dev^m^ire from the beginning ^Jnfy^ which was 
^ about the time of his Retreat from Lamfort^ to the end of 
^< Nevfrnhvy when he went to Frmue (which was five Months) 
<' with a Body of above four thoufimd Horfe and Foot; de- 
<' ftroying, and irreconciling the. Country to the Kin^, and 
<- the Caufe, without makii^ the leaft attempt^ or m any 
''degree looking after the Enemv; wbilft the Rebels by 
<^ formal Si^es, took in the Garriions of BrUgewaterj Ster^ 
^ A»F9», wABriffoly and many other important holds. 

Upon the wncde matter, comparing his Words, and his 
AdHons, layii^his doing and his not doing together, they 
concluded, ^ That if he had been confederate with the Enemy, 
** and been avnipted to betray the Weft, he could not have 
<' taken a more cneChial way to do it ; fince he had not in- 
^ tereft enoudi by any Overt h(k to have put it into their 
*^ power; and therefore they who had a peater opinion of 
his Wit, Courage, and ConduA, than of his Confcience, apd 
Integrity ^ preiuifrd the failing was in the latter ; towards 
whiai opinion they were the more inclin'd, by many difcouHes 
negligently let fall bf the Enemy in their Quarters, ^ That 
^ tney were Sure enou^ of G^hg; and by Sr Jtomas Fair- 
fiifs applying himfelf to the taking thofe ftnmg places after 
die Rout at Ls mf e r t, without ever confidering or looking 
after die Lord G^rmg's Army; whidi he could not but 
know conlifted of a Body of Horfe, equal in Number to his 
own } and bad reafon to apprehend thofe two Populous Coun- 
tie* cnF Div$m and CmmMi, could quickly recruit the Foot ; 
'* whidi ne^igence ( iiud they ) Fsfrfrx could never be suilty 
'^of, if he lud not been well afSired, that thofe Forces 
^^Ihould work them no inconvenience; betides that, being 
nnpurfued , G^rmg mig|it eafily have made an efcape, and 
ysfv^d widi the King, uid fo rave diverted all the enemies 
defigns upon the Wdt. 

Others, who were not enough in tovc^tei<ofcVa\\ 
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Gf rnrf , to deCre Co be joyn'd with him in any TruSy yet in 
their opinions clearly abfolv'd him from any Combinatioii 
with the Enemy, or detim of Treachery, and imputed the 
Qow managing the bufineS, at his firft coming into the Weft, 
and overQipping fome opportunities of advantage, to his de- 
fire of being fettled in that Command, and lo not making 
hafte, left, the work being done, he mig^t be neceffitated to 
leave thofe Farts, and be called to die King; for without 
doubr, though there was a reconciliatiott made between Him 
and Frmce Rupert to that degree, that all the Countenance 
General GoriBg received from Court in prejudice of the Prince's 
Authority, and of his Council, was procured for him purelv 
by that Prince; who in one of his Letters to him, at (iicn 
time as he was before Tsuwtam^ ufed thefe words ; ^ What you 
^^ defire in your Letter, on the \%^ of ilinr, Oudl be obferrd ; 
^^ and a(rure your feiftbat Prince JRfr^# Ihall maintain Ge- 
*^ neral Gormg*$ Honour and Power, and (hall lofe his Life, 
^^ rather than General Gmag (hall fuflfer for Prince Rufert ; 
which Letter ( as he did any others, which he received from 
his MMefty, or the Secretaries, in Cipher) be Communicated 
to the Company in all his A£b of socxi fellowlhip ; yet, I lay, 
it was very evident, be was refdv^ never to be in the &me 
Army with Prince Rt^nf under his Command ; and all his 
loofe and fcandalous Speeches, they imputed to an innate Ii« 
cence he had always given himlelf ; and his ^rofs and unfortu- 
nate OveHights, to the lazinefs and unadjvity ctf his Nature; 
which could better purfiie, and make Advantages upon good 
Succefles, than ilruggle and contend with difficulties and 
ftreights. And they who had been neareft the Obfervation. 
found a great difierence between the prefentnefi of his Mind 
and Vivacity in a fuddain Attempt, though never .fo foil of 
Danger, and an Enterprife that requir'd more deliberation, and 
rauft be attended with patience, and a iteady drcumfpeaion; 
as if his Mind could not be long bent. And therefore he had 
been obferv'd to give over a Gam^ fooner than Gamefters 
that have been thought to have lefs Fire. Many other paflag^ 
mud be attcibuted to his perfedl hatred of all the Perfons of 
the Council, after he found they would not comply with his 
defircs, and to his particular Ambition; and both thofe PaG* 
lions of Ambition, and Revenge, might tranfport his Nature 
beyond any limits. But what he meant by his difcourfe at 
parting to the Officers, for the keeping the Horfe for the Ser- 
vice of fome Forreign Prince, was never underltood, except he 
did really believe, that he (houid fhortly return with a Body of 
Foot; and fo that they (liould not be forward to engage with 
the Enemy, or elfe to keep fuch a dependence upon him from 
the Officers, that they Ihould always hope for employment 
under him. Whilst

Whilst S^RkbMrd Qnnml&xfA at Okmpfm^ he had 
leVCTal ftrange defisQS ; which he always communicated to 
Che Prince, or Lord^ in Writing: one of which was, <^ To 
^' cut a deep Trench from Barnfiahb to the South Sea, for 
*' the fpace of near forty Miles ; by which, he iaid, he would 
** defend all c^nvtM^ and fo much ot'DevoMj againft the World^ 
and many fuch impoffible Undertakings; ac which they who 
underltood matters of chat Nat^e, chought him bcGdes him- 
felf. Notwithftanding the Train'd- bands of C0mwai returned 
to their Homes (having ftay'd out their Month ; which was 
their firft Contra^) Sr Rkhard GrmvU ftay'd ftill at Oihig; 
toMy with his three Regiments of old. Soldiers, having barri- 
cadoed che Town; the Pafi being of very great importance 
Co hinder the Enemy from any Communication with Pfymoutb* 
And indeed the Reputation of his being there with a greater 
Strength than in truth he had at any time, was a great means 
of keepii^ the Rebels on the Eaft fide of Exeter^ as appears by 
their iuddain Advance, aflbon as he remov'd from that Polt ; 
which he did about the end of November , without giving 
the leaft advice to the Prince of fuch his purpole, and con- 
trary to the ezprefi defire of the Lords OrW, and Cplepefperj 
who were then at Exeter^ and hearing of his Refolution. Imd 
written to him very eameftly ^ Not to rennoye. He fodaamly 
retired with his three Regiments from Okmgtnt into corihMl^ 
and Mufler'd his Men upon the River T^mmry that divides 
CBTwuml from Drvuy with exprefi Command <*To Guard 
^< the Pafles, and not fu£fer any of the Lord G0rhig^s Wka, 
<c upon what pretence or warrant (bever, to come into C^rm^ 
^ ivaL For the better doing whereof, he caufed the Country 
to come in to work at their Bridges, and Pafles, as he had 
done befor^ rooft unrealbnahly, fcnr che Fortifying of JOtHs- 
efjhmi and caufed Proclamations, and Orders of his own, to 
be read diroudiout Cnwmtl^ in the Churches, « That if any 
"of the Lord Crorng's Forces (whom in thofe Writing^ he 
diarged with all the odious Reproaches for Plundering ) 
" Qioukl ofier to come into c^rwmsly they fhould Ring the 
" BeUs, and'tfaoeupon the whole County ihould Rife, and 
^< beat them out ; by theie unheard of, and unwarrantable 
means, preparing the Country to fuch a hatred of the Lord 
Gmt^f and his Forces, dut they rather defir'd the Company 
of the Rebels ^ fo alienacine all Mens Spirits from rcfifttx^ of 
the £nemy ; and all this wimout fo much as Communication 
with the Prince^ till it was executed. 

About the laft week of N^vtmUr^ he came himf^f to 
Z>w# to die Prince^ on the (ame day that his Highnefs had 
received Letters from the Lords at &eterj of the extreme ill 
Gonfcquence of Sr Ricbsrd Granvifs drawmg off fr<Hn Okh^'- 
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/m; upoa enoouraeement whcxeo^ a firoqg Pkrty of die £- 
nemy was come to Kirt$mn Whereupon his Highneft (eat 
for S' RutMrJGretmtil^ tod, inCoiuicil, aoquainced him 
with thofe Letters, and other Intelligenoe diac he had received 
of the EnemVy and deGred him to confider what was now to 
be done. Toe next day, without attending his Highaeis any 
more, but returning to his Houfe at i^rrm^Mr* he writ a 
long Letter to M' Pi^smxiS his Advice, which he defired 
mi^t be Communicated to! the Lords ^ which was, ^ That 
^his Highnefii (hould fend lo the Parliament for a Treaty, 
<^and ihould oSer, if he might enjoy the Revenue of the 
^Dutchy of c^twwML and that they would not advance to 
^ difturb him in that County, that he would not attempt any 
^^ thins upon them, but that they ihould enjoy the freedom 
'^ of all their Ports in C^rwmMl mr Trade, without any di- 
'^fturbance by lus Majefty's Ships : and toy iaplatn Bt^jtiflij 
Xo fit ftill a Neuter between me King and the Parliament, 
at a time when there was a Body of Horfe Superior to the 
Enemy in thofe Parts^and when an equal proportion of Foot 
.might have been gotten together ^ and when his Majefty had 
not the htt of an Army in any other part of EmgUmd* The 
Prince was very much troubled at this Letter, and die more, 
becaufe he found & JtkbMrd GreemwJ h%d cootraOed a great 
friendfiup with fiidi of his Hi^nds's Servants, as he had re^ 
len to believe left zealous ami intent upon the Honour, and 
Froiperity of the King ; and becaufe he had difcover'd he la- 
bouml vexv much to in&fe a jealoufy into the Governour of 
Ftfffife»mr-(Jaftle, ^ That the Prince intended to remove him 
^from that Command, and to confer it upon the Lord 
^^ H^tom^ to which purpofe he had written to the Governour 
from OimgtoM ( when the Lord H^pt^my and the Chancellor, 
were fent down thither to aflift him in the Fortifying and 
Supplying that Caftie ^ which if they had not done, it would 
not luve held out , as it did afterwards ) <' That the Lord 
*^ HofSom hsid a Commiffion to take that Charge from him ; 
<^ but that he (bould not fiiffisr fuch an affront to be put upon 
'^ him ^ for He, and all his Friends, would (hcbto him in it : 
Whereas there was never the leaft thought or intention to 
make any alteration in that Government. 

Shortly after that Letter of the 7,^^y Sr Ricbsrd Greets 
vil writ again to M** F^MfhaWy to know how his Propofitions 
were approv'd ; to which, by dire<£lion, he return'd, ^ That 
^< the Council bad not been yet together fince the receipt of 
*^them^ the Lords c^fi^ and Ct^^pi^p^, being not then re- 
^' turn'd from Exeter ; and that therefore his Propofitions had 
^' not been yet Debated. He proceeded in the mean time in 
his Fortifications there, and, about the middle of Dfomier,

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the Prince continuiag at TVur^y he fent feveral Letters to the 
Gentlemen of the County << To meet him at Ijumcifim : Ote 
of which Letters 1 &w, to Colonel BkbMtd ^gnmdel^ in 
which, ^ He defired him to bring ts many Gentlemen, and 
*< others of Ability, as he could, as well the difidSedoL as 
^ well-afieAed ^ for that be intended to Communicate to them 
^ ibmfe Propofitions. which he had formerly preferr'd to the 
^ Prince,, and though they were not hearken d to There, he 
<^ believed would be very 4icceptable to his Gountry-rxien of 
<< Ccrmsl : but the Prince's fuddain going to Taviftcck di& 
appointed that meeting. 

S HOURLY after the Lord Gmn^s going into Frjswf, the 
Prince^ ' being inform'd from Exet^fy << That the Enemy, ac 
^< the &me time having finiihcd their works, which kept the 
^f Qty from any Relief on the Eaft iide, were now drawing 
<< their Forces to the Weft fide^ whereby that Citv would be 
<< fpeedily Diftrefled ; thought it nece(&ry to (end the Lord% 
Bmftford^ Cafel^ FUftom^ and Qflep^pfery to confer with die 
Lord Wentworth^ who lay then at jifthBmrtoH^ fix miles from 
TUmJL and viixhSF RkbardGmmfii^ who was ready to draw 
Ibme r oot into Devffm, to the end that fiich an underftanding 
might be fettled between them two, that the Service might 
proceed : their Lordfliips being direded, by Inftmfiions un- 
der hisHighne&'s band, upon confideration of theflateof the 
Forces, a^ conference with the Lord Wtntw^rtby and Sritn 
cbsrd Gnemviiy to advife what fpecdv courfe Ihould be taken 
for the Relief o£ Exeter (the Prince naving at the iame time 
disburfed a thousand pound ready Money to two Merclttnts 
of Exefer^ for ProviGon of Carm tor that City) prdiiminig thac 
both the one and the other would have been very ready to 
have received and followed the advice which their Lordmips 
Ihould give. 

The place of meedns was anpointed to be nvtficei j 
where every body was, uve the Lord lfhnw§rtt; but He 
failinK, the Lords, having direded S' Ekiuird fimmnl how 
to diipofe of himielf, went themfelves to jlf^Bwrtw^ near 
twenty Miles farther, to the Lord Wmtwartb's Quarter z where 
they ipent a day or two, but found not thac refpea from 
him thev had reafon to have expeded. His Lordfhip was 
very jealous of dimiiuicioa in his Command, which General 
Gprimg had devolv'd to him, and expreffing himfelf often- 
times to them very unnecef&rily, ^ That he wouM receive Or« 
^< ders from none but the Prince Himfelf^ whereupon, and 
upon the importunate calling for Relief from Exitery dieir 
Lbrdlhips ^ Thought it abfolutely neceflary, that the Prince 
<^ Himfelf (hould advance in Penon, as well to bring up as 
<<great a Body of the C^rsq/Zi^ as was poffible (which with- 
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Prefence was not to be hoped for) as to di^xife the 
^Command of the whole Forces m fudi manner, astnig^ 
^probably be ipr the beft advantage; the beft that was to be 
^ hoped for being to bring the Enemy to Fight a Battle; and 
^ that they might be enabled to that puipoTe, by joyning with 
^the Foot that were in Exeter: which was a con(i(ferabIe 
^ Body For the eondudting fo great a defign, upon Which 
no Jefs than three Crowns depended, the Cord Wentnoortb 
could not be thought of Intereft, Experience, or Reputation 
enough: and yec there was fo ^reat regard, that he fliould 
not (uf!er in his Honour, or the imaginary Tmft devolv'd to 
him by General Geringj or rather indeed that no notable her^ 
zard might be run, by any unnece(&ry mutation in Com- 
mands, at a time when the Soldier was to be led to Fight^ 
that it was refolv'd, ^ That he Qiould be rather Advifed, than 
^Commanded; and that if he comported himfelf with that 
^ Temper and Modefty, as was ezpedted. all Refolutions 
^ (hould be form'd in Council, and all Orders thereupon 
^ fhould ifiiie in His Name. 

The neS[t day after chriflmms day, the weadier being very 
Iharp, the Prince went from Trure^ to Beinrim^ and the nexc 
day to Tdvifteck ; where the Lords q£ the Council attended; 
Che Lord W/entworti continnmg at j^^Bmrteitj and his Horfe 
Ipread over that part of the Country which was at any di« 
Itance firom the Enemy. Sr Ricbard Greenviiy who attended 
likewife at Tavijhckj. had fent three R^ments of Foot to 
Okhfttettj und.er the Command of Major General Melejhvortb ; 
whioi were fecured by the Brigade of Horfe under Major Ge- 
neral Wtb^ who was Quartered near thofe parts, and the cer* 
mtp} Train'd- bands were to come up witnin a week; the 
Blockade before Plymouth was maintained by General Dighy^ 
with about twelve or thirteen hundred Foot, and fix hundred 
Horfe ; but the whole Contribution aflign'd for the fupport 
of thofe Forces, was taken by the Lord H^wPtvortlfs Horfe; 
fo chat the Prince was compeli'd to fiipply thofe Men, out or 
the Magazines of Vidhial which he had provided in c#nruMr// 
for the Army when it fliould march ; and to leave his own 
Guard of Horfe upon the skirts ofcemmai; there being no 
Quarter to be had for them nearer his own Perfon. 

About this timCjSr Thomas FWrf#* Quartered at a Houfe 
about two miles Eaft oi Exeter y S*" lUrireJs Waikr with a Bri- 
gade of his Army at Kirtonj and another part of the Army 
had pofifefled Powdram-Houie, and the Church,lft^«/- Houfe 
and feme other Holds on the Weft fide; fo that no Provifions 
went in, and it hath been faid before, how long the Army 
imder Gorhg had fubfifted upon the Provifions within, and 
kept all fupply from cntring ; the advice taken at Tevifioci, 

upon 
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Upon the Prince's coming thither^ ^giSy ^^Tbat offoon as the! 
<< Cor4^ Foot Qiould be come up, his Highnefi flioqld march 
<^ wirh chofe, his own Guards, and as many Foot as mi^c 
^ conveniently be taken from before TlpnntBy by leaving 
<< Horfe in their place, to Totuefs ; where a MagUdne ibouid 
<^ be made of Provifioni for the whole Army, bcSh by Money 
<f (for which the County would yield great ftore of Provi- 
^fions) and by Vi&uals brought out oiCftnvuUhj Sea ^ ioi. 
which likewife diredtions were given : ^< From that place it 
<( was concluded, that the Prince taight joyn With the Forces 
^ in ExetiTj except the Rebels (hould draw their whole Body 
^< between them y and then that Garrifon would be able both 
^^ CO relieve it felf, and to infeft the £nemy intheRear; and 
^'the Prince might retire, or Fight, as he found it moft con- 
^^ venienc and achrantageous to him. Refolutions being thu^ 
fixed, and the c»rMi/h being not expected in foil Number^ 
till the Week followinj^ the Prince chofe to go :to Tbtmejfs^ 
where all diings nece^ry might be agreed with the Lord 
Weutvjorth^ wm) mig^t conveniently attend there, ins Quar- 
ters being within foe miles ^ and wnere dire&ions might be 
given for making the Magazine, towards which Money bad 
been returned out out of CorwmmL 

The next day after the Prince came thither^ the Lord 
UhanvortA attended him, and was inform'd in Council, whiu: 
had been thou^t reafonable at Tavifi$cki the which he ap- 
prov'd of j the Prince then call'd to lee a Lift of the Quarter^' 
chat thereupon it might be agreed how the whole Army 
fhould be Quarter'd when they came together; to whidi en^' 
the next day, the Lord Wentmortb brought the Quarter Ma« 
fter General Pmimeju who indeed eovem'd him. At the firft 
Council, the Lord ffknPwortb told the Prince, <' That he was 
<< to declare one thio^ to him, at the entrance into bufinefi, 
^< and for the prevention of any mifiake% that he could receive 
^^ no Orders from any Perfon but his Highnefs ; the Lord G^ 
^ rhg having repofed that truft in him, and given him a 
'^ CommiOion and InftruOions to that purpofe ; which he o& 
ten repeated afterwards in Council; and, iathe Debate oF 
Quanering^ talked very imperiouQy« and very dirreipedfoUy^' 
and (xie day, after he nad been drinidnjg, very oflfenfively to 
fome of the Council, in the prefence ofthe Priiice. The time 
was not conceived feUbnsdne for the Prince to declare hoW 
the Army fhould be commanded, till he had brought it toge^ 
ther, and till he )iad his own Guards about him; and fo me 
Prince, though he was nothiiig fatisfied in the Lord U^U 
vortlfs carriage, only told him^Thathe would take the Com- 
^^mandof the Army upon Himfelf, and ifllie out Orders as 
<< he (hould think fit ; suid having vifited the Port and Garrifoa 
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of DMTtwmMikf aad taken fiiffident oourfi: for the {>roviding 
the MMpxioay uid ftttled the difiereaces about Quartering, 
he recum'd CD Tsv^hcky icfolTing, wich all poflSUe ezpedi- 
tion, to onrch wtcn the whole Body of Foot fio Trtrnjiy ac* 
ooKtiog to fenDer a{]|K)iiitment. 

THft day bcfone the Frinco bcgtm his loumey eo T#vf - 
ft^ei^ lie recei/d a Letter bom the Kioghis Famcr> dated 
upon die fevciKli of Ninmrifry ia tbefe words:

^ ^^^ « which aienot fi) ill, as I believe, the Rebels would make 
w" ^^y^ belieie: that which I diiok fit to teU you is.

T H o u OH the intimations in this Letter were ftrong for a 
prelent remove, yet they not bein^ Pofitive, and the time of 
the year being fuch, as chat the Pnnce could not be Uock'd 
up by Sea, and fo coold dioofe his own time, and baring one 
County entire, and Efcrt9r and Bamfiahh in the other well 
Garrifon'd, befides the Blockade before Pfymautby and the re- 
putation of an Army, the Council were of opinion, that the 
time was not yet ripe : and fo purfued the former defign of 
jbyning the Corm(b to tne Horfe, and to endeavour the relief 
ot Exet§r ^ for which purpofe, the Prince undertook the 
Journey before mentioned to Tavijiock^ the day after chriflmas 
clay ; and, ac his coming thither, receiv'd this other Letter 
from the Kin?:.

His Mighnefs, as he ufed to do, aflbod as he had perufed 
the Letter, whidi, as the rcfh was written in the Lord cv&- 
pefper^B Cipher, and by him Deciphered, delivered it again to 
nis LordQiip, ^ To be fecredy kept, and Communicated to the 
^other three; for it was by no means yet fafe to truft it 
farther. They were much troubled at the receipt t^ this Let- 
ter : for, beficies that it found them in the Article of the m€& 
probable defim had been on foot fince the late difafter^ to 
preferve the Weft; if they (hould have attempted to have . 
given Obedience to that Command^ the fudda^ cmesfpeOed, 
and unretfonaUe leaving the Army, would viw>)y have de- 
clared what the intent had been ^ and would pronably have 
engaged the People, and the Soldiers (who woujd have want* 
ed neither Intelligence, nor Inftigation from the Prince's bwn 
Servants; of whom the Lords ccxdd not rebf upon three Men) 
they being fiill of hope in the Enterprife mf #ere upony. and 
full of diflike of the other they were to choofe, to have pre^ 
vented it ; in which , they might reafbnably have expeaed 
difliftance from the Garrifon of Findemmsi from which place 
his Hidmdfi was necef&rily to remove Himfelf. So tbas: vC 
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the Prince fliould attempt to go, and fucceed, the Army, up- 
on that difcountenance, mutt diflblve^ and if he fucceeded 
not, there mig^t be a fatal confequence of the endeavour and 
di&ppointment. Then, though they had long Kept a Ship in 
the Harbour in readinels, and had at that time another Frigat 
of Mr Hmfdumks^ yet by its having been carried with fo much 
fecrecy that very few had taken notice of it, they could not 
be provided for fo long a Vovage as to DiMmari^ which, with 
£6 imporunt a Charge, would require two Months Vidnial at 
i .leaft. But that whidi troubled them moft, was the very Ar- 
gument which his Majefly was pleafed to ufe for his fo pofi- 
tive Command^ which, to their underfianding, feemd to 
conclude rather, that his Highneft's Tranlportation (at leaft 
without an immediate abfolute neceffity) was at that time 
moft unfeafonable : for if, in expedation of a Treaty, his Ma- 
jefty fliould venture bis Royal Perfon in hmiom^ wd (hould 
be received there^ and at the (ame time his Hic^efs's Perfoa 
fliould be Tran{ported out of the Kingdom, by his Majefty's 
own Commands (which could not then have been conceal'd) 
it was reafonable to believe, that not only the Rebels would 
make great advantage of it, as an Argument ag^inft his Ma- 
lefty's fincere intentions, and thereby draw unfpeakable and 
irreparable prejudice upon him : but that his own Council, 
by which he was difpofed to that Overture, and whofe A(^ 
fi&ance he muft conftandy ufe, would take themfelves to be 
highly difobliged by that Adt ; and Ithey would lofe all confi- 
dence in their future Counfels. 

Upon the whole Matter, the Lords were unanimoufly of 
opinion, ^That the Relief of £xefer was to proceed in the 
^< manner formerly agreed, and that the Prince's Perfon was 
'* to be prefent at it : and thereupon they fent an exprefs to the 
King, with a diipatch fign'd by the Four who were trufted, 
a Duplicate whereof was lent by another Exj^iels the next da]^, 
in which they prefented a clear ftate to his MajeCty of his 
Forces, and the hopes they then had of improving their con- 
dition by the Prince's Prefence ^ of the condition of Exeter^ 
and of the Strength, as they conceiv'd. of the Enemy; and 
of the inconveniency, if not die impoffibiUty of obeying his 
Majelly at that time. Thev farther informal his Ma]e(ty of 
^^ The great indifpofition, tnat they perceiv'd in all the Ser- 
^^ vants towards his Highnefs's leaving the Kingdom ; and 
*^ that the jealoufy was fo great of his going into France^ that 
** they had reafon to believe that many who were very faith- 
** ful, and tender of his Safety, would rather wiih him in the 
*^ hands of the Enemv, than in that Kingdom; and therefore, 
*^ when the time of Neceffity fliould come ( which they af- 
^^ fured his Majefty ifaey woul^ with any hazard watch and 

<«ol)ferve) 
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^ obferve ) they muft prefer the cdntinuing Him ftill within 
'< his Majdfty's own Dominions, and fmb waft him to &Uyy or 
^' 3^^/) and from thence conclude wmi was to be done far- 
** ther. They prefented likewife their humble opinion to him, 
^ that in cafe he fhould be engaged in a Perfonal Treaty at 
'< London ( which they conceived the Rebels would never ad- 
^^ mir, without fuch Adcs firft obtained from his Maiefty, as 
'< might invalidate His Power, and confirm Theirs) how in- 
" convenient it might be* without the Privity of thofe CkHm- 
** fellors, whom he was then to truft, to Tranfport the Princ^ 
^^ except in danger of Surprifal, before the ifliie of that Treaty 
'* might be difcem'd: Affuring his Majefty, ^Thatn<»hiDg 
^'flioiild put his Highnefs' Perfon into the hands of the Far- 
^Miament, but his Majeity's own Commands; which thev 
'^ fhould not refift in his own Dominion, nor, they conceiv'c^ 
*^ any body elfe^ if he were out of them. 

T H B appearance at Tavifiock anfwer'd the expeOation 5 J** ^^ 
there being M two thoufand four hufldred of the Train'd- ^l^^, 
bands, very cheerflil, and ready to march; ^tokhgton 9f ere oarfe heatm 
eight hundred old Soldiers, under Major General MokfiDOtth ; m Aih-Bur- 
the Foot with the Lord fVent^wertb were gi||a out to be eight <<'°' 
hundred, with the Lord G^ring's Guards ^Bh were in DmH-- . 
m9nth'y and to be drawn thence, upon cK^vance to the 
Army : from Barnfiahlej the Govemour had promifed to 
fend five hundred Men ; and out of ExHer^ at the leaft, a 
thoufand five hundred Men were promifed : all whidu widi 
his Highnefi's Guards, midit well oe depended upon tor fix 
thoufand Foot. The Horie was very little fi^er than five 
thoufand ; whereof his Highnefs's Guards made near fevcn 
hundred ; fo that if all thSt could have been brought to ' 
Fight, the day feem'd not defperate. The Foot were appoint* 
ed to have march'd the morrow, when the News cam^ 
*< That the Enemy was advanced, and had beaten up the Lord 
*< IVemtvxtrttfs Quarters in two feveral places ; and ihortly af- 
ter the News, the Lord H^mtw&rtA himfelf came in, in gnM 
diforder, not informed of the particular of his lofs, but con- 
ceiv'd it to be greater than in truth it was, though many Men, 
and more Horfes, were taken in both places. The Prince 
was very defirous to purfue the former refolution, and to . 
have advanced with the whole Body to Tctmefi ; but the Lord 
Wentvortb did not only alledge, ^ That probably the Enemy 
^^ was poflefled by that time of Taineftj but that he had in 
<< truth no hope tcr rally his Horfe together, in anv Numbers^ 
<^ till they might be allow'd three or four days reft. Whereat 
all that Rout nad been occafion'd by fmall Parties of the Ene* 
my, who, at day time, came into their Quarters, and found ' 
BO Guards, but all the Horfe in the Stables.; and their whole 
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Body ipoved not in two or tluee cbys after-; encouri^ed, it 
was thoug^ b]f the nnt diibrder they fomA thofe Troops 
to be in. Mactera (nping thua^ and it being abfolutelv ne- 
ceffiuy, by reafon of chia ^Ibrderly retreat of the Horte, to 
<tow cnFoie Blockade from PfymMttb^ Tsvifink ww no longer 
thoui^ a place for the Prince's Kefidences his Hig^neft 
by the advice of aCoundl erf War renx)v'd to Lmmcejiomi 
whither all the Foot were drawn, and the Horfe appointed to 
koc^ the Xkv$M'fiirf fide of the River; and from thence ho 
hoMd be (hould be ibeedily able to advance towards Bxiter. 

The Kin^ had (bud at Unefrrd^ as hath been (aid, in 
grtat perplexity, and irrefolution; not knowing; which way 
to cake, but moft inclined to go to Wmefiifj till he was a- 
filled, ^ 'Jliat the whole ftrength of the Parhament in the North 
^ Was gather'd together under the Command of P»m/s ; and 
^ that he was already come between Htnfwrd and Wncefitr^ 
^ widi a Body of above three thoufand Horfe and Dragoons ; 
*^ with which he was Appointed always to attend the King's 
Amotion : fo that it would be very luurd for his Majcfty to gee 
'to H^re^fiir^ whither his purpole of going was, upon die 
npw refbuition h q|B>d taken ag^ to march into $e$tUmd to 
joyn with ^^^^mmH^ who was yet understood to be pro<- 
fperous. This bMg the only defign, it was not thought reap 
fonable '^ To profiscute that march by Ifbrci/hry and thereby 
^ tQ run the hazard of an Engagement with P^htz; but rather 
<^ to take a more fecure paG^ through North Wit Us to chffier ; 
^and thei)ce, through Laucajbirej and Cumierlandj to find a 
<<way into Se^ilandj unobftrudled by any Enemy that could 
<^ o^ofe them. This Counfel plea(ed j and witnin four days^ 
though dirough very unpleafiint ways, the King came withia 
half a day's Joumq^ of chefier ; which he found in more dan- 
ger thaii he fiifpeaed; for within three days before, the £ne- 
n}y, out of then Neighbour Garrifoqs, had furprifed both tho 
Out-Works and Suburbs of Chefi9r\ and had made feme at- 
tempt upon the City, to the great Terror, and Conilemation 
of thofe within j who had no apprehenfion of fuch a furprife. 
So that this unexpeAed coming of his Majefty, look'd like a 
defignation of Providence for the prefervation of fo important 
a< place: and the Befiegers were no lefs amazed, looking upon 
ttemfelves as loft, and the King's Troops believ'd them to be 
iQ their power.

was bound) to the Coannander dial was before cAqifar, tel^ 
iiim, <^ That he was come CO their refcne, and defimg to here 
^^fome Foot fent to him , to affift hiaa agsinft die Kiog^^a 
^' Horfe: and the next Mormog heappearVl^ and was OnrgU 
fiy Sr MarmuUb LsMgisk^ and fonded to retire with lois^ 
but kept ftiU at fiich a diflucCy. that die Foot from before 
C&^tfr might come to Uol The Bi£egers begyn to draw out 
of die Suburbs in fodi hafte, that it was believ'd in o^Kfr, 
they were upon their FM^^ and fo mcft of the Horie and 
Foot in the Town, had order CO pitffoe them. Bat the others 
hafle was to join widi PmsIk} which they quickly did^ and 
then they Cbu^d St M0rmaJ»t»L0mi0b^ who^bci«o¥er- 
power'd, was Routed, and put to Fli^; andi purnim tm 
Feiatzeven. todie Walls oiOtfiwr: There the EaAeiUti- 
fiiU with the King's Guards, and die Lord Gefrmd'V^^ the 
reft of the Horfe, were drawn up, and Charged l^omtt^ an4 
forced him to retive. But the dinrder of thm Horfe which 
£rft fled, had fo filled the narvow wasys, which were unfit for 
Horfe to£dit in, that at bA die Enemies JMoiqueteeis cona^ 
pell'd the iCingfs Horfe to tarn, and to Roue one anothei^ 
and to overbear their own Officers, who would have reflainM 
them. Here fell many <3entlemen, and Officers^ of Name^ 
with the brave Earl of UcbfiM-y who was the third' Brother 
of that lUuftrious Family, that Sacrificed their Lives in this 
<2uarrel. He was a very faultieis young Man,of a mcA gcndc^ 
courteous, and affiible Nature, and di a Sj^ns and Coimige 
invincible^ whofe kxfs all Men eicoedinm lameneed, and 
the King bore it with extraordinary grief. There were many 
Ferfons of ^Qiiality taken Frifoneis, amongft whom S* Ttiltp 
MflmJgrtKvty a Geittleman of a noble ExtndioBy and ample 
Fortune in CwmherUmi and W^tmntUmA:, who liv'd to engage 
bimfetf again in the iame Sorvice , and with the fame M- 
foAion, and, after very great Sufiferings, lofee rhe King Re- 
' ftored. This Defeat broke all die Body of Horfe, which had 

attended die King firom the Batde of JN2fj6f;S andwhidbliow 
fled over aU the Country to &ve rhemfewes; and' were as 
much dilperied, as the Rreatelt Rons could produce. ' • 

Ths defign of marching Nntfaward^ was nowdt an end; 
and it wasaveil it was fo ^ focabQat.dtis very time-Artw^^r^y^ 
was Defeated Jsy Umii iJtfhj'^ fo abac if the King had ad^ 
¥anced fetthet, as be refoWd to haiw done, the veiy nest day 
after he came toc&s/tsr, hepouldlnever have beea ^bU ^

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hiire retreated. He fttid m cbejhr only one Night after this 

Vm Ki^ blow, but retum'd, by the £une way by which he had come, 

nlnV h ^ DeuUgb4Z9mxi in North WJes^ being attended only with 

u rs^ki$ ^^ hundred Horfe y and Aeire he ifaud uiree days to refrelh 

jiufi. himlelf, and to rally fiiCh of his Troops as had itopp'd within 

any diftance. So that, in a ihort time, he had in view four 

and twenty hundred Hcde; but whither to go with them was 

fiill the difficult queftion. Some .propoTed << The Ifle of ^»- 

*^glifyj as a pkce of Safety, and an liland Fruitful enough 

^ to iupport his Forces ; which would defend it felf agaimt 

f'any Winter attempt, and from whence he might be eafily 

^ Tran^rted into IreUmd or Sc9tisud. They who objedled 

againft this , as y$ety many, objeffions might well be made, 

propofed >< That his Majefty might Commodioully make his 

^ Winter Quarters at H^afietj and by Quartering his Troops 

^ upon the Sevtrm, between Brulgemrtb and Wbrcefter, (land 

'^ there upon his Guard ^ and by the accefs of (ome other 

^Forces, might be able to Fioht with P^mtz^ who, by this 

time, that he might bodi be aUe the more to flreighren o^- 

ftfTy and to wat^ the King^s motion, had drawn his Troops 

over the River Dee into Denhigh-fhire t fo that he was now 

nearer the Kine, and made tl^ marcn laft propofed, much 

jthe more difficulty but there was fo little choice, that it was 

Srofecuted, and with good Succcfs^ and there being another 
bridge to pafs the Dee fome Miles further, and through as ill 
Ways as any thofe Countries have, his Majefty went over 
without any oppofidonj and had, by this means, left FointTi 
a fiill day's Journey behind. Here Prince Maurice waited on 
his Majcfly with eight hundred Horfe, part whereof was of 
Prince Rupert's Regiment that came out of BrifioL And now 
being thus fh-engthen'd , they lefs apprehended the Enemy ; 
yet continued their march without reding, till, by Fording 
7hmiee u the Severn^ they came to Bridgenorth, the place ddign'd. Now 
nor^r ^^^ *^y expeSed, that they fhould forthwith go to Wer- 
ceftery and take up their Winter Quarters; but upon the News 
of the Surrender of Berkley-CaStXt in Glocefter-jhire^ and of the 
Devizes in Wlt-ftnrey two fhrong Garrifons of the King's, it 
was urged, <' That Worcefier would not be a good place for 
f^the King's Winter Refidence, and Nenvark was propofed as 
** a place of more fecurity. This advice was the more like to 
}pt embraced, becaufe it was vehemently purfued upon a pri-> 
vate, and particular Intereft. 

T HO UGH Prince Rupert had fubmitted to the King's plea- 
fure, in refigning his Uommiflion , yet he refolv'd not to 
make ufe of his Pafi, and to quit the Kingdom, till he might 
firft fee his Majefty, and give an account of the Reafbns 
which obCg'd bitn tp deliver up Brsfiely and was ready to 

begin 
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begin his Journey towards him, aflbon as he could be informed 
where the King intended to relt. The Lord Digh-^ who had 
then the chief influence upon his Majefty's Councils, and was 
generally believ'd to be the fole caufe of revoking the Prince's 
Commimon, and of the Order fent to him ccttleave the Kins- 
doro, without being heard what He could fay for himfcK', 
found that the odium of all this proceeding fell upon Him ; 
and therdbre, to prevent the breaking of that Cloud upon 
Him, which threaten'd his Ruin (for he had not only the 
indignation of Prince Ruperty and all his Party to contend 
witl^ but the extreme Malice of the Lord Gerrard^ who ufed 
to hate heartily upon a fuddain accident, without knowing 
why; over and above this, as Prince Rttpert would have an 
eafy Journey to Worc^fter^ fo Prince Maurice was Govemour 
there, who had a very tender fenfe of the feverity his Bro- 
ther had undergone, and was ready to revenge it , whereas if* 
the King went to Newark^ the Journey from Qs^d thither 
would be much more difficult, and Prince Maurtce would be 
without any Authority there) thefe Reafons were Motives 
enough to ihs Lord Dig^y to be very follicitous to divert 
the King from Wncefier^ and to incline him to MSniMrri^; and 
bis Credit was fo great, that againft the opinion of every 
other Man, the King refdv'd to take that courfe \ fo having 
ftay'd only one day at Bridgsmrthy and from thence fent ^ 
TbcmasGimtam to receive the Government ofOxfardjtinoMdc 
halte to Lichfaldj and then paOed with that fpeed to Newark^ ji^g^ ,. 
that he was there aflbon as the Govemour had notice of his Kewark. 
purpofe. In this manner, in the greateft perplexity of his own 
Aflnirs, was his Muefty compeli'd to condelcend to the parti- 
cular, and private Paflions of other Men. 

When the King came to Newark^ he betook himfelf to the cwn- 
the refitting the dobrders of that Garrifon ; which, by their tiw 9/ the] 

Seat Luxury and Excefles, in a time of fo general Calamity, ^^"^^'l'^ 
d given jufl: icandal to the Commiflioners, and to all the fij^J"„^ '^ 
Country. The Garrifon conGfted of about two thouland 
Horfe and Foot; and to thofe there were about four and 
twenty Colonels and General Officers, who had all liberal Af* 
fi^iments out of the Contributions, according to their Qua- 
lities; fo that though that finall Cmnty paid more Contribu* 
tion than any other of that bi^efs in Englandy there was 
very little left to pay the Common Soldiers, or to provide 
for any other Expences. This made fo great a noife, that the 
King found it abfolutely neceffiuy to reform it ; and reduced 
fome of the Officers entirely, and leflen'd the Pay of others; 
which added to the number of the Difcontented ; which was 
very much too numerous before. Now reports were fpread 
abroad with great conficteno^ and the advertiiement fent frocti 
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ievenl places, though no Author ntmed ^ Thac Mmmif9fij 
^ afcer bis Defeat, by an acceis of chofe Troops which were 
*^ then abfenc, had Fought again with l>0\nd JU^j and to- 
« tally Defeated him ; and thac he was marcb'd towards the 
^c Borders with ^ ftrong Army. This news how groundiefi 
Ibever, was fo very good, thac it was eafily believ'd, and be«^ 
liev'd to that degree^ that the King Umfelf declared a Refb- 
lution, the third time, ^ To advance, and joyn with MQvntrofe ; 
and the Lord l>tghj (who knew that Prince Rupert was al- 
ready upon his way from Oxfardy and that Prince Mmmict 
had met him at Baitury ) prevail'd fb far, that the King r&- 
folv'd without delay, or eicpedling any Confirmation of the 
Report, ^ To move Northward to meet the News, and, if it 
<' fdi not out to his Wifh, he would return to Nswark. in 
this Refolucioo, after a Weeks ftay at Nivt4trk^ he march'd to 
^^Dtxfordj and the next day to H^Uieeky having in his way, 
met with the fame general Reports of Mntntrofi^ Vidories ; 
which wece interpreted as fo many Confirmations ; and there^ 
ibre, though the King aflembled his Council to confult at 
WklOtdty he dedar'd ^ Thac he would not have it DetMted, 
^^ whether he Ihould advance or retire^ but concerning the 
^ manner of his advancing ; fince he was refolv'd not to re- 
^* tire^ which he was fiire would be attended with more mif^ 
^'chidf than could accompany his advancing. 

T 1^1 s Declaration, how difagreeabie foever it was to the 
fenfe of much the Major part, left very little to be confuked 
upon^ for fmce they muft advance, it was eafily agreed ^^Thac 
^'they (hould march the next day to RHheram'j and that the 
*^ Troops (hould be drawn to Rendezvous, the next ,Morn« 
'^ ing, at fuch an Hour ^ and fo the Officers were rifing to 
give Orders out for the execution of what was Refolv'd ; 
when, in the inflanc, one knocked at the door; who, being 
call'd in, was found to be the Trumpeter formerly fent firom 
Cardiff to the Scoti/b Army, with a letter to the £arl of i><- 
i/fjy. General thereof; who had taken him with him as far as 
B^ruwVi^jbefore he would fuHer him to be difcharg'd. The King 
ask'd him,^^ What he had heard of the Marouis of Mountrefei 
He anfwer'd, <^ That the laft News he had heard of him, was 
^^ that he was about Stirlmgj retiring farther North; and that 
*< David Lefty was in Lothian, on the fide oiEdenbortmgb ; and 
** that the Scotifb Army lay between North AUerttm and Nirv- 
^^ Cafile. This fo unexpeded Relation, dafhed the former 
purpofe; and the Lord Di^ himfelf declar'd ^^That it was 
^^by no means fit for his Majefty to advance; but to retire 
^^prefendy to Newark y which was, by every body, agreed 
to; and the Rendezvous of the Army tor the next Morning 
CO continue. When they were at the Rendezvous, the. King 

declar'd 
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declar'dy ^TYat chougti it was not judged fit far himlelf to 
^advwce Northward, jrec he thought it very ne^effiry, the 
<<Sr MMfwuMtt LMHtdMb flxMiU, with theHorfe under bii 
^Qmimandy march that way; and eodeaTour to Joyn with 
^M0mir9fi. And, harins fiU'lo, his Majefty looked i 
Sr MMFmukht who veiT dneerfiilly fiibnutted to his Maju 
plealure^and ttidy^Henadooly oDc Suit to mtke to hisi 
^^jefty ; which was that the Lord Dfly might Command ia 
<<Chi^ and He under him. All who were prefencjftoodamaz'd 
at whac was now fiud; of whkh, no word had psfled in 
Coundl; but when die Lord Dwi^ as frankly accepted of the 
Command, diey concluded, that it had been concmed before 
between the King and the other Twa 

No Man contradiAed any thing that had been propoled ; 
and fi> immediatdy, upon the place, a fiiort Commiffion was 
prepared, and Sign'd by the Kin^b to conftitute the Lord Digty 
Lieutenant Gcnoal or all the Forces raifed, or to be railed 
forthe King on the other fide of 7>Mtf J and with this Com-, 
miffioo he immediately deputed from the King, taking with 
him from the Rendezvous all the Northern Horfe, with S^ 
At^rmddah Lmmimk^ and Sr ttfctard Hun$»^ Hi^ Sheriff^f 
Tf^k-Jlm^ tKtteoDer with the Earls of onrmikntk^ and JhBt^ 
JifSlgif^ and f&reral other Se9tM Gendemen : He marcb'd in 
the head of fifteen hundred HorTe j and To ina moment be- 
came a General, as wdl as a Secretary of State} and marcb'd 
preTently to J>§me^i/hr. 

fiBCAUsEdiis expedition was inafliort time at an en^ 
it will not be amiis to finiih the relation in this place ; thero 
bein^ no occafion to refume it hemfter. The Lord I^ff 
was mfomfdathis being at DPticaJhr^ ^ That there was, ina 
<<Town two or three Miles dilhnr, and little out of the waf 
<< of the next days march, one thouund Foot newly raised m 
<< the Parliament ; which he refolv'd, the next Morning t0 
fall upon ; and did it fo well, that thqr all threw down meir 
Arms, and difperfed j whereupon he profecuted his march to 
a Town caU'd Sberkvme^ where he fb/d to refrelh his Troops ; 
and whilft he ftay'd there, he had notice of the advatxre of 
fome Troops of Horfe towards him, under the Command of 
Colonel Cajfkj : JOiJ^iprprefently Sounded to Horfe, and ha> 
ving gotten (bme fiew Troops ready, march'd with them out 
of the Town ; and finding C^lij fhindingupon a convenienc 
ground, he would not fray for his other Companies, but im- 
mediately Cha^d them with that Courage, that he rooted 
mdt of their ibdies ; which after a (hort refiftance. Fled, 
and were purfued by his Horfe through Sbittdtm-y where the 
othe^ Troops were refreihiog^themfewes ; who difceming the 
Flight of Horie^ in great Conftematwn, condwkd^ tbUL^ecis?! 
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were their own Fellows, who had been Routed by the Ene? 
^^ my \ and fo with equal confiifion they mounted their Horfes, 
^^ ^ and Fled ai &ft as the other, fiich ways, as they feverally 
shcrbone conoeiv'd CO be moft for their (afi^ty. By this means, a Troop 
f» York- that remained upon the Field unbroken, fell upon the Lord 
^^^* T>ig9f^ and thofe Officers, and Gentlemen, who remain'd 
about him j who were compell'd to make their retreat to Skip^ 
tarn 9 which they did with the loft of S' Richard Huttom ( a gal- 
lant and worthy Gentleman, and the Son and Heir of a very 
Venerable Judge, a Mm fiimous in his Generation ) and two 
or three other rerfons; and with thelo^ of the Lord Dig^'9 
Baggage; in which was his Cabinet of Papers. ; whicb^ li^ins 
publiflied by the Parliament, adminilter'd afterwards io much 
occafion of difcourie. 

At SiiftoMy moft of the fcatter'd Troops came together 
again, with which he march'd, without any other miiadven- 
tures, throu^ OmterloMd and WffimorelamJy as far as Dum" 
frteze in ScvtUmi'^ and then, neither receiving dire&ions 
which way to mardh, nor where Mmmtrofi was, and left know- 
ing how to retire without falling into the hands of the Scot^ 
Army upon the Borders ; in the higheft defpair, that Lord, 
Sr MarmMduke Langdakj the two Earls, and moft of the other 
Officers, Embarked themfelves for the Ifle of Man'^ and, 
Dior tly after, (ox IreUnd-^ where we (hall leave them, all the 
Troops being left by them, to ihift for themfelves. Thus 
thole fifteen hundred florfe which march'd Northward, with- 
in very few days were brought to nothing ; and the General- 
fliip of the Lord Dighy^ to an end. But if it had not been for 
that extraordinary accident of the flying of his own Troops, 
becaufe the Enemy fled { as the greateft misfortunes which be- 
fel that Noble Perfon, throughout the whole courfe of his 
Life, ufually fell out in a conjundture when he had near attain'd 
to what he could wifli ) he had without doubt been Matter of 
Yorkytnd of the whole North j the Parliament having no other 
Forces m all ihofe parts, their Garrifons excepted, than thofe 
Foot which he firft defeated, and thofe Horfe which he had 
foncar broken. The temper, and compofition of his Mind 
was fo admirable, that he was always more pleafed and de- 
lighted that he had advanced fo far, which he imputed to his 
own Virtue and Condudl, than broken or dejected that his 
Succefs was not anfwerable, which he ilill charg'd upon fe- 
cond Caufes, for which he thought himfelf not accountable. 

When the Lord Dighy and Sf Marmaduke Langdale lefc 
the King, his Majelty march'd back to Newark with eight 
hundred Horfe of his own Guards, and the Troops belong- 
ing to the Lord Gerrardy and quickly heard of the misfortune 
that befell the Northern Adventurers ^ upon which He con- 
cluded 
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eluded that it would not be bit for him to ftay longer in dife 
place where he was, ibr by this time P^nr^s was come with 
all his Troops to N^ttmgbam^ and RfiffStfr With alt the Force 
of Lmcoln-Jbire to Grmabam ; and aU the power his Majefly 
had, was not in any degree ilrong enough to oppofe either 
of them : To that he was only to watch an oroortunity by the 
Darkneis of the Nights, and gpod Guides, to Iteal from dience 
to Wnrcifier^ or Q:^rJ^ in either of which he could only ez- 
ptSt a httle more tmie, and leifiire to confider what was nezc 
to be done. 

But before his Majefty can leave NtaMri(, he muftundep-./«»4M»a0i» 
go a new kind of Mortification from his Friends, much Qiarper •f^^ ^ 
than any he had undergone from his Enemies^ which, ^^ a^^^iII^ 
out doubt, he fufiered with much more grief, and perplexity ^MsfCMii- 
of mind. Prince Rupert was now come to B#/v0ir-Gaftlc, m^iuUrs «- 
with his Brother Prince Maurice^ and about one hundred and^^i^ *^* 
twenty Officers who attended him j with which he had fii-.^'^gj^, 
ftained a charge from Bt^er^ and broke through without 
any confiderable lo6. Vnien the King heard of his being fo 
near, he writ a Letter to him, by which ^ He required him to 
'^ ftay at Belvoh till fiirther Order ; and reprehended him 
^^ for not having given obedience to his former Commands. 
Notwithflanding this Command, he came the next day to 
Newark^ and was met by the Lord Gerrard^ and S' Btcbard 
fPUlk, Govemour of the Town , with one hundred Horfe, 
two miles in his way. About an hour after, with this Train, 
he came to the Court ^ and found the King in the prefence; 
and , without Ceremony , told his Majdty , that he was 
*' come to render an account of the lofi ofBrmly and to clear 
^'himfelf from thpfe imputations which had been caft upon 
^' him. The King faid very little to him ; but, meat being 
brought up^ went to Supper; and, during that time, asked 
fome Queftions of Prince Maurice^ without faying any thing 
to the other. After he had Supped, he retired to his Chamber, 
without admitting any farther difcourfe; and the Prince re- 
turn'd to the Govemour^s Houfe. where he was well treated 
and lod^. The King, how difpleafed foever, thought it ne- 
cefllary to hear what Hrince Bu^rt would fay, that he might 
with the more eafe provide for nis own efcape from thence; 
which it was hi^ time to make. So he appointed the next 
day to hear his defence, which the Prince made with many 
proteftations of ^^ His innocence, and how impoflible it was 
*^ lone to defend the Fort, after the Line was entred. His Ma* 
jefty did not fufped his Nephew to have any Malicious de- 
£^ againft his Service, and had no mind to aggravate any 
circumftances which had accompanied that Adion ; and there- 
fore, after a day or two's debat^ caufqd a Ihort Declaration to 
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be drtwa up, by vrhich Prmce Rupfft was tUblv'd and detr'd 
fiom any Dilloyalty, or Treafon in the rendring of Brijhl^ 
but not of Indifaecion. So chat matter was fetded; upon 
which the King expeOed the Prince ihould have departed, as 
himrelf refolv'd to profecute the means for his own efcap^ 
without communicating ic to him. 

The change of the pofture of die Enemy, and Ptfivfs's 
coming to die North fide oiTrmtj made his MajeQy refUve to 
begin his march on the Sunday Nig^ being the twentieth of 
OBoher^ which he impartod to none but two or three of the 
neareft crult. But the difierences were grown fo high between 
the Governour and the Commiffioners f who were all the 
principal Gentlemen of the Country, and Who had with Con- 
rage and Fidelity adher'd to the King from the beginning, 
and whofe intereft alone had preferv'd that place ) and had 
• been fo much increafed by the mutual Contefts which had 
. been between them in the prefence of the King, that there 
was no poflibility of reconciling them, and very little of pre- 
serving the Gamfon, but by the removal^'of the Governour ; 
which was fo evident to the Kin^ that he relblv'd on that ex- 
pedient ; and, on the Sunday Morning, fent for S^ Bkimrd 
tMUt into his Bed-Chamber^ and after many gpcious expref- 
Cons of ^ The Satisfadion he had received in his Service, and 
*^ of the great abilities he had to ferve him, he told him, ^ His 
^' own ddign to be gone that Ni^t; and that he refolv'd to 
<< take him with him, and to make him Captain of his Horfe 
<< Guards, in the place of the Earl of Uctpe/dy who had been 
^ lately kill'd before cbefitr ( which was a Command fit for 
any Subjed; ) ^ And that he would leave the Lord Bettafis 
<^ Governour of Newark , who bein^ allied to moft of the 
<^ Gendemen of the adjacent Counties , and having a good 
^ Eftate there, would be more acceptable to them. His Ma- 
jefty condefcendcd fo far, as to tell him, ^That he did not 
■'< hereby give a judgment on the Commiuioners fide, who be 
^^ declared had been to blame in many particulars; and diat 
<'he himfelf could not have an ampler vindication, than by 
^^ the honour and trull he now conferred upon him j but he 
^ found it would be much eafier to remove Him, than to re* 
<' form the Commiflioners: who, being many, could not be 
^any other way united in his Service. 

S' Richard Willis appear'd very much troubled ; and exoifed 
the not taking the otner command, ^ As a place of too great 
<' Honour, and that his Fortune could not maintain him in 
*^ that employment; hefaid, that his Enemies would triumph 
<< at his removal, and be (hould be looked upon as caft our, 
•' and difgraced. The King replied, ** That he would take 
^ care, and provide for his Support ; and that a man could 

^^ no: 
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<' not be looked upon as di%raced, who was placed fo near. 
^ his Perfon ; which, he told him, he would find to be crue^ 
^ when he had thought a little of it. So his Majeftv went out 
of his Chamber, and prefencly to the Church. Wnen he re- 
turn'd from thence, he fat down to dinner^ the Lords, and 
other of his Servants, retiring likewife to their Lodgings. 
Before the King had dinU SrBkhsrd mUh^ with both the 
Princes, the Lord Gerrardy tnd i^ut twenty Officers of the 
Garrifon, entred into the pnefence Chamber : Wilih addrefled 
himfeif to the King, and told him, ^ That what his Majefty 
^ had faid to him in private, was now the publick Talk of the 
^' Town, and very much to his DUhonour : Prince Bupert 
laid, « That Sr Bkhard WURs was to be removed from his Go- 
^ vemment, for no Fault that he had committed, but for be« 
^ ing His Friend : the Lord GtrrarJ added, ^ Inat it was the 
^ Plot of the Lord DigljyVirho was a Tray tor, and he would 
^ prove him to be fo. The King was fo furprifed with this 
manner of behaviour, diat he rofe in fome diforder from tihe 
Table, and would have gone into his Bed-Chandkr ; calling 
Sr Rkhard WBis to follow him ; who anfwer^d aloud, ^ Iliac 
^ he had received a Publick injury, and therefore that he ez« 
^^pedled a Publick fatisikaiion. This, with what had pafled 
before, fo provoked his Majefty, that, with greater indignation 
than he was ever feen pbueneid with, he commanded them 
^ To depart from his Prdence, and to come no more into it; 
and this with fiich circumftances in his looks and gefhire, as 
well as words, that They appeared no le& confounded ^ and 
departed the Room, alham^ of what they had done : yet aP 
foon as they came to the Governoui^s Houfe, they oouzuled 
to Horfe, intending to be prefently gone. 

The noife ol this unheard of miolence, quickly brought 
the Lords who were abfent, and all the Gentlemen in &e 
Town, to the Kiiig^ with expreffions full of Duty, and c 
very tender fenfe ofthe ufiige he had endured. Hiere is no 
doubt, he could have proceeded in what manner he would a- 
gainft the Qfienders. But Us Majefiy thought it beft, oa 
many confiderations, to leave them to themfelves, and to be 
punjih'd fay their own refledions j and prefently declared the 
Lord Beliafi to be Governour^ who immediately betook 
himfeif to his Charge, and placed the Guards in fuch a man- 
ner as he thought reafcmable. In the Afternoon, a Petition and 
Remonftrance was brought to the King, fign'd by the two 
Princes, and about four and twenty Officers ^ in which they 
defired, « That Sr Jtktard WiQis mi^t receive a Trial by a 
^ Court of War ; and if they found him faulty, then to be 
^ difmifled from his Charge ; and that, if this might not be 
'granted, they defired Pafles for themfelves, and as tmsi^t 
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^ Horfe as deGr'd tp go with them. Withal, they faid, "They 
^ hoped, that his Majefty would not look upon this A^on 
^ of theirs as a Mutiny. To the laft, the King faid, ^ He 
^ would not now Chrilten ic j but it look'd very like one : As 
, |, ^ for the Court of War, he would not make that a judge of 

• '>:^His AdUons^ but for the Pafles, they Ihould be immedi* 

• **^atQly prepared for as many as ddBred to have them. The 
: ^ext Mommg the Pafles were fent to them ; and in the After- 
noon they left the Town j being in all about two hundred 
Horfe ^ and went to VTyvertouy a fmall Garrifon depending 
upon Newsrk ; where they ftayed fome days ^ and from thence 
went to Be/voir-CsLitic ^ from whence they fent one of their 
Number to the Parliament, << To deGre leave^ and Pafles, to 
<' go beyond the Seas . 

*' Besides the exceeding trouble and vexation that this 
A£tion of his Nephews, towards whom he had always ex-* 
preOed fuch tendernefs and indulgence, gav^^e King, it had 
well nigh broke the defign he had for his prefent efo^ i 
which was not poflible to be executed in that time : and 
Pomfz and Raffiter drew every day nearer, believing they bad 
lb encompafled him round, that it was not poffible for him to 

gt out of their hands. They had now Befieged sietford" 
oufe, a Gsurifon belonging to Newark , and kept (&ong 
Guards between that and Behoiry and fbronger towards Ucb^ 
faid I which was the way they moft fufpeifted his Majelty 
would incline to take: fo chat the truth is, nothing but Pro- 
vidence could condua him out of that Labyrinth ; but the 
King save not himfelf over. He had fixed now his Rcfolu- 
lion for Oxfordj and fent a trufiy Mefleng^r thither with di* 
reAions, tlmt the Horfe of that Garrifon Ihould be ready, 
upon a day he appointed, between Banhury and Davefaty^ 
Then, upon Monday^ the third of Novemlery early in the 
Morning, he fent a Gentleman to fie/i/^ir-Ca&le, to be in- 
formed of the true State of the Rebels Quarters, and to ad- 
vertife Sr Gervas Lucas^ the Govemour of that Garrifon, of 
his Majefty's dc£gn to march thither that Night, with order 
that his Troops and Guides fhould be ready at fuch an hour ^ 
but with an exprefs charge, ^ That he (hould not acquaint the 
** Princes, or any of their Company, with it. That Gentle- 
man being return'd with very particular information, the re- 
folution was taken ** To march that very night, but not pub- 
lifh'd till an hour after the (hutting the Ports. Then order 
was given, ^'That all fhould be ready in the Market place, at 
** ten of the Clock i and by that time the Horfe were all 
there, and were in number between four and five hundred. 
of the Guards and of other loofe Regiments; they were all 
there put in order j and every Man was placed in fome Troop ^ 

which 
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which done, about eleven of the Qock^ they began to inarch } 
the King hunfelf in the head of bis own Troop, march'd in Tht Km 
the middle of the whole Body. By three of the Clodc in the retrtsts t9^ 
Morning, they were at BelvosTy without theleailinterrup*^^'^*'' 
tion or ^arm given. There Sr Gervas LucaSy and his Troop* 
with good Guides were ready ^ and attended his Majefty ^U 
the break of day ^ by which time he was paft thofe Quarters 
he moft apprehended: but he wasftill to march between their 
Garhfons ^ and therefore made no delay, but marchM all that 
day; palling near Bi^r/ri^^ upon the Hm, aGarrifon of the 
Enemy, firom whence fome Horfe waited upon the Rear, and 
rook and kill'd fome Men, who either negligently ftaid be- 
hind, or whofe Hories were tired. Towards the Evening 
the King was fo very weary, that he was even compelled to » 
reft and deep for the fpace of four hours, in a Village within .. 
eight miles of Northampton. At ten of the Clock that Nigh^ 
they begun to march again ; and were, before Day, the next 
Morning palt Davontry ; and before Noon, came to Bamkny; 
where the Oxford Hone were ready, and waited upon his tmr >Uni smvts- 
jefty, and conduAed him fafe toOx^Jthat Day; fohefi-t^^fv. 
nifh'd the moft tedious and grievous march that ever King was 
exercifed in, having been almoft in perpetual motion from tha ■ 
lofs of the rattle ot Nafeby to this hour, with fuch a variety 
of diimal accidents as muft have broken the Spirits of any 
Man who had not been truly magnanimous. At Oxfbrdy the 
King found himfelf at reft, and eafe to revolve, and refleft 
upon what was palt, iind to advife and conliilt of what was to 
be done, with Perfons of entire devotion to him, and of fteadjr 
Judgments; and preiendy after his coming thither, he wnc 
that Letter of the fevenm of Novcmhr^ and, thorny after, 
the other of the feventh of December ; both which are men- 
tionM before, and (et down at large. 

The Prince of Wales did not enjoy Co much reft and eale n# Ky^'t 
in His Quarters ; for, upon the hurry of the Retreat of the <^«<w m 
Horfe, wEich is mentioned before, and which indeed was iiiU ^"^^^ 
of confufion, very many of the Train'd-bands of o^r^iv^E/ broke ^^/ 
loofe, and run to their Houfes, pretending *^ They fear'd that 
^ the Horfe would go into that Country, and plunder them ; 
for which fear they had the greater pretence, becaufe, upon 
the Retreat, many Regiments had Orders from the Lord 
Wentvmth to Quarter in Comwaly of which his Highnels was 
no fooner advertifed, than he fent his Orders pofitive, << That 
<< no one Regiment of Horfe flioukl be ther^ but that they 
<< ihould be sll Quartered on the Devon fide. Upon that, they 
were difperfed about the County, for the fpace of thirty miles 
breadth/as if no Enemy had boen within two days march of 
them. There were now drawn together, and to be eng^i«Ki 
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together in otic A£tibn againft the EaemVj all the Horfe and 
Foot of the Lord Gtfrini y the Command whereof, the Lord 
i^#9^ri& challenged to himfelf by deputacioa^ the Horfe 
and Foot of S' itichard Greenvihy and the Horfe and Foot of 
General Dii^y ^ neither of which acknowledged a fuperiority 
ia the ether, bc&d'es the Guards; which no body pretended 
to^ Comnoiand but the Lord CafeL When the Prince removed 
from Ta>vijleckj the raifinjg the Blockade from Pfymovtb was 
tbfolucely neceSary, and it was concluded, as hath been fai(L 
at f^ Council of War, ^ That it would be fit for his Highneu 
^to reinove to Laimcefloni whic|ier the Train'd-bands, and' 
"•the rdft of the Foot ihould likewife come, and the Horfe 
••^TiiArch on the Devon-Jhire fide, and Quarter molt convc- 
« niently in that County. The care of the Retreat, and bring- 
ing the Provifions from Tavifiocky was committed to Sr Richard 
Qreenvilk which was perform'd by him fo negligently, that 
befides the diforders he fufiefd in Tavifiocky by tne Soldiers, 
a great part of the Magaziiie of Vitals, and three or four 
hundred pair of Shoes, were left there j ajnd fo loll. The 
^y after the Prince catne to Launcefigny Sr Ekkard Greenvii 
Writ a Letter to him, wherein he reprefented " The impoffi- 
« biKcy of keeping that Army together, or fighting with it ia 
" the condition it was then in ; told him, " That ne had the 
*^ "night before, fent diredlions to Major General Harris ( who 
Commanded the Foot that came from about Flymouth ) ^^ To 
** guard fucha Bridge; but that he returned him word, that 
^*ne would receive Orders from none but General DigBy ^ 
**that General DigBy faid, that he would receive Orders from 
« none but his Highnefs ; that a Party of the Lord Weutworth^s 
*^ Horfe had the fame Night come into his Quarters, where 
" his Troop of Guards, and his Firelocks were y that neither 
*' ftibmitting to the Command of the other, they had fallea 
*^ foul, and two or three Men had been kili'd y that they con- 
" tinued Ittll in the fame pla^e,, drawn wp one againft an- 
•* other ; that it was abfolutely i^ceffary, his Highnefs (liould 
^^conlHtute one Superior Omcer, from whom all thofe inde- 
<^ pendent Officers might receive Orders y without which, it 
*' would not be poffible for that Army to be kept together, 
*^ or do Service ; that for His own part, he knew his Seve- 
*^ rity and Difcipline had repder'd him fo odious to the Lord 
^^Goriv^s Horle, that they would fooner choofe to ferve the 
** Enemy, than receive Orders from Him j therefore he de- 
"fired his Highnefs to coniUtute the Earl oi Brentfordy or 
<* the Lord HoptoHy to Comrnand in Chief, and then he hoped, 
"fonrie good might be done.againft the. Enemy. 

.The mifchief was more Vifible by much than a remedy j 
St was evident fome Action muft be with the Enemy within 

tew 
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few days, and what inconvenience would flow from any al- 
teration, at fuch a conjundlure of time, was not hard- to guefS, 
when both Officer and Soldier were defirous to take any oc- 
cafion, and to find any excufe to lay down their Arms ; and 
it was plain, though there were very few who could do goed, 
there were enough chat could do hurt ; befidesj whoever wab 
fit to undertake fo great a trutt and charge, would be vtr jr 
hardly entreated to take upon him the Command df a diflb- 
lute, undifciplin'd, wicked, beaten Army , upon which he 
mult engage his Honour, and the hope of what was le% 
without having time to reform, or inftru<3: them. That which 
made the refolution neceffary, was, that though there Was lic- 
tlehope of doing good by any alteration in Command, therte 
was evident and demonltrable ruin attendedNoalteraitioh'j^ 
and they Mdio were trufted might be accountable to the 
World, for not advifing the Prince to do that, which, how 
hopeleft foever, only remained to be done. 

Thereupon, on the fifteenth oi January^ his Highnefi ^^'-«»''^ 
made an Order, ^ That the Lord Hlofton Ihould take the Charge ^°^^^. 
*'of the whole Army upon him; and that the Lord WtpUtAUfthT 
^ iDOTth fliould Command all the Horfe, and Sr Rickari^mn-^ remains of 
** w/ the Foot. It was a heavy impolition, I confefs, upon '^'^ ^fi^ 
the Lord Hapten ( to the which nothing but the mofl abftraaj- :;^'^{: ^'"^ 
cd Duty ancf Obedience could have Submitted ) to rake charge worth /• 
of thofe Horfe whom only their Friends fcar'd, and theif Ehc*- Command 
mies laughed at; being only terrible in Plunder, 2nd reto^p^^^f^ 
Jute in Running away. Of all the Train'd-bands of Comwa/^ th^M 
there were not three hundred left; and thofe, by fome infuL ' "' 
dons from Greenvil and others, not fo devoted to him as mi^'t 
have been cxpcdted . The reft of the Foot ( befides thofe who 
belonged to tne Lord Goring^ which were two Regiments' of 
about four hundred) were the three Regiments or about. (Jx 
hundred ; which belonged to Sf Eichard Greenvity lind the Of- 
ficers of them entirely His Cre|tures; and thofe t^longing to 
General Dighy^ which were not above five hundred ; To thfefe 
were added (and were indeed the only Men, but a fmall 
Troop of his own of Horfe and4[bme Foot, upon whofe afle* 
dtion, courage, and duty he could rely ; except fome parti- 
cular Gentlemen, who could only undertake for theiiifelves) 
about two hundred and fifty Ft>ot, and eight hundred Horfe 
of the Guards; whoVere Commanded by the Lord Caj^ely and 
entirely to receive Orders from' his Lordlhip. 

The Lord Hofton very gcneroufly told the Princey " That 
•* it was a cuftom now, when Men were not willing to fub-.. 
" mit to what they were enjoyriTdj to fay, that it was' againft 
^* their Honour ; that their Honour would not fuffcr them to 
^ do thii or that j for His part, he could not obfey his High*- 

Aa^» ^ «-^^>& 
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'^nefs at this time, without re(blving to lofe his Honour ^ 
^ which he knew he tnufl, but (ince his Highneis thou^c ic 
^^ necxflary to Command him, he was ready (o obey him with 
^* the iofs of Honour. Since the making of this Order wa3 
concluded an Ad: of abfoluce neceflity, and the Lord HoftoM 
had (b worthily Submitted ro it^ it was poGtively refolv'd by 
his Highnefs, (« That it Hiould be dutifully Submitted to by all 
*^ other Men; or that the Refufers (liould be exempiarily pu;^ 
^ niflied. There was not the leaft fu^icion that b^ Richard 
Qrtewvil would not willingly have Submitted to it, but was 
buiev'd that the Lord Wentwartk^ who had carried himfelf to 
tiigh, and more infolently fince his diforderly retreat than be- 
fore, would have refiis'd; which if he had done, it was refolv'd 
by the Prince prefently to have committed him, and to have 
defir'd the Lord Capel to have taken the charge of the Horfe* ; . 
H 1 s Highneis tent & Richard Greenvil a L.etter of thanks, 
*^ for the advice which he had giveiu and which, he fiiid, he 
^ had followed, as bv the inclofed Order he might perceive* ; 
^by which his Highnefs had committed the care and c^ge 
^dirht whole Army to the Lord HoptoMj appointing that the 
*^ Lord IfhffvMfrth fliould Command all the Horle, and Sf 

" ^ Eifhard GreewvU all the Foot, and both to receive Orders 
^^ from the Lord Hifptm : no Man imagining it poflible that 
befides that he had given the advice, he could nave refufe4 
that Charge, by which he was to have a greater Command 
than ever he had before, and was to be commanded by none 
but by whom he had often been formerly commanded. But 
the next day after he received that Letter and Order, contrary 
to all expeaation, he writ to his Highnefs <^ To defire to be 
^^excufed, in refpedl of his indifpoution of health j cxpref- 
*^fing, chat he could do him better fervice in getting up the 
*^ Soldiers who ffa^gled in the Country, and in fupprefTing 
^ Malignants; and at the fiime time, writ to the Lord Cok* 
fepper^ **That he could not confent to be commanded by the 
^^ Lord Hopton, It plainly appeared now, that his drift was to 
ftay behind, and Command Comwal:^ with which, conGder- 
ingthe premifes, the Frinq^ thought he had no reafon to 
truft him. He fent for him fRrefore, and told him " The ex- 
^^ treme ill confequence that would attend the publick Service, 
^Mf he Qiould Then, and in fuch a manner, quit the Charge 
*' his Highneis had committed to him ; that more fliould no( 
*' be expeded from him than was agreeable to his health : and 
^^thac if he took the Command upot) him, he fliould take 
*' what Adjutants he pleas'd to aflift him. But notwithftand* 

■ ing all that the Prince could iay to him, or fiich of his Friends 
who thought they had intereft in him, he continued obfti- 
nate ; and politively refufed to take the Charge, or to receive 
i^t^&^ from the Lord rbpt^. What 
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What fhould the Prince hav6 done? for beGdes the ilt 
confequcnce of rufiering himfelf to be in that nnanher con- 
temned^ at a time when that Army was fo indifpofed, it wai 
very e^dent, if Gffwjru/V were at liberty, and the Army once 
marcb'd out of Comwafy he would have put himfelf in the 
head of all the difcontented Party, and at leaft endeavour'd to 
have bindred their retreat back mto Cornival^ upon what oc- 
cafion foever ; and for the prefent that he would under-hand 
have kept many from marching With the Army , iipon the 
fenfelefs pretence of defending their own Country. So.that^v^rR.CrMn- 
lipon full conlideration, his Highnefe thought fit to commit ^'' ^•f»f'»i 
him to Prifon to the Govemour of Laumefion 5 and within ^^^^ 
two or three days after, fent him to the Mount; where hei»,.;„^^J^ 
]:emain'd till the Enemy was poCIefled of the County ; when mits him u 
his Highnefs, that he might by no means 611 into their hands, ^'''>'*» 
gave him leave to Tranfport himfelf beyond the Sea. 

The Lord JVenivjorth^ though he (eem'd much furprifed 
with the Order when he heard it read at the Board, and do* 
fir'd " Time to confider of it till the next day, that he might 
** confer with his Officers ; yet, when the Prince told him, 
<* that he would not refer \\\% Adls to be fcanned by the Of- 
^ ficers ; but that he fliould give his pditive Anfwer, whether 
<* he would fubmit to it, or no; and then his Highnefs knew 
<^ Mdiat he had to do ; he only defir'd ^< To conlider till the 
*^Afcer6oon; when he fubmitted ; and went that Night out 
of Town to his Quarters ; of which moft Men were not glad, 
but rather wifh'd (fince they knew he would never obey 
chearfullv) that he would have put the Prince to have made 
further alterations ; which yet would have been accompanied 
with hazard enough. By* this time the Intelligence was cer- 
tain of the lofs of Dartmouth^ which added neither Courage, 
nor Numbers to our Men ; and the importunity was fuch from 
Exeter for prefent relief, that there icem'd even a neceffity 
of attempting (bmewh^t towards it, upon how great difadvan- 
tage foever; and therefore the Lord HofUm refolv'd to march 
by the way of Chimley, that fo, being between the £nemy 
and Bamfiahle^ he might borrow as niany Men oat of the 
Garrifoi^ as could be fbared; and by ftrong Parties at leafl 
to attempt upon their Quarters. But it was likewife refolv*d, 
" That in rcfpedl of the Imallnefs of the numbers, and th6 ge* 
^ neral indifpofition, to fay no worfe, both in Officer and Sol« 
^' dier, it would not be fit for his Highnefs to venture his own 
^ Perfon with the Army ; but that ^e fhould retire to Tn^ 
^roy and reGde there; againft which there were obje^ions , 
enough in view, which were however weighed down by 
greater. 

Whoever had obferv'dtVie tetftoct oS^^tOkOOKr^ ^ 
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ilut Coatayiov/iuds^ iu'ci)^Geit»vilf.v '^Oamm-'ai 
the .Common Feofile againft hit Omaff)oa'_$ad Tfimaf, 
wcuild, HOC have bdiev'd, thar fiicb' a jKfsmuj proceeding a^ 
g»init him, at that time, could have beat aay Unpapuir 
A&y there being fcarce a day, io wbidi (qme Petitiea WW 
not .prerented againft him. Aa the .filnce palled tfanxi^. 
Soimivj he rcceiv'd Pcdcioos frotb tb* Wivet of maoj'. 4i£t 
ftaoual, and honeO: Men ; atnoogft tl^ raO^ of tbe Mtypr qf 
Lifiit^itii wlio was very cmiiinitly well afiofted and afetol- 
..1 tp.ltv King's Service j all w,bom ,<S*>n»i'i' had coouaittod to. 
aa. Common Goal, for prefwning to Fith in chat Ri»er i finb^ 
• Rpyally of which he pretended beloDgedIo biin,l>y Virnie«j(; 
^_ " iChe Sequeil;ration, granted him by the King, of'thc Lord Jt«>' 
\^,* . itrtt'siLiidXGit L'Mhtthriclci. wbcrea* ihey wl^o were COBH 
mittcd, pretended a Tirle, and bad alwaya ufa^ the libett^of 
Filhin^ in thofe Waters, as T«ianK to the Prince of fait HutH 
neJi's Mannor oiLifiithel; there having beenJongSuitafiei'" 
tween ihe Lord Rotfern and ibe Temntc .of that Miaaor, Sat 
tl}!tt Royalty. And when liis HiehofA-cameto TH^f^nL 
t» was again Fcticion'd by many Woipea fat the Jibei^ <^ 
tbcjr Husbands, whom S' Rkbard bad coconiicted to Pngaf,> 
far rediling to grind at his Mill, *^ Which, be £ud, tb^ Wtfe > 
'^boiii»d bythe Cuftom todo. So by IwNlutial Power-be) 
tud AlTerced whatever Civil IntereS ^he diWht fit to lay 
claim to,- and never difcharged any Man out ofPfifon, till he 
abiblutely fubmiaed to his Pleafure. 

Th f. r e were in the Goat at Launetfiam^ at diis ticne when 
himjelf wa? committed, at leaft thirty PerfonB, ConftaUei 
and other Men, wham he had committed, and impofed Fines 
upm> fotne of three, four, and five hundred pounds, upoa. 
protfloce of Delinquency (of which he was in no cafe a pro: ' 
PjBf Judge ) for the payment whereof they were deiain'd in. 
Pri^. . Amongft the relt, was tbe Mayor of St- Ivtf, one 
HimmoMdj who had then the repucatioa of an bonelt Man;, 
aqd was certified to be fuch by Colonel Sciimfin the Go? 
va-BQHr, and by all the Neighbouring Gentlemen. After' the . 
lue; Iv&irredtion there, which is fpoken of before , he had 
^n^ his Bond to Sr Rithard Gretnvil, of five hundred pound, 
tQpnjduce a young Man, who was then abfent, and accufea 
to oe B favourer of that Mutiny, within fo many days. The 
time expired before the Man could be found ^ but within three 
days after the expiration of the term, the Mayor fcni the Fel- 
low to Sr Rkhard Greenvil; That would not fatisfy ; but b^ 
fenf.bis Marlhal for the Mayor himfelf, and required fifty 
pound of hini for having forfeited his Bond, and upon his re- 
fataX forthwith co pay It, committed him lo the Goal at Z^im^ 
fjhmy TkeSoo Cff ue Ma^ot v^«£8B!Bi.%.?e^£UMi ^o ^ ' 
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Prince, at TSturo^ for his Father's liberty-, fetting forth ^he 
matter of fa£t as it was, and antiexinga very afbple tefHmpcijr 
of the good Afleftion of the Man. The M^tioa was>cfert'd- 
to S' Richard Greenvil^ With dlfeflHon. « That if the ^ were 
^in truth fucb, he thodd difcharge hid.. Afiboa is! the Son 
brought this Petition to him, he put it 1ft his Pockety. .to|d 
him, << The Prince underftood not the J^Ufi&efs ^ afid comm^uod 
the Son to Goal, and caufed Irons t6 be put. upon hinrfor 
his prefumption. Upon a fecond Pe^itidn to the Prince, tc 
LauTtceftoffy after the time that Si* Kichard himfelf was com- 
mitted, he diredled the Lord Hopfoh^ " Upon examinatioa 
^ of the troth of it, to difcharge ttie Man; of which, when 
St RhkardhczT&y he fent to th6Goaler " To forbid hiiDjat 
**his peril, to difcharge Hammond ^ tlireatning him ^<^To 
^ make him pay the Money 9 and, after thit, caufed an A&loa 
to be entered in the Town Court it Launcefi^n upoa'thc for- 
feiture of the Bond. Yet liotwithftariding all this, ^^ ^*s 
no fooner committed by the Prince, than even thofe who hsid 
complained of him as much as any, eiprefled great trouble; 
and manyOfficers of thofe Forces which he had Command- 
ed, in a Tumulfuoirs manner, Petitioned for his releafej and 
others took great pains to have the indifpbfition 6f the Peo- 
ple, and the ill accidents that fblloT^*^, imputed to that pro- 
ceeding againft Sr Richard Greefruil; in which none were 
more forward, than fomc of the Prince's own Houfchold 
Servants ; who were fo tender of Him, that they forgot their 
duty to their Matter. 

It was Friday the flxth o^Vtbruarjy before the Lord Hof- 
ton could move from Launcefioity for want of Carx'iages for 
their Ammunitic!m, and Provision oiF Vi<3:uil; neither bad he 
then Carriages for above half their little Store, but rcly'd 
upon the Commiffioners to fend the remainder after j and fo 
went to Torrtngton-y Inhere he refolv'd to fatten, till, lus ^ro- 
Vifion^ c6uld be brought up ; and I^e might receive certs^in In-- 
tdligebce of the Motion, and Condition of the Enemy. He 
had not continued there above four days, in which he had 
Barricadoed, and made fome little Faftnefles about the Tpwn, 
when S*" Thotnas Fairfax advanced to ckimleyy withiri eight 
Miles oUTortinpoHy^ with fix thoufand Foot, three thoufiiod 
iNt hundred Horfe, and five hundred Dragoons • of which 
To near advance of the Enemy ( notwithftanding all the ftridl 
Orders for keeping ctf Guards j wjicrcof one Guaed yvas, or, 
was appointea to he, within t Wo Miles 6ichmley\ he had 
not known but by ia Lieutenant, who was accidentally plun- 
dering in thofe parts, and fell amorigtt them. So negligent, 
and unfaithful , were both Officers and Soldiats vcl ^fcK^ 
duty. ......

: Aranr'd witbouc an fioemy. Therefore he rather cboTe^^noc* 
wirtmanding the great difidvantage of Number in Foo^ iq 
•itnde diem in that place; where, if the Enemy flioidd at- 
tempc turn in fi) fafi: a Quarter, he mig^c defend himTelf wid^ 
more advantage, than he could in any other place. So he 
placed ids Gwds, and so^pointed all Men to their Pofti, bav^ 
log drawn at many Hor& (liidi as on the fuddain he coidd^ 
get) into the Town, as he thought neceffiury , the reft being 
ordered to ftand on a Common, at the Eaft end of the Towi^. 
But die Enemy forced the Barricado in one place by diie bafih* 
siefi of tbeFoot; with which the Horfe in the Townnxms 
ba&ly receiv'dfuch a Fri^^ that they could neither be made 
to Chargi^ nor Stind; but, in perfea confiifion, run away j 
whofe exampleall the Foot upon the Line, and at their otmar 
P6fts, followed; leaving dieir General ( who was hurt in tbie 
Face with a Pike, and his Horfe kill'd under him ) with two 
or three Gentlemen, to fliift for themfelves ; one of the Of- 
ficers publickly reporting, left the Soldiers (hould not make 
haft enough in running away, « That he faw their General lun 
^ through the Body with a Pike. The Lord Bofton recoveir- 
ing a freOi Horfe, was compeli'd (being thus deferted by bis 
Men ) to retire j which he did, to the borders of Carwopol; 
imd ftav'd at Stratton two or three days, till about a tho^land 
or twelve hundred of his Foot came up to him. It was then 
in confultation, iince there was no likely hood of making any 
jksmd agaioft the Enemy with fuch Foo^ and that it was V^ 
fible that Body of Horfe could not long fubfift in c^rmvdly 
whether the Horfe mig^t not break through to Oxford; whtd), 
in refpedof their great wearinefs, having ftood two or three 
Days and Nights in the Field, and the Enemies ftrlmgth be- 
ing drawn up within two Miles of them, was concluded to 
beimpoQible. BeGdes, that there was at that time a confident 
aflbrance, by an Exprefe ( S*" D. TVyat ) out of Frana^ ^ Of 
^ four or fiv^ thoufand Foot to come from thence within three 
** Weeks, or a Month at fertbeft ; thofe Letters, and the Met 
feneer, averring, ** That moft of the Men ww rc^y, when 
^ He came away, 
The Enemy advanced to Strsftop^ and fo to Zjumce^am; 
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where Mr Edgeeam^j who had always pretended to be of die 
king's Party, with his Regiment of Train'd-bands , ioyn'd ^ 

with them^ and the Lord Httptan retir'd to Bodmin -y the Horfe, 
Officers and Soldiers, notwithltanding all the ftriS: Orders^ 
very negligently perfbrming their duty ^ infomuch as the Lord 
liMfton procelled, <' That, from the time he undertook the 
"Charge, to the hour of their diflblving, fcarce a Party or 
^ Guard appeared with half the Number appointed, or within 
"two hours of the time; and Gorm^s Brigade, having the 
Guard upon a Down near Bodmm^ drew off without Orders^ 
and without fending out a Scout; infoYnuch as the whole grofs 
of the Rebels, were at day time march'd within three MilVs^ 
before the Foot in Bodmm had any notice. So that the Lord 
Kopton was inltandy forced to draw off his Foot and Carriages 
Weftward ; and kept the Field that cold Night, being the 
.firft qS March 'y but could not, by all his Orders diligently fent 
out, draw any confiderable Body^of Horfe to him by the end 
of the next day; they having Quarter'd themfelves at plea- 
fure over the Country, many above twenty Miles from Bm^ 
mmy and many running to the Enemy ; and others purpofely 
fiaying in tibeir Quarters, till the £nemy came to diipoffe» 
them. 

When by the diforders and diftradtions of the Army, 
which are before fet down, his Highnels was perfwaded to 
mike his own Refidence in Cormoaly he came to Truro on 
the ixth day of Fe^uary; where he received a Letter from 
the King, diredied xo thofe Four of the Council who had Sign- 
ed that to his Majelly at Taviftock. This Letter was dated at 
Oxford the fifth of February^ and contained thefe words ; 

^ Yours from Tkvsftock hath fully fiitisfied me, why my 
'< Commands concerning Prince char Us his going beyond Sea 
^* were not obeyed. And I iikewife agree with you in opi- 
<^ nion, that be is not to go until there be an evident neceflity ; 
^ alfo approving very much of the Steps whereby you mean 
^' to do It. But withal, I reiterate my Commands to you for 
<< the Prince's going over, whenfoever there IhaU be a viGble 
^hazard of his falling into the Rebels hands. In the mean 
^ time, I like very well that he iliould be at the head of the 
^< Army; and fo much the rather, for what I (hall now im- 
^^ part CO you of my refolution, ^c. And fo proceeded in the 
Communication of his own defign of taking the Field ; which 
was afterwards firuftrated by the defeat of my Lord ^ftkyy and 
the ill fuccels in the Weft. 

The Prince having {bid fome days at Truro ^ went totii^c^niMA 
PewdiMmsi intending only to tcacaxft YaxcSsiS. fea x^^ ^"^^^^i^^ 
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vanott!; hts Higlbiielt having ifliitd aU tbe Money h6 coidd 
firocur«y towards tho finifliiiig of tbeuu But, in tlia v< 
Mofoiiif thai be meant to retum-to 7>«r0^ his Afinjr bei 
then retiicd^.aod FiUtfax at the edge of c&tmi^ t}ie Loi 
Utfim and the \jaACmftl fent Admfifetnems, ^ That XMf 
cc.had feveralljpk teceiv'd lotelUgence of a defign to filf^- the 
^KerlbaofibePfince^ and tec many Perfoos of QMiky df' 
^jlhe Countrj were pHvy to it. Hereupon the Prince chMglft 
it moft oonveoteiit to ftay where he was^ and to retum'tf fi6 
nacMre to Ttmm* The time of apparent danger wa^ ftdw te 
view, and i£ there were in truth any defign of fdfiBg Ae 
Krince's Perfon, they had reafon to beHeve chat fome^Ml 
own Servants were not ftrangers to k« The Loftlr tsdpf/ 
and Hf^m being at tbe Army; only the Prince^ thtf LMl 
C^kftffer^ and the Chancellor of tbe Exchequer, tabnf dito 
King's Pleafiire, and what was to be done. Aad^tirifyMo 
bad no confidence^ that th^ ihouldbave ReputJHOA ifloiJ|||h 
80^ go through with it 3 the Earl oiHerk^fMr$ eontinoifigfity 
jeakNts of the dcfim of going into JTrvMrn, whatever they firid 
CO die contrary : The Govemour of the Caftle Wia OM mH 
Fearful, and not refolute enough to be trufted ; and hil4)EM, 
though a gallant Gentleman, and^rordiy of a(^ Tttf|^ 'had 
little Credit with his Father. • ^ f; : 

. T HIKE was no Letter from tj^ Kti^ (thotfgb they 'bad 
long before defir'd fuch a one, and propofcd the Foftb) 6t 
to be publickly (hew'd, in which there wei« not JbnS^Cfiaurei 
which would ' have been applied to his Majeft Va difibrvice ; 
efpecially if he fhould have been at lAnden^ which was then 
confidently averr'd by feme, who fwore *' They met him at 
^Uxhidgi. Therefinf^ thefe two CounfetIdrsconc]uded,<< That 
<*the Prince's going away rouft feem to be die tfbGL Of Conn- 
^< iel upon neceiSty, and the appearance of danger to hi^ Per* 
^^fon, without any mention' of tbe King's Command. But 
)iow to procure this Refolution from the Council was the 
difficulty. They very well knew tHe Lords minds, who were 
abfent, but durlt not own that knowledge, teflriihe d^fi^ 
might be more fufpeded : In the end, having advifed l^dTd- 
win Wakiy to caufe the Frigat belonging to H^JMimck^ ^6 the 
other Ships, to be ready upon an hours warning ^ they pro- 
pofed in Council, when the Lords Bitk-Jhirey and Bfrmtf^rd 
were prefent,*^ To fend lA^FanfbM to the Army, to receive the 
^ opinion and advice of the Lords that were there, what was , 
^ beft to be done with reference to the Perfbn of the Prince, 
*^ and whether it were fit to hazard him in fendennid ; which 
was accordingly done. Their Lordthips, afccordlng to the 
. former agreement between them« reaurn^d their advice, << That 

- " it 
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<< it was not fie to adventure his Highnefs in tfait Caftlfi 
^ (which would not only not prefcrve his Perfon, but prpn 
**Dably, by his ftay there, might be loftj but by his ahfericc 
^' might defend it felf ) and that he fliould remove to Jerfiy^ 
^^or Sl^y. This, upon Mr Fanfhaw's report, was unaoi** 
moufly confented to by the whole CounciL :^ 

But becaufe Jerfey was fo near to France^ and fo n^ght. 
give the greater umbrage, and that Silly was a part of C0r«wtf/| 
and was by them all conceived a place of unt^ettionable 
flrengch, the publick Refolution was for Silh^ it bemg in ch^ 
power, when they were at Sea, to go for jerfey^ if die Wind 
was fair for one, and crois to the other. So the Rcfolutioa 
being^imparted to no more that Night, than was of abfolute 
neceHity (for we apprehended clamour from the Army, from 
the Country , and from that Garrifon in whofe Power the 
Prince was ) the next Morning, being Mond^^ the fecond 
of Marchj after the News was come rhat the Army was re*' 
tiring from Bodmin^ and the Fjiemy marching furiouily after, 
and thereby Men were fufficiencly awak^n'd with the appre- 
henlion ot the Prince's Safety; the Governour and his Son- 
were call'd into the Council, and made acquainted with the 
Prince's Refolution, « That Night to EmbarJk himfelf for Siliyy 
^^ being a part of Cornwah^ from whence, by fuch aids^iand. 
'^ relief as he hoped he fliould procure from France and For- 
^^ reign parts, he fhould be belt able to relieve them. An^ 
accordingly, that Night, about ten of the Clock, he put 
himfelf on Board; and on JVeJnefiiay in the Afternoon, ar- > 
riv'd fafe in Siihy from whence, within two days, the Lord Tbmeeh 
Colepepper was fent into Framce^ to acquaint the Queen ^^ With ^^ ^* si"y. 
^'his Highnefs's being at Silly'y with (he Wants andlncom-- 
^< modities of that place ; and to defire fupply oj^Men and 
*^ Monies for the Defence thereof, and the Support of his - 
^ own Perfon ; it being agreed in Council, before the Lord 
Colefefper's going from St/lyy ^^ That if, upon advancement of 
^^the Parliament Fleet, or any other apparent danger , his . 
^^ fiighnefs (hould have caufe to fufped the fecurity of hi« 
** Perfon there (the ftrength of the place in no degree an* 
fwering expedtation, or the fame of it ) " He would imme- ^ 
^'diately Embark himfelf in the (ame Frigat (which attended i 
there) ''and go to Jer/ey. 

When the Lord Hopton found that he could put no re- 
flraint to the Licenfe of the Soldiers, he called a Council of 
War to confider what was to be done. The principal Of- 
ficers of Horfe were fo far from confkiering any Means to . 
put their Men in order, and heart to face the Enemy, chat 
they declared in plain Englijby '' That their Men would ne- 
<^ vcr be brought to Fight j and therefore pcQijo&d^^^&ssi^V^^ 
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^ to lend fa t TrMjr : Fitm which fu^ 
except ocAf Migor General VM^ vAyi^ ahfrap profel&d 
it llie Laid IftflMvtqkithero^ ^ It w^t thing he "^^ 
^noccoofent to widxm exprefi leate froro the Pmkse (Mii^ 
^wris then at PmrfnMrir-Came ) to whom he would kmhei- 
^diatdv. di^patdi a:#ay an Ezpreft; hom^^ diar, bjr'dlHtfr . 
delqr. oe flxMild be aue to recover the t)flS<xrs to a better 
Reioiiitioii ; cmt that, by the idvance of the Enemy , tfaev' 
woidd beoompdPd to F^t. But diey contintied theiir tani; 
pomioihri «id atlaft (no doubt by the adflce^of ourowtt* 
Menj for mainL^ both Offioen and Soldiers^ went every ''dif 
into them) a Tnimpet arrived fixim Sr 7tfiff4» Ftf/ff«a# wm 
m Letter to the Lord Hmml oSering a Treaty, and maldDOi^' 
Ibme l^ropofitionf to the OBcxn and Soldiers. Hia. Lorclr 
Hup Ccnnmunicated not thia Letter to above one or two, of 
principal TroR; conceiving it not fit, in that difinder «ti|^ 
dejeOednefi, to make it publick. Hereupon, all the prin^'- 
opal OfiScen aflemUc together (except the Majbr-Geoeiii^^ 
> Im] and expreffittg much dircontent that they mig^ noc^fee 
the Letter, declare peremptorily to the Lord Hofimi^ ^That 
^if he WGUld not coofent to it, thev were relblvM to Ttdst^ 
^ thebaidhfea. And from this time they neidier kept Guard^'^. 
nor perfi>mfd any Duty; Their Horie every day minting \ 
widi thofe of the Enemy, without any AA tk Hoftility. In ' 
this ftrei^t, the Lord Hofton having fent his Ammunition 
and Foot into Pemdemnt, and the Mount, and declar'd, ^ That 
*^he would neither Treat for himfelf nor the Garrifons, he - 
gave the Horft leave to Treat; and thereupcm thofe Articles 
were concluded, by which that Body of Horfc was diflblv*d; 
thfUti and Himfelf and the Lord Cafei^ with the firft Wind, went 
J^jJJ*^' from the Mount to sUfyj to attend his Highnefi; who, as is 
fiiU^^ ^ iaid, was jgone thither from Pf^fc/mrm-Caltie, after the Ene* ' 

mies whote Army was entered cormpaL 
52*^ H A V I N G left the Prince in Silly ^ fo near the end of that 
2{Wj™^_'unprof0erous year 1645 (for it was upon the three and twien^ 
jlM^ ^ tieth ot March) that there will J>e no more occaGon of men- ' 
tiooing him till the next year, and oeing now to leave Com^ 
t0w^ it will be neceflary to inform the Reader of one parti- 
cular. It is at large fet down, in a former Book, what pro- 
ceedings had been at Oxford againd Duke Hamilton 'y and 
how he had been firft fent Prifoner to Briftoly and from thence, 
to Pm^m-Caftle in corneal. And fince we (hall hereafter 
find him a£ting a great part for the King, and General in the 
Head of a great Army, it would be very incongruous, after 
having foent fo much time in x>trwwal without fo much as 
naming him , to leave Men ignorant what became of him, 
and how he obtained his Liberty \ which he empto/d after« 
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wards with fo much Zeal for the King's Service to the lofs of* 
his Uikk by which he was not only vindicated in the opini- 
luon or many Honeft Men, from all thofe Jealoufies and 
Al()erfioh8, he had long fufifer'd under ^ but the proceeding 
that bad been againft him at Oxfrrd^ was looked upon by 
many as void of that Juftice and rolicy, which had been re- 
quiQte , and they concluded by what he did after a long Im- 
pri(bnmenr, how much he mi^t have done moreSuccefsfully, 
if he had never been reftrain'd. Without doubt, what he 
did afterwards, and what be Suffered, ought, in great mea- 
fure, to free lus Memory from any Reproaches for the £r-^ 
rors , or Weaknefs, of which he had before been gqilty. 
What were the Motives, and Inducements of his Commit- 
ment, have been at large fet down before in the proper place. 
It remains now, only to fet down how he came at Jaft to bd 
poQefied of his Liberty, and why he obtain'd it no (boner, by 
Other more gracious ways from the King ; which might have 
been an obligation upon him ^ when it mi^t eaiily have 
been forefeen, that he muft be, in a (hort time, at Uberty^ 
notwithflanding any oppofition. 

When the Prince firft viGted Connpalj to fettle his own 
Revenue of that Dutchy ; which was the only fiipport he had, 
and out of which he provided for the carrying on the King's 
Service, upon many emei^ent occafions; ne (pent fome days 
at Truro^ to fettle his duty upon the Tinn, by Virtue of his 
ancient Priviledge of Preemption. And in dkt time, which 
was about the end of Julj^ the Governour of Ptndetmk' 
Callle invited him to dine there ; which his Highnels wil- 
lingly accepted, that he m^ht take a fiiU view o? the Situa* 
tion and Strength thereof; having it then in bis view, thac 
he migjht probably be cotnpell'd co relbrt thither. Every 
Man knew well that Duke HamUfM was then a Prifoner 
there, and therefore it was to be conGder*d, what the Prince 
was to do, if the Duke iliould deGre, as without doubt he 
would, to kiis his hand. And it was refolv'd without |dii^ 
pute, << That the Prince was not to admit fuch a Perfon mto 
^ his Prefence, who flood fo much in his Fathers difpleafure^ 
'^and was committed to Prifoa by him; anpl that none of 
** the Council, or of his Highnels's Servants, (hould vifit, or. 
^ enter into any kind of correibondence with him. There- 
upon the Governour was advifed, in regard the Accommo- 
dations in. the Caitle were very narrow, << That, during the 
^ time the Prince was in the Giftle, the Duke (hould be re- 
^ moved out of his Chamber into one of the Soldier's HoUfes ; 
which was done accordingly. This the Duke took very hea- 
vily, lamenting ^ That he might not be admitted to fee the 
^ rriace J and had a defire to have confec'd with the Lord 
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Colefippefy or the Chancellor, which they were not then ac 
liberty to have fatisfied him in. He afterwards renewed the 
fzmc defire to them both , by his Servant Mr Hdmiitm. 
Hereupon, when the Chancellor was (liortly after fent to vifit 
the Ports of PaJfioWy the Mount, and Pemfemtis^ which was 
about the middle of Autufi ^ the bulinefs being, under that 
dif^uife, to provide for the Pruice's Tranfportarion, when it 
flionld be neceffary ) the Prince referred it to him *<To fee the 
•* Duke, if he found it convenient. When he came to Pm^ 
/?Mr/>, and was to ftay there neceflarily fomedays, he was in-* 
fbrm'd, ^^Thar the Duke came always abroad to Meals, and 
**that ar that time all Men fpoke freely with him: So that^ 
cither he was to be made a clofe Prifoner by his being there, 
or they were tb meet at Supper and Dinner. The Gover- 
nour then asked him, " Whether the Duke fliould come a- 
•* broad. The Chancellor had neither Authority nor Reafon 
to make any alcfihation; therefore he told him, "He knew 
•*his own courfe, which he prefumed he would obferve who- 
•' ever came ; and that if the Duke pleafed, he would wait 
*^upon him in his Chamber, to kifs nis hands before Supper j 
the which he did. 

When the Duke, after fomc Civilities to him whom' he 
had Jong knowrtj and fortie Reproaches to the Governour who 
Was prefent, " Of his very Itrift ufage and carriage towards 
"him; which, he faid, he believ'd he could not jufK^ 
(whereas the Chancellor well knew, that the Governour was 
abfolutely govern'd by him ) fpoke to him of his own con- 
dition, and of " His Misfortune to fall into his Majelty's dif- 
'' pleafure. without having given him any Offence. He fold 
him, "That he had very much defire to fpeak with him, 
*^ that he might make a Propofition to him, wnich he thought 
^* for the King's Service ; and he defired, if it feem'd fo to 
"Him, that he would find means to recommend it to his 
" Majcfty, and to procure his acceptance of it. Then he told 
fiim, " That h^ was an abfolure Stranger to the Affairs of both 
" Kingdoms, having no other Intelligence, than what he rc- 
" ceiv'd from Gentlemen whom he met in the next Room at 
"Dinner; but he believ'd, by his M'ajefty's late lofs at» 
" 1S!afehy^ that his condition in "England was very much worfc 
^^ than his Servants hoped it woulcfhave been ; and therefore, 
" that it might concern him to tranfadb his bufmefs in Scot^ 
" land aflToon as might be : that he knew not in what ftate 
" the Lord Mountrofe was in that Kingdom, but he was per- 
"fwaded that he was not without oppontion. He faid, " He 
" was confident that if he himfelf nad his liberty, he could 
*^do the King confiderable Service, and either incline that 
•* Nation powerfully to mediate a Peace in Englandy or po- 

'* (itively 
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^ fitivdy to declare for the King, and joyn with Mauntrofi^ 
He faid, ** He knew, it was believ'd by many, that the Ani- 
^mofity was fo great from him to Motmtrofi^ who indeed 
<^had done him very caufelefs injuries, that he would rather 
*f meditate Revenge than concur with him in any A6tion ; 
<^ but he bid, he too well underitood his own danger, if the 
<^ King and Monarch]^ were deftroyed in this Kindom, to 
** think of Private Contention and matters of Revenge, when 
^^thePubiick was fo much at Stake. And he mult acknow-- 
^^ ledge, how unjuft (bever the Lord Mountrofi had been to 
** him, he had done the King great Service j and therefore 
proteited with many Afleverations, " He fhould joyn with 
^< him in the King's behalf, as with a Brother ; and if he could 
^^not win his own Brother from the other Party, he would. 
^<be as much againlt Him. He faid, he could not apprehend 
^^ that his Liberty could be any way prejcrdidal to the King ; 
^^-for he would be a Prifbner ftill upon his Parole^ and woiSd 
^^ engage his Honour, that if he found he could not be able 
** to do his Majefty that acceptable Service, which he defir'd . 
^^ (of which he had not the lealt doubt) he would fpeedily 
** remrn, and render himfelf a Prifoner again in the place 
*• where he then was. In this difcourfef^he made very great 
profeffions, and expreffions of his Devotion to the King^ Ser- 
vice, of his Obligdtions to him^ and of the great confidence he 
had. in this particular, of being ufeful' to his Majefty. 

A F T E R he made feme paufe, in expcdlation or what the 
Chancellor would fey^ the Chancellortoldhiffl,** He doubted i 
'* not but he was very able to ferve the King both in that arid 
** in this Kingdom ; there being very many in both who bad 
<^ a principal dependence upon him : thac he heard the Kil^g . 
*^ waa making iome propofitions to the Scotrfi Army in £«g- 
^^lamd^ and that it woald be a great inftance of his ASedioa : 
^'•and Fidelity to the King, if by any Meflage from him to 
<^his Friend^ and Dependents in the Scotijh Armj then b^ 
^^ fore Hntfardy or to his Friendk in Scotland^ his Brother be- 
*'ing the head or prime Perfon of Power there that oppofed 
^^'diamtrtfiy they (hbuld declare for the King, cr appear wil- 
<^ ling to do him Service ; and thac he having free liberty to^^ 
^' iead, through- the Parliament's Army, to London, or into , 
^^^9tlandy he m^t aflbon do the Kmg this Service, as re-- 
"•ceivea Warraoc for his enlargement ^ which^ he prefume<JI, 
f^he knew could not be granted but by the lUng himfelf. 

The Duke replied, *«That he expedfcd that Anfwer, but . 
^^ that it was not poffiUe for him to do any thing by Mdlage : 
•* or Letter, or any way but by his Prefence : Firfl, that they, 
'^in whom he had iotereft, would look upon any thing he 
f ihottid write, or any Meflage he (houid fend, as the refulc 

«of 
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^ of diftrds and compulfion, not of his affedion or jud^enc. 
^Befides, he iaid, he look'd upoa himfelf as very odious to 
^^ chat Nation, which was irreconciled to him for his zeal to 
^^ the King, and thought this a juft judgment of God upon 
^ him for not adhering to them. And, he laid, for his own 
^Brother, who he heard indeed had the greateft influence 
^ upon their Counfels, he had no reafon to be confident fn 
*^ him, at that diftance^ for, beGdes the extreme injurjr he 
^^had done him, in making an efcape from Oxford^ by which 
^'both their innocencies were made to be fufpedted, and for 
^' which he (hould never forgive him, he was the Heir of the 
^Houfe and Family j and he believ'd, would be content that 
^* himfelf Oiould grow old and dye in Prifon : whereas, if he 
^* were at liberty, and amongft them, he was confident fome 
^for love, and others for fear, would dick to him ^ and be 
^ Ihould eafily make it appear to thofe who were fierceft a- 
^^ gainft the Kin^, that it concem'd their own intereft to fup- 
^^ port the King m his juft power. However, he concluded, 
^^ that the worft that could come was his returning to Prifon, 
^ which he would not fiul to da So the difcourle ended for 
that Night. 

Th £ next day the Duke enter'd again into the fame Ar*- 
|;umenr, with much eameftneis, that the Chancellor would 
interpoie, upon that ground, for his liberty ^ who told him, 
*' That he was fo ill a Courtier, that he could not didemble to 
'^ him : that he was not (atisfied with his Reafons ^ and could 
^not but believe, he had incereft enou^ at that diftanc^ to 
^ make fome real demonftration of his Afiedtion to the King^ 
*' by the impreflion he might make upon his Dependents and 
^^ Allies : and therefore that he could not ofier any advice to 
^* the King, to the purpofe he defired. He told him, « That 
^^ he had been prefent at the Council-Table when the King 
^' Communicated that bufinefs, which concem'd him, to die 
<< Boards and that he gave his opinion ftiUy, and earneftly, 
'^for his Commitment^ being (atisfied, upon the Information 
'^ that was given concerning him, that bis Af!e<2ion to the 
^^King was very queftion^le; and that it appeared, that he 
^^ had been earndUy prefled bv thofe Perfons of Honour in 
^< that Kingdom, upon whom nis Majefty relied, to declare 
*^ himfelf^ and that if he could have been induced fo to do, 
^ having promifed the King that he would, and having Autho- 
**rity to that purpofe from him, they might very eafily have 
^^ fuppreOed that Rebellion in the bud : but that his Lordfhip 
*' ancl his Brother, were fo far from oppofing it, that the very 
^^ Proclamation which had idiied out there for the general In- 
^' lurre(3don (which Proclamation was perufed at Council* 
*^ Table, when he was committed) was not only fee forth in 
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^ his MajeAy's own Name, but Sealed with hi^ Signet : which 
^' was then in the Cuftody of the £arl of Lanrick his Brother, 
^' he being Secretary of State in that Kingdom. That diofe 
^'who were the principal Informers againft him^ and wh6 
^' profefled that they could do no Service, if he were at liber- 
^^ ty, now fince his reftraint, being arm'd with no more Au« 
^' thoricy than he had, at his laft being there, when the King- 
'^dom was in Peace, had, upon ail difadvantages imagin- 
^* able, when that Kingdom was totally loft to the King, re^ 
^ duced the greateft part of it again to his obedience ; and there* 
^' fore, whether it was his Lordfliip's Misfortune, or his Faulr^ 
^' fince things profper'd fb well in his abfence, he could not as 
^^ a Counfellor , advife the King, without the privity and 
^ confent of the Lord Mowitroft^ or without fome fuch Tefti'^ 
*^ mony of his Service, as he had before propofed, to give 
^^ him his Liberty : and that any ill fuccefs, which poOibly 
'^ might have no relation to that Aft, would yet be imputed 
^^ to that Counfel ^ and the Lord Mountrcfi have at leaft a 
^^ juft, or probable excufe, for any thing that fhould happen 
^* amifs. 

> The Duke thanked him for the freedom he had ufed to*' 
wards him^ and faid, ^^Upon the Information which was 
'^ given againft him, he muft acknowledge the proceedings toi 
''be very juft^ but he was confident, whenever he ihoulct 
'^ be admitted to a fair hearing, he Ihould appear very inno-** 
'.'cent from the Allegation which had been given. He iaid^ 
'' he had never made the leaft promife to the King, Which he 
''had not exa&ly performed; that be had not Authority or 
''Power to crofs any thing that was done to the prejudice of 
''the King^ and therefore to have made any fuch Attempt^' 
"or Declaration, as fome Lords had delired, in that conjun* 
"Aure of time, had been to have ddtroyed themfelves to no 
-" purpofe : and therefore, he made hafte to the King With fuctt 
" Propofitions, and Overtures, that he was confident, if he 
^ had been admitted to have fpoken with his Majefty, at hitf 
" coming to Oxford^ he ihould have given good fatis&(^on 
" in them ^ and then intended immediately to have retum'd 
" into Scotland^ with fuch Authority and Countenance, as the 
"King could well have given him j and doubted not but to 
" have prevented any inconveniences from that Kingdom : bu( 
" that by his Imprifonment ( which he could have prevented, 
"for he had notice upon his Journey, what was intended, and 
" trufted fo much in his innocence, that he Would not avoid 
" it ) all thofe defigns £dled^ For his Brother, he could fay 
"nothing; but he believ'd him an honeft Man; and for the 
" proceedings of the Lord Mountroji^ though he had received 
" good af]Bftanee from Irtlgnd^ which was a good Foundation, 
Vol. II Part. %.

tbis'Gcnremidury aini all that Faroilv and Qorrifon, tpade (h&fr 
Of no lefi'gmf to part wi^i'hlm, ne having begotten a great 
opinion in that People of (lis Int^riry and Innocence. But 
whi^n -the Duke &w diele was no Remedy, he mounted a 
tiodc^hat.was provided for him, andpafled the Journey very 
wdl.. ■ ' ■ 

Api^&^i the loft ofDarpMsatj fome Perfons of near truft 
about the Pfioce refumed the difeourfe again of enlarging .. 
the'Duke^ and believ'd diat he would be ^Jmc to do the lung 
great Service in the buGpefs c^ Seopiaud^^ and this prevailed 
to fiir with oac of the Lords of the Cooncil^ that upon the 

confidence 
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<Oonfideace oSD' Frazkr^ the Prince's Phyfician, he m^de a 
Journey mtU the D*^ to the Mount ; and did think, th^ he 
had fo much preyail'd with the Duke, that he had confenced 
^ To fend a bervant fpeedily to the Sceti/h Army ia England 
^^(whothould lik^wife pafs by the King, and carry any Let- 
^ ters to his JVJ^^^ from the Prince) to perfwadc them to 
^ comply with the King ^ and that he would like wife difpatch 
^Chsrks MuTT4Pf into SMlamd^ initrudied to his Brother £.««- 
^^rkk^ and that Party, to oblige them to joyn with Monntrofi, 
.^^But Dr Frazifir co^fefled to thofe he trufted, that the Duke 
^'rather conieoted.to it to iatisfy that Lord's vehemence and 
'.^^unportunicy, than that he had any great hope of fuccefs by 
^^it'^ inlUtibgQill, that nothing but his own Liberty would 
^^ do it : for which he gave a reafoD, that before had never 
been heard of, and was verv contrary to what the Duke had 
faid to the Chancellor, which wa3,.^^That the State o^ Scotland 
^ was fo fenfible of the injury done to the Duke by his impri* 
^^fonment (which he had faid before that they were very glad 
of) "That they had made an Order, that there ihould never 
** be Treaty with the King, or agreeing with Mavntrofe^ till he ^ 
<^ was at Ubierty , or brought to a legal Trial. And wheni 
CharUs Mwrray went to him for his initrudions, though he 
4aid much for nkn (o (ay again to his Friends^ and his Brother^ 
towards dieir deckring for the King, he difcouraged him 
;nuqh as to the Journey, reprefenting to him '^ His own dan- 
^^ ger, and the ftridi: Orders that were in Scotland againlt dt- 
« vilive Motions ^ of which, he faid, he feared this would be; 
^ taken for one. 

. This made the Council to have no mind to be engaged 
in any Treaty with him, suid le($ in propofmg or confenting 
to his Liberty ; not only upon the former knowledge they 
had of his di(pohcion and nature, but alfo.that they believ'd^ 
if he were not fincere, he would do much mifchief j and the 
more for being in any degree trult^d ; if he were iincere, that 
be would be able to do more good for the King, by toeing 
rcdeem'd out of Prifon by the Enemy, than by being re- 
leafed by the King or Prince. And therefore, when the 
Prince reaQK>v'!d in that hade and diforder from Findennis to 
Silly, there was no podibi^ty of removing him ^ fo that, at 
the furrender of the Mounts which was, by his advice, much Up§n the 
fooner than they had reafon to do it, when they were able to ^^^^'^ "^ 
dlefend themfclves for many Months, he was enlarged, and ^hJ^HtJd 
remov'd himfelf to London by fpeedy Journeys on Horfe» j^^ Ubertj, 
back ^ and did never afcer complam of the Stone ; which he 
before protefteMl^^ Would kill him, if he were not cut with^ 
•fin a year.' 
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the KJftz*s We left the King in Oxford y free from the troid>le aikl 
Tranfd&i9nt uneafincfs of thofe perpetual and wandering Marches, in which 
4# Oxford, he had been fo many Months exercifed^ and quiet from all 
rude and infolenc provocations. He was now among(t his 
true and faithful Councdiors and Servants^ whofe A&Sbon 
and Loyalty had firft engaged them in his Service, and made 
them itick to him to the end 9 and who, if they were not able 
to give him aOiftance, to ftem that mighty Torrent that over- 
bore both Him and Them, paid him ftill the Duty that was 
due to him, and gave him no vexation when they could not 
give him comfort. There were yet fome Garriibns remaining 
in his Obedience, which were like, during the Winter Sea- 
fbn, to be prefeiVd from any attempt of the Enemy. But 
upon the Approach of Spring, if the king (hould be without 
an Army in the Field, the Fate of thofe fiew places was eaGc 
to be difcern'd. And which way an Army could poflibly be 
brought together, or where it Ihould be rais'd, was not with- 
in the compafs of the wifeft Man's comprehenfion. How- 
ever the more difficult it was , the more vigour was to be 
applied in the attempt. Wwcefler^ as it was Neighbouring 
to Wales^ had the greateft Outlet and £Ibow-room^ and the 
Parliament party that had gotten any Footing there, behaved 
themfelves with that Infolence and Tyranny, that even they 
who had called them thither, were weary of them, and ready 
to enter into any combination to deltroy them. Upon this 
profpedt, and fome invitation, the King fent the Lord Afiley 

g^hom he had before, at his being ac Cardiff ^ conftituted 
overnour of thofe Parts, in the place of the Lord Gerrard) 
to Worcefter^ with order " To proceed, as he fhould find him- 
*' felf able, towards the gathering a Body of Horfe together, 
** againft the Spring, from thofe Garrifons which were left, 
** and from Wales : and what progrefs he made towards it will 
be foon known. 

When a full profpedt upon the moft mature delibera- 
tion, was taken of all the hopes which might with any co- 
lour of reafon be entertain'd j all that occur'd, appeared fb 
hopelefs and defperate, that it was thought fit to felort to an 
old expedient, that bad been found as defperate as any^ 
which was a new Overture for a Treaty of Peace : for which, 
they who advifed it, had no other reafon, but that they could 
not tell what elfe to do. Cromwell had left Fairfax in the 
Cr#mwcll Weft, and with a Party Selefted had fet down before Bafingy 
cheftw4»i and his imperious Summons having been rejected, he Storm'd 
Bafing. the Place and took it, and put moft of the Garrifon to the 
Sword : and a little before Winchefier had Surrendered upon 
eafy conditions. The lefler Garrifons in the North, which 
had flood out till now, were rendered every day, and the 

ScotUb 
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Sc&ti/b Armv, which had march'd as far as their own Borders^ 
was called back, and required to BeQege Newark. So that 
Whoever thought the fending to the Parhament (puEed up 
and fwoln with fo many Succeffes) for a Peace, would prove 
to no purpofe, was.noc yec able to tell, what was like to 
prove to better purpofe. This refledtion alone prevailed with 
the King, who had enough experimented thofe inclinations, 
to refer entirely to the Council, " To choofe any expedient, 
**Thgr thought mod probable to fucceed, and to prepare any 
*' Menage they would advife his Majefty to fend to the Par- 
*' liamenc. And :when they had conlider d it, the Overtures ' 
he had already made, by two feveral Meflages, to which he 
bad receiv'd no Anfwer, were fo. ample, that they knew not 
what addition to make to them ^ but concluded, "That this 
** Meflage (houid contain nothing but a refentment of That, 
•* and a demand of an Anfwer to the Meflages his Majefty 
*^had formerly fent for a Treaty of Peace. 

This Meflage had the fame entertainment which the for-p^Ki^x 
mer had received. It was receiv'd, read, and then laid afide^^ 'jr^ 
without any Debate ; which they who wilh'd well to it had Peace, which 
not credit or courage to advance; yet ftiU found means to watUid a- 
convey their advice to Oxfordy "That the King Ihould not^'^ '*« 
** give over that importunity : and they who had lictle hopes ""^"^ 
ofbetter effedls from it, were yet of opmion, " That the neg- 
** lefling thofe gracious invitations, made by his Majefty for 
*' Peace, would fliortly make the Parliament fo odious, that 
^* they would not dare long to continue in the fame obfti- 
** nacy . The Scots were griev'd and enraged, to fee their Idol 
Presbytery fo undervalued, and flighted, that befides the In- 
dependents power in the City, their very Aflembly of Di- • 
vines every day loft Credit and Authority to fupport it j and 
defir'd nothing more than a Treaty for Peace : and many 
others who had contributed moft to the fuppreflion of the 
King's Power, were now much more afraid of their owi^ 
Army, than ever they had been of His Authority j and be- 
lieved, that if a Treaty were once fet on foot, it would not 
be in the power of the moft violent to render it ineffeflual : 
or whatever they believ'd themfelves, they convey'd this to 
fome about the King, as the concurrent advice of all who pre- 
tended to with well: And ibme Men took upon them to 
fend the fubjed of what Meflage the King (hould fend, and 
doath'd in fuch expreflions, as they conceived were like to 
gain ground ; which his Majefty could not but gracioufly ac« ^y^ H^i^t^ 
cept ^ though he very feldom imitated their Style. fends ^^m 

After the King had long expedled an Anfwer to his laft/w* * ^/* 
Meflage, induced by thofe and the like reafons above men- f]J"^{*]|y 
tion'd, fae lent agam to the P^liament„ " That the^ wQaL<j^^.^cs^v 
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^fimd a Safe Coodua for the Duke of tMrnwi^JL m\ die 
<^ Earl 61 SButhamptowj W J^tu ^Ihhamlmm^ Md w Gnffr§f 
^^ Palmer^ by whom He would make Tuch particular Prmo- 
^^Qtions to them, as he hoped would produce a Peace. To 
Their ^n- this they returned aa Aniwer, fuch as ic ' was, ^^* That it would. 
/^' '^ be inconvenient, and might be of dangoroOs confequenoe^ 
^^ to admit thofe Lords ami Gentlemen to come into their 
^ Quarters^ but that they were preparing foikie Propofitions^ 
^ which, when hnifli'd, (bould oe lent to his Majeity in Bills, 
^^ to be Sisn'd by him ^ which would be the 6nly way to pro- 
^duce a Peace. The King underftood well what uich Bills 
would contain, and which when he had panted^ he fiiould 
)iave nothing left to deny ; and therefore liked nor, that fuch 
conclufions ihould be made without a Treaty. He refolv'd 
qnce more to try another way, whidi having been never yet 
try'd, he believ'd they could not deny ^ and if granted, what 
hazard foever his Perfon ihould be in,, he Ihould difcorer, 
whether he had fo many Friends in the Parliament, and the 
City, as many Men would perfwade him to conclude; and 
whether the Scats had ever a thought of doing him Service.' 
jn^Ki*^ ' He font to them, towards the end of Decemher^ ^ That fince 
/rT^V;5l"all other Overtures had proved ineflfearual. He defir'd to 
ndi Treary ^* cntcr into a Perfbnal Treaty with the two Houfcs of Par- 
*f wett- « liament at IVeftmmfter^ and the Commiffioners of the Parlia- 
inmftcr. a ^j^^ ^f Scotland^ upon all matters which might conduce 
**to the Peace and Happinefs of the diftradled Kingdoms; 
*' and to that purpofe his Majefty would come to Londtmy or 
*' Wkftminfier^ with fuch of his Servants as now attended him, 
<^ and their followers, not exceeding in the whde the Num- 
««ber of three hundred Perfons, if he might have the engage- 
«< ment of the two Irioufes of Parliament, the Commiflioners 
<• of thQ Parliament oi Scot land j of the Chief Commanders in 
« Sf Thomas Fairfaxes Army, and of thofe of the Scotijh Army, 
tf for his Free and Safe coming to, and abode in LoTtdon^ or 
^ Weftminfter^ for the (pace of forty days ; and after that 
<« time, for his Free and Safe repair to Oxford^ IVorcefier^ or 
^ J^ewarky if a Peace (hould not be concluded : For their bet- 
^ ter encouragement to hope well from this Treaty, his Ma- 
"jefty offer'd to fettle the Militia in fuch Perfons as (liould 
« be acceptable to them. 
Taeir ^n- Th I s Meflagc indeed awaken'd them, aikl made them be^ 
fr'^' lieve that the Gamefters who were to play this Game, looked 
into their hands, and hoped to find a Party in their own 
Quarters ; and that if they (hould neglect to fend an Anfwer 
to this Medage, their Silence might be taken for confenr, 
and that they Ihould quickly hear the King was in London^ 
l^hich they did not witb* They made thereupon more than 
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ordinary hafte, to let his Majefty kttow, ^^ That theirs hacf Been 
*^ no delay on their parts-; but for the Perfixial Treaty^ dcs 
'Mired by his Majefty^ after fo much Innocent Biood ihed ia 
^^the War by his Commands, aAd Comniiflions (\rith t)ve 
mention of many other odious partkulars) ^Thcyconceiv'c^ 
'^ chat until SatisfaSdon and Security were firft given lo both 
^' Kingdoms, his Majefty's coming thither could not be coff- 
.*^ venient, nor by them afferited to; nor did they apprehieod 
** it a means conducing to Peace> to accept ot a* Treaty f6r 
** few days, with any thoughts or nitientions of retumiqgi: to 
« Hoftility again. They obfav'd^ « That his Majel^y dcfir'd 
*'the engagement, not c«ily of the Par&imcnr, bur of the 
^' Chief Commanders in S^ Thomas Faiffdx'u Army,afld thofe 
^^ of the Sc&ti/h Anny; which they iaid, was againit the Fri- 
^^vilege and Honour of Paarhament,. to have thofe joyn'd with 
^ them, who were Subjed and Subordinate to their Aucho- 
" rity. They renew'd what thw had faid in their kft An- 
fwer, "That they would Ihortly lend fome Bills to his Majcfty, 
^' the (igning of which would be the beft way to procure a 
^* good, and a fafe Peace. 

Though the King was not willing to acquie&e with th» ^^^V 
ftubbom rcjedioft, but fent Meffage upon Meflage- ttill ro^'"'^'''^'*"'' 
chem for a better Anfwer, and at lalt oSer'd " To difitianrte 
** all his Garrifons, and fo come to and refide with his Par- 
^^ liament, if all they who had adhered to him, mighc be at 
** liberty to live in their own Houfes^ and to enjoy their own 
^•Eitates, without being obliged to take any Oaths, but 
*' what were enjoyn'd by the Law ; he could never pitocure 
any other Anfwer from them. And left all this (iiould not 
appear Affront enough, they publilh'd an Oittinance, as they '^^'^i^Ordi^ 
call'd ic, « That if the King JhouUi, contrary to the advice of '^"l'^' '^''" 
'* die Parliament already given to him, come, or attempt t€ 
^come withia the Lines of Communication, the Coihn^ittee 
^' of the Militia ihould raife fuch Forces as they (liiould thvink 
*' fit, to prevent any Tumult that might arife by his coming, 
^^ and to (upprefs any that (hould happen; and to apprehend 
^^ any who ihould come with him, or refort to him ; and to 
^^ fecure his Perfon frooi Danger : which' was an expreflioii 
they were doc aihamed always to ufe, when there wa^ no 
Danger that threatn'd him, but what themfelves^ cbntriv'd^ 
and defign'd againft him. To this their Ordinance, they 
added another Injundlion, " That all who- had ever borne 
^ Arms for his Majeity ( whereof very many upon* the Su*v 
render of Garrifons, and liberty granted ro rhem^bf their 
Articles upon thofe &irrenders; were come thither). " Ihould 
^immediately depart^ and go out of Lmd&My upon penalty of 
^^being^ proceeded agaioft as Spies. So thac all <i/cyx% ^d^xv«^^ 
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in dui oUtinatc mumery {but tgainft t Trettjr, all tboudtfi 
df That, at leaft with refemice to the Ftoliameot, were laid 
tfide^ and all endeavours afed to get fuch a power ti^^ether^ 
as mig^txnake them fee tfaat his Majdly was not out of all 
poffibility of being jet able to defend hiimeif. 
n^Kim WHENallhopes, as I fiud, were defperate of any Treaty 
friuuliMi with the Parliament, and confequentiy many haxardi were 
fwrirrw ib- to be run, in the contrivinga Peace any other way; the fii* 
fffnimi. fisuning the War, with any probability of Suceeis, was the 
next defirable thing to a Peace, and preferable before any fuch 
Peace, as was probably to be hoped for from the Party that 
fiovem'd the Army, whidi govem'd the Parliament. The 
King therefore ufed all the means which occurr'd to him, or. 
. which were advifed and propofed by others, to divide the 
Indepisndent Pkrcy i and to prevail with fome principal Pec* 
fons of them, to nnd their Content and SatisfiiOion in adr 
▼ancing his Intereft. That Party comprehendefi many who 
were not fo much Enemies to the State, qr to the Qiurch, 
as not to defire heartily that a Peace might be eftablifh'd upon 
the foundations of Both, fo their own particular Ambitions 
inight be compl/d with. To them the King thought he 
pight be able to propofe very valuable Compenfations for 
imy Service they could do Him ; and the Power of the Pref^ 
byterians, as they were in conjundion with the Sc^ts^ feem'd 
210 unnatural Argument to work upon thofe, who profefled 
to be fway'd by matter of Liberty ot Confcience in Religion : 
fince ic was out of all queition, that they (liould never find the 
}eaft fatisfadtion to their Scruples,and their Principles in Church 
povemmenr, from thofe who pretended to Eredl the King- 
dom of Je/us Chrift, And it was thought to be no ill Prefage 
towards the repairing of the Fabrick of the Church of Ejsg- 
laTtdy that it's two Mortal Enemies, who had expofedit tofo 
much Perfecution and Oppreflion, hated each other as mor- 
tally, and laboured each others Defbrudion, with the &me 
pury and Zeal they had both practiced towards Her. This 
ireafonable imagination very much difpofed the King, who 
was well acquainted with the unruly Spirit and Malice of the 
Presbyterians, to think it poflible that he might receive fome 
f^enent from the Independents ^ a Fa£bion newly grown up^ 
and with which he was utterly unacquainted : and his Ma- 
jefty's extraordinary Aflfe<aion for the Church made him the 
lefs weigh aad confider the incompatibility and irreconcila- 
blenefs of that Fadtion with the Government of the State ; of 
3vhich, it may be, he was the lefs fenfible, becaufe he thought 
nothing more impoffible, than that the Eng^ Nation (hould 
^ubmit to any other than Monarchical Government. There 
were be&des an oyer- active and bufy kind of Men, who (till 
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undertook to make Overtures as agreeable to the wifli of 
fome principal Leaders of that Party, and as with their Au* 
Chority, and fo prevail'd with the King, to fufier (bine Per- 
fons of Oedit near him, to make fome Proportions, in his 
Name, to particular Perfons. And it is veiy probable, that 
as the fame Men, made the expectations of thofe People ap- 
pear to the King much more r^onable and moderate, thanm 
truth they were, fo they perfwaded the others to believe^ 
that his Majefty would yield to many more important Con- 
ceffions, than he would ever be induced to grant. So either Bh^mim^ 
fide had, in a (hort dme^ a clear view into each others inten- 
tions, and quickly gave over any expedition of benefit that 
way^ (ave that the Independents were willing, that the King 
ihould cheriih the hopes of their complyance, and the King 
as willing that they ihould believe that his Majefly might be 
prevail'd with to grant more, than at firft he appeared re* 
Iblv'd to do. 

The truth is, though that Party was moft prevalent in 
the Parliament ; and comprehended all the Superior OfScery 
of the Army ( the General only excepted ^ who thought him<9 
felf a Presbyterian ) yet there were only three Men, Faue^ 
Cr^mweUy and Ireton^ who governed and difpofed all the reft 
according to their Sentiments; and without doubt they had 
not yet publiflied their dark deiigns to many of their own 
Party, nor would their Party, at that time, have been fo nu- 
merous and confiderable, if they had known, or but imagin'd, 
that they had entertain'd thofe thoughts of Heart, which they 
grew every day lefs tender to conceal, and forward enou^ 
to difcover. 

There was another Intrigue now fet on foot, with much r^^'**^. 
more probability of Succefs, both in refpeft of the thing it ^J^Jj^ 
felf, and the circumftances with which it came accompanied : ^ Icocs, 
and that was a Treaty w^h the Scots ^ by the Interpofition ^mfit wfoothj 
Mediation of the Crown of France -^ which, to that purpofe ^*«7"''J?^ 
at this time, fent an Envoy, one Montrevily to LcnJonj with ^^j^^{. 
fome formal Addrels to the Parliament, but intentionally to ,^|^ Mon* 
Negotiate between the King and the Scots; whofe Agent at trevfliV 
Paris had given encouragement to the Queen of England^ then fi^* /«*• '^ 
there, to hope that That Nation would return to their Duty j P^fi' 
znd the Queen Regent, in the great generofity of her Heart, 
did really deGre to contribute all that was in Her Power to 
the King^s recovery. To that purpofe, (he fent MontrevH at 
this time with Credentials to the King, as well as to the Par- 
liament; by which the Queen had opportunity to Comunir 
cate her Advice to the King her Husband ; and the £nvoy had' 
Authority " To engage the Faith of Tranciy for the perfbr- 
i^ mance of whacfoeYcr the King Ihoud promife to th^ Sc«t^« 
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-This ins the firft ioftance^ and it will appear a rery fbnrjF 
one, That a Forreign jSoveraign Prince gaycy of wifhing a* Re- 
coociliatioa^ or to put a period to the CivU War in his Ma* 
jeft/s Dbnunioos; towards the contrivance whereof, and the 
irequenc fomenting it^ too many of them contributed too 
much. The old Maxim, ^ That the Crown of Euglmtd could 
^ Bailance the DiSereoces whkh fell out between the Princes 
^of BMr0fej by it'r inclining to either Pirtyv had made the 
Minifters of our State too negligent in cultivating the Affia^- 
"*. CD$ of their Neijghbours by any real Obligations; as if thcf 
were to be Arbiters only in the Difierences which fell ouc 
I between others^ withouc being therofelves lyable to any' im« 

preffionofadverfe Fortune. This made the unexpeded Ca- 
kmity that befel this Kingdom^ noc ingratefiil to it's Neighs 
hours on all fides; who were willing to fee it weakened uid 
cfaaftifed by it's own iirokes. . 

Cardinal RicMieuj out of the haughtinefs of his own 
narore, and immoderate appetite of revenge, under the dif- 
guifeof beii^jefllouflof the Honour of his Mafter, had dtt 
cover'd aa implacable hatred againft the Ef^ii/hy ever finco 
that unhappy provocation by the fnvafion of the Ue of Rtty 
and the dechred Protedion oERffcbei^ V^d took thefirft op- 
portunity, from the indifpoficion and murmurs of SceiUmdj td 
warm tbar People into Rebellion, and faw the Poyfon thereof 
proTper, and fpread to his own with; which he fomented bf 
the French £mb;ifl[adour in the Parliament, with all the Ve« 
flom of his Hearty as hath been mentioned before. As he 
bad not unwifely driven the Queen Mother out of France^ 
or rather kept her from returning, when fhe had unadvifedly 
withdrawn her felf from thence, fo he was as vigilant to keep 
her Daughter, the Qicen of England^ from coming thither; 
which (he refoiv'd to have done, when fhe carried the 
Frinceis Royal into Holland., in hope to work upon the King 
ber Brother, to make (uch a feafonable Declaration againft the 
Kfbt]sdt England^ 2Xid SeotloMcly as might terrify them from 
the farther profecution of their wicked purpofes. But ic was 
made known to ber, " That her Prefence would not be ac- 
^ccptablein Frame y and fo, for the prefent, that enterprife 
was declin'd. 

But that great Cardinal being now dead, and the King 
himfelf dying within a fliort time after, the Adminiftration of 
the Affairs of that Kingdom, inthelnfancy of the King, arxi 
under his Mother , the Queen Regent, was committed to 
Cardinal Mazarm, 2in Italian by Birth, and raifcdby Rtcbelieu 
to the degree of a Cardinal^ for his great dexterity in putting 
Caf^l'into the hands of France^ when the Spaniard had given 
it up to him, as the Nuntioof the Pope, and in truftthat ic 

fliould 
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fhould remain in the Pofleffion of his Hdinefs, till the Title 
of the Duke of iMiwtf ir^ (hould be determined. This Car* 
dinal was a Man rather of different, than contrary Parts fronr 
his Predcceflbr ^ and fitter to build upon the Foundationsr 
which he had laid, than to have laid thofe Foundations ; and 
to cultivate, by Artifice, Dexterity, and Diflimulation (ia 
which his Nature and Parts excelled) what the other had be-; 
gun with great Refolution and Vigour, and even gone through 
with invincible Conftancy and Courage. So that, the one' 
having teokenthe heart of all oppoGtion and contradiftion 
to the Crown, by the cutting oft the Hiead of the Duke cf 
M09am9f4mcj^ and reducing Monfieur, the Brother of the 
King, to the moft tame fubmiffion, and incapacity of foment-' 
iog another Rebellion, it was very ea^ for the other, to find a 
complyance fi-om all Men, now lufficiently terrified firom any 
contradiction. And how great things (bever this laft Minifter 
performed for the Service of that Crown, during the Minority 
of the King, they may alL in juftice, be imputed to the pru- 
dence and providence of Cardinal Rkhelku\ who had reduced 
and difpofed the whole Nation to an entire Subjection and 
Submiffion to what (hould be impofed upon them. 

Cardinal Max^ariu^ when he carte firft to that great 
Miniftry, was without any Perfonal Animofity againft our 
King, or the Englijh Nation ^ and was no othenyife delighted 
with the diftradlion and confiifion they were both involved io^ 
than as it difabled the whole People from making fuch a con- 
junAion with the Spaniard^ as might make the profecution of 
that War (upon which his whole Heart w^s kt) the more' 
difficult to him ; which he had the more reafon to apprehend 
by the Refidence of Don Ahnfo de Cardenas^ Embafladour 
from the King of Spainy ftill at L^ffdon^ making all Addreffes 
to the Parliament. When the Queen had been compelFd ift 
the laft year, upon the advance of the Earl of Bffex into the 
Weft, to Tranfport her fclf o\xt of Cormvaf inxo France, fht 
bad found there as good a reception, as fhe could expe£t ; 
and received as many expreflions ofkindnefsfrom the Queen 
Regent, and as ample promiies from the Cardinal, as fhe 
could wifh. So that Ihe promifed her felf a very good efteft * 
fi'om her Journey i and did procure fi-om him fuch a prefent 
fiipply of Arms and Ammunition, as, though of no great va- 
lue in it felf, (he was willing to interpret, as- a good evidence 
of the reality of his intentions. But the Cardinal did not yec 
think the King's Condition low enough; and rather defired, 
by adminiftring little and ordinary Supplies, to enable him to 
continue the itruggle, than to fee him Viftorious over his Ene- 
mies; when he might more remember, how flender Aid he 
had receiv'dy ihaxi Thac he had been a£^d-. ^tid^sit^VK:^^ 
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after aoake hlmfelf Arbiter of the Peace between the two 
Crowns. Wherefore he was more follicicous to keep a good 
correfpondence with the Parliament, and to profefs a Neutra- 
lity between the King and them, than inclined to give them 
any jealoufy, by appearing much concem'd for the King. 

But after the mttle oiNafehy was loft, ai^d that the King 
ieem'd fo totally defeated, that he had very little hope of ap- 
pearing again in the head of an Army, that might be able to 
refill the £neroy, the Girdinal was Awaken'd to new Appre- 
henfions; and faw more caufe to fear the Monftrous power 
of the Parliament, after they had totally fubdued the King, 
than ever he had to apprehend the excefs of greatneft in thq 
Crown : and therefore, befides the frequent incitements he re- 
ceiv'd from the generolity of the Queen Regent, who really 
defir'd to fupply fome Subftantial relief to the King, he was 
t himfelf willing to receive any Propofitions from the Queen of 
E»iUnd^ by which She thought that the King her Husband's 
Service might be advanced ; and had always the Dexterity 
and Artifice, by letting things fall in difcourfe, in the prefence 
of thofe, who, he knew, would obferve and report what they 
beard or conceived, to caufe that to be propofed to him^ 
which he had mod mind to do, or to engage himfelf in. So 
he had Application enough from the Covenanting Party of 
Scotland (who from the beginning had depended upon Framce^ 
by the encouragement and promifes ot Cardinal Richelieu) 
to know how to direft thcra,to apply themfelves to the Queen 
of England^ that they might come recommended by her Ma- 
jefty to him, as a good Expedient for the King's Service. For 
they were not now referv'd in their Complaints of the Treat- 
ment they received from the Parliament, and of the terrible 
apprehenlion they had of being difappointed of all their hopes, 
by the prevalence of the Independent Army, and of their 
Fadiion in both Houfes ; and therefore wiQi'd nothing more, 
than a good opportunity to make a firm conjunction with 
the King; towards which they had all encouragement from 
the Cardinal, if they made their addrefs to the Queen, and if 
her Majefty would defire the Cardinal to condud: it. And be- 
caufe many things mu[t be promifed, on the King's behalf, to 
the Scots upon this their engagement, " The Crown of Franc& 
*' Ihould give credit and engage, as well that the Scots Ihouid 
^'perform all that they (hould promife, as that the King 
*^ fliould make good whatfoever Qiould be undertaken by Him, 
^•or by the Queen on his behalf. 
Mountre- T H I s was the occafion and ground of fending Monfieur 
viiy Wrf^- Mountrevil into England^ as is mention'd before. He arriv'd 
tUtionnith (here j^ January y with a§ much credit as the Qiieen Regent 
^5"^- could give him to the Scots^ and as the Queen of England 

could 
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could give him to the King; who likewife perfwaded his Ma^ 
jcfty, to believe, " That France was now become really kind 
^^ to him, and would engage all it's power to ferve him ; and 
•^^ that the Cardinal was well afliired, that the Scots would be- 
^ have themfelves henceforwards very honeftly ; which his 
Majefty was willing to believe , when all other hopes had 
failed ; and all the overtures made by him for a Treaty had 
been rejedted. But it was not long before he was undeceiv'd ; 
and difcern'd that this Treaty was not like to produce better 
fruit, than his former Overtures had done. For the firlt In- 
formation he received from MontrevU^ after his arrival in 
England^ and after he had conferred with the Scotijh Comnu£> 
fioners, was, *«That they peremptorily infifted upon his Ma- 
*' jefty^ Condefcenfion, and Promife, for the Eftablilhmcnt of 
^ the Presbyterian Government in England^ as it was in Scot'- 
land'y without which, he faid, there was no hope, that they 
" would ever joyn with his Majefty 9 and therefore the Envoy • 
prefled his Majefty " To give them fetisfadlion therein, as the 
*' advice of the Queen Regent and the Cardinal, and likewife 
*' of the Queen his Wife ; which exceedingly troubled the 
King. And the Scots alledged confidently, ^' That the Queen 
^' had exprefsly promised to S^ Rohert Moray (a cunning and 
a dexterous Man, who had been employ'd by them to her WTa- 
jefty) "that his Majefty Qiould confent thereunto. They 
produced a Writing Sign'd by the Queen, and delivered to 
o' Robert Moray ^ wherein there were fuch expreffions concern- 
ing Religion, as nothing pleafed the King; and made him 
look upon that Negotiation, as rather a Con4)iracy againft the 
Church between the Roman Catholicks and Presbyterians, 
than as an Expedient for his Rettoration , or Prefervation : 
and he was very much difpleafed with fome Perfons, of near 
truft about the Queen, to whofe mifinformation, and advice^ 
he imputed what her Majei^ had done in that particular. 

Thereupon he deferred not to let Mounfieur Montrevif 
know, " That the alteration of the Government in the Church 
^<was exprefsly againft his Confcience; and that he would 
^^ never confent to it ; that what the Queen his Wife had 
^^ feem'd to promife, proceeded from her not being well in- 
^^form'd of the conftitution of the Government oi England ^ 
^ which could not confift with the change that was propofed. 
But his Majefty offered, " To give all the afliirance imaginable* 
^ and hoped that the Queen Regent would engage her Royal 
^ word on his behalf in that particular, that the Maintenance 
^< and Support of the Epifoopal Government in England^QiiovXd 
^^ not in any degree (hake, or bring the leaft prejudice to that 
<< Government that was then fettled in Scotland*^ and, far- 
ther he oflfer'd. « That, if cbe Scots would defire to bas^ ^S^s. 
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'^fcce cxcrcife of their Religion, acording to their own pra- 
f'Aice and cuftom, whilit they (bould.be at any dme ia 
^ England^ he would adign them convenient places co thtC 
^'purpofe in London ^ or any other part of the Kingdom, 
" where they Ihould defire it. Nor could all the Importunity 
or Arguments , ofed by Montrevil^ prevail with his Maieiiy 
to enlarge thofe Conceilions^ or in the ieaft co recede from 
the conitancy of his refolution ; thouj^h he inform'd him of 
<<The diflatisfjidlion both the ScotHh CommiHioners, and the 
** Presbyterians in London had in his Majelty's refolution. an^ 
'^ averfenefs from gratifying them in that, which they always 
^^ had, and always would iiSiit upon^ and that the Scots were 
** refblv'd to have no more to do with his Majcfty ; but to a- 
*^ gree with the Independents : from whom they could have 
<^ better conditions than from Him ; and he fearTl {uch an Ar 
« grcement was too far advanced already. 

Many Anfwcrs and Replies pafled between the King and 
fiontrevil in Cipher , and with all imaginable Secrecy \ ia 
which, whateve;r reproaches were caft upon him afterwards, 
he always gave the King very clear and impartial information of 
the temper, and of the difcourfes of thofe People with whom 
he was to Tranfadt. And though he did, upon all occafions, 
with much earneftneft, advife his Majefty to confent to the 
unreafonable demands of the i'^^r^, which, he did believe, he 
would be at laft compeird to do, yet it is as certain, that he 
did ufe all the Arguments the Talent of his Underftanding, 
which was a very good one, could fuggeft to him, to perfwadc 
the Scots to be contented with what the King had fo frankly 
ofier^d and granted to them \ and did all he could to perfwade 
and convince them, that their own prefcrvation, and that of 
their Nation depended upon the prefcrvation of the King, 
and the Support of his Regal Authority. And it is very me- 
morable, that, in Anfwer to a Letter which Montrevil writ 
to the King, and in which he perfwaded his Majefty to agree 
with the Scots upon their own demands, and amongft other 
Arguments, afTured his Majefty, " That the EugUJIj Presbyte- 
**rians were fully agreed with the Scots (which his Majefty 
believed they would never be ) the Scots having declared , 
'* That they would never infift upon the fettling any other Go- 
*^ vernment than was at that time practiced in London-, urging 
many other fuccefles, which they had at that time obtained j 
the King, after fome expreflions of his adhering to what he 
had formerly declared, ufed thefe words in his Letter of the 
aift o^ January to Monfieur Montrevil^ " Let them never flat- 
** ter themfelves fo with their good fuccefles : without pre- 
•^tending to Prophecy, I will foretel their ruin; except they 
** agree with me ^ however it fliall pleafe God to difpofe of 

^^Me; 
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*^Me; which they had great reafon to remember after. 

But becaufe, though this Treaty was begun, and proceed- 
ed fo far as is recited, before the end of the prefent Year, 
yet it was carried on, and did not conclude, till fome Months 
after the next Year was begun, we (hall put an end to our 
Relation of it at prefent, and refume what remains, in it's 
place of the Year enfuing : Only, befi)re we finifli our Account 
of the Actions of this unfortunate Year forty five, we muft 
mention one more, which happened on the two and twentieth 
of March^ juft as the Year was expiring. 

The King had hoped to draw out of the few Garrifons^'^*^ . 
ftill in his poSeffion, fuch a Body of Horfe and Foot, as might l^lf^^f^ 
enable Him to take the Field early in the Spring, though with- ^the Drfe^ 
out any fixed defign. But this was dafh'd in the very beginning, of the Lard 
by the total Rout and Defeat the Lord jiftley underwent j who ^^^y'* 
being upon his March from Worcefter towards Oxford^ with **'' 
two thoufand Horfe and Foot, and the King having appointed 
to meet him, with another Body of fifteen hundred Horfe 
and Foot, Letters and Orders mifcarried, and were intercept- 
ed; whereby the Enemy came to have notice of the Refolu*- 
tion, and drew a much greater ftrength firom their feverai 
Garrifons of Glocefter^ If^arnvkiy Coventry, and Evejham. So 
that the Lord j0ley was no fooner upon his March, but they 
follow'd him ; and the fecond day, after he had marched all 
night, when he thought he had efcaped all their Quarters, they 
(t^ upon his wearied Troops ; which, though, a bold ax)d 
ftout Refinance was made, were at laft totally Defeated; and 
the Lord j0ley himfelf, Sr Charles Lucas, who was Lieute- 
nant General of the Horfe, and moft of the other Officers, 
who were not kill'd, were taken Prifoners. The few who 
efcaped, were fo fcatter'd and difperfed, that they never came 
together again: nor did there remain, from that time, any 
poflibility for the King to draw any other Troops together 
in the Field.
